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This volume is an edition of a register of 
leases and indentures compiled by Abbot 
William Thryske, probably in 1533. Addi- 
tional material was added during the 
abbacy of Marmaduke Bradley, the last 
abbot of Fountains. 


The Lease Book provides a detailed in- 
sight into the economy of the richest 
Cistercian abbey in England from the 
late-fifteenth century until the Dissolu- 
tion. Most of its estates lay in Yorkshire, 
although it also possessed property in 
Cumberland and in Boston (Lincoln- 
shire). By the end of the Middle Ages, 
a significant proportion of the abbey’s 
income was derived from dairy-farming; 
the Lease Book contains important 
material on this aspect of late-medieval 
pastoral husbandry, as well as on trans- 
humance in relation to sheep flocks, 
which were pastured on the limestone 
uplands of Craven in summer and on 
lower lands to the east in winter. It also 
provides details of the relationship be- 
tween the monastery and its tenants and of 
their social status, inheritance customs and 
ambitions. 


A general introduction discusses daily life 
in the abbey in the sixteenth century, its 
economy, the management of its estates 
and the monastic servants and tenants. 
Notes to the leases provide additional 
information derived from a number of 
related documents ranging in date from 
the mid-fifteenth century until the Dis- 
solution and the volume concludes with a 
gazetteer giving grid references for all the 
estates mentioned in the volume. An 
appendix contains the text of thirteen 
additional documents which were not 
transcribed into the Lease Book. 
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Preface 


Fountains Abbey has long been noted amongst visitors for the 
completeness of its claustral buildings and for the beauty of its 
setting, while historians, attracted by its wealth, the extent of 
its estates and the survival of documentary material illustrating 
them have used Fountains to investigate and illustrate the 
development and decline of the grange system. The interest of 
the period of high demesne farming in England and the 
richness of documentary evidence available for that period 
(although not in the case of Fountains) has attracted students of 
agricultural history to studies of the period before the Black 
Death at the expense of work on the fifteenth century. In the 
case of Fountains, it would not be true to say that the later 
periods have been altogether neglected, but they have certainly 
attracted less attention than earlier periods. 

Although woefully incomplete, the monastery’s estate 
records from the mid-fifteenth century until the Dissolution 
provide a useful opportunity to investigate the organisation 
and economy of a great monastic estate during the last century 
of ‘ts existence. Ihe evidence ‘they provide for pastoral 
agriculture is, perhaps, of even more significance, not only for 
the abbey’s flocks of ewes and wethers and herds of young 
oxen, which five hundred years ago at the time this preface 1s 
being written would have been arriving at their winter 
pastures in Nidderdale and further east, having spent the 
summer grazing the Craven uplands, but also for the 
remarkable organisation of the Fountains dairy herds. 

The 1495 rental, which I published as part of the preliminary 
work for this volume,’ provides a formal framework in which 
to consider the abbey’s central estates. The Stock Book, when 
published,* will enable the pastoral side of the monastery’s 
economy to be fully assessed. The Lease Book itself preserves 
not only many of the leases and agreements under the terms of 
which the central estates were managed, but also provides 
information on many outlying properties, from Crosthwaite 
in the north to Boston in the south. Three manuscript volumes 
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of unaudited accounts provide complementary information” 
and students of the abbey’s economy also have at their disposal 
a detailed survey of the estates which were to be granted to Sir 
Richard Gresham in 1540.* 

This edition was prepared as a dissertation for the degree of 
Master of Philosophy at the University of Leeds. My 
supervisors were Mr G. C. F. Forster and the late Professor 
J. Le Patourel, who first encouraged me to undertake the task 
shortly after my appointment as Librarian and Archivist of the 
Yorkshire Archaeological Society, during his period as the 
society's president. I wish to record my gratitude to Mrs S. 
Thomas, my successor as archivist, and the other staff of the 
Yorkshire Archaeological Society, and also to Mr J. M. 
Collinson, City Archivist, and the staff of Leeds City Archives 
for providing access to all but two of the documents in 
Appendix I and to Commander C. Vyner for permission to 
publish them. My thanks are also due to Dr Jan Kershaw, who 
made proofs of his work on Bolton Priory? available to me

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INTRODUCTION 


The Scope of this Edition 


Although it was not the oldest house of its order, Fountains 
was by far the richest Cistercian abbey in England.’ Only a 
small proportion of its income came from spiritual sources” 
and it derived its wealth from its vast estates. Whitaker, 
discussing the abbey’s possessions in Craven, stated: 
these premises, independently of many scattered lands 
included in the rental, at Ayrton, Arneforth, Wiggles- 
worth, Linton, Burnsal, Hebden &c contained in a ring 


fence, upon very moderate computation, 100 square 
miles, or 64,000 acres.° 


Although the abbey’s estates were certainly extensive, the 
commonly held view that they formed a solid block of land 
between the monastery and the Ribble, Whitaker’s imaginary 
‘ring fence’, is certainly erroneous. Bolton Priory, for exam- 
ple, held estates in the same area,* as did many other land- 
owners, both secular and religious. 

Faced with the task of editing Fountains Abbey’s substantial 
chartulary,” Lancaster merely presented a straightforward 
abstract of the manuscripts, with no attempt at dating the 
charters and with virtually the only notes being those identify- 
ing the vills to which the documents refer. The published 
chartulary, one of whose five volumes is missing, is only the 
abbey’s general chartulary. It possessed a number of other 
chartularies,° sections of one of which (British Library Add 
MS 18276) were printed by Lancaster as the first appendix to 
his edition’ in an attempt to supply the text of the missing 
fourth volume. The abbey’s royal and papal privileges were 
transcribed into a separate register;” most of the contents of 
this were published by Walbran.” No attempt has yet been 
made to collate the published chartulary with earlier, un- 
published chartularies and registers, or with the very consider- 
able number of surviving original charters. Until such work is 
undertaken, any attempt to produce a definitive account of the 
Fountains estates would be premature. In the case of the 
present volume, however, it would have been misleading to 
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present the leases themselves without some attempt at an 
account of the estates to which they relate. 

The formation and early history of Fountains’ granges have 
received the attention of scholars from Bishop!’ onwards and 
most recently by Dr Platt.'’ In the case of most Cistercian 
monasteries there was a change from the situation of the 
monks directly farming their granges to one in which at the 
Dissolution they were, for the most part, mere rentier land- 
lords, although some land was always retained in demesne. 
This could be a comparatively small proportion of the monas- 
tery’s property, as was the case with Dieulacres Abbey in 
Staffordshire, '~ although in some cases a much larger propor- 
tion of a house’s income could come from property retained in 
hand, such as 35.1 per cent in the case of Garendon Abbey in 
Leicestershire.'? Donnelly attempted an assessment of these 
changes on a general basis for all the Cistercian abbeys of 
England and Wales, '4 but in the case of Fountains the change 
was from demesne farming with a strong emphasis on wool 
production’? to an economy in which much of the abbey’s 
energy was directed towards dairy farming.'® It will only be 
possible to explain these changes when the abbey’s fourteenth- 
century rentals have been edited. As is the case with most of 
the abbey’s estate records, these survive only in the form of 
informal working records, in this case in fifteenth-century 
transcripts with no very obvious arrangement.'’ These ren- 
tals, and especially that of 1361, have been used to a certain 
extent in the preparation of this edition of the Lease Book, but 
many are undated and considerable work would be required to 
enable them to be used systematically. In this edition notes on 
the estates to which the leases relate mainly provide informa- 
tion about the situation after the mid-fifteenth century. 

The survival of fifteenth- and sixteenth-century records for 
the Fountains estates provides an opportunity to assess the 
accuracy of the Valor Ecclesiasticus as a record of monastic 
income, a topic which was discussed at length by Savine'® and 
more recently by Knowles.'”? To provide a comprehensive 
assessment in the case of Fountains would require work on the 
whole of the abbey’s estates, including those for which no 
leases exist, a task outside the scope of this edition, but the 
opportunity has been taken of comparing the evidence pro- 
vided by the Valor Ecclesiasticus with that derived from the 
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abbey’s own records and noting discrepancies where these 
occur. Changes in rental income in the last century of the 
monastery’s existence have been noted and, where the 
tenement granted by a particular lease formed only part of the 
abbey’s holding in the vill in which it lay, an assessment of the 
value of the total Fountains holding in that vill has been 
attempted. In view of the size of the Fountains holdings, an 
account of their fate after the Dissolution, such as that 
undertaken for Devon by Professor Youings,~” must be re- 
served for a separate study. 

In many cases it has been possible to name all the tenants 
who held a particular tenement from the fifteenth century to 
the Dissolution and to show the degree of continuity of tenure 
by the same family. It is unlikely that further evidence will be 
found which could add significantly to what can now be said 
on this topic, unless the early sixteenth-century rentals on 
which the Dissolution Survey appears to be based are found. 

Since it 1s planned to publish an edition of the Stock Book, a 
detailed discussion of the late fifteenth-century stock accounts 
would be out of place in this volume. They have, nevertheless, 
been used to demonstrate changes in the dairy establishments 
of granges and lodges for which leases exist and they alone can 
indicate to what extent the theoretical size of a particular flock 
or herd mentioned in a lease 1s likely to have reflected reality. 

The incidental information provided by the leases about the 
abbey and its organisation are discussed below, although this 
discussion is far less complete than would have been possible 
had a series of formal accounts survived. The final section of 
this introduction is directly concerned with the leases them- 
selves, the abbey’s leasing policy, the estates to which they 
refer and the monastery’s tenants. 


The Manuscript 


The Lease Book is a large parchment volume measuring 
c. 16% ins X 12% ins (420 mm X 315 mm). The make-up of 
the gatherings is irregular, but rather than representing later 
alterations and text losses, this irregularity was probably

dictated by the large size of the volume and the desire to use 
the available parchment as economically as possible. The 
binding is unusual, consisting of hide boards ’% in. (4 mm) 
thick, originally sewn on six tawed-leather thongs with an 
Open spine, as the use of such thick binding precluded the 
binder from being able to pass it round the spine. The volume 
has been rebound once, which was probably the occasion on 
which fos 40 and 119-22 were removed and fos 33-4 reversed 
and bound in upside-down. The contemporary index at the 
front of the volume suggests that the missing folios were 
probably blank and may have been removed to serve some 
other purpose. As originally bound, the boards were lined 
with paste-downs reused from a manuscript of the Gospels. 
These paste-downs were removed when the volume was 
rebound, but traces of ink are visible in the gesso with which 
the boards were lined. The writing is far from complete and 
reversed, but sections of St Luke’s Gospel, Ch. IV, and St 
John’s Gospel, Ch. IV, can be identified.*! 

The main body of the text of the Lease Book is written in a 
neat secretary hand with anglicana influences, the initial letters 
of the leases normally being decorated with elaborate, inter- 
laced flourishes. A volume of this size must have taken some 
time to write, but it can be suggested that a primary text was 
probably completed in 1533, as No. 179 dates to February of 
that year. The additions to the manuscript, Nos 75, 237-70, 
are in a variety of hands. Handwriting can be difficult to distin- 
guish, but it seems possible that nine scribes may have been 
involved in the compilation of the Lease Book, the distribu- 
tion being as follows: 

Hand A: Nos 1-74, 76-236, 268 

Hand B: No. 237 

Hand C: Nos 75, 250, 259-66, 269-70

It is clear that the original intention was that new leases should 
be entered in their proper place in the Lease Book, blank folios 
being bound in for this purpose. This plan was not adhered to 
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and almost all the additions were placed at the back of the 
volume. It seems probable that after its initial compilation, no 
attempt was made to keep the volume up to date. It may be 
significant that Nos 278-80 all date to 1536 and were not 
entered into the Lease Book. That No. 244, dated January 
1539, should occur so early amongst the additions suggests 
that the attempt to bring the manuscript up to date was not 
made until shortly before the Dissolution and certainly no 
earlier than 1538. 

The history of the Lease Book during the first 150 years 
following the Dissolution is unknown. By 1665 it was in the 
possession of Sir Henry Savile, as in a letter written by Charles 
Fairfax on 24 May of that year to Sir William Ingilby, in which 
he lists registers relating to Fountains Abbey, he describes it 
as: 

A booke of demises of lands by the abbot, which is in the 

hands of your ladye’s brother att Methelay.2 Pe 
It remained amongst the Savile manuscripts until their sale in 
1861, when it was purchased by Sir Thomas Phillipps, becom- 
ing Phillips MS 25263.°° It was offered for sale as Lot 1256 in 
the sale of Phillipps manuscripts held in June 1899, when it 
was bought by Sir Thomas Brooke for £47.** The Yorkshire 
Archaeological Society acquired the manuscript by bequest at 
Sir Thomas’s death in 1908°° and it has since remained in the 
Society’s collection as MS 284. For a manuscript which has 
been publicly accessible for some considerable time, the Lease 
Book has received remarkably little attention. Walbran did not 
know of its existence,~° but even twentieth-century scholars 
who did have made little use of it. 

The majority of the 270 documents copied into the Lease 
Book are leases and their related bonds. The earliest lease (No. 
185) dates to 1467 and the latest (Nos 244 and 265) date to 2 
January 1539, just under eleven months before the abbey’s 
surrender on 26 November of that year.’ The Lease Book also 
contains many other miscellaneous documents, some dating 
to a much earlier period in the monastery’s history. The text 
contains a number of obvious errors, notes on which have 
been included in the text of this edition. It is easy to ascribe 
these mistakes to carelessness on the part of the scribe who 
copied the lease, but since No. 279, an original document, 
contains a similar error, mistakes may have been present in the 
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exemplars from which the copyists worked. It is unlikely that 
the copyists aimed at letter-by-letter accuracy: the English in 
which many of the leases are written and which the scribes 
themselves spoke was in a fluid state, not far removed from 
Middle English, and dialectical variations, apparent in many 
of the documents, produce an additional complication. Even 
the language of documents written in Latin lacks the precision 
which would have encouraged total faithfulness to the origi- 
nal. The simplicity of medieval deeds, such as No. 185, had 
been abandoned, but the men who drafted the leases had yet to 
adopt the set forms which would emerge after the enaction of 
the Statute of Uses. Moreover they often suffered from 
verbosity comparable to that on which Dr Talbot has com- 
mented in relation to the letters sent by English abbots to 
Citeaux.*° 

It will be suggested below that it may have been custom 
rather than the precise wording of the leases which was more 
important in determining the duties of tenants, in which case 
the vague and rambling nature of their texts would have been 
of less importance than might otherwise have been the case. 
This characteristic 1s exemplified by No. 66, in which a clause 
forbidding subletting has been added at the end of the lease 
after the sealing clause, apparently as an afterthought. It will 
be demonstrated that the number of sheep kept on the various 
granges and lodges in the late fifteenth century was almost 
invariably lower than the number specified in the 1496 rental 
and the leases, demonstrating again that they should not 
always be accepted as precisely reflecting the actual obligations 
of the abbey’s tenants. 


Related Texts 


Five manuscripts in addition to the Lease Book provide 
evidence for the organisation and the economy of the Foun- 
tains estates in the century before the monastery’s surrender. 
Rentals are invaluable in providing evidence for the total 
income from an estate and it is a matter of regret that the 
recently published rental of 1495/6°? covers only a portion of 
the abbey’s estates, albeit the most significant part. It is not 
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clear whether the area covered by the rental was of particular 
administrative significance: it formed the heartland of the 
abbey’s patrimony which, with the exceptions of parts of the 
Fountains holdings in Craven and Ribblesdale, were to be 
granted to Sir Richard Gresham in 1540.°” For those estates 
which were divided into a number of tenements, as in the case 
of Kilnsey, the rental provides essential evidence for assessing 
the significance of leases of such tenements. The rental appears 
to have descended with the estate and now forms Leeds City 
Archives VR 5458. 

No audited accounts survive from Fountains. That such 
accounts once existed 1s suggested by an entry in the Steward’s 
Book: no income 1s recorded from Wheldrake and Stainburn 
for 1525, a note written against the names of these two vills 
stating ‘as appears in the rolls of accounts’,*! although the 
reference may be to receivers’ accounts relating to these 
particular vills rather than to the accounts of the monastery’s 
central administration. The closest approximation to formal 
accounts is contained in the Bursar’s Book, which covers the 
three years 1456/7 to 1458/9 and which was published by 
Fowler.°* These accounts have been used in this volume to 
provide details of the abbey’s rental income in the mid- 
fifteenth century; the value of information derived from the 
accounts for stock, which form part of the Bursar’s Book, 1s 
considerably enhanced if they are compared with the more 
comprehensive accounts contained in the Stock Book. Never- 
theless they provide the names of the abbey’s tenants and 
keepers who accounted for dairy herds in the middle of the 
century. The Bursar’s Book, which has descended with the 
abbey, now forms Leeds City Archives VR 5497. 

Two informal account books survive. The first of these 
covers the period 1446 to 1458°° and was compiled by Thomas 
Swynton, an obedientiary whose office Fowler was unable to 
identify.°* The entries in this book are disorganised and 
frequently difficult to date. The second is a volume mainly 
concerned with the receipt of rents. This was commenced by 
Edward Tyrry, the holder of an unidentified obediency who 
was the principal subject of a complaint made by Marmaduke 
Huby in a letter to the abbot of Citeaux c. 1520.°° It contains 
accounts for rent received from some seventy-two places, 
most of which were omitted from the 1495/6 rental, so this 
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account book in part compensates for the lack of a rental for 
those estates. Although formerly at Ripley Castle, this docu- 
ment was not noticed by Walbran. It was Lot 60 in the 
Ripley Castle sale of 21 October 1920 and is now part of 
Yorkshire Archaeological Society MD 335. 

The Stock Book consists of twelve annual stock accounts 
bound together, eleven of which cover the period 1480-90, 
while the twelfth, which is incomplete, appears to date to 
between 1492 and 1495. Each section contains the annual 
account of the magister averiorum, or feemaster, and that of the 
magister ovium. Information from these accounts has been 
extracted-on a systematic basis and -has: been aised Gate 
edition of the Lease Book to provide information on such 
changes as occurred in the dairy establishments of the granges 
and lodges and on the variations in the sizes of herds and 
flocks. Each section also contains shorter annual accounts for 
horses and pigs, but these have not been utilised in the present 
work. Although it was formerly at Ripley and although he 
refers to it extensively in footnotes,*® Walbran did not include 
this document in his account of Fountains manuscripts at 
Ripley.°’ It formed Lot 58 in the 1920 sale and is now part of 
Yorkshire Archaeological Society MD 335. 

The Valor Ecclesiasticus should not be omitted from any list 
of records concerned with the abbey’s economy shortly before 
the Dissolution. It fails to record income from the monastery’s 
industrial activities and appears to provide only a very in- 
adequate record of income from dairy-farming, but gives, 
nevertheless, the only complete statement of the abbey’s total 
income in the sixteenth century. Although failing to record 
some sources of income (such omissions as have been identi- 
fied have been noted in the text), any underestimate of income 
may in part be balanced by its omission of many out- 
payments, to which attention is also drawn in the notes to the 
text. It will be suggested that the distinction drawn by the 
Valor Ecclesiasticus between income coming from demesne 
land and income from leased land is of little significance and it 
will be demonstrated that the Valor itself was used as a means 
of determining the rent due from true demesne lands leased 
out shortly before the monastery’s suppression. 

One single post-Dissolution document of the utmost im- 
portance for an understanding of the Fountains estates is the 
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Dissolution Survey, which was compiled in September 1540 
preparatory tothe granting’ of much of the ‘estate to Sir 
Richard Gresham in October of that year. It covers much of 
the same aveacas is ‘covered ‘by “the 1495/6. rental; and in 
addition provides information about the acreages of many of 
the holdings. In this respect it therefore more than compen- 
sates for the lack of a series of accounts for the receiver of the 
Court of Augmentations which would have existed had the 
estate not been regranted so soon after the abbey’s surrender, 
although of course it covers only the portion of the monas- 
tery’s lands purchased by Gresham. Some sections of the 
survey contain contemporary information, but others are 
anachronistic and appear to be based on rentals somewhat later 
in date than that of 1495/6. Walbran prepared his printed 
edition®® from the copy which was formerly at Ripley Castle, 
but collated it with the duplicate in the Public Record Office. 
‘ithe former was iLot'59 in-the 1920 Ripley Castle sale and 4s 
now in Yorkshire Archaeological Society MD 335. 


Editing Notes 


Reference has already been made to the frequently imprecise 
wording and rambling construction of the leases contained in 
the Lease Book. The abstracts published in this edition aim to 
present their contents in as intelligible a form as possible 
without imparting to them any spurious precision which the 
originals may lack. Although a large number of clauses are 
common to many of the leases, there are significant variations 
between them which it is hoped have been preserved in the 
abstracts, whilst at the same time emphasising the features 
they have in common. A number of documents are unusual or 
indeed unique. In these cases those texts written in English 
have been presented in extenso, and in translation if the 
originals are in Latin. The same treatment has been accorded 
to unusual clauses in documents which are otherwise com- 
monplace, which are identified by being placed within double 
inverted commas. The Lease Book contains a number of 
twelfth- and thirteenth-century agreements 1n addition to the 
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late fifteenth- and sixteenth-century leases with which it 1s 
primarily concerned. Many of these, such as Nos 16, 19 and 
23, have already been printed from earlier and probably more 
accurate texts. It seemed proper in these cases to omit them 
from the present edition. No. 24, which is already available as 
a published Latin transcript, has been presented here in the 
form of an English abstract. An English translation has already 
appeared of No. 41, but the Latin text, previously un- 
published, is printed here. 

As is normal in legal instruments, the leases are written in 
the form of a single sentence. In this edition they have been 
divided up into sentences and other punctuation has also been 
supplied. In the case of English transcripts, for example, the 
word thabbot in the manuscript has been printed as ‘th’abbot’, 
thentention as ‘th’entention’. Words written in the manuscript 
as two words but which are now customarily one have been 
printed as one, for instance a way in the manuscript has been 
rendered in this edition as ‘away’. 

The runic letter thorn has been rendered as ‘th’ throughout. 
Yogh presents greater difficulties, as it can represent a number 
of different letters in the Latin alphabet. Its occurrence in the 
Lease Book is not common and it most frequently stands for 
y. As in most sixteenth-century texts, the Lease Book contains 
abbreviation marks which may be of no practical significance. 
It is frequently impossible to be certain whether the scribe 
meant letters to be doubled by such marks and ‘comen’ to be 
read as ‘commen’, for example. The abbreviation -€ is used 
to represent a terminal e, es, is, eth and ith. In some cases the 
correct extension may be a matter of opinion, although as far 
as possible the most convincing form has been used. Where it 
represents a capital letter ff has been rendered ‘F’, but has been 
allowed to stand where it occurs elsewhere in a word. 

Each document in the original section of the text has an 
individual heading, the headings in the added leases frequently 
being the names of the lessees. To reproduce such headings 
here would take up an unneccessary amount of space, but at 
the same time headings can be of value in assisting the reader 
to locate individual documents within a text. They have 
therefore been replaced by headings giving the name in 
standard spelling of the vill of which the tenement leased 
formed part. The gazetteer at the end of the volume is

arranged by township and provides grid references for the 
tenements leased. Such an arrangement was thought to have 
the advantages of grouping together in the gazetteer places 
situated within the same township and at the same time of 
helping to identify such minor places as Scar Lathe (Conistone 
with Kilnsey township) and Thwaite House (Fountains Earth 
township), which are now of little significance and not widely 
known. 


The Monastery 


The Lease Book is primarily concerned with the estates of 
Fountains Abbey. A few documents relate directly to the 
monastery itself,°” but most of the evidence for its organisa- 
tion and the life led by its inmates occur as scattered incidental 
references. 


The buildings 


Since the Lease Book is not concerned with the abbey’s 
religious life, the buildings mentioned in it relate to daily life 
or the economy of the abbey. Detailed discussion of such 
buildings will be found in the notes to the text. The record of 
homages performed has preserved a number of details about 
the abbot’s lodging. This included a Great Chamber, 1n which 
John Exilby did homage in 1509 (No. 130). To the north of 
this probably lay the abbot’s chapel (No. 89), which was 
connected to the conventual church by a gallery at first-floor 
level. This also provided access to the New Chamber (Nos 77, 
78), a building which also contained a chamber on the ground 
floor (No. 17). The abbot’s lodging had its own kitchen, from 
which the keepers of the West Gates were entitled to receive 
food at dinner and supper every day (Nos 237, 276). The hall is 
mentioned as the place where servants, children and appren- 
tices ate (Nosi 231-235, 240), although senior servants and 
corrodians might be served in their own chambers (Nos 235, 
240). The linen cloths from the buttery were washed by the 
wife of the keeper of the West Gates (Nos 237, 276); other 
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liveries of food were collected from the common kitchen under 
the supervision of the kitchener (No. 236), who paid for poultry 
to be kept by the keeper of Haddockstones (Nos 227-8, 275). The 
abbot’s lodging was connected by a gallery to its east to the 
Infirmary, which had its own chapel and was where the corro- 
dians were lodged (No. 240). Also situated within the con- 
ventual buildings were probably the common tailory (No. 235) 
and the cheesehouse, which is called the calefactorium in the Stock 
Book, a term normally used for the warming-house, which had 
undergone alterations perhaps connected with its conversion 
from a warming-house to a cheesehouse. The warming-house 
could be reached by a footbridge across the Skell, which would 
mean that ifit was in fact used for the storage of cheese and butter, 
these could be brought there direct without going through the 
cloister.*” 

The documents in the Lease Book also mention a number of 
outbuildings within the abbey precinct, while just outside it and 
near the West Gates was the hospice, described in 1512 as newly 
built. The keeper of the West Gates was to builda stable adjacent 
to the hospice, whose guests he was to receive with courtesy 
(No. 276). The Kirk Garth Gate was the earlier, inner gatehouse, 
at which Thomas Wels’s livery of firewood was delivered (No. 
240). The precincts also contained the bakehouse, currently 
under excavation by Mr G. Coppack for the Department of the 
Environment. Two qualities of bread were baked there, the 
better quality being for the convent and the poorer for the 
yeomen; Saturday may have been the principal baking day (Nos 
234-6, 240). Inaddition, grey loaves were baked fit for feeding to 
hounds (No. 231). John Cooke was appointed brewer in 1531 
(No. 234): he brewed ale of two qualities at the brewhouse, the 
better being for consumption by the convent. Brewing took 
place every week, but it is not known on which day. Liveries of 
ale reflect the large quantities consumed in the Middle Ages, 
when it was measured in gallons rather than in pints (Nos 231, 
235-7, 276), although Thomas Wels, a corrodian, received only 
a cup of convent ale nightly in his chamber (No. 240). When too 
old or infirm to work, William Favell, a servant in the common 
stable, was to receive relief in the secular infirmary (No. 236). 

The abbey precincts contained a number of buildings con- 
nected with arable farming and stock-rearing. Liveries of grain, 
received by tally from the monastery’s granaries, consisted of 
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wheat and rye, although barley was substituted for rye when 
the latter was unobtainable (Nos 227-9, 275); there was a 
separate malt granary (No. 180). There was also a slaughter- 
house on the site, the edible intestines from which were 
leased to the keepers of the West Gates (Nos 237, 276). The 
hides of slaughtered animals were sent to the tannery, which 
also received the hides of morts. The abbot and convent were 
obliged to lease the tannery in 1532, but would have liked to 
have resumed it into their own hands (No. 232). 

The abbot and convent still maintained a hospice in North 
Street in York (No. 99) and retained direct responsibility for 
other buildings outside the precincts, including the hall, chapel 
and cowhouse at Bouthwaite (Nos 205, 238). 


The religious 


The monks themselves seldom feature in the Lease Book, 
unless they held obediencies. The leases can, however, throw 
considerable light on the policies of the last four abbots, which 
will be discussed below. Marmaduke Huby has formed the 
subject of a study by Dr Talbot*! and it will be suggested that 
the characters of William Thryske and Marmaduke Bradley 
require re-assessment. Thomas Hertwith was prior in 1501 
(Nos 77-8, 89), but it is the bursar and cellarer who appear 
most frequently in the Lease Book. Their offices were in some 
respects interchangeable (and indeed both had been held by the 
same man in 1449):** either could approve the allocation of 
timber for repairs in Borrowdale (No. 9) and first the cellarer 
and then the bursar had refused to support Henry Atkynson in 
his desire to divide Morker Grange (No. 230). The bursar is 
reeorded- as recervine rent (No. 163) and the~cellarer as 
allocating timber for repairs to tenements near the monastery 
(Nos 188, 276), and the cellarer could approve new assarts at 
Fell Beck House (No. 183). The record of their presence as 
witnesses to acts of homage enables the careers of some of the 
holders of these offices to be reconstructed. John Ripon is 
recorded as cellarer in 1499 (No. 120) and 1501 (Nos 77-8, 89), 
but a much-better documented holder of the office is Thomas 
Merston, who appears as abbot’s chaplain in 1499 (No. 120) 
and 1501 (Nos 77-8, 89), but who by 1507 had risen to the 
office of bursar (No. 22). Two years later he is recorded as 
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cellarér (No..130), as he is in 1512 (Nos 74, 221), 15234 No: 
96), 1515 (No. 30) and 1517 (Nos 17, 90). Marmaduke 
Bradley’s career seemed set to follow a similar course, as he 
was abbot’s chaplain in 1509 (No. 130) and bursar in 1515 
(No. 30) and 1517 (No. 17). He subsequently fell from favour, 
perhaps because of implication in Edward Tyrry’s revolt, but 
was to re-emerge as the last abbot of Fountains in 1536. John 
Melsynby probably succeeded him as abbot’s chaplain, an 
office he is recorded as holding in 1513 (No. 96). 

The Lease Book contains occasional references to the monks 
taking their recreation. Thus the tenant of Marton was obliged 
to provide bedding for them when they stayed there, unless it 
was for a long period (No. 125), and when leasing the manor 
of Thorpe Underwood, the abbot and convent retained the 
right to resume closes and pasture into their own hands to feed 
their horses while they were staying there (No. 123). Clauses 
in a number of leases reasserted their right to hunt and hawk in 
Aldburgh, Baldersby, Braisty Woods, Kilnsey, Rainton, Slen- 
ingford, and Sutton Grange (Nos 69, 151, 202), and also to 
fish in Malham Tarn (No. 62). The forester of Fountains Park 
was entitled to a shoulder of every deer slain (No. 231). 


Lay officials 


The abbot’s gentlemen appear as witnesses to homages. Of 
these, Thomas Exilby was granted an annuity of 20s in 1521 
(No. 131) and another of 40s in 1538 (No. 249). The pension 
granted to the earl of Southampton in 1537 (No. 269), who 
appears to have had no connection with the abbey, reflects the 
insecurity felt by religious on the eve of the Dissolution. The 
abbey appears normally to have retained two legal advisers. 
The best-documented of these is John Pulleyn, who first 
appears in 1500 (No. 220) and who was granted an annuity in 
1502 (No. 274). He appears as a witness in 1505 (No. 52), 1509 
(No. 130) and 1515, on the last occasion instructing Edmund 
Litton in the words to say for his homage (No. 30). John 
Watkynson appears as the monastery’s legal adviser in 1499 
(No. 120), as does William Elison in 1501 (Nos 77-8, 87-8) 
and John Toppclyffin 1513 (No. 96). The abbot’s chamberlains 
were entitled to a fee when an act of homage was performed, 
normally 6s 8d. Thomas Man appears in this capacity alone in 
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1499 (No. 120), but jointly with John Wilson in 1501 (Nos 
77-8, 89). Thomas Exilby fulfilled the office in 1515 (No. 30) 
and 1517, when he was also given eight deer hides (No. 17). 

John Whixlay, the abbey’s steward in the mid-fifteenth 
century, was party to instruments of 1454 and 1467 (Nos 
184-5). Christopher Lyndley was given a patent granting him 
the office of steward of courts and auditor in 1538 (No. 243), 
although he was certainly already exercising the former office 
of steward. The brewer was appointed in 1531 (No. 234) and 
the tailor in 1532 (No. 235). Under such men would have been 
lesser servants, of whom three were employed by the lessee of 
the tannery and fed at the monastery’s expense (No. 232). The 
terms of Christopher Lyndley’s appointment as steward state 
that he should receive his fee from his own hands or from the 
receiver of rents, and that he had the right to distrain for it in 
the manor of Cayton. Servants of yeoman status received a 
jacket worth 4s every year; in Thomas Key’s appointment as 
forester of Fountains Park it is stated that this should be 
delivered by the abbot or the cellarer (No. 231). Servants were 
in an advantageous position for obtaining leases of the monas- 
tery’s property: Robert and Ellen Dauson, the keepers of the 
West Gates, were leased land in Aldfield in 1512 (No. 276), as 
was Marmaduke Wildman, the tailor, in 1532, who in addition 
was permitted to trade amongst secular men (No. 235). It was 
agreed that if Thomas Key proved unsatisfactory as keeper of 
Fountains Park, he would be leased a tenement within four or 
five miles of the abbey at an annual rent of 20s 8d without 
having to pay an entry fine (No. 231). 


The Estates 


The estates and their administration 


The characters and policies of the last three abbots 


Through the survival of a number of his letters, the character 
and interests of Marmaduke Huby can be gauged more easily 
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than those of his successor or immediate predecessors. Dr 
Talbot has already discussed his activities as reformer-general 
of the Cistercian order in England.* He built the magnificent 
tower to the north of the abbey church** and made many 
other alterations to the fabric of the monastery. There 1s no 
reason to doubt that he tackled the problems of estate admini- 
stration with equal vigour. He had the 1495/6 rental compiled 
soon after assuming the abbacy® and carefully maintained the 
monastery’s income from its free tenants (see below, page 
xliv). Despite his undoubted abilities, Marmaduke Huby’s rule 
was not accepted with equal enthusiasm by all his brethren. 
About 1520 he wrote to the abbot of Citeaux and acquainted 
him with a revolt amongst his monks led by Edward Tyrry, 
who had hoped to replace him ar abbot, and requested the 
abbot-general not to rehabilitate Tyrry or his  co- 
conspirators.*° He must have been rehabilitated, however, 
almost certainly with Marmaduke Huby’s approval, as he 1s 
recorded as receiving rents in the period 1525-8.*” 

The judgement of posterity as to the quality of the rule of 
William Thryske, Marmaduke Huby’s successor, has almost 
certainly been heavily coloured by the prejudices of the 
conspirators against his predecessor. After Thryske’s election, 
the dean of York and the abbots of Rievaulx and Roche wrote 
to Wolsey certifying his good character.** Thryske is not 
recorded as having previously held office in the abbey, yet 
Marmaduke Bradley, who was to succeed him after his 
resignation, had been chaplain and subsequently bursar be- 
tween 1509 and 1517 (see Nos 17, 30, 130). Bradley is not 
recorded as holding office between the latter date and his 
election as abbot and was rehabilitated some time between 
1517 and 1521," a date which strongly suggests his implica- 
tion in Edward Tyrry’s conspiracy. Thomas Donyngton wrote 
to Wolsey to suggest that Bradley should be preferred as abbot 
of Rievaulx, although he was not apparently the candidate 
elected by the monks.” The abbots of Fountains and Byland 
supervised this election and the fact that Bradley had not 
succeeded in obtaining the office may have further embittered 
him. It was at about this date that the earl of Northumberland 
wrote to Thomas Arundel, a member of Wolsey’s entourage, 
accusing Thryske of wasting the abbey’s woods and cattle and 
claiming that the convent would give 500 marks if a commis- 
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sion could be obtained to deprive him.”' It is not unlikely that the 
monks who had approached Northumberland were the same 
dissatisfied group who had participated in Edward Tyrry’s 
revolt, now looking to Bradley for leadership after Tyrry’s 
death. Legh and Layton, ina letter to Cromwellin January 1536, 
repeated the accusation about wasting the woods, also describ- 
ing Thryskeas ‘notoriously kepyng 6 hoores’:>’ it is unlikely that 
the latter claim was true, or it would have been included in 
Northumberland’s letter earlier. The letter continues to state 
that he was ‘a vara fole and a miserable ideote’,>’ which is not 
suggested by his university career.°* The fact that their letter 
continues by proposing that Marmaduke Bradley should be 
elected abbot and reporting that he would give 600 marks for the 
office?’ suggests that even less credence should be given to their 
account of Thryske’s character. Thryske’s prevarication over 
the election of an abbot of Rievaulx in place of one whose 
resignation Legh had engineered, suggests that he was a conser- 
vative, honest and not particularly pliant man, characteristics 
which probably resulted in his execution after the collapse of the 
Pilgrimage of Grace. 

There is nothing in the Lease Book to suggest that Thryske 
was a bad administrator and the fact that he was responsible for 
its compilation shows an interest in organised estate man- 
agement. He did not grant an unreasonable number of leases 
(Fig. 1), nor does the available evidence suggest that he granted 
leases for low entry fines (Fig. 4). The terms of leases granted 
during his abbacy were certainly longer on average than those 
granted by Huby (Fig. 2), but this was a general trend, as seen 
with the estates of the archbishops of Canterbury,” and was not 
a peculiarity of Thryske’s abbacy.°’ He did not show himself 
careless of the abbey’s privileges, obtaining a general confirma- 
tion from Henry Clifford, first earl of Cumberland, in 1528 (No. 
58), as well as a licence to appear by proctor rather than in person 
at synods, visitations and general chapters held in the diocese of 
Carlisle (No. 5). In 1527 a bond was obtained from Henry and 
Stephen Pudsey (No. 38) additional to that contained in their 
lease of Arnford and Hesleden, showing a concern for the details 
of leasing policy during his abbacy. 

Marmaduke Bradley, the last abbot of Fountains, would 
appear to have been an ambitious and unscrupulous man. After 
obtaining the abbacy by simony, he endeavoured to persuade 
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Fig. 1. Leases and appointments for terms of years, 1495-1539 
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Cromwell to reduce the pension of his predecessor,” who had 
retired to Jervaulx Abbey.”’ He refused to resign his prebend 
at Ripon,” although he had certainly given Legh and Layton 
the impression that he would do so,°’ as he had: Thonaas 
Donyngton on an earlier occasion when he was suggested asa 
suitable candidate for the abbacy of Rievaulx.® There is, 
however, no evidence that Bradley immediately set about 
realising the monastery’s assets: he refused to lease Sutton 
Grange to one of Cromwell’s servants, on the grounds that it 
was necessary for keeping hospitality at the monastery.®° The 
grange, whose aisled barn may be the only surviving monastic 
farm building on the Fountains estates,°* was still held by its 
keeper in 1540.°° Even in granting a very large number of 
leases in 1538 (see Fig. 1) Bradley was following a national 
trend, although in May of that year he began leasing out the 
abbey’s demesnes, a policy which was almost certainly con- 
nected with the running down of the monastery’s stock. On 6 
May a moiety of Cayton Grange, which may have been used 
for pasturing both cattle and stock, was leased (No. 245) and 
Haddockstones Grange, which had supported a dairy herd as 
well as other stock, was leased for the first time (No. 246). The 
abbey’s demesne lands at Baldersby were leased on the follow- 
ing day (No. 249). On Monday 3 June the demesne grange of 
Morker was leased for the first time, again without its 
customary dairy herd (No. 248). On the following Friday the 
demesne pasture at Sleets was leased (No. 262), as were all the 
abbey’s lands, rents and services in Ingerthorpe, Markington 
and Wallerthwaite on 29 June (No. 282). Malham Moor, 
probably the abbey’s most important summer pasture, was 
leased on 1 July (No. 241) and the demesne grange of Warsill, 
without its dairy herd, was leased at the end of the following 
week (No. 247).°’ Swanley Grange, which lay immediately to 
the north of the abbey precinct, was leased on 14 December 
(No. 268). Many of the leases granted in 1538 were not of 
demesne land, as, for example, those of tenements in Aldfield 
leased in December of that year (Nos 256, 259, 267,-270). 
Although the information on entry fines is, as usual, woefully 
incomplete, Fig. 4 suggests that tenants were induced to take 
new leases by the offer of very low entry fines. Edward 
Hoydson was granted a tenement in Kilnsey for an entry fine 
of only 13s 4d (No. 255), less than his annual rent, while for a 
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tenement in Hartwith, Percival and Elizabeth Snawe paid an 
entry fine of 23s 4d (No. 258), the equivalent of one year’s 
rent. Professor Youings has cited two years rent as the normal 
amount for entry fines,°’ which the little evidence available 
suggests was the minimum for leases granted by Abbots Huby 
and Ihryske (see Fig. 3). 


The part played by the religious in estate administration 


Professor Youings has suggested that estate administration 
remained firmly under the control of the monks themselves, 
despite the employment of lay officials,°’ an assertion which is 
supported by the evidence from Fountains. Many references 
to the abbot’s taking particular actions are purely formal, 
mentioning him merely because he was the head of the 
community, but in other cases it is evident that the abbot 
himself would have been likely to have made a particular 
decision. A lease of a moiety of Fell Beck House, for instance, 
states that additional land could be taken into cultivation with 
the consent of the: abbot or the -cellarer- (No: 183), while 
reference has already been made to Abbot Marmaduke Brad- 
ley acting as his own receiver. By the terms of a bond of 1505, 
Christopher Horseman had to pay an entry fine and the arrears 
in his rent to the abbot or bursar (No. 163). William Haxby, 
the forester of Wheldrake, was to render an account through 
the official of the cellarer (No. 103): Although in 1535 the 
abbey employed a lay ‘receiver in the person of ‘Phenias 
Bradfurth, ’’ the so-called Steward’s Book demonstrates that 
in the 1520s many rents were received by Edward Tyrry, 
Thomas Went and Richard Rypon, all of whom were monks. 
Specialised offices, such as those of legal adviser, steward of 
courts, auditor and feemaster were, of course, filled by 
laymen, but the Lease Book nevertheless demonstrates that 
the religious were actively involved in the administration of 
their estates. 


Consolidation of the estates 


The estates of Fountains Abbey had, like those of most 
Cistercian houses, been largely acquired before 1250 and the 
major attempts at consolidation of these estates took place 
before that date.’' Although the pattern of the abbey’s estates 
was set by the mid-thirteenth century, the Lease Book pro- 
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vides evidence for a number of attempts at consolidation in the 
third quarter of the fifteenth century and the first quarter of 
the sixteenth. In 1478 Abbot Thomas Swynton had exchanged 
Bradley Grange with Sir John Pilkington for the advowson of 
the church of Thornton in Craven. The abbey lost the church 
after the Lancastrian restoration, ’* but Abbot John Darnton 
nevertheless regranted Bradley to Robert Pilkington, Sir 
John’s illegitimate son, in 1487 (No. 93). Other exchanges 
were longer lasting. In 1489 the monks leased from the nuns of 
Syningthwaite all the latter’s lands in Thorpe Underwood, 
Elwicks and Widdington (No. 112), an acquisition which was 
to be made a permanent part of the Fountains estates by a 
quitclaim obtained from Syningthwaite Priory five months 
later (No. 113). In the same year the abbot and convent 
exchanged land in Little Cattal and a wood in Kirk Hammer- 
ton for all Miles Willesthrope’s land in Littlethorpe (Nos 
117-18). All Warter Priory’s land in Wheldrake was obtained 
on a ninety-nine-year lease in 1502 (Nos 101-2) and the 
abbey’s tofts in Otley were exchanged for Thomas Lindeley’s 
lands in Stainburn in 1513 (Nos 79, 80). The latest exchange 
made was in 1518, when the abbot and convent granted 
Richard Aldeburgh a fifty-year lease of a moiety of Tatefield in 
exchange for his moiety of the mill of Rigton, which the 
monastery was to hold for a similar term (No. 86). 


The distinction between demesne and leased lands 


The distinction between demesne lands retained in hand by the 
monks for their direct exploitation and lands which had been 
granted to tenants in return for rent ought in theory to be clear 
atid simple. ‘That this: is not im fact the case as “far asethe 
Fountains estates are concerned is due to the degree of control 
and organisation required to maintain the abbey’s dairy herds, 
as some of these were always in the hands of tenants, who 
cared for them under the supervision of the monastery’s 
officials as if they themselves were servants. In the sixteenth 
century the monks also appear to have found this a difficult 
distinction to make, as the Valor Ecclesiasticus lists a number of 
tenements as retained in hand, such as the granges of Bramley, 
Brimham and Dacre,’’ which were in fact in the hands of 
tenants, and it 1s clear that the list of demesne lands in the Valor 
is to some extent an arbitrary one. 
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The difference between a tenant and a keeper should be that 
the former held a particular: property for a set term for a 
specific rent, whilst the latter was a servant looking after a 
property in return for a fee or specified privileges. In practice 
the line between tenants and keepers can be a very difficult one 
to draw. The tenants of Brimham paid no rent, merely 
holding their tenements in return for caring for dairy cattle 
(Nos 192, 194), and William, Elizabeth and Robert Scaffe had 
been leased Braisty Woods without rent in return for keeping 
stotts, stotterels and wethers (No. 202). Many of the abbey’s 
keepers owed their service in a way not dissimilar from that of 
tenants. Most held office for a set term, all appear to have 
shared the dairy products of their cattle with the monastery 
and most were obliged only to render a fixed number of calves 
(see Tig; 3) mstead of ‘delivering all the produce of their 
labours to their masters, as a servant might be expected to do. 
Robert Raner was leased the lodge of Lofthouse on 31 
December 1514 (No. 206) and a year later changed his status to 
that of tenant, yet there was no very obvious change in the 
terms of his service. He continued to keep the same number of 
cattle and render the same quantities of calves, butter and 
cheese, and indeed was still to pay 13s 4d for the agistment of 
his own beasts. 

Although, because of the influences of a pastoral economy, 
the estates of Fountains Abbey show no clear distinction 
between demesne and leased land in the: century before the

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Dissolution, there was a very real difference between the areas 
where the monks were mere rentier landlords and areas where 
their cattle and sheep were pastured. In the latter case, tenants 
and landlords were tied to each other by mutual economic 
interests. To illustrate this relationship, popular regard for 
Cistercian monasticism was not strong enough in this period 
to produce many bequests to the monastery from outside the 
circle of men and women who were directly linked to it by 
tenure or service, and even then there were not many of 
these, ’* but it can be no coincidence that many of the abbey’s 
tenants shared the uncommon Christian name Marmaduke 
with two of its abbots. 


Rents, entry fines and reversions 


The early sixteenth century was not a period which saw the 
imposition of large increases in rents by monastic landlords” 
and Fountains Abbey provides no exception to this pattern. 
Where increases in rents from mid-fifteenth-century levels do 
accur,”° they are more often from vills leased off for money 
rents rather than from the holdings which had been consoli- 
dated into granges and lodges. For example, the abbey’s rental 
income from Hartwith and Winsley increased from £24 10s 2d 
to £31 3s 11d between 1456/7 and 1535 (see No. 198, notes) 
and that from Winksley rose from £3 5s 10d to £4 4s during 
the same period (No. 259, notes). In 1530 John Norton 
claimed that the £4 6s 8d rent he paid under the terms of his 
lease of 1517 of the manor of Threshfield was £1 6s 8d higher 
than the previous rent (No. 70, notes). Such increases in the 
rental income from a particular vill were obtained by increasing 
the rents from the individual tenements within it when the 
Opportunity arose, but it is not usually possible to prove 
whether the granting of a particular lease was the occasion for 
such an increase, only that an increase did occur. The rent of 
13s 4d which William Scharpe paid for land at Morton Banks, 
as recorded in his lease of 1509, was 1s 4d higher than the 
abbey’s rent from its lands in the vill in the mid-fifteenth 
century (No. 82). The rent for two tofts in Malham may have 
been raised from 5s to 7s 4d when they were leased to Henry 
and William Sclater in 1511 (No. 44), and the lease of a 
tenement in Kilnsey to Henry and Antony Garthforth in 1536 
demonstrates that its rent had been increased by 4d to £2 13s 4d 
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at some period between that date and 1496 (No. 75). Such 
increases were by no means the rule, however, and the rental 
income from some vills, such as Sleningford (No. 172, notes), 
remained static from at least the mid-fifteenth century until 
the Dissolution. 

Some of the rents for the abbey’s granges and lodges were 
also increased. For example, the rent of £16 for which Robert 
Pilkington leased Bradley Grange in 1487 represented an 
increase of £2 on the rent which had been paid in 1456/7 (No. 
93). The rent for the lodge of Bordley Hall increased from 
£6 13s 4d to £8 between 1456/7 and 1535 (No. 62, notes), and 
the rent for Cosh rose from £2 to £3 between 1496 and the 
Dissolution (No. 32, notes). The rent of New Houses was 
raised from £3 to £3 6s 8d between 1456/7 and 1496, but had 
been reduced to its previous figure by the Dissolution (No. 46, 
notes). In some cases rents were reduced, such as those for the 
lodge of Scarthecote, which declined from £3 in 1456/7 to £2 2s 
in 1496 (No. 67, notes). The value of the demesne lands could 
also decline, as is illustrated by Swanley Grange, from which 
the abbey received £6 in 1456/7, but which was valued at only 
£3 6s 8d in the Valor Ecclesiasticus (No. 268, notes). It is 
possible that the abbot and convent could on some occasions 
exact increases during the currency of a lease or agreement. 
For example, under the terms of an agreement of 1512, Robert 
and Ellen Dauson were to pay 3d for every score of intestines 
from cattle killed in the abbey slaughter-house. This sum was 
increased during the currency of their agreement to 5d a score 
(No. 276), a sum which was to be formally established in a 
new agreement of 1536 (No. 237). 

In 1538 Abbot Marmaduke Bradley leased out the abbey’s 
demesne granges at their valuations as recorded in the Valor 
Ecclesiasticus, even though these were probably less than the 
true economic rent. This policy can be demonstrated in the 
cases of Haddockstones (No. 246), Morker (No. 248), Swanley 
(No. 268), and Warsill (No. 247). When appointing John and 
Alison Servand in April 1538 as keepers of the lodge of Sikes, 
the abbot and convent retained the right to convert their 
service into leasehold tenure at the same rent as the figure at 
which the lodge was valued in 1535 (No. 250). This practice 
suggests that by this period the monks were prepared to offer 
their tenants easy terms, including a low entry fine (see

above), on the grounds that leasing their lands on such terms 
would be to their more immediate profit than having lands left in 
their hands, as by that time it must have been apparent that the 
suppression of their house was inevitable. 

Professor Du Boulay was uncertain whether entry fines were 
being levied for leases on the estates of the see of Canterbury, ”’ 
but they were certainly levied on leases granted by Fountains. 
The payment of entry fines 1s seldom recorded in leases and the 
amount of the fine even less frequently (see Fig. 4), but this 
cannot be taken as evidence for their not being paid. For 
example, no entry fine is mentioned in John Norton’s lease of the 
manor of Threshfield, although he was later to state that he had 
paid £10 (No. 70). With the exception of the lease to Christopher 
and James Horseman of the lodge of Dallow, which Christopher 
had held against the abbot’s will (Nos 162-3), and the leases 
granted in 1538 (see above), where the amount paid for an entry 
fineis recorded it was always more than the annual rent. Emmota 
and Maurice Lemynge paid an entry fine equivalent to two years 
rent in 1507 for a tenement in Eavestone (No. 181), but no such 
easy equation is indicated by the other cases. The variation in 
entry fines is probably because the amount of the fine was a 
matter for negotiation: John and Elizabeth Elison’s lease of a 
tenement in Halton Gill (No. 33) and Leonard and Alison 
Raynar’s lease of a tenement in Winsley (No. 198) both contain 
clauses stating that when their terms were ended, one of their 
children should enter the tenancy, provided that they couldagree 
on an entry fine with the abbot and convent. Entry fines would 
therefore be high when there was a strong demand for leases and 
low when the reverse was the case. ”® 

The granting of reversionary interests was almost certainly 
linked to the levying of entry fines, although no entry fines are 
mentioned in the leases of reversions copied into the Lease Book. 
Despite this connection, little use seems to have been made by 
Marmaduke Bradley of the granting of such leases asa method of 
obtaining cash, even in 1538, when he and the convent were 
engagedin realising their assets, although the grant ofa reversion 
of a tenement in Rigton to Christopher Lindley (No. 241) forms 
part of a larger transaction which comes into this category. 

The descent of some tenements was largely through the 
granting ofreversionary interests. This is illustrated in the case of 
Ainley Grange, which had been leased to the prior of Nostell for 
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life, after which John Savile was granted a forty-year term in 
the grange in 1472, to commence at the prior’s death. Only six 
years later John Pilkington was leased the grange for a further 
forty years, his term to commence at the completion of John 
Savile’s (No. 271). The keepership of Haddockstones Grange 
provides another such example. Thomas Atkinson was ap- 
pointed keeper in 1509 for a term of twenty years (No. 275), 
but in 1513 John and Catherine Steill were granted the office in 
reversion for a further term of twenty years (No. 227). After 
they had entered the grange by virtue of this grant, the office 
was again granted in reversion to William Atkynson for 
twenty years in 1530 (No. 228). The fact that reversions could 
be granted to keepers as well as to tenants suggests that 
keepers may also have paid entry fines. 

A number of leases in reversion appear to be to tenants who 
replaced predecessors with life interests in their tenements. 
Thus a thirty-one-year term in a close in Wheldrake, to 
commence after the death of William Huby, was granted to 
Rowland, John and Richard Herbert in 1521 (No. 104). A 
tenement in Baldersby was leased in reversion for thirty years 
in the same year (No. 131), as were tenements in Rainton in 
1530 (Nos 126, 128); in all three cases the new tenant was to 
enter after the death of the old. Terms of twenty-four and 
twenty years in reversion were granted respectively in 
tenements in Long Marston and Sleningford in 1521 and 1526, 
again with terms commencing on the death of the previous 
tenant (Nos 122, 174). In the case of a reversionary lease 
granted in 1530 of tenements in Long Marston, the lease was 
to serve the purpose of uniting what had formerly been 
separate holdings (No. 116). 

In some cases reversionary leases refer to earlier leases which 
are not otherwise recorded. Thus in 1522 William Colyer was 
granted a quarter of Bewerley Grange, to be held from the end 
of William Herdcastell’s lease (No. 216), and a moiety of the 
manor of Kirby Hall was leased for forty years to tenants who 
were to enter after the completion of the term granted to John 
Pullayn in 1507 (No. 121). One grant of a reversion relates to a 
tenement held by copy of court roll, William Dowgelesse 
being leased a tenement in Winksley from the end of George 
Horner’s term (No. 266). Of considerable interest is a memo- 
randum of 1507, which records an agreement by which

William Atkinson should be leased a tenement in Malham 
after the death of Stephen Fish (No. 50). 


The fragmentation of tenancies 


Dr Platt has drawn attention to the frequency with which 
granges were partitioned in the later Middle Ages,’”” a practice 
which Professor Jennings would ascribe to population pres- 
sure.®” A desire on the part of the tenant to provide for more 
than one son was certainly a factor in the partitioning of some 
holdings, but the major reason was probably that former 
grange estates made inconvenient farming units in the late 
fifteenth and early sixteenth centuries; Henry Atkynson would 
have preferred to hold only part of Morker, for example (No. 
230). The Lease Book records the partitioning of the following 
tenements between relatives. The lodge of Tranhoulhouse was 
leased in two moieties to Richard and Thomas Knoll on 6 
September 1514 (Nos 54-5); it is likely that this represents 
the division of the lodge between two brothers after their 
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father’s death. The lease of half a moiety of Darnbrook House 
to John Buke in 1520 states that that lodge had been divided 
between him and his brother Gregory by four friends and the 
localotiicer (INO. 57). In-1516, at the request-of Henry and 
Jenet Elyson, the sitting tenants, half of Brimham Grange was 
leased to Robert, their son, and his wife Alison, whilst Henry 
and Jenet continued to occupy the other half (No. 192). The 
lease of Braisty Woods to William Scaffe, Elizabeth his wife 
and Robert their son of 1518 states that if William should die 
before Elizabeth and Robert, the latter two could divide it 
between themselves, together with Ellen, Robert’s wife, who 
was not a party to the lease (No. 202). 

A number of the leases of demesne granges granted by 
Abbot Marmaduke Bradley in 1538 were executed with the 
intention that the granges should be divided. Thus a moiety of 
Cayton Grange was to be equally divided between George 
Horner, his son John and Christopher Hebden (No. 245). 
Haddockstones Grange was to be divided between John 
Johnson and John Steill (No. 246) and Morker Grange was to 
be divided between Ninian Pulleyn and Henry Atkynson (No. 
248). Apart from major partitions of tenements, 1t was pos- 
sible for smaller portions to become detached to form smaller 
tenancies, such as the cottage which Cuthbert Lytle held in 
Baldersby in 1539 (No. 265). 

Many of the granges and lodges of Fountains now contain 
more than one farm. In some cases, such as Cayton, the farm 
which now bears the name of the grange (SE 292621) is not 
that at which the earthworks of the original grange are 
situated.*! The partition of granges and other holdings appears 
not to have resulted in the partition of the courtyards of the 
grange, but in the foundation of farms elsewhere on the 
grange estate, such as Low Ash Head, a constituent part of 
Pott Grange (see Nos 160-1, 280). 


Undertenancies 


ne eases: cranted in the early sixteenth century by the 
archbishop of Canterbury frequently contained a clause re- 
quiring personal occupation by the tenant.** This is not the 
case with leases granted by Fountains, but the almost universal 
presence in the leases of the latter of a clause stating that the 
lease would be void if any undertenancies were created 
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without licence demonstrates the abbot and convent’s concern 
to control who actually occupied its estates as tenants: the 
receipt of the correct rent was not considered sufficient. This 
concern is also expressed in the regulation of the remarriage of 
widows (see below). The presence in the Lease Book of a 
single example of such a licence, by which Geoffrey Proctor 
was permitted to sublet Rough Close, part of New Houses 
and part of Cow Gill Cote (No. 63), suggests that if the 
creation of undertenancies had been a common practice, the 
Lease Book would have reflected this. When Arthur Pilk- 
ington leased the west part of Ainley Grange to Henry Savile 
in 1511, it was required that Henry, the undertenant, should 
pay his rent direct to the abbey (No. 95). Personal occupation 
of a tenement could obviously not be expected with leases to 
members of the gentry. Nevertheless, when Moor Houses 
was leased to Robert Swaill in 1525, a clause was included in 
the lease stating that he was not to sublet the lodge except into 
the custody of his servants or shepherds (No. 210). The abbot 
and convent concerned themselves with arrangements which 
were far less formal than sub-leases, such as the agreement by 
which Christopher and Leonard Metcalfe were to have the use 
of some of the buildings and land at Swetton in exchange for 
mowing the meadows for John Sixforth, the abbey’s tenant 
there (No. 155). 

On occasion the abbot and convent granted leases which 
created superior tenancies, so that the existing tenants no 
longer held their land directly from the monastery. Thus in 
1529 Henry Clifford, first earl of Cumberland, was leased the 
lodge of Chapel House on condition that his tenancy was not 
prejudicial to its continued occupation by Richard and Tho- 
mas Layland (No. 69); similarly in 1538 Thomas Burton was 
leased all the abbey’s land, rents and services in Ingerthorpe, 
Markington and Wallerthwaite on condition that any leases 
granted under the convent seal were to have their full effect 
(No.0 282); 


Free rents and feudal incidents 


The abbacy of Marmaduke Huby was a period when Foun- 
tains was making every effort to realise the full potential of its 
feudal revenue, paralleling the attempts of the royal govern- 
ment to achieve the same ends at a national level.*? During this 
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period the monastery was successful in obtaining a number of 
agreements about free rents which had been in arrears and 
which assured their payment in the future. In 1505 Thomas 
Malham recognised his obligation to pay rent for land in 
Parton, Calton,and, Scosthrop: (No. 52), as’.did) Geoftrey 
Proctor for land in Calton, Litton, Malham and Scosthrop in 
1519 (No. 61). In 1525 Brian and Isabel Palmes and Henry and 
Elizabeth Everyngham recognised the abbey’s rights in land 
they held freely in Rigton and agreed to pay a relief at the next 
court (No. 83). In 1488 Thomas Allanson agreed that the 
abbot and convent could distrain for his free rent due to them 
from Skipton on Swale if this was in arrears (No. 132), and in 
1501 Sir John Neville not only paid his 5s free rent for land in 
Hunslet, which was seven years in arrears, but agreed that if in 
the future he had not paid it for three years, he would pay an 
additional annual rent of 5s (No. 87). The abbey was not 
always entirely successful in pursuing its claims, however. In 
1499 John Tomlynson did homage for certain lands he held 
freely, but was given until the following Whitsun to search his 
evidences to see whether he could discharge himself from 
additional claims which the abbot had made on him (No. 120). 
Under the terms of an award made in 1506 about a free rent in 
North Stainley, the abbot was to receive 16d of the 18d he had 
plained: (No. 169). -He was even less successful im an 
agreement he made with William Grene in 1505, as William 
was to pay a rent of 2s for land in Dishforth although 8s 5d had 
been the sum which the abbey had received in the fifteenth 
century (No. 129). In 1513 William Ripeley agreed to pay a 2s 
free rent for land at Birthwaite (No. 224), but four years later 
the abbot and convent had to purchase the same rent from 
William Ingilby at a cost of 40s (No. 225). The abbey had 
conflicting claims with Bolton Priory over free tenants in 
Malham (No. 61). 

The apparent absence of disputes about free rents during the 
abbacy of William Thryske may be due to outstanding cases 
having been resolved at an earlier date rather than to a lack of 
interest during his rule in income from free tenants, as the care 
with which records of homages and receipts for free rents 
were transcribed into the Lease Book, which was compiled 
under his orders, suggests that he was as anxious to maintain 
the abbey’s rights in this sphere as Marmaduke Huby had 
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been. The Lease Book contains a number of indentures 
recording the performance of homage. In 1501 John Neville 
performed homage for land in Hunslet (Nos 88-9) and John 
and William Arthyngton for lands in Castley (Nos 77-8), in 
1509 John Exilby for land in Dishforth (No. 130), in 1515 
Edmund Litton for land in Litton (No. 30), in 1517 Thomas 
Twisilton for land in Horton in Ribblesdale (No. 17) and in 
1530 and 1533 John Maunsby and William Walker for lands in 
Wheldrake (Nos 106, 108). The receipt of an annual rent of 1/b 
of cumin from Robert Swale for land in South Stainley is 
recorded in 1512 (No. 221) and that of an annual rent of 1/b of 
pepper due from Lady Alice FitzHugh for land at Thorn- 
brough in 1499, 1503 and 1505 (Nos 157-9). 

The abbey’s principal concern was not the insignificant rents 
received from its free tenants, nor the comparatively small reliefs 
received when they entered their inheritances such as that which 
Stephen Hamerton acknowledged in 1517 he was obliged to pay 
for land at Wigglesworth (No. 21), but the much more 
considerable sums which could accrue to the monastery in the 
case of a minority. In 1509 the rents received from John 
Angevyn’s lands at Hebden amounted to £6 13s 4d, when the 
free rent which would normally have been received was only 8s 
(No. 73). The sale of Edmund Litton’s wardship and marriage to 
John Banystre in 1503 unfortunately does not name the 
consideration (No. 29), but the sale of Arthur Pilkington’s 
wardship to Nicholas Savile in 1497 states that in addition to the 
rent of £16 and 1/b of pepper which the abbot and convent 
normally received from Bradley Grange, Nicholas should pay 
an additional annual rent of £26 13s 4d (No. 272). 


Repairs 

At Bouthwaite the abbot and convent undertook to repair the 
hall and chapel and to repair the timberwork of the firehouse** 
and of the cowhouse, as well as its stone roof (Nos 205, 238). 
In general, however, tenants and keepers undertook to repair 
the buildings on their tenements at their own cost, except that the 
abbey provided the large timbers necessary. Repairs were 
undertaken at the sight of a monastic or lay official. In 1458/9, 
for example, a new house had been built at Sikes under the 
supervision of the cellarer,”’ and even repairs to the abbey’s 
property in Cumberland had to be carried out with the 
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approval of the: cellarer or »bursar (No. 9). Geoffrey and 
Richard Procter, the tenants of Bordley Hall, were themselves 
to take timber for repairs (No. 62), but this was unusual. 
Robert and William Hardecastell, who held a fourth part of 
Dacre Grange, were permitted to take timber for repairs at the 
sight of the forester (No. 217), but timber was normally 
delivered by one of the monastery’s officials. In the case of 
tenements in the immediate vicinity of the abbey, timber for 
repair could be assigned by the cellarer (Nos 188, 276). Timber 
for repairs at New Houses was to be supplied by the grave of 
Kilnsey (No. 46) and at Sandhutton was to be delivered by the 
forester (No, -133).. Repairs at North Stanley were tobe 
carried out using timber taken from the woods of Sutton 
Grange and Sleningford (No. 170), but usually the leases 
merely state that large timber would be supplied by an 
unnamed official (Nos 45, 56, 67, 153, 176), who in most cases 
was probably the local forester. The lease to Miles Bell of a 
tenement in North Stainley in 1509 states that he should build 
a sufficient firehows at his own cost with large timber provided 
by the abbot and convent (No. 170). If tenants required any 
additional timber, this had to be felled, transported and 
worked at their cost. 

Professor Jennings suggests that the use of stone slates for 
roofing provides evidence for the buildings themselves having 
been of stone.*° Although stone buildings existed at some of 
the abbey’s more important granges, such as Bewerley and 
Brimham, there is no reason to doubt Dr Platt’s contention 
that the accommodation provided on a grange, let alone a 
lodge, would have been comparable to that on an equivalent 
lay estate.°’ With the exception of the granges used for 
recreation by the religious themselves, the domestic and 
agricultural buildings on the abbey’s granges and lodges all 
appear to have been timber framed, although in Nidderdale 
and parts of Craven they were roofed with stone slates — a 
comparable situation to that in the Calder Valley, where 
surviving medieval timber-framed buildings are, and ap- 
parently always have been, roofed with Elland flags. In the 
areas where stone slates were used, these were provided in the 
same way as large timber; at New Houses and Bordley Hall 
this was by the grave of Kilnsey (Nos 46, 65). Cowton Grange 
was roofed with ceramic tiles,”’ a material which may well 
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have been used for roofing other lowland granges, but which 
is not mentioned in the leases because the provision of such 
tiles would have been the duty of the tenants and not the 
abbey. Some leases refer to the provision of mortar by the 
tenants (Nos 156, 174, 201, 257), but this was probably for the 
stone footings of timber-framed buildings rather than for 
stone buildings. 

The provision of thatch by tenants is mentioned in a 
number of leases (Nos 37, 201, 257), but the leaserot a 
tenement in Sleningford to Thomas Playn in 1526 (No. 174) 
lists in detail the repair materials he was to provide. These 
were thatch, mortar, laths and nails; in addition, Thomas was 
to pay for the carriage of the large timber which the abbot and 
convent provided, a cost which the abbey normally bore itself. 
It is possible that in the fifteenth century the monastery 
contributed a large proportion of the costs of repairs. For 
example, in 1457/8 12d was spent on rearing the house of 
Thomas Walkar and on nails.*’ Although the lease of Had- 
dockstones Grange to John Johnson and John Steill in 1538 
(No. 246) states that the large timber provided was to be 
manered at their cost, it appears that it was more usual for the 
monastery to pay the carpenter. This is suggested by Robert 
Bekwith’s lease of a fourth part of Dacre Grange in 1501 (see 
No. 219), which states that the abbot and convent would 
provide large timber and the carpent werke. Additional evi- 
dence is provided by Robert Raner’s lease of Lofthouse of 
1514, by which he undertook to feed slaters, carpenters or men 
carrying stone, timber or anything else for repairs to his lodge 
(No. 206). The abbot and convent were not only concerned 
that existing buildings should be kept in good repair, but also 
interested themselves in what buildings existed on a particular 
tenement. Robert and William Hardecastell’s lease of 1516 of a 
fourth part of Dacre Grange states that they were not to erect 
any more houses there without licence (No. 217). 

As well as the buildings, tenants and keepers were obliged 
to repair the fences on their tenements. They were permitted 
to cut wood, usually oak boughs, for making hedges; this 
practice is described in detail in William and Jenet Hawkesby’s 
lease of a close in Aldfield, another close and a coppice in 
Sawley, which states that they were to repair the hedges with 
garsell and other wood taken from the coppice or the closes if 
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they could find it there, otherwise obtaining it from the abbot 
and convent (No. 281). Mr S. A. Moorhouse has recently 
demonstrated that in parts of the southern Yorkshire Pennines 
stone walls apparently only replaced hedges in the post- 
medieval period, reflecting a general adoption of stone in place 
of timber as a building material.”” Major boundary walls were 
sometimes built by the monks, such as that which was to be 
built between Threshfield, Kilnsey and Bordley (No. 70), but 
the possible former existence of hedges on the Fountains 
estates where stone walls are now the norm still requires 
investigation. Some stone walls certainly existed and are 
mentioned, as, for example, in: leases of Chapel House and 
Bramley Grange (Nos 68, 189). John Steill and Jenet Elison 
were to repair paling at Brimham Grange (No. 194), but this 
may have been in connection with the adjacent park. 

Banks were evidently built to attempt to control flooding 
by the Nidd. The day-to-day maintenance of these was the 
responsibility of the keepers who held tenements adjoining the 
river, but the abbot and convent agreed to bear the principal 
part of the cost if floods caused substantial damage to the 
banks at Bouthwaite and Sikes (Nos 205, 238, 250). In Boston 
the tenant had been made responsible for the sea defences 
which it was the abbey’s duty to maintain (No. 100). 


The audit 


The occasion of the annual audit must have been one of the 
busiest times of the year at Fountains. The audit was held 
betore Chirstmas (Nos 205,212; 238)230) at the wate of the 
monastery (No. 62), although whether this was the West Gates 
or the Kirk Garth Gate is not clear. Tenants and keepers who 
had charge of cattle or sheep were expected to appear perso- 
nally (No. 257) before the steward or the auditor (Nos 62, 64, 
189), to whom they would present the tallies they had received 
when delivering young stock, grain, dairy products or hides. 
If anything they had delivered, such as cheese (No. 194), 
was under the set value, or if, for example, they had allowed 
sheep to die through their negligence (No. 64), it was at the 
audit that they would compensate the abbey in money. The 
influx of a large body of tenants and feemen into the monas- 
tery at the same time must have provided a considerable 
problem of logistics. Christmas would have been a time of 
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festivity in any case, but it is probably no coincidence that the 
intestines of cattle killed for the larder around Christmas were 
specifically excluded from those which were received by the 
keepers of the West Gates, who received the intestines of all 
other animals killed in the slaughterhouse at Fountains (Nos 
237, 276), and it is not unlikely that an exceptionally large 
number of beasts were slaughtered at that time of year to feed 
the tenants and keepers temporarily resident at the abbey. 


The pursuit of husbandry 
Dairy stock 


The numbers of dairy stock which the leases specify should be 
kept by the abbey’s keepers and tenants are shown on Figs 5 
and 6. A discussion of the stocking of the Fountains dairy 
lodges and granges must include consideration of how accu- 
rately the leases record the number of stock kept there. The 
Stock Book demonstrates that, unlike the herds of store cattle 
and flocks of sheep, in the late fifteenth century there was 
strict adherence to the official establishments of dairy cattle. 
There 1s no reason to think that the same situation did not 
prevail in the sixteenth century, but it 1s evident that the leases 
do not accurately reflect the number of young stock and bulls 
which a keeper or tenant was obliged to maintain. 

The agreement about Peter and Agnes Smith’s service at 
Warsill (No. 180) makes it clear that the proportions of cattle 
kept were based on a unit of a score, and that for each twenty 
milch cows a keeper or tenant would also keep three three- 
year-old heifers, three two-year-old heifers and three stirks 
from the issue of the cows. This ratio was universally adhered 
to, except in the case of the herd at Low Ash Head (Nos 160, 
280), which was too small for it to be practicable. The 1495/6 
rental does not mention the obligation to keep young cattle in 
addition to the milch cows themselves and the leases themsel- 
ves do not always record this obligation. In Figs 5 and 6 the 
three- and two-year-old heifers have been grouped together to 
provide a single total: the leases of Nutwith Cote and Brim- 
ham (Nos 156, 192, 294, 257) mention heifers, but omit any 
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mention of stirks, although the tenants of the former would 
have been obliged to keep three stirks and the tenants of the 
two moieties of Brimham Grange would have been respon- 
sible for two-and-a-quarter stirks each. Rather more leases and 
agreements group the heifers and stirks together as a single 
total. They are described as heifers in Nos 189, 206 and 277, 
and merely as followers in Nos 205, 212, 238 and 250. They 
have been separated into heifers and stirks in a 6:3 ratio in Figs 
5 and 6. The leases of the granges of Aldburgh and Haddock- 
stones (Nos 149, 227, 228, 275, 279) fail to mention any young 
stock at all. Six heifers and three stirks should have been kept 
at Aldburgh and eighteen heifers and nine stirks at Haddock- 
stones. 

The increasing fragmentation of tenancies makes it impos- 
sible to provide a ratio for the numbers of bulls kept to serve a 
given number of cows, as it is probable that a bull kept on one 
tenement would be used to serve the cows on another where 
there was no bull. As in the case of heifers and stirks, it is 
probable that in some cases the obligation to keep a bull 
existed but was not recorded in a lease or agreement. Bulls 
appear more frequently in the hands of keepers (Fig. 5) than of 
tenants. (Big. 6), but this 4s probably a reflection of the 
generally larger sizes of the herds for which the former were 
responsible. It is unlikely in-the cases of the leases and 
agreements relating to Warsill (No. 180) and Low Ash Head 
(Nos 160, 280), which appear to provide a full record of the 
stock kept there, that their dairy establishments included any 
bulls. It has, however, been shown that a bull had formerly 
been kept on one of the quarters of Dacre Grange, although no 
obligation to keep a bull is mentioned in the lease of 1531 (No. 
219 and notes). The agreements relating to Haddockstones 
Grange specifically mention sixty milch cows, but also state 
that the keepers should maintain other cattle customarily kept 
there: the evidence of the Stock Book suggests that this 
melded at least one bull (see No. 227, motes). The leases-of 
Brimham Grange also record an obligation to keep other 
unspecified cattle and it is again not improbable that these 
included a, bull (see No: 192, notes). 

Dr Kershaw has drawn attention to the low fertility of the 
Bolton Priory cows in the early fourteenth century.’! The real 
fertility of the Fountains herds will be examined when the 
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Stock Book is published, but the leases themselves also 
provide a standard of expected fertility. The keepers of Warsill 
Grange (No. 180) and Haddockstones Grange (Nos 227, 228, 
275) were expected to deliver the total progeny of the cows in 
their charge, but all other keepers and tenants had to deliver a 
number of calves that was exactly half the number of cows. 
This, however, does not represent the total number of calves 
which it was expected would be born, as the stirks which were 
kept at the rate of three stirks for every twenty cows were also 
of the issue of those cows (No. 180), giving a total of thirteen 
calves which the monastery expected to be born annually to 
every twenty cows. A low level in the fertility of the milch 
cows would result in a proportionally low average milk yield. 
The stirks to which the abbey was entitled were delivered at 
Whitsun (No. 277) when they were one year old, which was 
also the time of year when cattle were branded (No. 275). 
Each stirk was to be worth 4s on the valuation of the feemaster 
and his advisers, and keepers and tenants had to pay the 
balance in money for any stirks which were considered to be 
worth less than this sum. It is possible for the period in the late 
fifteenth century covered by the Stock Book to assess the 
extent to which the stirks delivered met these requirements, 
but there is no comparable evidence for the sixteenth century 
which would show if inflation brought about any changes in 
the traditional pattern. 

The maintenance of a fixed number of milch cows required 
that old cows should be regularly replaced with young stock. 
The old cows, which were termed crochions,’* were delivered 
to the feemaster at Whitsun (No. 212) at the rate of three to 
every twenty cows kept (Nos 205, 238, 250), a time of year 
more in accord with the recommendations of Walter of 
Henley than those of the author of the Seneschaucy, who had 
suggested midsummer.” The old cows were then fattened 
during the summer on good pasture set aside for this purpose, 
apparently in Bewerley,”* preparatory to slaughter in the 
autumn. An equivalent number of heifers were received at 
Michaelmas (29 September) from the feemaster or his deputy 
(No. 277) at the Toft Gate (SE 133645) in Bewerley township 
(Nos 205, 212, 238, 250). On some occasions the entire dairy 
stock of a lodge or grange would be received by the tenant on 
the day his lease was sealed (Nos 156, 257). 
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Although the general pattern of the abbey’s dairy farming 
remained the same, as is reflected in the references to the 
ancient customs which governed the relationship between the 
abbot and convent and their tenants, minor changes were 
made in the dairy establishments of the granges and lodges. It 
has been possible to demonstrate that the Bouthwaite herd 
was reduced by a quarter in 1489 (see No. 205, notes) and that 
the herds at the lodges of Thrope House (No. 207, notes) and 
Newhouse (in Dacre township) were disbanded in 1482 and 
1489 respectively, the last after a serious outbreak of murrain 
(No. 209, notes). Changes in the number of bulls kept have 
been recorded in the notes to the leases. 

The leases of tenements on which dairy cattle were kept 
contain frequent references to the customs which governed 
dairy farming in Nidderdale. These were almost certainly of 
greater importance in determining the relationship between 
the abbot and convent and their tenants and keepers than was 
the exact wording of any written leases and agreements. It 1s 
apparent, however, that these Nidderdale customs were used 
to determine terms elsewhere. A lease of Aldburgh Grange, 
which is situated in Yoredale, states that Alice, Robert and 
Thomas Brown were to deliver calves, butter and cheese 
according to the custom of Nidderdale (No. 149), as were 
Richard and Henry Atkynson, the keepers of Morker Grange 
No. 229).. The tenants-of Bramley Grange were to render 
account atthe audit after the custom of the monastery’s 
shepherds and logiars in Nidderdale (No. 189). 


Milk yields 

There is no evidence for the consumption of milk in its natural 
state and the appointment of Robert Raner as keeper of 
Lofthouse in 1515 states that the milk should be made into 
butter and cheese (No. 277). With the exception of Warsill 
(No. 180), cheese and butter were rendered by weight in the 
proportion 2:1. This is a high proportion of butter to cheese 
and indicates that whole-milk, not whey, butter was made,” 
the same practice as was followed at an earlier period with 
regard to the Bolton Priory dairy herd.”® The weight and 
values given for cheese and butter in the 1495/6 rental de- 
monstrate that a stone consisting of 12/bs was used for weigh- 
ing dairy products;’’ the weights given in Figs 5 and 6 have 
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therefore been shown in pounds only, rather than using a 
stone which is no longer current. It 1s apparent that, again with 
the exception of Warsill, the abbey expected to receive 16/bs of 
cheese and 8/bs of butter from each cow annually.’* The basis 
of 1 gallon of milk for every pound of cheese”’ and 3 gallons of 
milk for every pound of butter'”” gives an annual milk yield of 
40 gallons per cow. The twenty cows at Warsill Grange (No. 
180) were each expected to provide the monastery with 15.8/bs 
of cheese and 8.2/bs of butter, giving an annual yield of 40.4 
gallons. The 1495/6 rental records this slightly higher yield as 
then being due from the herds at Brimham Grange and Covell 
Houses.'”! Both figures are very low indeed,'”' but it is 
probable that the dairy products of the milch cows were 
shared by the monastery and the tenant or keeper. This 1s 
suggested by the clause in No. 277 which states that Robert 
Raner should have the remainder of the milk from the 
Lofthouse herd, and more particularly by Nos 205 and 238, 
which state that the keepers of Bouthwaite should have all the 
profits in milk, butter and cheese from the cows there, with 
the exception of the fixed renders reserved to the abbot and 
convent. No, 257 states that cheese and butterrshould be 
delivered to the monastery before All Hallows (1 November) 
and No. 194 that it should be delivered before Martinmas (11 
November). This indicates that the cheese and butter were 
produced only during summer season, albeit a longer season 
than that recommended by the anonymous authors of the 
Seneschaucy and the Husbandry, which finished at Michaelmas 
(29 September).'’° If these factors are taken into account, 
together with the possibility that the calves were allowed to 
suckle first before the remainder of the milk was taken off, !"4 
the true annual yield of each cow might be doubled to 80 
gallons per annum, a figure comparable to that for the Bolton 
Priory cows.'”” Each stone of cheese delivered to the cheese- 
house by tally (No. 275) was to be worth 8d a stone and each 
stone of butter was to be worth 12d a stone. The quality and 
weight of the cheese and butter was assessed by the monk of 
the cheesehouse (Nos 227, 280), and if there was any defici- 
ency, the keeper or tenant in question had to make up the 
difference in money at the audit (No. 194) held in December. 
As in the case of calves, in the absence of any stock accounts 
for the sixteenth century, it is not possible to assess what 
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effect, if any, inflation had on reducing the traditional quality 
of dairy products received by the monastery. 


Store cattle and draught oxen 


Female stirks added to the monastery’s herd were destined to 
replace old cows on the granges and lodges where dairy 
establishments were maintained, but male stirks could either 
be kept as draught oxen or fattened as store cattle. Medieval 
stock matured slowly and, as Dr Kershaw has pointed out, 
male cattle were not treated as adult beasts until they were at 
least a year older than was the case with heifers.'°® This is 
reflected in the use of different terms for older and younger 
bullocks, for which there are no adequate modern equivalents. 
As in the printed edition of the 1495/6 rental,'"” the course 
adopted has been to use the contemporary English words (see 
No. 202) describing young male cattle, stotts being the same 
as bovetti, or older bullocks, and stotterels the same as boviculi, 
or younger bullocks. 

Oxen appear mostly in leases relating to the more low-lying 
granges, where the monastery maintained its own plough 
teams, rather than to the upland lodges where the abbot and 
convent often granted all the arable land to the tenants to farm 
for their own profit (see below). In the cases of the granges of 
ipriimibam, Wacre and Haddockstones (Nos 192, 217, 227}, the 
leases do not specify the number of oxen which a tenant or 
keeper had to maintain and, as has been demonstrated in the 
notes to the leases, in the late fifteenth century the numbers 
could fluctuate. The keeper of Warsill had to feed a single team 
of eight oxen (No. 180). The possibility that waggons drawn 
by ox teams had been replaced by horse-drawn carts at some 
time in the early sixteenth century is discussed in relation to 
Henry Atkynson’s petition (No. 230). 

References to young stock in the leases occur in relation to 
their pasturing during the winter, from Michaelmas (29 Sep- 
tember), when they were received from the feemaster by tally, 
until Ellenmas (3 May). This was considered as being worth 
12d per beast: the tenants of the lodge of Dallow were allowed 
12d for each animal they kept in winter, which were not to 
number more than thirty (No. 162), and the tenants of Braisty 
Woods had to pay 12d for each animal not delivered if the 
feemaster gave them less than sixty stotts and stotterels or 
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heifers to pasture (No. 202). The tenants of Fell Beck House 
had to keep thirty-five stotts from Michaelmas to Ellenmas 
(No. 183), but the keepers of Warsill Grange had to look after 
as many cattle as were put into their charge (No. 180), a 
reflection of the difference in their status. The monastery 
expected its tenants or keepers to accept responsibility for any 
damage done by straying cattle (Nos 183, 227, 275); the skins 
of any animals which died had to be delivered to the tannery 
by tally (No. 183). 


Sheep 


The arithmetic of the sheep accounts in the Stock Book clearly 
indicates that the Fountains flocks were counted using the long 
hundred of six score, '”* as was also the case with the flocks of 
Bolton Priory.'”” The abbey’s flocks were still substantial by 
contemporary national standards, but were well below the 
level of earlier centuries. It will be shown in the notes to the 
leases that the number of sheep actually kept on a particular 
tenement was often considerably less than the theoretical 
number recorded in the 1495/6 rental. This suggests that the 
flocks were still being run down in the late fifteenth century, 
and it may be significant that the leases of Aldburgh Grange 
provide for cattle to be pastured there as an alternative to 
hoggets or ewes (Nos 149, 279). A flock of wethers was kept 
at Chapel House in the fifteenth century, but no such obliga- 
tion 1s recorded on the part of the tenants in their sixteenth- 
century leases (Nos 68, 69). 

The sheep were pastured from Ellenmas (3 May) to Mi- 
chaelmas (29 September) on the Craven uplands. The summer 
keepers were responsible for washing and clipping the sheep in 
their charge, Thomas Knoll, the tenant of a moiety of 
Tranhoulhouse, being allowed 10s for keeping and performing 
these offices for his flock of wethers (No. 55). Geoffrey and 
Richard Procter were allowed 13s 4d for keeping a wether 
flock at Bordley Hall and 3s 4d for shearing them (No. 62). 
The tenant or keeper of the tenement in Nidderdale, or further 
east, where a flock was pastured for the winter would take it 
from its summer keeper by tally (No. 202). Both summer and 
winter keepers appeared at the audit before Christmas to 
render account for their particular flock for the period during 
which it had been in their charge. The accounts in the Stock 
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Book therefore provide evidence for the location of the 
summer and winter pastures of particular flocks, although the 
winter pasture is easier to identify, as that is where the flocks 
were feeding at the time the accounts were drawn up. It has 
proved possible to demonstrate that the wether flock which 
wintered at Braisty woods (No. 202) was pastured in summer 
at Bordley Hall and that the wether flock which was kept in 
winter at Bollershaw was moved in summer to Darnbrook 
House (No. 57). Suggestions have been made as to the 
probable summer pasture of the wether flock kept in winter at 
Heyshaw (No. 212) and the question of the location of 
summer pastures will be explored in great detail in the 
forthcoming edition of the Stock Book. 

Where the tenancy of a particular tenement had been split, a 
tenant might not keep a flock every year. Ralph and Robert 
Scayffe, who held a moiety of the lodge of Fell Beck House, 
only had to keep the Northpastor floke of wethers every other 
year (No. 183). The tenants of Low Ash Head only had to 
keep 360 wethers there every third winter 1n association with 
Robert Loge, the tenant of another part of Pott Grange (Nos 
160, 280). A hogget flock was wintered at Haddockstones 
Grange (Nos 227, 228) and a ewe flock at Morker Grange (No. 
P29) The abbot and convent provided the tar and salve 
necessary for the wethers wintered at Warsill Grange (No. 
i30)-As inthe case of store cattle, a payment was due froma 
tenant or keeper obliged to keep a flock and to whom the 
sheep had not been delivered, but Richard Atkynson’s lease of 
Low Ash Head, which mentions such a payment, does not 
specify the basis on which it was calculated (No. 280). 


Horses, pigs and poultry 


Some horses were kept for carting (see No. 230) and for 
harrowing, as the horse which Robert Brown was to keep at 
Aldburgh may have been (No. 279), but most references to 
horses in leases are to the wintering of brood mares and their 
foals between Michaelmas (29 September) and Ellenmas (3 
May). Two mares were kept for this period on the lodge of 
Bouthwaite (Nos 205, 238), another two at Heyshaw (No. 
212) and one each on Aldburgh Grange (Nos 149, 279) and the 
lodges of Lofthouse (Nos 206, 277) and Sikes (No. 250). 
Agistment for a mare and her foal on Brimham Moor was 
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reserved to the abbot and convent’s use when a moiety of the 
grange there was leased in 1520 (No. 194). 

The abbey’s pigs are only mentioned in connection with the 
home granges of Haddockstones and Morker, where chick- 
ens, capons and geese were also kept for supplying to the 
kitchener (Nos 227, 228, 229, 275). It is possible that the capons 
would have been fattened by forced-feeding, a practice which 
was common for the London market until the beginning of the 
present century, but there is no positive evidence for this. 


Pasture 


The importance of pastoral husbandry to the economy of 
Fountains is reflected in the concern shown by the abbot and 
convent in preserving their rights of pasture. In some cases a 
vaccary was retained in the monastery’s direct control, as was 
the case at Bramley Grange, whose cows were pastured on 
land specifically reserved for them (Nos 189, 244). Agistment 
was reserved on Brimham Moor for a specified number of 
beasts when a moiety of Brimham Grange was leased in 1520 
(No. 194), but in other cases the abbot and convent merely 
reserved the right to pasture stock on a tenement. A clause 
reserving the right to pasture draught oxen at Chapel House 
was included in the lease of 1529 by which it was granted to 
the earl of Cumberland (No. 69), and the lease of a fourth part of 
Dacre Grange of 1516 gave the abbot and convent free entry 
for their stock to the woods and pastures there (No. 217). The 
agreements with the keepers of Haddockstones and Morker 
granges state that they were not to permit any foreign cattle to 
pasture or linger on their granges (Nos 227-9, 275) and John 
Buke’s lease of a moiety of Darnbrook House of 1520 contains 
the provision that he was not to take foreign cattle to agist and 
thus overcharge his stint (No. 57). The Dissolution Survey 
shows that a significant amount of the pasture attached to the 
abbey’s granges and lodges was woodland pasture''” and 
stock was evidently pastured in coppices after the first seven 
years of growth. Fountains also possessed extensive moorland 
pastures in Craven which were utilized in summer. Of these, 
Malham Moor (No. 241), the Sleets in Halton Gill township 
(No. 262) and a sheep pasture in Kilnsey (No. 253) were all 
leased out in 1538, indicating a running-down of the monas- 
tery’s stock which will be examined in more detail in the

forthcoming edition of the Stock Book. Stock on such un- 
fenced pastures were liable to stray: under the terms of his 
lease of 1517, John Norton agreed not to impound any of the 
abbot and convent’s cattle or sheep which strayed outside their 
accustomed bounds in Threshfield (No. 70). 


Arable and meadows 


Although arable agriculture will have been the primary 
concern of the majority of the abbey’s tenants on its more 
low-lying estates — those areas where the abbot and convent 
were most likely to appear as mere rentier landlords — there 1s 
much less evidence for the direct exploitation of the arable 
land on the Fountains estates as a whole as opposed to the 
monastery’s proven interest in pastoral husbandry. As will be 
demonstrated below, on many of the dairy lodges the arable 
land was granted to the tenants and keepers to exploit for their 
own profit. It is for the granges in the immediate vicinity of 
the monastery that the most positive evidence for arable 
agriculture occurs. Peter Smyth, the keeper of Warsill, was to 
provide ploughing gear at his own cost (No. 180). The 
keepers of Haddockstones and Morker were certainly ex- 
pected to exploit the arable potential of their granges, deliver- 
ing the grain they produced to the granaries at Fountains by 
tally without retaining any of it for their own use (Nos 227-9, 
275). The appointment of Richard and Henry Atkynson as 
keepers of Morker specifically mentions threshing, winnow- 
ing, mowing and hay-making amongst their duties (No. 229). 
Although holly played a considerable role as winter feed (see 
below), hay-making, unlike arable farming, will have been as 
prevalent in the uplands as the lowlands. Robert Raner, keeper 
of the lodge of Lofthouse, was to get hay for foddering the 
cows in his charge and in 1521 Christopher and Leonard 
Metcalfe agreed to mow all the meadows of Swetton for John 
Sixforth, the tenant there (No. 155). Two loads of hay were to 
be delivered to the tannery annually as a condition of the lease 
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Enclosure 

In townships where the abbey was a mere rentier landlord, its 
land was often entirely unconsolidated and lay scattered in the 
open fields. Such was the case with the land in Kirby Wiske, 
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amounting to one bovate, which was leased to Thomas 
Forster in 1510 (No. 141), that at Holme which was leased in 
the following year (No. 136) and that at Threshfield leased in 
1517 (No. 71). The Fountains holding in Kirkheaton, with the 
exception of Helme, also appears to have included land in the 
open fields (No. 91), as does that in Sand Hutton (No. 133). 
The abbey had granted land in the fields of Ripley to William 
Ingilby in or before 1494 (No. 226) and the land in Wheldrake 
which it leased from Warter Priory in 1502 lay in all three 
fields in that township (No. 102). Land which formed part of a 
grange or lodge would normally be enclosed; North Pasture, for 
example, is described as enclosed by hedges (No. 183). 

The leases show no consistent policy with regard to the 
enclosure of wastes. When leasing land at Newsham to Roger 
Lascelles in 1522, the abbot and convent retained the right at 
the end of his term to throw down any enclosures he may have 
made on the wastes and made arrangements to view the bounds 
of such enclosures every third year (No. 138). On leasing their 
land in Threshfield to John Norton 1n 1517, they specified that a 
third of any enclosures he made in the common pastures there 
should remain to the monastery after the term of the lease had 
enced (INoz/0), 


Woodland management 


The abbey’s woods not only provided timber and wood for 
repairs and winter feed, but could also provide a cash income, 
as is demonstrated by the sale of wood at Symondholme to John 
Norton in 1530.''' Timber grown on the abbey’s estates was 
normally reserved for its own use (Nos 183, 279), the abbot 
and convent retaining the right of entry with their carts to fell 
and remove any timber, underwood or fallen trees as they 
chose (Nos 149, 156, 192, 198, 201-2, 209-10, 257, 279). Apart 
from directly exploiting their woods, the abbot and convent 
also conserved them by strictly controlling the activities of 
tenants, who were not permitted to fell any timber (No. 188), 
but only to take lesser wood within certain limits. The 
monastery’s interest in the exploitation of woodland is illus- 
trated by an agreement (No. 85) under whose terms the abbot 
had the right of free entry to Tatefield for five years following 
its partition with Richard Aldeburgh, for the purpose of 
removing timber from the portion assigned to Richard. Bark 
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was also utilized, in 1532 the abbot and convent agreeing that 
they would carry to the tannery bark from all timber felled for 
their use within two or three miles of the monastery (No. 
2352). 

Coppicing was extensively practised in the abbey’s woods and 
the leases contain numerous references to this practice. ''* A lease 
ofa moiety of Fell Beck House in 1520 contains provisions for the 
care of any coppices which the abbot and convent might make 
(No. 183). After a coppice was felled, the monastery made the 
fence on the first occasion, but it was the duty of the tenants or 
keepers to maintain such fences thereafter (No. 180); at Braisty 
Woods this was done under the supervision of the cellarer (No. 
202). The customary period during which coppices were fenced 
appears to have been seven years (Nos 202, 279), during which 
stock was not permitted to be pastured within them (No. 68). On 
occasions coppices could be leased (Nos 253, 281). 

The use of holly as a winter feed, first discussed by Radley,'!” 
has more recently been evaluated with regard to the Sheffield 
area.''* In the township of Hartwith cum Winsley, the abbey’s 
tenants normally leased parcels of hollins in addition to their 
tenements (Nos 199, 201, 258), but tenants and keepers of the 
lodges and granges which had dairy establishments were them- 
selves permitted to cut holly for browsing from the trees 
growing on their tenements without this having to be delivered 
by the abbey’s officer (No. 192), unlike other timber, although 
they were not permitted to do so in woods which had been 
coppiced (No. 202). The right to cut browsing 1s normally linked 
in the leases with that of taking firewood and wood for fencing. 
Some leases specify the type of timber which was to be taken: the 
leases of Low Ash Head state that the tenants could take holly 
boughs and other brushwood for feeding cattle and oak boughs 
for fencing and firewood (Nos 160, 280). Peter and Agnes 
Smyth’s appointment as keepers of Warsill Grange specifies that 
they should feed the cattle in their charge on hay, oke and hollyn 
broge, and in 1516 Robert and William Hardecastell agreed not to 
fell any wood without licence apart from holly boughs, brush- 
wood and watter bowes of oak (No. 217). 


Mills, minerals and industries 


The Lease Book contains a number of references to mills. A mill 
in Scosthrop was leased in 1511 (No. 53), one in Kilnsey in 1538 
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(No. 260) and one in Boston in 1531 (No. 100). When Rigton 
mill was leased in 1514, the abbot and convent agreed to provide 
the millstones and large timber for repairs, but William 
Bradeley, the tenant, was to repair the dam, the leet, the 
timber-work and thatch of the building, as wellas the iron gear of 
the mill itself (No. 84). The monks acquired the other moiety of 
this mill in exchange for half of Tatefield in 1518 (No. 86). The 
most significant document relating to mills, however, is the 
agreement by which Newe Milne was to be dismantled and 
moved from its former position on Foster Beck in Bewerley 
township to a position a mile up the Nidd near Sigsworth (No. 
214). 

The importance of the abbey’s tannery, which the abbot and 
convent were forced to lease in 1532 (No. 232), is*axdirect 
reflection of the major role played by pastoral agriculture in the 
economy of the Fountains estates. The monastery’s primary 
industrial activity not connected with agriculture was lead- 
mining, which is discussed below in relation to an agreement 
made in 1527 for smelting lead (No. 203), although the Valor 
Ecclesiasticus only records income from lead from _ the 
abbey’s Lincolnshire lands.''? The right to exploit minerals, 
lead and iron 1s specifically reserved to the abbot and convent 
in the lease of the lodge of Newhouse in Dacre township of 1521 
(No. 209). Marmaduke Huby’s extensive building works used 
limestone in preference to the locally available millstone grit, 
but the abbey also continued to make use of the latter. In 1503 
Marmaduke Huby considered it worth obtaining a confirma- 
tion from Sir John Norton of an ancient grant of quarrying 
rights and of taking millstones in the territory of Sawley town- 
ship (No. 178) andin 1515 the abbot and convent had to grant an 
annuity of 12dto the priest of the chantry chapel of the Annuncia- 
tion of the Blessed Virgin Mary in Ripon Minster in com- 
pensation for a parcel of ground in Studley Roger which they 
had devastated by quarrying (No. 166). Evidence for lime- 
burning is provided by the lease of the abbey tannery, 
which contains the provision that the tenant should be sold lime 
for 12da quarter when the monastery had any to spare (No. 232). 
After alienating land in Ripley township, the abbot and convent 
made an agreement in 1494 which permitted them to continue to 
dig marl there for use at the granges of Haddockstones and 
Morker (No. 226). 
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The abbey’s keepers and tenants 


The social status of tenants 


The changing fortunes of the upper classes of English society 
in the fifteenth and sixteenth centuries have received consider- 
able attention from historians this century, and the increasing 
influence of the gentry on monastic life in the decade before 
the Dissolution is well known.''® Some of the earliest leases 
which were copied into the Lease Book relate to grants of 
tenancies of the abbey’s most southerly West Riding granges 
to members of the gentry. These grants may have been made 
because it was administratively more convenient to have a 
single tenant paying rent for a distant possession rather than 
have the administrative inconvenience of employing a bailiff 
to supervise a larger number of tenants of a lower social status, 
as had to be done at Wheldrake, a distant estate in the East 
Riding. The absence of detailed records of leases granted 
before the end of the fifteenth century makes the com= 
mencement of this policy difficult to date, although it seems 
probable that the late fifteenth-century leases in the Lease 
Book may record its inception. Ainley Grange, for instance, 
was leased to the prior of Nostell, subsequently passing into 
the tenancy of the Savile family, although Sir John Pilkington 
was granted a reversion in 1478 (Nos 94-5, 271), the same year 
in which he was granted a lease of Helme and the abbey’s 
other lands in Elland, Kirkheaton and Liversedge townships 
(No. 91). The leasing of Bradley Grange to his illegitimate son 
Robert in 1487 arose out of an unsuccessful exchange (No. 
93), but nevertheless forms part of the same general pattern. 
Leases to gentlemen did not normally affect the amount of 
rent paid, although that for Bradley Grange was increased by 
12 (secNo. 93, notes). 

Mrs Jack has demonstrated that in Leicestershire the gentry 
tended to acquire leases of the most valuable property in the 
possession of the county’s religious houses.''’ With Fountains 
Abbey, the requirements of a pastoral economy to some 
extent dictated which granges and lodges could be leased to 
members of the gentry, as the efficient management of a dairy 
herd required the residence of the tenant, which could not be 
expected in the case of a gentleman.''* Thus nothing but rent 
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was received from the moiety of Cayton Grange which was 
leased to the armigerous Vavasour family (Nos 223, 242, 273), 
whilst the abbey’s stock may have continued to be pastured on 
the other moiety, which was held by tenants of lesser social 
status (No. 245). As might be expected, some gentlemen held 
more than one tenement from the monastery, such as Robert 
Swale, the tenant of the lodge of Moor Houses and land in 
South Stainley (Nos 210, 220), and Henry Pudsey, who was 
leased both Arnford Grange and the lodge of Hesleden (No. 
37). Members of the gentry could also take part in more 
speculative ventures. Gawin Ratcliff appears as lessee of the 
tithes of Crosthwaite (Nos 6-7) and Marmaduke Bayn to- 
gether with John Parkinson and William Lupton, who are 
described as yeomen, made an agreement with the abbot 
about lead-smelting (Nos 203-4). A few leases to gentlemen 
form part of the abbot and convent’s attempt to realise their 
assets in 1538, when Thomas Exilby, one of their servants, 
was leased the remaining demesne in Baldersby (No. 249) and 
when Thomas Burton was granted all their lands in Inger- 
thorpe, Markington and Wallerthwaite (No. 282), vills which 
lay immediately to the south of the abbey precincts. The 
monks were prepared to grant sporting rights to noblemen 
when they would never have done so to their ordinary 
tenants. Thus Henry Clifford, first earl of Cumberland, was 
given licence to hunt, hawk and fish in the lordship of Kilnsey 
during the term of his lease of Chapel House (No. 69) and 
Richard lord Latimer and Sir John Neville, his son, were 
appointed keepers of their free warrens in Aldburgh, Bal- 
dersby, Rainton, Sleningford and Sutton (No. 151). 

The leases themselves do not specify the social class of those 
lessees who were of yeoman status or below, although this 
information is usually supplied by the relevant bonds, in cases 
where such bonds were executed and a text has survived. 
Yeomen formed by far the largest proportion of the tenants on 
the Fountains estates, not only holding granges and lodges 
where dairy herds were maintained (Nos 150, 190, 195, 213, 
218), but also appearing as tenants of granges and lodges where 
this was not the case (Nos 154, 165). Most recipients of leases 
of tenements in vills where the abbey’s holdings were divided 
into small tenements were yeomen (Nos 105, 135, 171, 187, 
200). Some also engaged in industrial activities, the monastery 
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tannery, for example, being leased to Richard Paver (No. 232). 
Members of the lower peasantry, although not entirely absent, 
figure little in the Lease Book, probably because they were more 
likely to hold their tenements at will or by copyhold rather than 
by obtaining leases by indenture from the monks. John Raiper, 
who was leased a messuage, croft and two bovates of land in 
Holme in 1511, was described as ahusbandman (No. 137), while 
Maurice Lemyng, who was joint lessee with his mother of a 
tenement in Eavestone, was only a labourer (No. 182). 

Below the ranks of tenants, keepers and senior servants were 
the ordinary labourers. Labourers were employed not only at the 
monastery itself, such as those whom Richard Paver, the tenant 
of the tannery, was*to appoint (No.-232); but also im the 
countryside. The keepers of Haddockstones Grange had to 
maintain four men-servants at bed and board throughout the 
year to assist with tasks such as mowing, reaping and threshing 
(Nos 227-8, 275); the four labourers at Morker Grange were 
described as hynes (No. 229), but they are likely to have been 
general agricultural labourers rather than just herdsmen. The 
grangiars at both places kept a shepherd from Michaelmas to 
Ellenmas who cared for the flocks which were wintered on the 
two granges (Nos 227-9, 275). The abbey also employed slaters 
and carpenters, for whom Robert Raner was to provide meat and 
drink whenever they were working at Lofthouse, as well as 
carters carrying stone and timber for repairs, whom he also had 


to feed (No. 206). 


Tenants as officials 


As was the case with many other religious houses 1n the early 
sixteenth century, ''” most of the abbey’s officials in the country- 
side were also its tenants. In some cases an office was filled by 
members of the same family for several generations. Henry 
Esby, the tenant of Dromonby Grange, acted as receiver for the 
monastery’s more distant North Riding estates, as had his father 
and grandfather before him (No. 145). The Yowdaill family 
appear to have fulfilled the office of bailiff of Borrowdale 
continuously from the mid-fifteenth century until the Dissolu- 
tion (No. 9). 

The officers who figure most frequently in the Lease Book are 
the monastery’s foresters; most of the men listed in the Valor 
Ecclesiasticus'*” as bailiffs in fact performed this office. Some, 
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such as William Haxby, the forester of Wheldrake (No. 103), 
and Thomas Key, the forester of Fountains Park (No. 231), 
were specifically appointed to their offices by indenture. More 
commonly the granting of such an office is included in the 
terms of a tenant’s lease. It was in this way that Edward Man 
was appointed forester at Bramley (No. 244), John Wilson at 
Marton le Moor and Dishforth (No. 125), Thomas Kydd at 
Kilnsey (No. 260), and Roger Bayn and Jane Norton at 
Bewerley, Coldstones Fold and Hardcastle (No. 263). William 
Thomson’s appointment as keeper of Baldersby was by a 
separate clause added to the end of this lease (No. 266), and 
Robert Haxby’s appointment as forester of Hartwith was 
apparently by virtue of his lease, although his tenure of the 
office is not specifically mentioned within it (No. 201). Richard 
Hobson’s lease of a tenement in Knapton states that he was to 
be ready to fulfil the office of governaunce of the tenants there 
when the abbot called upon him to do so (No. 111). The office 
of receiver was often combined with that of forester, as was 
the case at Marton le Moor (No. 125). Roger Bayn and Jane 
Norton exercised the office of forester in Bewerley township 
but that of receiver on the other side of the Nidd, where they 
collected rent from Bishopside upwards (No. 263). Thomas 
Kydd collected free rents and levied amercements at Kilnsey 
(No. 260), and Christian and Richard Bank, tenants of 
tenements in Litton and Long Preston, were responsible for 
collecting a free rent of 3s from Edmund Clerk for a tenement 
he held by knight service at Long Preston (No. 28). 

Fowler drew attention to the practice during the fifteenth 
century on the Fountains estates of rent being received and 
wages being paid in kind.'*! There is no evidence that this 
continued to be the case in the sixteenth century and indeed a 
change to the use of money alone in such transactions prob- 
ably explains the difference in character between Thomas 
Swynton’s memorandum book, which covers the period 
1446-58, '*° and the Steward’s Book, which covers the period 
1525-39. The fees of such officials as Edward Man, forester of 
Bramley (No. 244), and John Wilson, keeper of woods and 
lands in Marton le Moor and Dishforth (No. 125), were 
subtracted from the rent they paid for their tenements. Roger 
Bayn and Jane Norton, as foresters of Bewerley, Coldstones 
Fold and Hardcastle and receivers for the eastern side of 
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Nidderdale, were to receive their fee at their own hands from 
the rents of Bewerley (No. 263). Keepers and officials who 
were not also tenants were paid their wages directly by the 
abbot and convent. The appointment of Thomas Key as 
forester of Fountains Park states that he was to receive his 
wages in money (No. 231) and that of Peter and Agnes Smyth 
as keepers of Warsill Grange specifies that they were to be paid 
at Whitsun and Martinmas (No. 180). 

Some tenants had obligations to perform specific duties 
which were not shared by any of their fellow tenants but 
which were, for particular reasons, attached to their 
tenements. Thus William Haxby, the forester of Wheldrake, 
had to account for hay (No. 103), which is not a duty which 
other foresters are recorded as performing. William Mallory 
was obliged to send the abbey half the pigeon squabs from the 
dovecot built within the manor precincts at Rainton (No. 126). 
Abbot Marmaduke Huby gave Richard Strangways authority 
to buy fish, herrings and other necessaries for the monastery’s 
use at Coatham and Redcar (No. 143), and Henry and Anne 
Eseby, the tenants of Dromonby Grange, had to carry twenty 
quarters of salt to Fountains annually between 30 June and 1 
August under the penalty of paying £5; in practice the monks 
used them as their agents to buy salt as well (No. 145). Henry 
Paicoke, who held the lodge of Capon Hall, was obliged to 
assist the herdsmen drive the common stock to and from the 
fell when he saw they were in difficulties (No. 56). The 
tenants of Low Ash Head had to pay an out-rent which was 
due from the grange of Pott (Nos 160, 280). 


Manorial courts and customs 


Although labour services appear largely to have disappeared 
from the Fountains estates during the course of the fourteenth 
century, the transformation of the grange system in the later 
Middle Ages resulted in the partial manorialisation of what 
had been demesne grange estates, as is illustrated by the 
existence of such documents as the Aldburgh court roll 
printed in this volume (No. 278). John Wilson, the forester at 
Marton le Moor, had to announce the courts held in the 
lordship and bring distraints into the common fold (No. 125). 
Offences in the woods appear to have been a primary concern 
of the abbot and convent. The tenants of Bramley Grange had 
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to present such offenders at the court of Grewelthorpe (No. 
189), and Robert and Ellen Dauson, the keepers of the West 
Gates, who also leased a tenement in Aldfield, had to present 
trespassers in the woods at the court of Aldfield (No. 276). 
This obligation was also shared by some of the abbey’s 
keepers, those of Warsill presenting trespassers at the court of 
Brimham (No. 180) and those of Haddockstones at the court 
of Morker (Nos 227-8, 275). 

On some of the abbey’s manors labour services had not 
entirely disappeared, although their survival is usually difficult 
to prove. Under the terms of his lease of a tenement in Long 
Marston, Richard Bakster undertook to do duties and services 
such as neighbours did (No. 122), but these could have been 
money payments rather than labour services, as appears to 
have been the case at Newsham, from which Roger Lassels 
agreed to pay all rents and other charges (No. 138). Leases of 
parts of Brimham and Dacre Granges, which lay in the manor 
of Brimham, state that their tenants were to pay all boons and 
amercements of court according to the custom of that manor 
(Nos 192, 217). William Steill and Robert Welles were to 
observe the customs usual in the vill of Galphay (Nos 188, 
264), but it is Marmaduke Wildman’s lease of a tenement in 
Aldfield which provides positive evidence for the existence of 
labour services, as he undertook to fulfil the customs and 
duties pertaining to his tenement, such as hens, boons with 
scythe, sickle and rake, as well as observing the other customs 


of the lordship of Aldfield (No. 235). 


Personal service by keepers and tenants 


Whilst the practice of the age demanded that the abbot should 
retain gentlemen to attend him on formal occasions (see 
above), he also wished to be able to call on a much wider circle 
of tenantry to form his retinue when he had business to 
perform in the country. On an occasion in 1529, after the 
Crown had attempted to lay claim to lead mines in Greenhow 
and elsewhere on the grounds that they formed part of the 
forest of Knaresborough, Abbot William Thryske appeared 
with a retinue which the Crown lessees claimed numbered 500 
men or more.'*? Many leases contain clauses requiring the 
attendance of a tenant on the abbot or his officials when called 
upon. The majority do not specify the precise region in which 
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the tenant in question was expected to attend, merely describ- 
ing the attendance as being required when the abbot was in the 
area, but a few are more specific. For his tenement in Bordley, 
Edward Proktor was expected to attend the abbot and his 
officials in all parts of Craven (No. 64), as was Henry 
Hogeson for a tenement in Kilnsey (No. 42). The demands 
made on John Malthouse were more limited, as he was 
required to wait on the abbot and convent and their officers 
when they held their courts and at other times when they came 
into the lordship of Galphay (No. 186). 

John Wilson, the keeper of woods and lands at Marton le 
Moor and Dishforth, was required, when called upon to do 
so, to ride with the abbot and convent when the abbot rode 
(No. 125), but the requirement of such riding service was 
normally distinct from that of attendance. Those tenants and 
keepers from whom riding service was demanded had to keep 
a horse on which to ride on the abbot’s business when and 
where commanded, but any service so performed was at the 
monastery’s expense (Nos 103, 131, 145, 274). It was specified 
in the case of the keeper of Haddockstones Grange that he was 
to perform this service either on the abbot’s personal com- 
mand or on receipt of a message from the abbot instructing 
him to do so (Nos 227-8). 

Linked with the requirement of personal service was the 
expectation on the part of the religious that their tenantry 
should behave respectfully to both themselves and their offi- 
cials. This is illustrated by a lease of a tenement in Kilnsey to 
John Proktor, which states that he should behave to the abbot 
and convent as a good tenant should (No. 261). Respect was 
demanded both in word and deed, as in the case of Richard 
Thakwaray, the tenant of Brimham Lodge, who was required 
to behave as became any good servant (No. 197). Want of 
respect on the part of Peter and Agnes Smyth, the keepers of 
Warsill, was to result in the forfeiture of their service (No. 
180). 


Inheritance and rights of dower 


The strength of custom was such that, although the rights of 
the leasehold tenants who figure in the Lease Book might be 


considered to be governed by the terms of their indentures, in 
practice they assumed the right to inherit tenancies, which the 
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monks themselves can be seen to have acknowledged. In 1507 
a memorandum was drawn up at the monastery recording an 
agreement between Stephen and Elizabeth Fish and William 
Atkynson and his son William, whereby William Atkinson the 
younger was to inherit Stephen’s tenancy of a tenement in 
Malham, either at his death or before, if the parties and the 
abbot and convent agreed (No. 50). In 1521 John Sixforth 
appears to have agreed that his tenancy should pass to Leonard 
Metcalfe if his own son went into the king’s service (No. 155). 
Where tenants took such rights of inheritance for granted, 
disputes were likely to occur on occasion, as was the case with 
the lodge of Dallow, which Christopher Horseman had held 
against the abbot’s will, probably with the archbishop’s sup- 
port. In this case the abbot and convent capitulated by 
granting Christopher and his son James a fifteen-year lease of 
the lodge as well as a small annuity, which was to be 
subtracted from their rent (No. 162). Later alterations made to 
the 1496 rental of the lordship of Bewerley record that the 
tenants of Covell Houses (SE 130703), Sikes and West Holme 
House!** held their lodges with no extension, '*” presumably 
cases where such rights of inheritance had been specifically 
excluded. The lease of Low Ash Head to Margaret and 
Richard Atkynson in 1518 may have been designed to exclude 
rights of inheritance, as it contains a clause stipulating that the 
abbot and convent should re-enter the Ellenmas after the 
remaining tenant’s death (No. 160). 

Most of the documents transcribed into the Lease Book 
contain a clause stating that the lease would be void if the 
tenant died,'*° but the primary purpose of such a clause may 
have been to ensure that the next tenant obtained a new lease 
and paid an entry fine rather than to exclude a tenant’s heirs. 
Thus when Robert Elyson and his wife Alison were granted a 
moiety of Brimham Grange in 1516, their lease contained the 
provision that after the death of Robert’s parents, who occu- 
pied the other moiety, Robert and Alison were to surrender 
their lease and receive a new lease of the whole grange (No. 
192). Some leases contain clauses specifically providing for the 
inheritance of a tenancy by the tenant’s heir. For example, if 
Robert Brown died before the termination of his forty-year 
lease of half of Aldburgh Grange, his daughter Anne was to 
inherit, or, failing her, Isabel, his other daughter (No. 279). 
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Clauses providing for the enjoyment of a lease for its full 
term after the death of the tenant must be distinguished from 
clauses granting the right to inherit a tenancy beyond that 
term. For example, Leonard and Alison Raynar’s lease for 
lives of a tenement in Winsley states that, if they bore a son, he 
was to inherit their tenancy on condition that he was able to 
pay a sufficient entry fine (No. 198). In some cases an 
additional term was specified during which an heir was to 
occupy a tenancy. Thus Alice Brown, together with her sons, 
Robert and Thomas, was leased Aldburgh Grange for seven 
years in 1517, but from the Lady Day following her death or 
remarriage the sons were to occupy the grange for a further 
thirty years (No. 149). A tenement in Kilnsey was leased to 
Henry Gartheforth and his son Anthony in 1536. Henry was 
to occupy it for the term of his life, but after his death it was to 
remain to Anthony for a further eighty years. If Anthony died 
within this period, his son Henry was to inherit the tenancy 
(No. 75). 

Some leases were granted to tenants who were under age, 
though in association with older men. In 1522 William and 
Anne Deconson and their son William were leased a moiety of 
the manor of Kirby Hall in reversion. Their indenture specifies 
that if his parents died during William’s minority, he should 
remain in the custody of his nearest relatives, chosen with the 
abbot and convent’s agreement (No. 121). A moiety of Cayton 
Grange was leased in reversion to John Vavasour and his 
cousins William and Thomas in 1538; if William or Thomas 
died before the age of twenty-one, John could assign the 
remainder of the term to someone else (No. 242). The tempor- 
ary granting of a tenancy to a relative during the minority of 
an heir is suggested by a bond which Thomas Dauson made in 
1531, by which he undertook to remove himself from a 
tenement in Winsley when Lawrence Dausone came of age. If 
Lawrence died, his brother Thomas was to inherit the tenancy 
when he reached the age of eighteen (No. 200). Inheritance of a 
tenancy could result in the holding of a tenement by a lessee 
who was not a party to the agreement which created that 
tenancy, as in the case of Braisty Woods, which was leased to 
William and Elizabeth Scaffe and their son Robert in 1518 with 
the provision that on Robert’s death it could be divided 
between Elizabeth, Robert and his wife Ellen, who was not 
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one of the original lessees (No. 202). Provision for an heir who 
may have been incapable is suggested by Robert Brown’s 
appointment as keeper of Bouthwaite, under the terms of 
which he had to keep and care for his brother John (No. 238). 

The mothers of tenants who enjoyed rights of dower in 
their sons’ tenements are themselves likely to have been the 
widows of previous tenants. A number of leases provide for 
the protection of the interests of such widows. When Henry 
and Anne Eseby were leased Dromonby Grange in 1530, it 
was on condition that they continued to allow the olde wedowe 
of Richard Esby (probably Henry’s grandfather) to enjoy the 
portion of the grange which was then in her occupation (No. 
145). When Thomas Walker was leased a tenement in Mel- 
merby in 1524, his mother was to hold half of it or as much as 
the abbot and convent thought she could occupy with her own 
goods and chattels (No. 134). Similarly William Steill’s 
mother Janet was to occupy half his tenement in Galphay 
unless she remarried (No. 188). Widows were normally 
entitled to half the tenements which their husbands had 
occupied, as, for example, with Jane and Ellen, the respective 
wives of Robert Haxby and his son Richard, the tenants of a 
tenement in Hartwith (No. 201). The other half would nor- 
mally be occupied by the tenant’s son, as in the case of Moor 
Houses, which Robert Swaill’s widow and son were to hold 
for the remainder of his term (No. 210). Arnford and Hesleden 
were leased to Henry Pudsey, his wife Margaret and their son. 
Stephen in 1527. In the event of Henry’s death, the tenancy was 
to be held by the latter two, although Stephen was to have the 
whole of it if his mother remarried (No. 37). Widows would 
normally hold the whole of a tenement during the minority of 
their sons. In the case of the lease in reversion of a moiety of 
the manor of Kirby Hall to William Deconson, his wife Anne 
and their son William, their indenture specifies that in the 
event of Wailliam’s death, Anne was to have the tenement 
during William’s minority (No. 121). The lease of Bridgehouse 
to Roger Bayn and Jane Norton in 1538 is rather different, as 
Alice Bayn, Roger’s mother, was to occupy the whole 
tenement until he reached the age of twenty, and half of it 
thereafter, even though she herself was not a party to the lease. 
Since Roger was under age, it 1s possible that he was betrothed 
rather than married to Jane Norton (No. 263). 
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In some cases widows inherited undivided tenancies from 
their husbands. In 1521 Thomas Exilby was leased the rever- 
sion of lands in Baldersby which were then held by John 
Newsome, but he was not entitled to enter until after the death 
of John’s wife Janet (No. 131). Henry Yonge was leased the 
reversion of a tenement in Rainton in 1530. If he died before 
John Darnebroke, the existing tenant, the tenancy was to pass 
to his wife or to the child he assigned on the day of his death 
(No. 128). In the case of some leases which provide that a 
widow should inherit an undivided tenancy, it may in practice 
have been shared with one of her sons. Thus the rest of the 
term which was granted to Marmaduke Abbott in his lease of 
a tenement in Aldfield was to pass to his widow Dionisia, but 
to a son if she remarried (No. 175); Low Ash Head was leased 
to Richard Atkynson for life in 1536 with the provision that, 
after his death, his widow should continue in Occupation for a 
further twenty years, but the lease states that if his wife and 
son died this clause should not take effect (No. 280). 

The abbot and convent were concerned that they should not 
acquire tenants not of their choice through widows remarry- 
ing, and many leases contain a clause stating that a widow 
could not remarry without their licence. This concern was not 
solely directed at widows taking formal marriage vows: the 
monks were also anxious that they should not form sexual 
liaisons outside the bounds of marriage. Alison Raynar, for 
example, who was a joint tenant with her husband Leonard of 
a tenement in Winsley, was to retain the tenancy after his 
death only if she remained a loyal widow without making 
mysdemeaner of hyer body (No. 198). If a widow remarried 
without the abbot and convent’s licence, she would forfeit her 
lease. The lease of Bramley Grange to John, Joan, Edward and 
Agnes Man in 1525 states that if Agnes survived Edward, who 
was the son of John and Joan, and later remarried, the abbot 
and convent could expel her (No. 189). In 1517 Alice Brown, 
together with her sons Robert and Thomas, was leased 
Aldburgh Grange, their lease providing that if she took a 
second husband, Robert and Thomas would occupy the 
tenancy themselves (No. 149). More surprisingly, the lease of 
a tenement in Eavestone to Emmota Lemynge and her son 
Maurice was to be void if Emmota remarried, even though 
Maurice was joint tenant (No. 181). 
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The concern about the remarriage of widows was not con- 
fined to those of tenants only, but also extended to the widows of 
keepers. Catherine Steill, who was joint keeper of Haddock- 
stones Grange with her husband John, was not to take another 
husband to the service without the abbot and convent’s licence 
(No. 227), while if Agnes Smyth remarried after the death of her 
husband Peter, with whom she held the keepership of Warsill 
Grange, the abbot and convent could expel her (No. 180). Men 
who wished to obtain a tenancy would obviously be attracted by 
the possibility of marrying a widow who occupied a tenement in 
which they were interested, and second marriages apparently 
occurred quite frequently. In such cases the monks appear to 
have granted a new lease to the widow’s second husband. For 
example, in 1528 William Ulithorn was leased a tenement in 
Sleningford which had formerly been in his wife’s holding (No. 
173), and in 1520 John Steill was leased a moiety of Brimham 
Grange on his marriage to Jenet Elison (No. 194), who had been 
leased the whole grange in 1513 with her first husband, Henry 
Elyson (No. 192). On this occasion the abbot and convent took 
the extra precaution of obtaining a bond from John by which he 
undertook to remove himself from the grange within three- 
quarters of a year of his wife’s death (No. 195). 


Keepers’ and tenants’ personal stock and crops 


It has been argued above that tenants and keepers who had charge 
of dairy herds in all cases shared milk withthe abbotand convent, 
and it has been demonstrated, in the cases for which leases and 
agreements exist (with the exception of Haddockstones and 
Warsill Granges), that only a fixed render of calves was de- 
manded, so that any additional calves born would also remain 
the personal property of the tenant or keeper concerned (see Fig. 
5). In addition to sharing in the profits from the common stock, 
tenants and keepers often maintained their own small dairy 
herds. The value to the tenants of keeping the abbey’s cattle is 
shown by Peter and Agnes Smyth’s appointment to Warsill 
Grange, whichstates that if the abbot and convent removed their 
twenty cows, Peter and Agnes could keep eight of their own 
(No. 180). 

A grant of Brimham Lodge to Richard Thakwaray of 1529 
states that, in addition to three cows which were to pasture 
summer and winter wherever the abbot and convent’s cows 
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went, he was to have one additional cow, for which he was 
to pay 3s 4d per annum (No. 197). This appears to be the 
sum at which the annual pasture for a milch cow was 
estimated, enabling the numbers of cows kept by other 
tenants and keepers to be calculated. The keepers of Bouth- 
waite cared for a dairy herd of sixty cows belonging to the 
abbey, but in addition paid £3 6s 8d for the agistment of 
their own stock (Nos 205, 238), indicating that they them- 
selves kept a not insubstantial dairy herd numbering twenty 
head. The keepers of Haddockstones and Morker granges 
were permitted to keep eight cows (Nos 227-9, 275), the 
monetary equivalent of which would have been £1 6s 8d, 
and the keepers of Warsill Grange had six (No. 180). John 
and Alison Servant, the keepers of the lodge of Sikes, paid 
20s for pasturing their stock on the lodge (No. 250), indicat- 
ing that they had six cows of their own in addition to the 
twenty the abbot and convent kept there. Thomas Key, the 
forester of Fountains Park, was allowed pasture for four 
cows (No. 231), the same number which Robert Raner of 
Lofthouse probably owned, as he had to pay 13s 4d (No. 
277). These figures show that there was no set ratio between 
the size of the monastery’s dairy herds and those of their 
keepers. The keepers of Bouthwaite kept a herd which was 
a third the size of the herd which the abbot and convent 
kept there, and the ratio was nearly as high at Sikes and 
Warsill. At Haddockstones and Morker, however, the num- 
ber of cows kept by the keepers was roughly an eighth of 
that kept by the monastery, whereas at Lofthouse it was 
only a tenth. On some occasions the abbot would allow 
pasture for cows to a tenant or servant as a favour. Thus 
Alice and Richard Fausett, the tenants of Upper Hesleden, 
were permitted to pasture two beasts on the Sleets (No. 
40),'*’ and Janet Favell, whose husband worked in the 
common stable, was allowed pasture for a single cow (No. 
236). Milch cows were not the only form of cattle kept by 
the abbey’s tenants and servants. Those who kept cows 
could keep their calves until they were a year old (Nos 
227-9, 231, 275) and Peter Smyth, the keeper of Warsill, was 
permitted to keep a fat cow or a stott for his larder (No. 
180). On his appointment as keeper of Lofthouse in 1515, 
Robert Raner agreed that if he failed to pay for agistment or 
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render the calves, butter and cheese due from him, the abbot 
and convent could distrain on his own cattle (No. 277). 

Tenants and keepers maintained sheep flocks as well as dairy 
herds. The most substantial of these for which there 1s 
evidence is the flock of 120 ewes'*® which Alice and Richard 
Fausett could keep on the Sleets from midsummer to 3 May 
(No. 40). During most of this period the abbey’s own sheep 
would have been wintering on lower pastures in Nidderdale 
or further east. The keepers of Haddockstones and Morker 
granges were each allowed to keep flocks of forty ewes with 
their lambs until they were weaned,'*’ but up to twenty lambs 
could be kept until they were a year old, so that there were 
never more than sixty head in their flocks at any one time 
(Nos 227-9, 275). The keepers of Warsill Grange could keep the 
same number of ewes, but were apparently allowed to retain 
their lambs until they were all one year old; in addition they 
had pasture for twenty wethers in winter (No. 180). The 
forester of Brimham Park was allowed to keep thirty sheep on 
Brimham Moor throughout the year (No. 197). 

The abbey’s keepers and tenants required horses for trans- 
port, agriculture and breeding. Alice and Richard Fausett 
could keep two saddle-horses (No. 40) and the one horse each 
which Richard Thakwaray and Thomas Key were permitted 
to keep in Brimham and Fountains Park respectively (Nos 
197, 231) may also have been for riding. The keeperscon 
Haddockstones, Morker and Warsill granges were each all- 
owed two horses for harrowing and a brood mare, whose 
foals could be kept until they were a year old (Nos 180, 227-9, 
275). In addition, Peter and Agnes Smyth could keep a 
pack-horse at Warsill (No. 180). 

The evidence for pigs in the hands of keepers comes from 
the same area where there is evidence for their being kept by 
the monks. Richard and Henry Atkynson were allowed to 
keep two or three hogs at Morker Grange under the terms of 
their agreement of 1508 (No. 229), as was Thomas Atkynson at 
Haddockstones under his agreement of the following year 
(No. 275), and John and Catherine Steill, who were granted 
the reversion of Haddockstones in 1513, were to be allowed to 
keep three hogs there (No. 227). The abbot and convent 
evidently did not intend that their keepers should breed their 
own pigs, as they were not permitted to keep sows, although 
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the sex of the two pigs which Thomas Key could keep in 
Fountains Park is not stated (No. 231). 

Even on those granges where the abbot and convent them- 
selves were exploiting the arable potential of their estates 
keepers could grow their own crops. Thus Peter and Agnes 
Smyth at Warsill were to receive a livery of hard corn until 
they obtained the use of two closes, as had been customary 
before, after which their livery was to be reduced to one of 
malt only (No. 180). Richard Thakwaray was granted a close 
in front of the door of Brimham Lodge to sow with what 
grain he pleased (No. 197). In those areas where the monks’ 
primary concern was in dairy farming, the keepers of their 
cattle lodges were granted all the arable land within them to 
cultivate for their own profit, as was the case at Bouthwaite in 


1512 (No. 205) and Heyshaw in 1524 (No. 212). 


Liveries 


The grant of an annuity to John Pulleyn in 1502 states that he 
was to be given a chamber to sleep in when he visited the 
monastery (No. 274). Many of the monastery’s other officials 
would have required accommodation when business obliged 
them to come to Fountains, but those of lower status will have 
been given humbler quarters. William Favell, who worked in 
the common stable, probably had to sleep at the abbey away 
from his wife Janet, as she was to be assigned a house at 
Morker or elsewhere (No. 236). 

Liveries of food were normally confined to servants living 
in or very near to the abbey. The keepers of the West Gates 
received a mess of meat at dinner and supper every day from 
the abbot’s kitchen; this was to be the same amount of food as 
two of the religious would have (Nos 237, 276). Janet Favell 
was to receive her daily pittance at the common kitchen under 
the supervision of the kitchener (No. 236). Food and drink for 
Marmaduke Wildman, the abbey’s tailor, was taken to his 
chamber, but more junior servants, such as his two appren- 
pices; were expected to eat in the hall: (No. 235), as were 
Thomas Key, the forester of Fountains Park, and his servant, 
when they came to the monastery (No. 231). 

Weekly liveries of bread were commonly given to the 
abbey’s servants, although the quantities varied considerably. 
Robert and Ellen Dauson, who were appointed keepers of

the West Gates in 1512, were to receive seven loaves of the 
better bread and seven of the second (No. 276), but John and 
Margaret Johnson, who were appointed to the same office in 
1536, were only to receive six loaves of each variety (No. 237). 
The size of both liveries suggests that some may have been 
intended to be given to travellers. The forester of Fountains 
Park received three loaves weekly of each kind, as well as two 
grey loaves every day for his hounds (No. 231). The common 
tailor collected one loaf of convent bread and two of yeoman 
bread every week from the bakehouse (No. 235), probably on 
Saturday, which is stated in William Favell’s appointment to 
be the day on which liveries of bread were to be collected; 
under the terms of this appointment his wife collected one loaf 
of each quality (No. 236). 

Weekly liveries of ale were normally enjoyed by those 
servants who were entitled to liveries of bread. Robert and 
Ellen Dauson, the keepers of the West Gates, were entitled to 
six gallons of the better ale and six of the second (No. 276), but 
John and Margaret Johnson, their successors in the office, who 
had received less bread, were entitled to receive eight gallons 
of the superior ale and seven of the other (No. 237). Thomas 
Key received three gallons of each quality at each weekly 
brewing (No. 231), Janet Favell receiving one gallon of each 
(No. 236). The three gallons collected from the brewhouse by 
Marmaduke Wildman, as a superior servant, were all of the 
better quality (No. 235). 

The keepers of the West Gates received twenty loads of 
firewood annually (Nos 237, 276), much of which was prob- 
ably used to heat the hospice there. Janet Favell was entitled to 
one load of wood, which was to be collected by her son, 
Randal Runthwate (No. 236), while Thomas Key could take 
his firewood from Fountains Park at the places nominated by 
the cellarer (No. 231). Three waggon loads of wood were 
delivered to: Francis ‘(Garforth-every year by the oliteer<as 
Kilnsey (No. 253). 

Keepers of granges who were expected to deliver all the 
corn they grew to the monastery required liveries of corn and 
malt on which to live. The keepers of Haddockstones Grange 
received annually by tally at the granaries of Fountains seven 
quarters of wheat, seven quarters of rye (or barley when rye 
was not available) and six quarters of barley malt, or 3s per 
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quarter for any which were not delivered (Nos 227-8, 275). 
The keeper of Morker Grange enjoyed an identical livery, 
which he was to receive at several different times of the year 
(No. 229). Peter Smyth, the keeper of Warsili Grange, re- 
ceived one quarter of wheat and one quarter of rye annually, 
but when he was able to occupy two closes there, as had been 
customary before, he was to receive two quarters of malt from 
the malt granary instead (No. 180). 

Both the officials at the monastery itself and those in the 
country were entitled to an annual livery of clothing, which 
varied in quality according to the status of the recipient. John 
Pulleyn’s annuity states that he was to receive a livery of 
clothing at Christmas of the suit of the gentlemen of the 
monastery (No. 274). Most of the references in the Lease Book 
are to the gowns or jackets, worth 4s each, which servants of 
yeoman status received. For example, Marmaduke Yowdaill, 
the bailiff of Borrowdale, was to receive such a jacket of the 
yomans suytt (No. 9) and Thomas Key, the forester of Foun- 
tains Park, was to receive a jacket of such cloth as the abbot 
customarily gave his servants, which was to be delivered to 
him by the abbot or the cellarer (No. 231).

'The date that the lambs were weaned would depend on whether the ewes 
were milked or not; there appears to be no evidence that the ewes in the 
abbey’s own flocks were milked, but tenants and keepers may have milked 
their own ewes.

1. This indenture,?’ made between the venerable and 
religious men, the abbot and convent of the monastery of the 
Blessed Virgin Mary of Fountains of the Cistercian order of 
the diocese of York, the parish church of Crosthwate of the 
diocese of Carlisle with its rights and appurtenances, saving a 
certain portion assigned to the sustenance of the perpetual 
vicar for the time being in the same church, possessing in 
themselves and in their said monastery by right of canon law, 
for themselves and their successors of the one part, and the 
venerable man Master Richard Staneley,* master in grammar, 
perpetual vicar of the same parish church of Crosthwaite, for 
himself and his successors of the other part, witnesses that 
since recently causes, actions and dissensions have been pend- 
ing notoriously for a long time between the said parties and 
their precursors and predecessors, about, for and concerning 
the portion of the perpetual vicar of the same parish church, to 
this effect the parties have settled in this regard forever, by the 
treaty of mediation of the venerable men Master Robert 
Bothe, dean of the cathedral church of York, William Pote- 
man, official of the courts of law of York, and Hugh Snell, 
archdeacon of Carlisle, doctor of canon law (decretorum doctor), 
Master William Raa, official of Carlisle, Hugh Gryndon, in 
canon law (in decretis), John Underwode and John Harington, 
bachelors of law, and other friends of the same — as much for 
good peace and quiet as for the avoidance of expenses and 
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toils, by the express consent and assent at the same time of the 
reverend father in Christ and religious lord Richard [Bell], by 
divine permission bishop of Carlisle, true and undoubted 
patron of the vicar of the same church, and of all and singular 
others whom it concerned, concerns or could concern in any 
way in the future — in this manner which follows. Namely 
that the said abbot and convent of the monastery of the 
Blessed Virgin Mary of Fountains and their successors will 
receive and have for ever in future times the tithes of all grain 
and corn and beans, by whatever term beans are understood, 

of oats and of grain of wald, mader and rapis, by whatever name 
they are expressed, in whatever way growing or occurring 
within the borders, metes, limits, bounds and tithe areas (loca 
decimacionis) of the said parish church of Crosthwaite, and also 
20 marks of legal money of England by way of and for an 
annual pension forever paid solely and wholly in money by 
the said Master Richard Stanley and his successors, vicars for 
the tinie beime of the said parish church of Crosthwatte, 
annually at the feasts of Easter and St Peter called advincula, or 
within forty days after the feast [or] either of these feasts, in 
equal portions to the said abbot and convent and their 
successors, or their’ sufficient. proctor, ar the: conventua 
church of the said monastery, the which 20 marks of legal 
money of England the said Richard Stanelay, the said vicar, 
and his successors of the same parish church will pay or will 
cause to be paid in their successive times forever in the said 
form, in the place expressed above, to the abbot and convent 
and their successors, or their sufficient proctor, in equal 
portions, with performance, and if the same annual pension of 
20 marks [fo 2v] is in arrears, in whole or in part, for forty days 
after any of the said feasts when it ought to have been paid, or 
[if] the same abbot and convent or their successors, proctors or 
assigns for the time being are in the least hindered at any time 
in the future by the aforenamed Master Richard Staneley, the 
said vicar, or his successors of the same parish church, 
perpetual vicars, by their consent or knowledge, or by their 
permitting through his or their silence, in their [the abbot and 
convent’s] and their farmers’, servants’ or proctors’ from time 
to time seeking, acquiring, receiving or having the aforesaid 
tithes and disposing of them at their pleasure, then the said 
abbot and convent and their successors, whoever, may as 
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often by proper authority, not excepting the decree or man- 
date of any judge, enter into and themselves receive and occupy 
all and singular tithes of lambs, wool and Lenten [offerings] 
(quadragesimales) whatever of the said parish church of Crosth- 
waite and dispose of them to the use and profit of the said 
monastery of the Blessed Virgin Mary of Fountains, in case of 
non-payment to the said abbot and convent and their succes- 
sors and their monastery, until the same Master Richard 
Staneley, vicar, and his successors, perpetual vicars of the 
same parish church of Crosthwaite for the time being, shall be 
held to have made full satisfaction to the same abbot and 
convent, their successors and their monastery, as much for the 
said annual pension of 20 marks and its arrears, if there are any, 
and also for 20s of legal money of England by way of a penalty 
for each week following the lapse of the said space of forty 
days after each feast of the said feasts when such an annual 
pension ought to have been paid, as for such tithes which the 
said abbot and convent, because of the said hindering im- 
pediments, are not able for the time to receive and possess, 
[and] sufficient compensation and due satisfaction had been 
made with performance at the arbitration of the lord arch- 
bishop of York or the official(s) of the court of York for the 
time being, and moreover that the aforesaid Master Richard 
Staneley, the said perpetual vicar, and his successors, vicars of 
the parish church of Crosthewaite for the time being, in their 
successive times will possess for ever, by way of their portion 
of the said parish church of Crosthwaite and for the portion of 
the same, without disturbance, molestation, interference or 
mupeachment by the said abbot and convent of the said 
monastery of the Blessed Virgin Mary of Fountains or their 
successors or any others whatsoever in their name or that of 
their monastery, or for them or their said monastery, a 
tenement anciently assigned to the vicar of the same church of 
Crosthwaite, with a certain close adjoining the same tenement 
and enclosed by hedges, which the vicars of the said church of 
Crosthwaite were anciently accustomed to inhabit.° 
Moreover, the said Master Richard, vicar, and his successors, 
vicars for the time being of the said church, will receive and 
have all and singular proceeds of altar-dues, namely all tithes 
of hay, lambs, dairy produce, kids, pigs, flax, foals, calves, 
geese, hens and of gardens, with all and singular oblations, 
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tithes, Lenten offerings (quadragesimales), mortuaries and lega- 
cies, and all other ecclesiastical obventions and emoluments 
issuing or coming by whatever right from and in the said 
parish church of Crosthwaite and pertaining to the same in 
any way, now or in the future, saving at least forever in future 
times to the abbot and convent and their successors, through 
everything and in everything, all and singular assigned above, 
as much in tithes of corn, grain and beans, according to the 
said interpretation, as also in the annual payment of 20 marks 
paid in the said place in the form expressed above, and that the 
abbot and convent aforesaid and their successors will, at their 
proper cost and expense, forever duly and sufficiently repair, 
restore, sustain and maintain the chancel of the said church 
according as need shall arise on every future occasion forever, 
so that if they do not do anything, they may be strictly 
compelled by such ordinary of the place through canonical 
restraints to repair, restore, sustain and maintain the same, no 
privilege aiding them in this regard, and therefore that the 
vicars of the same church for the time being will, at their 
proper cost and expense, sustain and will take on themselves 
forever in all future times all other burdens, both ordinary and 
extraordinary, in any way incumbent on the said church, 
beyond the repair, restoration, sustaining [fo 3] and mainte- 
nance of the aforesaid chancel, and if that (far be it) at any time 
in the future the said abbot and convent or their successors, or 
any others in the name of the abbot and convent, or for them 
or their monastery, or they or their successors, by consent, 
knowledge or by permitting by their silence, will have 
presented in any way, directly or indirectly, tacitly or ex- 
pressly, by word or deed, an impediment to the same Master 
Richard Staneley or his successors whoever for the time being, 
so that they may not avail for themselves, peacefully and 
quietly’ to enjoy! in -all and by all -benefitsrof the present 
agreement or covenant, to their use, and to accomplish the 
same with the performance in all or in part, then Master 
Richard, vicar, and his successors, vicars of the same parish 
church for the time being, and their assigns, whoever, may as 
often enter by their proper authority, not excepting a judge- 
ment or mandate from elsewhere, into all and singular tithes 
of grain, corn and beans aforesaid, and thus entering, dispose 
of them at the pleasure of him and of each of them, and also 
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retain to themselves the said annual pension of 20 marks and 
any parcel of the same, and free themselves from payment of 
the same, observe a diminution and freely and with impunity 
make no such payment during this period, as much of right as 
of deed, until sufficient satisfaction has been made with 
performance, at the arbitration of the lord bishop of Carlisle or 
the official(s) of his consistory court of Carlisle for the time 
being, to the same Master Richard, the said vicar, and his 
successors, by reason of such entering of the said tithes, and 
also of 20s legal money of England for every week following 
the space of eight days from the time when such an im- 
pediment may have been presented, by way of a penalty which 
the abbot and convent and their successors shall be held to pay 
as often in such a case, and that such an agreement or covenant 
on the part of the vicars of the parish church of Crosthwaite 
for the time being shall not be seen delusory in any way, as 
much the said Master Richard as all and singular his succes- 
sors, vicars of the same parish church, in their successive times, 
within eight days immediately following their induction to the 
vicarage of the same parish church, will execute such corporal 
oath, touching the holy gospels, before their ordinary of the 
place, for the observance of the present agreement of covenant 
in as much as he has pronounced on him and them, and that 
special mention of the performance of such an oath will be 
made in the letters of collation of every vicar, otherwise such a 
collation shall be of no validity or moment, and if that (far be 
it) [anyone] shall have contravened in any of the parts of the 
said premises or in any of the premises by word or deed, 
directly or indirectly, or shall have violated them or any of 
them in any way, if the said Master Richard or his successors, 
vicars of the same parish church, shall have been [in this 
position], the said lord archbishop of York, or the official(s) 
of the court of York for the time being or any other 
ecclesiastical judge, [will pronounce] on him and them, and if 
the aforenamed abbot and convent or their successors shall 
have been [in this position], the said lord bishop of Carlisle 
and the official(s) of the said court of Carlisle for the time 
being, and any other ecclesiastical judge, may and each 
of them may excommunicate the abbot, sub-prior, cellarer 
and every other monk of the same monastery having a 
spiritual or temporal administration within the same monas- 
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tery or outside it, and publicly declare [them] excommunicate, 
also by ringing bells, by kindling and extinguishing candles 
and by the elevation of the cross, and lay the said monastery 
under interdict, by the observation of truth alone without any 
judge’s writing and interpretation, no privilege aiding them or 
any of them, and in such a case the said Master Richard, the 
vicar, for himself and [his] successors, has and have submitted 
to the jurisdiction, authority and restraints of the said lord 
archbishop of York, the official(s) of the court of York and 
any ecclesiastical judge aforesaid, and will thoroughly and 
expressly defer in this regard to the jurisdiction of the said lord 
bishop of Carlisle, the official of Carlisle for the time being as 
allowed and any ecclesiastical judge aforesaid, and moreover 
the said abbot and convent, for themselves and their succes- 
sors, themselves and their successors has and have submitted to 
the jurisdiction, authority and restraints of the said lord 
archbishop of York, the official(s) of the court of York and 
any ecclesiastical judge aforesaid, and will thoroughly and 
expressly defer in this regard to the jursidiction of the said lord 
bishop of Carlisle, the official of Carlisle for the time being as 
allowed and any ecclesiastical judge [fo 3v| aforesaid, and also 
they, [the vicar and the abbot and convent], have thoroughly 
and wholly renounced by these presents in this regard all and 
singular processes, agreements, covenants, real and personal, 

sentences, decisions. and: other <lectees, and also apostolic 
confirmation or any other affirmation, confirmations, peti- 
tions, suits, supplications of a judge of office, restitutions, 
apostolic rescripts, appeals and litigation, and prescriptions of 
cause and of court, apostolic bulls, privileges, indults of the 
Apostolic See and others which may exist of whatever tenor 
granted or conceded to them or any of them, to the said 
monastery, to the Cistercian order, in common or separately, 
and other remedies of canon, civil and royal law, in any way 
hindering or able to hinder, now or in the future, the 
execution or effect of the present agreement or convention, 
and especially he has announced and they have announced by 
these presents voluntarily in word and deed in this regard, that 
the general pronouncement of a judge is not valid except in so 
far as appears above, even in spite of any special agreement, in 
witness of which all and singular and sure premises, both the 
abbot and convent and the said Master Richard Staneley, the 
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said vicar, have affixed their common seal and seal to the parts 
of this indenture. Given in the chapter house of the said 
monastery of the Blessed Virgin Mary of Fountains, 20 July 
1487. 


Crosthwaite church had been granted to the abbey by Alice de 
Rumeli.® This agreement in part reaffirms the terms of an earlier 
agreement executed in 1250.’ The Valor Ecclesiasticus lists the monas- 
tery’s income from Crosthwaite church as £26 13s 4d,® of which half 
consisted of the pension of 20 marks which the vicar was to pay 
under the terms of the agreement and the other half was the rent of 
the tithes as leased to Gawin Ratcliff in 1503 (No. 6) and Robert 
Fischer and others in 1509.” The rent was increased by £1 in the lease 
of the reversion of the tithes to Gawin Ratcliff in 1514 (No. 8), the 
receipt of the increased sum being recorded in an undated memoran- 
dum in the Steward’s Book. !” 


'Fo. 1, which is blank, is preceded by three unnumbered folios containing a 
contemporary index to the Lease Book. 

“William Thryske was in fact the thirty-eighth abbot of Fountains, but the 
traditional list does not number Abbots Maurice and Thorald, who held 
office under Archbishop Henry Murdac, nor Abbots Peter Aling, Henry de 
Otley, Robert Thornton and Roger Frank (Memorials 1, pp. 154-5). The 
numeral thirty-two is written in the manuscript in arabic numerals, as 
printed.

2. 21 July 1487. Confirmation [in Latin] by Richard [Bell], 
bishop of Carlisle and patron of the perpetual vicar of the 
parish church of Crosthwaite, of all agreements contained and 
specified in the above letters made with his agreement. Sealing 
clause. Given in his manor of Rose in the tenth year of his 
consecration. 
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3. 9 July 1488. Receipt [in Latin] by Prior Thomas [Gudy- 
bour| of Carlisle (in his name and of the whole convent) for the 
agreement between the abbot and convent of Fountains and 
Master Richard Staneley, perpetual vicar of the parish church 
of Crosthwaite, concerning the vicar’s portion in the said 
church, and for the agreement and confirmation of Richard 
[Bell], bishop of Carlisle, entrusted to their custody on apos- 
tolic authority by William [Sevons]|, abbot of the monastery of 
the Blessed Mary of York (ecclesiastical judge in this matter 
by authority of the Apostolic See), by the hand of Master John 
Lovell, doctor of theology, his letters of attestation being 
sealed with the seal of his office. Given in Carlisle cathedral, 
the prior affixine the seal of iis office.

abbot and convent from any further exhibiting and from 
personal appearances before him during his term in any 
visitations or synods or 1n any visitations or synods lawfully 
held by the proctor or proctors.

5. John [Kite],' by divine mercy archbishop of Thebes and 
perpetual commendator of the episcopal see of Carlisle, to our 
beloved Christ, the present abbot of the monastery of Foun- 
tains now in the diocese of York, greeting, grace and benedic- 
tion. The cares and toils which we have known you to have 
daily in respect of the cure and rule of your monastery rouse 
and induce us to relieve you from external and distant toils as 
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far as we shall be able. Accordingly we acquit and discharge 
you by these presents, as long as you shall be pre-eminent over 
the rule of the said monastery as abbot, from a personal 
appearance due and customary at synods, visitations and 
general chapters within our diocese of Carlisle by reason of the 
church of Crosthwaite of the said diocese of Carlisle, appro- 
priated to you and your monastery, nevertheless on condition 
that you appear in the same by a sufficient and suitable proctor 
as 1s proper, in witness of which our seal is appended to these 
presents. Given in our manor of Rose, 6 October 1528, in the 
eighth year of our translation.

6. 16 January 18 Henry VII [1503]. Lease [in Latin] by Abbot 
Marmaduke and the Convent of Fountains to Gawin Ratcliff 
of Crosthwait in Cumberland of the tithes of sheaves pertain- 
ing by right to the church of Crosthwaite, to hold for five 
years from the feast of St Mark the Evangelist next, which is 
in 1503 [fo 4v], paying £13 6s 8d per annum in the monastery 
at Ellenmas, the first payment to be at Ellenmas 1504, 
nevertheless saving to the abbot and convent the benefits of 
the agreement about payment of 20 marks to them by Master 
Robert Fissher, vicar of the said church, and his successor 
vicars, paid by authority of the ordinary with the consent of 
the chapter of Carlisle and subsequent apostolic confirmation. 
If his rent remains unpaid, the abbot and convent have the 
right to distrain for the rent and arrears (if there are any), if it is 
one month overdue he 1s to forfeit 20s to the abbot and convent 
by way of a penalty, and 20s further for every month there- 
after, for which the abbot and convent can also distrain, and if 
his rent is forty days overdue, or if he recovers or makes 
replevy of any such distraint by writ or suit, the abbot and 
convent can repossess and dispose of the rents, this lease 
notwithstanding.

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the performance of these conditions on Gawin’s part to Abbot 
Marmaduke in the penalty of 100 marks. Sealed interchange- 
ably, the abbot and convent affixing their common seal. 


Although this lease was not current at the time the Lease Book was 
compiled, it was copied whereas those of 1508 and 1509 to Robert 
Fischer and others * were not. This was probably because Gawin was 
leased the reversion of the tithes in 1514 (No. 8).

7. 16 January 18 Henry VII [1503]. Bond by Gawin Ratcliff 
of Crostwhait [fo 5] gentleman, Ralph Nevell, late of Thorn- 
tonbrige, esquire, and John Curwen, late of Kyrkebysteven, 
clerk, to Marmaduke, abbot of Fountains, in the penalty of

Lease [in Latin] by Abbot 
Marmaduke and the Convent of Fountains, rectors of the 
parish church of Crostwaite in Cumberland (by their unani- 
mous agreement) to Gawin Ratcliff of Crosthwaite, reciting that 
the abbot and convent, by their indenture dated 9 January 23 
Henry VII [1508],' leased to Robert Fischer, clerk, then vicar 
of the church of Crosthwaite, John Fischer, William West- 
wray and Thomas Westwray a moiety of all the tithes of 
sheaves of whatever corn growing within the parish of 
Crosthwait, except an annual pension of 20 marks paid 
annually to the abbot and convent by the said vicar by virtue 
of a binding agreement made earlier, to hold the moiety of the 
tithes for seven years, paying 10 marks per annum at the 
monastery at Ellenmas, and further reciting that by their 
indenture dated 20 August 1 Henry VIII [1509]! the abbot and 
convent leased to the said master Robert Fischer, John, 
William and Thomas Westwray all the tithes of sheaves of 
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whatever corn growing within the parish of Crosthwaite, 
except the same annual pension of 20 marks, to hold for twelve 
years from the end of the term of seven years specified in the 
previous indenture, paying 20 marks per annum at the monas- 
tery at Ellenmas. Nevertheless [fo 5v| the abbot and convent 
have leased to Gawin Ratcliff by these presents all the said 
tithes of sheaves within the parish of Crosthwaite, except the 
annual pension of 20 marks paid by the vicar of Crostwate, to 
hold for life from the end of the twelve-year term specified in 
the aforesaid indenture dated 20 August, for £14 6s 8d to be 
paid by Gawin or his sufficient deputy annually at the monas- 
tery of Fountains at Ellenmas. Gawin agrees by these presents 
that if his rent remains unpaid for twenty days, the lease is to 
be void and the abbot and convent may resume the tithes into 
their hands and discharge Gawin from his further occupation, 
this lease notwithstanding. Gawin further agrees by these 
presents that if he sublets the tithes or any part of them to any 
other person without the abbot and convent’s special licence, 
the lease 1s to be void and the abbot and convent may relet to 
whoever they wish without any hindrance by Gawin or 
anyone acting for him, this indenture notwithstanding. Sealed 
interchangeably, the abbot and convent affixing their com- 
mon seal. 


The: receipt. of this increased rent (see No. 1) is recorded in an 
undated memorandum in the Steward’s Book,” although the Valor 
Ecclesiasticus records £26 13s 4d rent for the tithes of Crosthwaite 
instead of what was then the correct sum of £27 13s 4d.

9. 24 March 7 Henry VIII [1516]. Appointment [in English] 
by Abbot Marmaduke [fo 6] and the Convent of Fountanes of 
Marmaduke Yowdaill, son of Hugh Yowdaill, late of Raisth- 
waite, to the “‘rowmeth”’ and office of bailiff in all their lands 
in Crostwaite and in Eknes, Waitendland, and Staynthwaite 
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within Borodaill in Cumberland. Marmaduke Yowdaill binds 
himself to be a true and faithful servant to the monastery, and 
to keep the woods, not allowing any person to take or sell any 
without the abbot and convent’s special licence, except “bru- 
synge” for his cattle on his farmhold, and timber for such 
necessary repairs as are approved by the cellarer or “bowser”. 
He also agrees to collect all the rents at his own cost at the 
customary terms (at Martinmas in Borodayll and at Candle- 
mas in Crosthwaite), and to make a true account and deliver 
these rents without fraud to the monastery of Fontaynes 
within forty days of these terms, as well as all amercements of 
courts kept in the abbot and convent’s name in Crosthwaite 
and Borowdaill, and to make a true account of them and make 
payment when required. He further convenants to make 
presentment of all trespassers at every court, and to attend the 
abbot, his officers and deputies when they are in Comberland, 
whether for keeping their courts or for other reasons. Every 
year at Martinmas he 1s to be allowed 26s 8d on his account for 
his fee,' and a gown or jacket such as is given to the servants of 
the monastery “of the yomans suytt’’, or 4s 1n money to buy 
[fo 6v| himself a livery. He is to be given meat and drink when 
he comes to the monastery with the tents, and is also. to be 
allowed his reasonable expenses in collecting those from 
Crosthwaite. He can be discharged if he is found dull, remiss 
or negligent and does not improve after one or two warnings, 
and is to admit his successor in these circumstances without 
making further claim to the office. With other of his friends he 
binds himself by deed? in the penalty of 40 marks, to the abbot 
and convent for the performance of these covenants. Sealed 
interchangeably, the abbot affixing the seal of his office on 
behalf of himself and his convent. 


The office may have been held by Marmaduke Yowdaill’s family for 
some time, as John Yowdale held it in the mid-fifteenth century, as 
had Hugh Yowdaill, Marmaduke’s father.’ John’s expenses in going 
from his house to Bowes in 1456/7 are recorded in the Bursar’s 
Book,* he accounted for repairs to the river-banks in Borrowdale in 
1457/8 and in 1458/9, 5 the Memorandum Book records rents 
from Borrowdale received from John Youdale.° The receipt of 
Borrowdale rents from Marmaduke Yowdaill himself is ee a in 
an undated memorandum in the Steward’s Book’ and in an account 
of 1532.

Pudsey the younger, gentleman, and Margery his wife, of the 
manor or lordship of Arneford in Craven with all lands, 
meadows and pastures pertaining to it, for fifteen years from 
the Feast of the Holy Cross next, paying £8 per annum at 
Whitsun and Martinmas.

Its rent had been increased to £8 by 1456/7,” a 
level at which it was to remain until the Dissolution. Henry Pudsey, 
the father of the recipient of the present lease, held the grange in 
1496.° In 1527, when his term still had two years to run, Henry 
obtained a new lease made in favour of himself, his son and his 
daughter-in-law (No. 37). Dr Platt has identified earthworks which 
are probably associated with the grange.*

This lease can only have been part of Arncliffe Cote, the total rent of 
which was £5 6s 8d in 1456/7" and is listed as 103s 4d in the Valor 
Ecclesiasticus.* Although the Abraham family are more frequently 
connected with it in the fifteenth century, the Knoll family’s links 
with Arncliffe Cote were of long standing. Reiner de Knoll assigned 
the rents he received from the abbot of Fountains for tenements in 
Arncliffe and Arncliffe Cote to Henry de Percy in 1308,° and the 
Knoll family is mentioned in connection with Arncliffe in 1455.7 In 
contrast to the lease’s statement that a flock of ewes was kept there, 
Arncliffe Cote was used for pasturing wethers in the previous 
century, as they were in the 1450s.” The sums received from William 
Abram in 1456/7° were almost certainly connected with this flock. 
At the audits in period 1480-90, John Abram accounted for a flock of 
wethers which averaged 286 head over the eleven years.’ The flock 
was at its largest, at 349, in 1480°® and at its lowest in 1490, when it 
stood at 260 head.”

In 1496, as Lainger House with 
Know Bank, it was leased in two moieties, of which Hugh Proktour 
held one for a rent of 40s.* By the date of this lease the two moieties 
appear to have acquired separate names. Lainger House and Know 
Bank are listed under separate headings in the Dissolution Survey, 
which names Hugh Proctore as the former tenant of the latter but

Two of these, in Long Preston, were held in 
1361 by John Denneson and Henry Denneson, each of whom paid 
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6s 8d for a messuage and a bovate of land.’ John Sqwyer held cattle 
there in the 1450s" and the receipt of rent from Magot Nelson for 
land in Long Preston is recorded in 1457.° The 1496 rental lists the 
two tenements, each comprising one messuage and one bovate, 
leased for 6s 8d each, as held by John Swyer and Joan Neleson.° The 
free tenement in Long Preston, which was of an identical size but 
held by knight service and suit of court at Malham, was held in 1361 
by Bhs sbek daughter of John de Skypton for a rent of 3s’ and was 
listed as held by Edmund Clerke in 1496.° The present lease made 
Christian and Richard Bank responsible for the abbey’s total rental 
income from Long Preston, which amounted to 16s 4d.? The 
tenement in Litton was held in 1496 by William Banke, !° Christian’s 
former husband, and at the Dissolution by Christopher Bank.!!

“Freely, 13:4.’ has been added in the margin. The evidence of the rentals 
suggests that 3s was the correct amount of the abbey’s fee rent from Long 
Preston, but it may be significant that the 1496 rental gives 16s 8d as the total 
rent from the vill (Rental, p. 17) instead of 16s 4d, as does the Valor 
Ecclestasticus (Valor, p. 253).

The 1496 rental records that Edmund son of Edmund Litton held a 
messuage and two bovates of land in Litton by knight service and an 
annual rent of 4s. Since he was then only seven years old, his 
tenement was in the abbot’s hands. ' Edmund is listed as a free tenant 
in Litton in the Dissolution Survey.

He 
binds himself by these presents to maintain the tenement at his 
own cost, except for large timber which will be delivered as 
necessary at the sight of the officer there, and he is not to 
sublet without the abbot and convent’s special licence, this 
lease notwithstanding.

The rental income from the lodge of Darnbrook House appears to have 
fluctuated during the last two centuries of the monastery s existence. In 
1361 William de Dernbroke paid arent of £3,/in 1456/7 it was £3 6s 8d,” 
in 1496 it totalled £3 7s 1Y2d,° and in 1535 £3 6s 9d.4 The Dissolution 
Survey states that the rent from Darnbrook House amounted to 
£3 6s 8d and that in addition the sheep-walk was worth 5s per annum.” 
The tenement granted by the present lease was the third of a moiety 
which was held in 1496 by Cl one Buke for an annual rent of 
11s 6d,° the rent therefore appears to have been reduced by 1s 6d at or 
before the granting of this ease. Ralph Buk apparently still held this

indenture notwithstanding. Reginald and Richard agree by 
these presents to repair and maintain at their own cost all 
buildings, houses, stone walls, hedges, drains and defences 
in or around the tenement, both those now standing and 
those to be constructed during the term, except for suitable 
large timber, which will be delivered by the official as 
convenient.

Latin] between Abbot Marmaduke and the Convent of 
Fountains and John Malhom of Calton in Craven, esquire, and 
Thomas Malham, his heir apparent, reciting that Thomas 
holds two carucates of land with appurtenances in Calton, and 
[three] bovates of land? and a moiety of a water-driven 
corn-mill in Areton with appurtenances from the abbot in the 
right of his monastery by knight service and a rent of 20s per 
annum, payable at Whitsun and Martinmas, and suit at the 
abbot’s court at his manor of Malham one week in three; also 
three bovates of land with appurtenances in Scothorp and a 
moiety of a water-mill in Scothorp by the same service and a 
rent of 8s per annum, payable at the said feasts, and suit of 
court at the said manor one week in three, and three bovates of 
land with appurtenances in Scothorp by the said service and a 
rent of 18d payable at the said feasts and suit of court at the said 
manor one week in three, of which rents and services Abbot 
John [Darnton], predecessor of the present abbot, was seised 
through the hand of Richard Malhom, John [Malhom’s] 
father, as by the hands of his true tenants. John Malhom 
recognises by these presents that he holds separately the said 
tenements and other premises from the abbot and convent in 
the said manner by the said services. These rents and services 
are a few years overdue, to the great peril of his soul, and, at 
the instance of William Amyas, John Pullayn,® lawyers, Peter 
Benson, chaplain, Christopher Bayn ahd other of John’s 
friends, the abbot has received on the day of the making of 
these presents 5 marks from John in full payment of all arrears 
up to Easter last. In the presence of his said friends John has 
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agreed and faithfully promised for himself and his heirs to 
faithfully pay and do the said rents and services at the said 
terms. He binds himself, his heirs and executors by these 
presents in the penalty of 100 marks to fulfil these covenants. 
Sealed interchangeably, the abbot affixing his seal. Thomas 
Malhom, brother and heir apparent of John Malhom, has 
inspected, approved and confirmed the abbot and convent in 
all the rents and services specified in the said indenture, gives 
warranty, and binds himself and his heirs in the penalty of 100 
marks. Sealed with his seal. 


The land and moiety of the mill in Calton and Airton had probably 
been granted to the abbey by Hugh de Calton, being held in the 
mid-thirteenth century by Robert de Feuser, an undertenant 
enfeoffed by Alice daughter of Richard de Calton, Hugh’s great 
niece.* The rent from the moiety of the mill and three bovates of 
land in Scosthrop which Reiner son of Simon de Scozthorp had held 
and the three bovates there which Richard de Calton had held was 
the gift of Roger son of Simon de Merkyngfeld.? In 1394 the land in 
Calton and Airton was held by Alan de Caterhall and Isabel his wife, 
Thomas de Freklyngton, William de Mallom and Henry de Preston. 
The land in Scosthrop was then held by William de Mallom and 
William Clerk.®° In 1496 all were in the tenure of Richard Malham.’ 
The granting of a lease of Scosthrop mill to John Malhom in 1511 
(No. 53) suggests that the abbey may have had to take further action 
to secure their rights after the making of this agreement.

It is not clear whether this lodge should be identified with Higher 
Tren House (SD 879666) or with Lower Trenhouses (SD 889660). 
Its rent had remained stable from at least 1456/7, when that for the 
whole lodge was recorded as 53s 4d.' In 1496 the whole lodge was 
held by Miles Knoll? and it may have been his death which was the 
occasion of the splitting of its tenure between Richard Knoll and 
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Thomas Knoll (see No. 55), who may have been Richard’s brother. 
Richard probably still held the moiety granted by the present lease at

This lease relates to a moiety of this lodge, the other half of which 
was leased to Richard Knoll on the same day (No. 54). At the 
Dissolution this tenement was apparently held by Agnes Knoll,! 
who was probably Thomas’s widow. For the period covered by the 
Stock Book, the wether flock was only kept there from 1480 to 
1482. This may have been due to the heavy incidence of murrain in 
1481, when seventy-five sheep were lost, and the flock only 
numbered 199 head at the time of the audit.* The flock had stood at 
238 at the 1480 audit? and rose again to 211 at that for 1482.* William 
Knolle and Roger Buk accounted for the flock in 1480 and 1481° and 
Miles Knoll, Roger Buk and Robert Waite in 1482.° This probably 
marks the date at which Miles Knoll assumed the tenancy of the 
lodge, which he held in 1496.’

Richard Pacoke held in 1496. >In 1540 it was held by Henry Peycock, 

the recipient of this lease.*> The rent for Capon Hall appears to have 
been increased during the second half of the fifteenth century, as it 
was recorded as totalling 40s in 1456/7* but the combined rent of the 
two moieties amounted to £2 6s 8d in 1496° and 1535.° The text of 
the Dissolution Survey states that the rent of Capon Hall was 
53s 4d,’ but this is noted elsewhere as being 6s 8d too high.®

He binds himself by 
these presents to attend the abbot and his officers when they 
come into the area and he is called upon to do so, or whenever 
the officer calls upon him on the monastery’s business. He 
further binds himself by these presents to keep a wether flock 
from Ellenmas to Michaelmas on such “‘raykkes”’ and grounds 
Bs taey have been kept before, and to deliver them at the 
customary time. If at the audit in Fountayns they are found to 
be wanting or to have perished through his fault, he 1s to pay 
the amount assessed for them, and to come yearly, upon 
warning, to the audit to make account for the flock. Sealed 
interchangeably, the abbot affixing his seal. 


This lease relates to half of the moiety of Darnbrook House which 
was held in 1496 by Thomas Buk. ' The Dissolution Survey states that 
a flock of wethers were kept there in summer which in winter were 
pastured at Bollershaw.* The accounts for this flock in the Stock 
Book enable the tenurial history of this moiety to be projected back 
to 1480, when it was held by John Brown, who in that year 
accounted for the flock with Richard Hogeson,” as did subsequent 
tenants during the period covered by the Stock Book. In 1481 the 
tenancy had been assumed by George Segiswyk and Ralph 
Segiswyk, who accounted in that and the following year.* In 1483 
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they were replaced by John Buk, who accounted for the flock until 
1485,° and who in 1486 was replaced by Roger Buk.° Roger Buk 
accounted in 1490,’ and it is therefore probable that Thomas Buk 
assumed the tenancy of the moiety shortly before 1496. Its division 
between his two sons probably took place at his death, which may 
have been the reason for issuing this lease. If his other son, Gregory 
Buke, held by indenture, no such lease has survived. John Buke was 
dead by 1540, Agnes Buk® perhaps being his widow. A third of the 
other moiety of Darnbrook House, which was already divided by 
1496,’ was leased to Ralph Buke in 1506 (No. 48). The 1496 rental 
states that the flock of wethers kept at Bollershaw from 3 May to 29 
September numbered 300 head.'° The number of sheep kept there in 
the winter and at Darnbrook House in the summer was rather less 
than this in the eleven-year period 1480-90. At the audits held in 
those years the average size of the flock was 273,'' reaching its peak, 
at 328, in 1480, !7 one lowest point at the end of the period, when 
only 241 sheep were in the hands of the tenants there.'’ The flock 
had probably been established for a considerable period, as eight 
wethers from Darnbrook House were sold in 1452/3."

The lodge granted by this lease is now represented by Higher Tren 
House or Lower Trenhouses, but it is not certain which. The other 
constituted the lodge of Tranehousehull, a moiety of which was 
leased in 1514 (No. 55). The rent of Tranhous had not been increased 
since at least the mid-fifteenth century, as it stood at 27s in 1456/7. ! 
The tenant of this lease is unlikely to have been the Thomas Deyne 
who held the lodge in 1496,* but may have been his son. He appears 
still to have held it at the Dissolution.°

2s is payable for the lands and tenements in Calton, 12d for 
those in Scothron [sic], 6d for those in Malhom, and 6s for 
those in Litton. Geoffrey recognises by these presents that he 
separately holds these premises from the abbot and convent 
for the said services and rents, these being several years in 
arrears, to the great peril of his soul. On the day of making 
these presents he has paid 40s into the abbot’s hands in full 
satisfaction of all arrears, and has done homage and fealty for 
all the said lands and tenements. Geoffrey agrees on behalf of 
himself and his heirs faithfully to pay and do the said rents and 
services every year in future, if the prior of Bolton proves that 
the lands and tenements in Malham are held directly from his 
priory and not directly from the abbot, the abbot will restore 
all the rents for these lands paid before that time. Sealed 
interchangeably, the abbot and convent affixing their 
common seal and Geoffrey affixing his seal and subscribing his 
name. 


This agreement has been included in the Bordley section of the Lease 
Book because Geoffrey Proctor lived and was the abbey’s tenant 
there, although the document itself relates to land held by knight 
service in Calton, Scothrop, Malham and Litton. In 1496 Richard 
Malham had held two carucates of land in Calton and 6 bovates in 
Scothrop,* about which John Malhom and his brother Thomas made 
an agreement with the abbey in 1505 (No. 52). The 1496 rental merely 
stated that Richard Malham held all his lands in Malham by knight 
service;’ his holding is omitted from the Dissolution Survey.* The 1496 
rental lists Geoffrey Proctour’s holding in Litton as consisting of one 
messuage, six-and-a-half acres of land and a third part of half an acre of 
arable land and meadow; the equivalent section of the Dissolution 
Survey is anochronistic and contains no contemporary information.° 
In 1525 Geoffrey, together with his son Richard, obtained anew lease of 
a number of tenements in the townships of Bordley and Malham Moor 
(No. 62).

Geoffrey Proctor’s object in obtaining this lease was almost certainly 
his realisation of his approaching death and a desire to secure the tenure 
of these lands for his eldest son. The provisions of his will,! which was 
proved on 6 July 1525, included an instruction to his executors to 
purchase a vestment worth 26s 8d for the abbey and a bequest of 2s to 
every monk keeping divine service at Fountains. His principal 
tenement of Netheirbordeley, now probably represented by Borde 
Hall (SD 943639), had probably been held by Robert Proctour in 
1458/9.° The rent from the whole of Nedyrbordlay totalled £6 13s 4din 
1456/7,° 10s more than in 1496, by which date Geoffrey’s rent for his 
tenement there had been reduced to 60s.* It was increased by £1 16s 8d 
under the terms of this lease, so that in 1535 the total rent had been raised 
to £8.° Richard Proctore still held this tenement in 1540.° The wether 
flock which Geoffrey and Richard were to keep in summer was 
pastured in winter at Braisty Woods and is discussed under No. 202. 

Cow Gill Cote, in Bordley township, had probably been held in 
1456/7 by William Atkinson,’ when its rent stood at £2 6s 8d.° It had 
subsequently been increased by £1, but by 1496, when Robert 
Darneton held it, it had been reduced to £3.’ The present lease restored 
It to the figure of £3 6s 8d. The wether flock which Geoffrey and 
Richard were obliged to keep may have included a flock at Cow Gill 
Cote. Three hundred and thirty-three wethers!” were received from 
Cow Gill Cote in 1454, '! and the 1496 rental notes that a flock was kept 
there. '* This has not been traced in the Stock Book, as it will have been 
accounted for under its winter pasture. 

The rent for Rough Close, in Malham Moor township, was 20s in 
1456/7,'° a level that was to be maintained until the Dissolution. The 
tenement was probably held by William Hesilden in the mid-fifteenth 
century; '* in 1496 Geoffrey Proktour held it and the relevant section of 
the Dissolution Rental is anachronistic. 

The moiety of New Houses, in Malham Moor township, which 
Geoffrey and Richard were leased had been held in 1496 by Roger 
Symson.'° The other moiety had been leased to John Walloke and 
Isabel his wife in 1507 (No. 46). 

Geoffrey had held his tenement in Overbordelay, now probably 
represented by Bordley (SD 942649), in 1496.!” Richard Proktore held 
it at the Dissolution. '® 
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Geoffrey and Richard were given licence to sublet Rough Close, 
pe of New Houses and a tenement in Bordley (No. 63) from the 
ands granted by this lease. In addition to these and the Malham Tarn 
fishery, Geoffrey Proctor held land from the abbey by knight 
service, about which an agreement was made in 1519 (No. 61).

The 
tenants of the other two tenements there were obliged to keep a 
wether flock in summer (Nos. 62, 64), but this obligation does not 
appear to have been attached to this particular tenement.

In the mid-fifteenth century the lodge of Chapel House was held by 
the widow of John Lalandes.' Henry Layland held it in 1481° and 
Cisota Leylond, who was probably his widow, in 1496.°. The lodge 
was subsequently divided between Richard and Thomas Layland, 
who were probably her sons, but in 1529 the whole lodge was leased 
to Henry Clifford, first earl of Cumberland (No. 69). The pasturing 
of oxen there in summer was evidently a long-established practice, 
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as 6s 8d was paid for fodder for oxen at Chapel House in 1456/7.* In 
the mid-fifteenth century a wether flock was also pastured there in 
summer; at the audit in 1481 this stood at 267 head.° No obligation 
to keep such a flock is mentioned in either this lease or in No. 69 and 
the practice may have ceased before the date of this lease. The flock 
may have been wintered at Warsill.’ The rental income of Chapel 
House was £4 in 1456/7.° The subsequent increase of 3s 4d may been 
due to the adding of the close called Carlecrofte to the lodge, since it 
receives individual mention in the 1496 rental.’

69. 24 June 21 Henry VIII [1529]. Lease [in English] by Abbot 
William and the Convent of Fountance to Henry, [first] earl of 
Comberlande, of their grange called Chapelhouse (within the 
lordship of Kilnesay in Craven), now in the occupation of 
Richard and Thomas Layland, to hold for life from Lady Day 
next, paying £4 3s 4d per annum at Whitsun and Martinmas. 
If his rent remains unpaid for three months, the abbot and 
convent have the right to re-enter and expel the earl and any 
others occupying it in his name, this lease notwithstanding. 
This lease is not to be prejudicial to Richard and Thomas’s 
occupation of the grange under a lease by Marmaduke, the 
previous abbot. The earl covenants by these presents to 
maintain and repair yearly all houses on the grange (whether 
now standing or to be erected) and to clean out and make all 
hedges, ditches, walls and other defences in and around the 
grange, and to keep all the woods and “‘sprynges’’ (called 
Kylnesey Wodd and Kyrkebanke) within the grange without 
waste. The ‘abbot and convent are not to: be barred. from 
pasturing their draught oxen there at the feast of St John the 
Baptist, according to the old custom. The abbot and convent 
and their officers and servants are to have freedom to fell, sell 
and carry away timber from the grange [fo 46] without 
hindrance, and in consideration of the earl’s goodwill and 
deeds (both those 1n the past and those he intends in the future) 
grant him licence to hunt, hawk and fish at his pleasure (in a 
reasonable manner) in the lordship and free warren of Kilnesey 
during the term, but the abbot and convent and their officers 
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and servants may still hunt, hawk and fish there. Sealed 
interchangeably, the abbot and convent affixing their convent 
seal. 


A moiety of Chapel House was leased to Richard Layland in 1507, 
but the term granted by this lease ended 1n 1522 (No. 68). The terms 
of this lease suggest that Thomas Layland also held by indenture, 
although no lease granting him the other moiety of the lodge 
survives. The present lease may have had the effect of reuniting 
Chapel House into a single tenement, but this is not certain, as the 
Dissolution Rental was recites the tenurial position as it was in 
1496.' The woods at ene were valued at £13 6s 8d in 1540. 
Henry Clifford had issued a general confirmation in the abbey’s 
favour in 1528 (No. 58); Henry’s status and activities, in the county 
during this period have been discussed by Dr Smith.°

70. 9 October 9 Henry VIII [1517]. Lease [in Latin] by Abbot 
Marmaduke and. the Convent of Fountams. (by- their 
unanimous agreement) to John Norton, esquire, of all their 
messuages, lands and tenements in the vill and territory of 
Threshfeld (lying in diverse places according to anciently 
placed metes and bounds and as appear in a schedule’ annexed 
to these presents), to hold for ninety-nine years from the 
making of these presents. The abbot and convent also lease to 
John for the said term all their wood in Threshefelde (specified 
by metes and bounds in a certain indented charter) with all 
their herbage in the said wood and the commons of pasture for 
360 sheep which they hold by the gift of Adam son of William 
de Threshefelde by his indented charter of which a copy 
follows (reciting the final concord between Adam and the 
monastery [printed in English abstract, Chartulary, p. 734] but 
omitting the names of the twelve knights), paying [fo 46v] 
{4 6s 8d per annum at the monastery of Fountains at Ellenmas 
and St Wilfrid in Winter. If his rent remains unpaid for one 
month, John agrees by these presents that the abbot and 
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convent have the right to distrain for the rent and arrears 
and their expenses in doing so (if there are any), and if it is 
four months overdue, they can re-enter and relet without 
interruption from John, this lease notwithstanding. John 
agrees by these presents that if in the future the abbot and 
convent’s cattle (averia) or flocks of sheep escape into the 
moors and pastures of the lordship of Threshfelde outside 
the bounds before and previously used, he will not impound 
them, but will return them to their customary pastures, and 
because it has been agreed that the bounds specified above 
are as laid down, John agrees by these presents to maintain 
them with the rest. John also agrees by these presents to 
maintain all buildings now standing or to be built on the 
said lands and tenements at his own cost, and at the end of 
the term to surrender the messuages, land and tenements, 
together with the herbage and common pasture, into the 
abbot and convent’s hands in good repair, free from any 
lease or alienation, without any further claim to them. If 
John approves (appruare) part of the wastes or pastures of 
the manor of Threshfeld after the making of this indenture, 
after the term is completed a third part of such approve- 
ments shall remain to the abbot and convent to freely 
dispose of or occupy to their greatest profit. No other suits 
or disagreements are to be made between the parties 
concerning the bounds beween the lordship of Threshfelde 
and the lordships of Kylnesey and Bordelay, which the 
parties are agreed should be made anew (according to 
ancient evidences and perambulations) with stone walls 
within five years. When the parties see that they are 
executed, after a perambulation by themselves, they are to 
be repaired two parts at the abbot and convent’s cost and a 
third part at John’s cost, and [fo 47] are to be so kept and 
repaired in the future. Sealed interchangeably, the abbot and 
convent affixing their common seal. 


In a petition to the Court of the Star Chamber, John Norton 
Pe pisaed that he had paid his rent for twenty acres of land and 
bemaacres Of meadow in Ihreshtield up to 12-October. 1529 and 
that, when he had then offered it to abbey’s receiver, it had been 
refused. He claimed that about 6 February 1530 Abbot William 
had forcefully dispossessed him, a charge which the abbot denied. 
Fiis petition states that he had paid £10 as an entry fine for the 
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resent lease and that its rent was 26s 8d higher than it had been 
eo The rent for Threshfield in 1456/7 was 55s 10d,° which does 
not accord with this claim, but more surprisingly it is listed as being 
58s 10d in the Valor Ecclesiasticus,* £1 7s 10d less than the rent 
established under the terms of this lease. In 1538 John was granted a 
new lease at the same rent for a term of eighty-five years (No. 254).

The 1496 rental lists Thomas Tempest and William Aunchevyne as 
holding the manor of Hebden by knight service for an annual rent of 
8s and suit of court at Malham.'

William died in 1499 and was succeeded 
by his son Charles, then a minor.°

The 
abbey also held a bovate and other small parcels of land in Linton, 
which were leased to William Bland in 1457? and to William Wilson 
in 1496.° In the sixteenth century the monastery’s total annual 
income from the township was 9s.

This tenement was held in 1496 by Walter Lambehird, who only 
paid 53s for it.' The rent was increased by 4d subsequently, as the 
Dissolution Survey, which is based on an earlier rental, states that 
Henry Garthford held it for 53s Ad, the same rent as specified in this 
lease. Anthony Garford appears to have held the tenement in 1540.° 
Francis, Anthony’s son, was leased a meadow and a coppice in 
Kilnsey in 1538 (No. 253). This lease, which is dated four days 
before William Thryske’s resignation,* has been added in a different 
hand.

The Fountains holdings in the vill were scattered in the common 
fields* and it has not proved possible to trace the earlier history of 
this particular tenement. Another tenement there was leased in 1538 
WNio. 239).

Either this document or No. 77 were referred to in a paper Walbran 
read before the Yorkshire and Lincolnshire Architectural Societies in 
1851.' It is not entirely clear where the abbot’s chapel in which these 
acts of homage took place was situated. Since it was next to the new 
chamber near the church, which adjoins the north gallery on its 
western side (see No. 17), the chapel cannot have been situated in the 
abbot’s lodging proper. The most likely situation would appear to 
be the eastern end of the western gallery, where Marmaduke Huby 
carried out extensive alterations.? The chapel would then be situated 
between the abbot’s hall and the gallery leading to the abbot’s pew. 
The existence of a chapel in this location makes the presence of an 
oratory at the southern end of the abbot’s lodgings, as postulated by 
St John Hope,” less likely. In 1456/7 the abbey’s rental income from 
Castley was 7s.

Thomas agrees by these presents, for 
himself and his heirs, that if his rent remains unpaid, the abbot 
and convent or their attorneys have the right to enter all his 
lands and tenements in Lyndelay near Ottelay and distrain for 
the rent and arrears, and further grants by these presents that if 
his rent is a month overdue he shall pay 6s 8d by way ofa fine, 
for which the abbot and convent can also distrain. The abbot 
and convent give warranty by these presents, and appoint 
Lawrence Kyghley and William Wilkes as their attorneys to 
expel any others from there, give him seisin and to effect these 
premises. Sealed interchangeably, the abbot and convent 
affixing their common seal and Thomas his armorial seal. 


The abbey’s holding in Otley was small, its rents totalling 20s in 
1456/7.' There are records of litigation over messuages in Otley in 
1371 and 1372° and in 1394 the abbot successfully claimed that 
Elizabeth widow of Richard Basy, Agnes Ryder, Alice Doberell and 
William Ryder had disseised him of two-and-a-half tofts there.’ An 
out-rent of 8d, recorded in 1456/7,* was due to the archbishop for 
two of these tofts.? Minor expenditure on repairs to these tenements 
is recorded in the mid-fifteenth century: 2d for repairing a door and 
22d for a fother of stone.° The present grant was in exchange for 
Thomas’s holding in Stainburn (No. 80), where the abbey’s holding 
was much more substantial (see No. 76). The receipt of 6s 8d arrears 
of rent from Thomas Lyndeley for a burgage in Otley in the tenure 
of Adamson is recorded in 1525/6.’

The half carucate in Ilkley granted to the abbey by Robert de 
Skeggenes' constituted the entire Fountains holding in the vill. For 
this an out-rent of 6d was due to the lord of Ilkley, the payment of 
which is recorded in 1456/7.* The rent for this tenement had 
remained static since at least the mid-fifteenth century, as it is 
recorded as 30s in 1456/7? Although this is the rent specified in the 
lease, listed in the Valor Ecclesiasticus* and paid by Thomas in 1527,° 
the accounts for the receipt of rents in the Steward’s Book for 1525/6 
and 1536 note the amount due as 30s 4d, although Thomas only paid 
30s in the latter year.° In 1533 30s was received from John Cromok. ’

The Fountains holdings originated in two grants, the larger by 
Simon de Mohaut,' and the other, of Hehynge, by John son of Henry 
de Estmorton.* Both gifts were made for the benefit of the poor in 
the secular infirmary. The rent for this tenement had apparently been 
increased, as the rental income from Morton was 12s in 1456/7.° 
William still held this land in 1525/6.* Morton Banks was also the 
site of Kirkstall Abbey’s grange of Aldfeld,? a much larger holding.

Thomas Lyndeley, Elizabeth’s father, had exchanged his land in 
Stainburn for the abbey’s land in Otley in 1513 (Nos 79, 80). 
Christopher Lyndley was leased the reversion of a tenement in 
Rigton in 1538 (No. 241). John Hall is recorded as holding 
Rothewell Ryddynge in 1525 and 1537.° John Fowler, who was a 
party to this agreement, 1s named as bailiff of Rigton in the Valor 
Ecclesiasticus.* He appears as receiver of rents in Rigton in 1536/7 
aad VIOs a

21s was received from Peter Grysthwate of Rigton in 1454.' His 
family continued to hold land from the abbey in Rigton, if not the 
mill, into the sixteenth century. In 1536/7 William Gristhaytt and the 
widow of Thomas Gristhwait both held tenements there.* The 
monastery had been granted a moiety of the mill of Rigton by Hugh 
son of Hugh de Lethelay’ and was to lease the other moiety for fifty 
years in 1518 (No. 86). The abbot was accused of diverting the 
course of the Crimple, on which the mill lay, in the thirteenth 
century.” The receipt of 26s 8d rent from William Bradley for his 
tenement with the mill is recorded in 1525.°. 

Fountains had been sold half the vill of Rigton by Hugh de 
Lethelay.° In 1456/7 the rent from Rigton totalled £6 3s 5d, but this 
probably excluded the mill.’ In 1535 it totalled £7.°

The abbot and convent had leased their moiety of the close, which 1s 
now represented by Tatefield Hall, to Richard on the previous 12 
January, reserving the wood on it to their own use (No. 86). A 4s 
rent for a new close in Rigton had been detained by a previous 
Richard Aldburgh in 1456/7 and 1457/8." There had been a previous 
attempt to partition Tatefield, as Richard de Aldeburgh impleaded 
the abbot for refusing to do so in 1342.°

This rent constituted the abbey’s total income from Hunslet 
township.' In 1336 Miles de la Haye had sought absolution from a 
sentence of excommunication for the detention of this rent for three 
years, and had done homage in the chamber of the abbot of 
Kirkstall. A contemporary memorandum notes that the rent issued 
from three tofts lying to the south of the tenement of John de la 
Haye, his brother, and three acres of land lying in Bercroft between 
the Leeds-Wakefield road and the River Aire.* John Nevile’s 
inquisition post mortem of 1503 states that the rent was paid for the 
manor of Cad Beeston,’ but this would appear to be an error, as that 
manor was held as an undertenancy from the Gant fee in the honour 
of Pontefract.* The receipt of the rent from Sir John Nevill is 
recorded in 1517 (No. 90) and from Sir Robert Nevell in 1536.°

Helme (SE 183203), which lies in the northern part of Kirkheaton 
township, was granted to Fountains by Emma daughter of 
Ythun.* The rental income from Helme in 1456/7 was 46s 8d,° the 
same as under the terms of this grant. 

Kalnebotmes had been exchanged with the monks by William 
and Ralph, sons of Eudo de Heton.* Twenty-two shillings were 
spent on repairs to William Burlay’s tenement in Kirkheaton in 
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1457/8 and a new fire-house was built there at a cost of 46s 8d in 
1458/9.° John del Clay was leased seventy-eight acres of arable land 
and fourteen acres of meadow in the township in 1331.° The abbey’s 
rental income from Kirkheaton totalled £3 10s 3d and 1/b of pepper 
in 1456/7, from which an out-rent of 2s 3d was paid to Kirklees 
Priory.’ 

The abbey’s most important holding in Elland cum Greetland 
township was Ainley Grange, which had been leased to John Savile 
(see No. 94); only minor holdings in the vill were granted to John 
Pilkington by this document. Pristrikroyde was land which had been 
assarted by Henry Prikestirke.* In 1456/7 the monastery’s rental 
income from Elland was 16d.” 

The bovate of land in Liversedge, which constituted the whole 
Fountains holding in the vill, had been granted by Thomas the 
parson of Liversedge.'” Its rent in 1456/7 was 6s 8d,'! as in the 
present grant. In 1456/7 eighteen ploughshares were bought for 
10s 6d from William Raner, the abbey’s tenant there. !* 

John Pilkington was granted the reversion of Ainley Grange at the 
same time (No. 271) and was granted Bradley Grange in the same 
month that he was granted the abbey’s land in ns Elland 
and Liversedge (see No. 93).

Bradley was a separate vill in the eleventh century, but subsequently 
became a hamlet within the township of Huddersfield, perhaps 
because of depopulation caused by the formation of the grange.* The 
grange’s history has already been discussed in detail by Sir Charles 
Clay;? it was held by indenture by Ralph Snaith at the time of his 
death in 1473,° who probably paid a rent of £14, the figure recorded 
in 1456/7,’ £2 less than the rent established under the terms of this 
lease. After Robert Pilkington’s death in 1497, the custody and 
wardship of Arthur, his son, was sold to Nicholas Savile for 40 
marks (No. 272). An inquisition held in 1506 states that Nicholas 
held the manor until 1502 and that it was worth £19 13s 4d per 
annum.” The payment of the rent of £16 and 1/b of pepper by Arthur 
Pilkington, Robert’s son, is recorded in 1527, 1532 and 1536.”

Sir John Pilkington had been granted the grange in reversion in 1478 
(No. 271). He granted it to feoffees, who regranted it to him for life 
with remainder to his son Edward, who died without heirs in 1486. 
Sir John’s feoffees granted the grange to Robert, his illegitimate son, 
after Edward’s death, and Robert himself then granted it to feoffees 
in accordance with the terms of an agreement he had made with 
Nicholas Savile,’ the terms of which are not known. Edward 
Pilkington’s inquisition post mortem, cited above, states that he held 
the grange for a rent of 30s 4d, but the rent for the whole grange 
appears to have been £3 1s, the receipt of this sum from Arthur 
Pilkington being recorded in 1527, 1532 and 1536.4 The rent of 
30s 6d for the west part of Ainley grange was allowed to fall into 
atrears, a aaa resulting in the temporary forfeiture of this 
moiety of the grange in 1513 (No. 96).

This agreement relates to the western half of Ainley Grange, which was 
held ona forty-year lease by John Savile from 1474° and which had been 
leased by Arthur Pilkington to Henry Savile as an undertenancy for life 
in 1511, under the terms of which Henry paid his rent to the abbey direct 
(No. 95). The present agreement indicates that he had failed to do so in 
1513. The payment of the rent by Edward Savile is recorded in 1527.° 
The rent for Ainley Grange appears to have been substantially increased 
during the second half of the fifteenth century, as the rent for the whole 
grange was 23s 4d in 1456/7 and 33s 4d in 1458/9.*

The abbey had been granted a burgage in the old borough by Roger 
de Bauent and Maude daughter of Gerald,* which the abbot 
recovered from Richard de Newcastle in 1357.’ The burgage was 
leased to John Dowell and his wife Isabel in 1518 (No. 98).

This messuage in Sandgate did not represent the abbey’s total 
holding in Scarborough, the rental income from which was 13s 4d in 
1456/7! and 16s in 1535.° The payment of the king’s gabelle of 2s is 
recorded in the Valor Ecclesiasticus;? this presumably included the 
payment of 6d mentioned in the agreement of 1502 (No. 97). In 
addition, a payment was due to the commonalty of Scarborough, 
recorded as tae 18d annually in 1456/7,* which may have been the 
same payment or identical to the payment of 18d recorded in the 
1502 agreement. Payments of 18s for a burgage in Scarborough are 
recorded from John Dowell in 1525/6 and 1527.°

Lease [in English] by 
Abbot William and the Convent of Fontayns to Thomas 
Wright of Boston (Lincolnshire) of a tenement in Boston in 
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which he dwells with mill, green, stable and garden, to hold 
for thirty years from the making of these presents, paying £4 
per annum at the customary terms of Martinmas and Whitsun 
(or within a fortnight following). If his rent remains unpaid 
for one month, the abbot and convent have the right to 
re-enter and relet without hindrance from Thomas or any 
persons acting for him, this lease notwithstanding. He 1s to 
repair and maintain the tenement and its defences at his own 
cost, ““makyng abowte the see diche for as myche as belonges 
the saide abbot and his monastery”’, and binds himself to pay 
all the duties pertaining to the tenement.

The tenement granted by this lease only represented part of the 
abbey’s holding in Boston, the rents of which totalled £22 10s in 
1456/7.' The Valor Ecclesiasticus states that the rents from Boston 
amounted to 40s, although casual sales of timber and lead and profits 
of court brought in an additional £15 10s.* The amount of rent given 
by the Valor would seem to be an error, as it is only half the rent due 
from the tenement granted by this lease. An out-rent of 13s 5'/d was 
due to the king, the payment of which 1s recorded in 1457/8 and 
1458/9.° £5 15s 4d was spent on repairs to the monastery’s tenements 
in Boston in 1457/8, and £6 19s 9'4d and £6 5s 5'/d in 1458/9.+ The 
tenement granted by the present lease may be the one which 1s called 
Fountaynshouses in two thirteenth-century documents.” Two mills 
there were granted to the monks by Walter de Engayn;° these are 
likely to have been watermills (or two sets of stones in the same 
building), but in 1360 the abbey’s mill in Boston was a windmill’ 
and it is presumably a windmill which is referred to in this lease.

103. 4 July 8 Henry VU, 1493. Indenture [in Latin] 
recording that William Haxby, keeper or forester of 
Qweldryke, will faithfully and obediently serve the present 
lord abbot of Fountains and his successors, deputies, brothers 
and officials as long as the abbot and his brothers please and 
he shall have served well and faithfully. He will faithfully 
keep the things committed to him and will give a true 
account as often, when and where it will have been required 
of all those things. He will collect estreats of court and other 
emoluments concerning the abbot and convent in the vill and 
will render the profits of these things as often and when it 
will have been required and will account in full, nor, against 
the prohibition of the abbot and his officer deputed to this, 
will he attempt, do, occupy or usurp anything within the 
lordship of Qweldryke, but will render a true and faithful 
reckoning to them and will also render a similar reckoning of 
all lands, tenements and meadows and of the hay of the 
meadows of the lordship, by the official of the cellarer (per 
officialem cellerarium) deputed to the lord’s manor, of 
mowing, hay-making and carriage. He will provide and 
preserve without fraud the safe-keeping of the hay in the 
lord’s manor there for the use of the abbot and his officials. 
He will not lease or himself occupy the lands and tenements 
within the lordship without their consent and_ special 
mandate. If any lands fall into the lord’s hands, he will,

himself or through others, appropriate and dispose the said 
lands to the use and greatest advantage of the abbot [fo 58] 
and convent with the consent of the official, and of them will 
promptly render a faithful account. He will carefully and 
accurately supervise and give help in every way that he sees 
suitable to the graves (prepositi) of the vill and meadows in 
distraining, taking, collecting, levying and paying rents 
within and without the vill as often and when required by the 
official, and will render a faithful reckoning with the graves 
of both the vill and the meadows. He will preserve and 
answer for the enclosures (if they exist) of both the demesne 
and the other lands or woods and for their profits, and for the 
safe-keeping of the woods and coppices (virgulta), nor will he 
permit animals of any sort to be depastured in the woods, but 
will faithfully answer, at the regulation and orders of the 
abbot and his officers, to them for the issues and herbage of 
the woods. He will not conceal faults which emerge within 
the office of the lordship by any artifice, but will faithfully 
present them in the lord’s courts, and will levy all annual 
amercements and account for them to the officials, from 
which and in which, as much as they amount to, he will 
receive the wages due to him. He will go or ride on the 
business of the abbot and his officials as often, when and 
where he is commanded. He is not by any means to attempt 
or to allow anyone to attempt to alienate, to remove or by 
any means to offer for sale [anything] from the woods and 
coppices (virgulta) within the lordship without [his] having 
the certain knowledge and licence of the abbot and his 
officers. If William in any way forfeits all or any of the 
premises, or is perverted in opposition, rebellion or 
disobedience, he will peacefully leave forthwith without any 
contradiction or dispute, as if he had never accepted the office 
and tenement granted to him, and will resign [them] into the 
abbot’s hands without any opposition. For everything 
specified above, faithfully performed at the abbot’s pleasure, 
26s 8d will be allocated to him for an annual wage in estreats 
of court and other [sums], and a gown (toga) which the lord 
will give him annually, or 4s. William, Ralph Bekewith and 
William Bayoke are bound by their bond! and by the making 
of these indentures in the penalty of £10 for the faithful and 
full observance of all these premises. Sealed interchangeably 
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by the abbot and by William Haxby, Ralph Bekwith and 
William Bayok. 


The Memorandum Book contains a mid-fifteenth-century rental of 
Wheldrake.* “ In 1456/7 the wages of the forester of Wheldrake had 
been 40s.° In 1535 a later William Haxby was bailiff of Wheldrake, 

for which he received a fee of 33s 4d.* The agreement is written in 
pretentious Latin, some parts of which do not make sense if 
translated literally. In this abstract; “the editor’ Was’ aimed at 
producing a clearly intelligible text at the expense of a strictly literal 
translation.

104. 5 July 13 Henry VIII [1521] Lease [in English] by 
Abbot Marmaduke and the Convent of Fontens (by their 
own consent) to Roland Herbers [sic] and John and Richard 
Herbert, his sons, of the reversion of a close in Qwheldryk 
called Wygynholmes, held for life by William Huby of 
Yorke by a lease from the abbot and convent,! to hold for 
thirty-one years from William’s death, paying £6 per annum 
at the feasts and terms customary in Qwheldryke. If them 
rent remains unpaid, the abbot and convent have the right to 
distrain for the rent and arrears, and if it is three months 
overdue, they can re-enter, this indenture notwithstanding. 
Roland, John and Richard are to maintain and repair all 
hedges, ditches, walls and other things in or around the 
close, taking necessary wood growing in the close for 
fencing as [fo 58v| required. They covenant by these presents 
that if they sublet, the abbot and convent have the right to 
re-enter, this lease notwithstanding. The lease is to be void if 
they die. Sealed interchangeably, the abbot and convent 
affixing their common seal. 


Wygynholmes was held by Guy Roclife in the mid-fifteenth 
century.*

105. 7 July 13 Henry VIII [1521]. Bond by Roland Herbert 
of Skipwith, yeoman, and James Dobyson of York, yeoman, 
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to Marmaduke, abbot of Fountains, in the penalty of £40 
payable to the abbot or his attorney at Michaelmas next, the 
condition being that Roland and John and Richard Herbert, 
his sons, perform covenants contained in a lease of a close in 
Wheldryke called Wygynholmes dated 1 July 13 Henry VIII.’

106. [Estreat from the Wheldrake court rolls stating that] on 14 
July 22 Henry VUI [1530] John Mauneby came to the court of 
William, abbot of Fountains, held at Qweldryke, and in full 
court did homage and fealty to Abbot William for two tofts 
and nine acres of land and meadow held from the abbot in the 
right of his monastery by knight service and suit of court 
every three weeks for a rent of [blank], and paid 12d for a relief, 
etc. 


107. [fo 59] 10 December 1527. Lease [in Latin] by Abbot 
William and the Convent of Fountains to Master John 
Chaipeman of York, notary, citizen and merchant, and John 
Rayner, his servant, (or the longer liver), of the monastery’s 
closes lying between Wigenholmes and Poilbrigge in the 
territory of Wheldryke, now in the holding of Thomas 
Knayton, citizen and butcher (carnifex) of York, to hold for 
twenty years from Ellenmas following Thomas’s death, 
paying 33s 4d per annum at Candlemas (or within fourteen 
days following) on pain of forfeiture. If their rent remains 
unpaid for fifteen days, the abbot and convent have the right 
to re-enter, this lease notwithstanding. John Chaippman and 
John Rayner agree by these presents to maintain and repair the 
said closes at their own cost without waste, and to surrender 
them at the end of the term into the abbot and convent’s hands 
in good repair without making further claim to them. They 
are not to sublet without the abbot and convent’s special 
licence, on pain of forfeiture, and the lease is to be void if they 
die. Sealed interchangeably, the abbot and convent affixing 
their common seal. 


108. 1533. [Estreat from the Wheldrake court rolls stating that] 
William Walker the younger came to the court held at 
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Qweldryke on 7 April 24 Henry [1533] and did his homage 
and fealty in full court to William Threiske, abbot of 
Fountains, for a messuage and nine-and-a-half acres of land 
and meadow, which he holds from the abbot in the right of his 


monastery by knight service, suit of court and an annual rent 
of 4d, and paid 12d for a relief, etc. 


109. [1529] At the audit of the account’ of the grave 
[prepositus]| there, held by the deputies of the venerable man the 
lord William, abbot of Fountains, from the feast of St Michael 
in the year of the reign of King Henry 8, 20 [29 September 
1528], to the same feast of St Michael next following in the 
year of the same king, 21 [29 September 1529], namely for a 
whole year, having charged, allowed [or] disallowed every- 
thing in his same account, the same grave has gone quit upon 
the determination of his same account. 


'This document, which is headed ‘acquitance of the lordship of Quwheldrike’, 
is translated in extenso. It was added at the bottom of the page in the same 
hand as the main body of the text. 


Knapton 


110. [fo 59v] 12 October 16 Henry VIII [1524]. Lease [in 
English] by Abbot Marmaduke and the Convent of Fontaunce 
to Richard Holgate of Acam of a tenement in Knapton with 
appurtenances, late in the holding of John Webbestor of 
Knapton, to hold for thirty years from Ellenmas next, paying 
£3 3s 4d per annum at the customary terms of Whitsun and 
Martinmas. If his rent remains unpaid for three months, the 
abbot and convent have the right to distrain for the rent and 
arrears, and if it is four months overdue, they can re-enter and 
relet, this lease notwithstanding. Richard binds himself by 
these presents to repair and maintain the tenement at his own 
cost (except for large timber, which will be delivered to him 
by the officer, any further timber being felled, “‘manerede” 
and carried at Richard’s cost), and binds himself not to sublet 
without the abbot and convent’s special licence, on pain of 
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forfeiture. He is to surrender the tenement into the abbot and 
convent’s hands at the end of the term in good repair, with no 
further claim to it, and the lease is to be void if he dies. Sealed 
interchangeably, the abbot and convent affixing their 
common seal. 


Rent for this tenement was received from John Webster, who is 
named as the previous tenant, in 1525 and 1527,' not from Richard 
Holgate.

111. 16 November 13 Henry VII [1521]. Lease [in English] 
by Abbot Marmaduke and the Convent of Fonteynes to 
Richard Hobson, Jenet his wife and William Taite (son of Jenet 
and Nicholas Taite) of their chief messuage and tenement in 
Knapton, late in the holding of Nicholas Tait, to hold to 
Richard and Jenet for the life of the longer liver, and after their 
deaths to William for twenty years, paying £3 3s 4d per 
annum at the customary terms of [fo 60] Whitsun and 
Martinmas. If their rent remains unpaid for two months, the 
abbot and convent have the right to distrain for it, and if it is 
four months overdue, they can re-enter and expel them, this 
lease notwithstanding. Richard, Jenet and William bind 
themselves by these presents to maintain and repair the 
tenement according to the custom of the lordship there. 
‘“Richarde shalbe redy at all tymes when the saide abbot callis 
on hym to fulfyll the office of governaunce of the saide abbot’s 
tenauntes ther, at all tymes when he 1s called uppon by the 
saide abbot ande convent ande their officers duryinge his lyfe, 
ande for the same to have one jakett of the saide abbot ande his 
successors after the forme of his lyverey, or els foure 
shyllynges in money yerely’’. Sealed interchangeably, the 
abbot and convent affixing their common seal. 


Richard Hobson’s accounts for the rents of Knapton survive for 1525 
and 1527.' The total rental income from the vill was £10 6s 64d, 
although the Valor Ecclesiasticus gives it as only £10 6s.* Out of this a 
rent of 10s was payable to St Mary’s Abbey.* The Valor Ecclesiasticus 
lists his fee as bailiff of Knapton as being 6s 8d,* a larger sum than 
that designated by this lease.

Thorpe Underwood and Widdington 


112. 28 April 4 Henry VII [1489]. Lease [in English] by 
Prioress Elizabeth and the Convent of Synynthwait (by their 
common assent) to Abbot John and the Convent of Fontayns 
of all the lands, tenements, rents and services which the 
prioress and convent have in Thorpp Underwode, Elwyke 
and Withyngton, to hold for twenty years from the date of 
these presents, paying £8 per annum at Whitsun and 
Martinmas. The abbot and convent agree by these presents 
that if their rent remains unpaid for three months, the prioress 
and convent can distrain for the rent and arrears in the said 
lands and also in all the abbot and convent’s other lands in 
Thorpeunderwod, Elwyke and Withyngton, and if it is [fo 
60v| another month overdue after these three months or 1s 
sued for replevin, the abbot and convent are to pay 13s 4d for 
every month it remains unpaid or is sued for replevin by way 
of a penalty, for which the prioress and convent can also 
distrain. Sealed interchangeably, the parties affixing their 
common seals in their respective chapter houses. 


The nuns of Syningthwaite held a carucate in Thorpe Underwood 
and half a carucate in Elwicks by the gift of Geoffrey Haget.' They 
had leased their land 1 in Elwicks to Fountains for 100 years in 1362 for 
6s 8d per annum.* The land granted to the monks by the present 
lease was permanently alienated to them five months later (No. 113).

113. 30 September 5 Henry VII [1489]. Quitclaim [in Latin] 
by Prioress Elizabeth and the Convent of Synyngtwate (by 
their unanimous agreement, for the increase in the goods and 
profits of their house) to Abbot John and the Convent of 
Fountains (reciting a lease to the abbot and convent dated 28 
April 4 Henry VII' of all the prioress and convent’s lands, 
tenements, rents and services in the vills and territories of 
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Thorpunderwodde, Elwyke and Wethyngton for twenty 
years at a rent of £8 per annum, with clauses for distraint, and 
for 13s 4d by way of a fine, as specified therein) of all their 
interest in the said lands, tenements, rents and services, the 
prioress and convent being excluded by these presents from 
making any action or claim to them. Sealed with the priory’s 
common seal in the chapter house at Senyngthwaite. 


The acquisition of this land increased the abbey’s already very 
substantial holding in the township of Thorpe Underwoods, the 
rental income from which totalled £111 6s 8d in 1535.* On 1 
October 1489 the abbot and convent granted the prioress and 
convent the £8 rent for this land,’ with the same distraint and penalty 
clauses as were contained in the earlier lease (No. 112). In the Valor 
Ecclesiasticus this payment 1s listed as being for land in Elwicks and 
Widdington only.* The manor of Thorpe Underwood was leased to 
Francis and Peter Man in 1524 (no. 123).

114. [fo 61] 6 January 9 Henry VII [1518]. Lease [in Latin] 
by Abbot Marmaduke and the Convent of Fountains (by their 
unanimous agreement) to Robert Fairefax, gentleman, of a 
toft and eight acres of meadow with appurtenances in Acaster 
Molbych among the demesne meadows there, of which seven 
acres ‘heat’ the end of the north» nreadow (mow called 
Canonynge) and in the south meadow, between the meadow 
of St Andrew on the north and the meadow of the rector of 
Acaster on the south, to hold for life from Candlemas next, 
paying 33s 4d per annum at Candlemas, starting in 1518. If his 
rent remains unpaid for a quinzaine, the abbot and convent 
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have the right to distrain for the rent and arrears in the said 
lands and in all Robert’s other lands and tenements in the 
lordship, and if it is three months overdue, they can re-enter 
and relet at their pleasure, this lease notwithstanding. Sealed 
interchangeably, the abbot and convent affixing their 
common seal. 


The Valor Ecclesiasticus does not list any rents received from Acaster 
Malbis and it is uncertain what the abbey’s income from the 
township amounted to. In addition to the meadows granted by this 
lease, the receipt of 20s for meadows held by John Scayff is recorded 
in. 1536.

115. 4 December 23 Henry VII [1507]. Lease [in English] by 
Abbot Marmaduke and the Convent of Fontaunce to William 
Bacheler and John Bacheler his son of a tenement with 
appurtenances in Marston (late in William’s holding) and the 
grass and pasture of a fourth part of a close called Frere Pastur, 
to hold for twenty years from the making of these presents, 
paying 35s 5d per annum at Whitsun and Martinmas (namely 
21s 4d for the tenement and 14s 2d for the fourth part of Frere 
Pastur).' William and John are to repair and maintain the 
tenement in housing, hedging, walling, ditching and all other 
necessary repairs at their own cost (except for large timber, 
which the abbot and convent will find at the sight of their 
officer there), and at the end of the term they or the longer 
liver are to leave it in good repair. They are not to make waste, 
on pain of forfeiture, and are not to fell any wood growing on 
the tenement or on Frere Pastur [fo 61v] without the abbot and 
convent’s special licence, except “‘garsell” for making hedges. 
If their rent remains unpaid for three weeks, the abbot and 
convent have the right to distrain for the rent and arrears, and 
if it is three months overdue, they can re-enter, expel them 
and relet, this lease notwithstanding. William and John are not 
to sublet without the abbot and convent’s special licence, and 
the lease 1s to be void if they die. Sealed interchangeably. 
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In 1456/7 £7 14s 8d rent~ was received from Long Marston and an 
additional £3 9s 6d from closes there.’ No income from the town- 
ship is listed in the Valor Ecclesiasticus. The reversion of pasture for 
Nee oxen in the Frere Pasture was leased to William Ermetstede 
and Alice and Isabel Cromoke in 1530 (No. 116) and another 
tenement in Long Marston was leased to Richard Bakster in 1521 
(No. 122).

116. 16 July 22 Henry VIII [1530]. Lease [in Latin] by Abbot 
William and the Convent of Fountains (by their unanimous 
agreement) to Master William Ermetstede, clerk (the lord 
king’s chaplain), and Alice Cromoke and Isabel Cromoke 
(daughters of John Cromoke of Ilkeley) of a tenement with 
appurtenances in Marstone, now in the holding of William 
Nothyngham, together with pasture for ten oxen in le Frere 
Pasture, a close called Stubynge Close and pasture for eight 
oxen in le Freer Pasture (now in the holding of John Shanne), 
to hold for thirty years after the deaths of William 
Nothyngham and John Shanne, paying £3 2s 4d per annum at 
Whitsun and Martinmas (namely 28s 4d for the tenement, 
14s 2d for the pasture for ten oxen in le Frere Pasture, 85 6d for 
the close and 11s 4d for pasture for eight oxen in le Frere 
Pasture). If their rent remains unpaid for three months, the 
abbot and convent have the right to distrain for the rent and 
arrears, and if it is [fo 62] four months overdue, they can 
re-enter, expel them and relet, this lease notwithstanding. 
William, Alice and Isabel agree by these presents to repair and 
maintain all houses, hedges, and ditches pertaining to the 
tenement, close and pasture at their own cost (except for large 
timber for repairing the houses, which will be assigned and 
delivered by the abbot or his officials as necessary), and at the 
end of the term, or if they forfeit the lease, to surrender the 
tenement, close and pasture into the abbot and convent’s 
hands in good repair without suit or claim to them. They are 
not to cut down, waste or sell any wood or underwood on the 
tenement, pasture or close without the licence of the abbot or 
his officers, on pain of forfeiture. The abbot and convent may 
cut down, take away and sell their wood growing there at 
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their pleasure, without hindrance from William, Alice or 
Isabel. If William Nothyngham dies before Margaret, his 
wife, she is to have the tenement, pasture for ten oxen and the 
close during her widowhood, but not thereafter. Sealed by 
William, Alice and Isabel. 


A fourth part of Frere Pasture had been leased to William and John 
Bacheler in 1507 (No. 115).

117. 20 September 5 Henry VII [1489]. Indenture [in Latin] 
between Abbot John and the Convent of Fountains to Miles 
Willesthrope, esquire, by which the abbot and convent (by 
their unanimous agreement) lease Miles a messuage, a garden, 
a croft and thirty-six acres of land and meadow in the vill, 
hamlet and territory of Litle Cattall, with all lands, tenements, 
rents and services, and the monastery’s part of the wood, 
ground and pasture lying in the wood called Hamerton Rice in 
Kyrkhamerton, to hold for forty years from 20 September 5 
Henry VII without payment, and by which Miles leases to the 
abbot and convent all the messuages tofts, crofts, land, 
meadows, tenements, rents and services with appurtenances 
which he has in the vill, hamlet or territory of Thorpe near 
Ripon, to hold for the same term without payment. [fo 62v]| 
Sealed interchangeably, the abbot and convent affixing their 
common seal in the chapter house at Fontaunce. Given at 
Fontaunce. 


This agreement was made preparatory to an exchange of these lands 
made shortly afterwards (No. 118). In 1456/7 the abbey’s rental 
income from Cattal had been 40s and that from Kirk Hammerton 
37s 4d, with an additional £3 6s 8d from the grange there.' Roger 
Haget had quitclaimed six loads of fuel from the wood of Rys to the 
monks;* the partition of the wood had been settled by an agreement 
made between Abbot Reginald and the prioress of Nun Monkton in 
1268.°

re-enter the land at Thorpe, and similarly if the abbot and 
convent are expelled from the land at Thorpe they can re-enter 
those at Litilcathal and Kyrkhamerton. Sealed interchange- 
ably, the abbot and convent affixing their common seal. Given 
in the chapter house at Fountains.

119. 14 October 16 Henry VIII [1524]. Lease [in Latin] by 
Abbot Marmaduke and the Convent of Fountains (by their 
unanimous agreement) to Miles Newton, gentleman, and 
Anne his wife of a messuage and four bovates of land in the 
vill and territory of Thorpe near Ripon, now in the holding of 
Edward Withies, to hold for twenty-five years in five year 
terms’ from Martinmas 1525 (on condition that Miles and 
Anne will enter le Fawgh and Man Inge at Candlemas next, 
according to the custom of the vill) paying £3 per annum at 
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Whitsun and Martinmas. If their rent remains unpaid for three 
months, the abbot and convent have the right to distrain for 
the rent and arrears, and if it is four months overdue, they can 
re-enter, expel them and relet, this lease notwithstanding. 
Miles and Anne agree by these presents not to sublet without 
the abbot and convent’s special [fo 63v] licence, and agree by 
these presents to repair and maintain all the houses, hedges and

“Ande also it is agreid betwixt the 
saide parties that where the saide abbot clamethes odre moo 
diverse parcelles of landes, that is to say 3 oxgange of lande 
with a tofte and a crofte somytime callyd Semarlandes, ande 
also in lyke maner for a tofte ande a crofte and 7 acre of lande, 
sometyme callede Davysons Landes, and for odre diverse 
parties parcelles of grownde lyenge uppon the Sowthsyde 
ande also uppon the Northsyde of Litill Usburne, the whiche 
parcelles the saide abbot demaundes ande clamethes to be 
holden of hym by the saide John by knyghte’s service ande 
yerely rente, that the saide John schalle hawe day unto 
Witsonday next cumynge to serche his evidence, yf he eny 
hawe, for the discharge of the same’. Sealed interchangeably 
in the presence of Dampne John Ripon, cellarer of Fontaunce, 
Dampne Thomas Merston, chaplain, Dampne John 
Heslyngton, Robert Byrnaunde, esquire, John Watkynson 
and Lawrence Bayne, “lernede men’, .Roger Conyiers, 
Christopher Bayn and Hugh Norton, gentlemen, Thomas 
Man, chamberlain to the abbot, and many more. 


In 1456/7 the abbey’s rental income from Little Ouseburn was 
32s 8d;' no rent from there is recorded in the Valor Ecclesiasticus. At 
his death in 1507, William Tomlynson held nine messuages, twelve 
tofts and twenty-one bovates there from the abbot by knight service 
and an annual rent of 5s 1d.°

whole manor had been increased by 13s 4d.

church of ne a The payment of the pension of £3 6s 8d due to 
the precentor of York for the tithes of Thorpe Underwood is 
recorded in 1456/7,° but is not listed in the Valor Ecclestasticus. In that 
year the fee of the forester of Thorpe Underwood was 40s,’ the sum 
also specified in this lease. Francis Man was dead by 1535; a Peter 
Man is named as receiver of Thorpe Underwood in the Valor

Much of the abbey’s land in Whixley lay scattered in the open fields. 
These are listed in detail in the early fifteenth- -century survey Or tne 
manor which forms part of the Whixley chartulary.' The physical 
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structure of the manor is being reconstructed with the aid of this 
survey by Professor Kendall.? In addition, a number of rentals of the 
Fountains lands in Whixley survive, for the years 1305,° 1347,* 
1354/5,° 1361,° 1368’ and 1435,° as well as two which are not dated.” 
The monastery’s rental income from Green Hammerton totalled 31s 
in 1456/7;'° the Valor Ecclesiasticus fails to list either Whixley or 
Green Hammerton.

He is not to 
sublet without the abbot and convent’s special licence, on pain 
of forfeiture. John binds himself by these presents to keep all 
the woods now or hereafter growing within the lordship of 
Marton and Disforth, and not to give, fell, sell or take away to 
his own use without the abbot and convent’s or their officers’ 
assignment or warrant. He also binds himself to gather and 
levy all such rents and amercements of courts as are assigned 
to him, to make a true account, and, if necessary, to distrain 
anyone within the lordship, and bring any such distress into 
tie common falde’, and to keep it there until theo rents, 
amercements [fo 67v]| or other duties are paid. On warning, 
John is to announce the holding of the courts in the lordship, is 
to make presentment of trespassers and is to attend the abbot 
and convent and their officers when they come into the area, 
on pain of forfeiture. John also binds himself “‘to be redy with 
sufficient horse of his own frome tyme to tyme to ryde with 
the saide abbot ande convent ande his successors when he 
shalbe callede uppon, eithre to the countrie thare or elswhere 
for the tyme the saide abbot riddes, at the costes of the saide 
abbot’’, and for his good service done in past and future, for 
his “‘kepership”’ within the lordship and for his attendance, the 
abbot and convent grant him an annual fee of 30s, to be 
allowed on his account. John also binds himself by bond? with 
other collateral surities in the penalty of £40 for the per- 
formance of these premises. Sealed interchangeably, the abbot 
and convent affixing their common seal. 


In 1456/7 the abbey’s rental income from Marton totalled £24 1s 4d;° 
this had increased to £25 Os 6d in 1535.* John Wilson’s accounts for 
1526, 1527 and 1536° indicate that the land granted by this lease 
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consisted of a tenement, rent 16s, two tenements, formerly held = 
Rich and Sisson, rent (3, a cottage and bovate of land, rent 73, 
close, rent 10s, all in Marton, and seven acres of meadow in 
Dishforth, for which the rent was 6s. In 1527 the 16s is described as 
being for the land of his mother,° who was probably dead by 1536.’ 
The Valor Ecclesiasticus lists his fee as bailiff of Marton as being 40s,° 
10s more than the sum named in this lease.

It is agreed between the parties that William 
Mallory will reserve to the use of the abbot and convent, and 
send to the monastery of Fountains at suitable times at the 
abbot and convent’s expense, half the pigeon squabs (pulli 
columbarum) from the dovecote built within the manor site. 
William Mallory [fo 68] agrees to repair, clean out and 
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maintain all hedges (sepes, haie), ditches, drains and other 
defences around the manor and closes, to surrender them in 
good repair at the end of the term into the abbot and convent’s 
hands with no further claim to them, and that the abbot and 
convent have the right to relet at their pleasure without further 
impediment.

The abbey’s rental income from Rainton totalled £16 11s 6d in 
1456/7,* but had increased to £19 15s 3d in 1535.° Receiver’s 
accounts survive for Rainton between 1525/6 and 1536.° The

the vail the lordship contained numerous tenants, the receiver’s 
accounts surviving for the oe 1526 to 1537.* The 1527 account

The receipt of this rent, from William Bykers on behalf 
of Richard Green, is recorded in 1532 and 1533, the remainder of the 
abbey’s holding there being a single tenement then in the tenure of

Receiver’s accounts for Melmerby 
survive for the period 1525/6 to 1537.* This particular tenement is 
listed under John Walker’s name until 1527, cokes Thomas’s appears 
for the first time,” perhaps indicating the period at which his mother 
died, as John himself cannot have been alive at the time the lease was 
eranted.

tenementes to the saide Roger now latten, in as large forme as 
the said abbot ande his tenantes the day of makynge of thies

ther common ande odre profett as perteyned to the saide 
landes the day of makynge herof’”’. Roger covenants by these 
presents to annually pay all rents and other charges issuing 
from the [blank] of Newsome and to discharge the abbot and 
convent. If he or his heirs alienate, exchange or dispose of the 
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premises to any other persons in fee simple, fee tail or for 
terms of life or years additional to this lease, the abbot and 
convent have the right to enter and enjoy them in the right of 
their monastery, this indenture notwithstanding. Sealed 
interchangeably, the abbot and convent affixing their 
common seal. 


It is not clear what land was granted to Roger by this lease. In 1456/7 
the abbey’s rental income from Newsham totalled £5 8s.* The Valor 
Ecclesiasticus lists the rents of Newsham as being £5 16s,° yet in 
1525/6 and 1527 the receiver accounted for rents amounting to 
£6 1s 6d from nine tenants there,* presumably the other tenants 
referred to in the lease. The receipt of Roger’s own rent is recorded 
in 1536, but appears as £8 10s 4d,° perhaps because he had acquired 
the tenancy of one or more of the other tenements in the vill. Roger 
was still alive in 1537, when he sat on one of the grand juries to indict 
the rebels who had taken part in the Pilgrimage of Grace.°®

as well by the said abbot or his successors as the said Roger or

The abbey’s rental income from Kirby Wiske with its grange totalled 
£8 125 10d;' the Valor Ecclesiasticus states that in 1535 it was 
£12 17s 10d,* a figure which may be based on the rental income from 
the vill with the addition of a sum for the value of the land there 
retained in hand. The receiver’s accounts for Kirby Wiske survive 
for the period 1525/6-1537:° they demonstrate that this lease granted 
to Thomas Forster the smallest of the six tenements there, the 
combined rents of which amounted to £9 15s 8d. In addition, the 
leasing of parcels of meadow brought in a further 5s 6d per annum,”* 
but the abbey’s lands there were liable to an out-rent of 3s 4d payable 
to the castle of Richmond.° Apart from the land leased to tenants, 
Kirby Wiske also included the site of the former grange,° which in 
1495 was represented by Grange Garth and another close called the 
Parke and which were then held at will by Henry Blakburn.’ In the 
sixteenth century these two closes were held in demesne until the 
final leasing of Grange Garth to Thomas Exilby in 1538 (No. 249), 
who held it at the Dissolution.* Thomas Forster, the recipient of the 
present lease, probably died in about 1525/6, as the account for that 
year has his name crossed out and that of Christopher Routh 
substituted,’ the latter holding the tenement in 1536.'°

142. 31 October 16 Edward IV [1476]. Lease [in Latin] by the 
abbot and convent of Fountains to William Gayll of Bedell of 
all their lands, meadows, pastures and tenements in the vill 
and territory of Scabed Newton, to hold for ten years (if he 
lives that long), paying 18s per annum at the usual terms of 
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Michaelmas and Ellenmas, the first payment to be made at 
Ellenmas 1477. If his rent remains unpaid, the abbot and 
convent have the right to distrain for the rent and arrears. 
William has affixed his seal to the part of the indenture 
remaining with the abbot and convent. 


The tenement granted by this lease represented the total Fountains 
holding in the vill, which consisted of a messuage and 2 bovates 

ranted to the monks by William son of Rainald de Neuby.' Its rent 
fa remained static since at least 1456/7,° and was not to alter during 
the remainder of the monastery’s existence.’ In 1525/6 it was held by 
a later William Gaill;* Christopher Gayll paid the rent in 1527 and 
1533,° but William is again listed as the tenant in 1536.° This lease 
appears to be an addition, but in the same hand as the main body of 
the text of the Lease Book, occuring in a cramped position at the 
bottom of the page.

143. [fo 74] 20 October 1501. Lease [in Latin] by Marma- 
duke, abbot of Fountains, to Richard Strangways of three 
acres in Redkare (which extend in length from the ditch of 
Merske to the vill) with all appurtenances, commons and 
easements within and without the vill, to hold for sixty years 
from Martinmas next, paying 10s per annum at Whitsun and 
Martinmas. If his rent remains unpaid, the abbot has the right 
to distrain for the rent and arrears, and if it is six months 
overdue, the abbot can re-enter, this lease notwithstanding. 
The abbot grants Richard by these presents 2s per annum for 
his favour to the monastery in the past and in the future, 
namely 12d at each term from the rent of 10s.

These three acres, which had been granted to the monks by Ivo son 
of Albert de Graucestre,~ represented the whole Fountains holding in 
Redcar and this 10s rent its total income from the vill.* In 1527 the 
three acres were held by Richard Robynson,* but the rent was 
received from William Esby in 1529° and from Henry Esby on 
another occasion in that decade.°®

This lease granted Henry and Anne the monastery’s whole holding 
at Dromonby Grange, the rent from which had been 53s 4d in 
1456/7,' when it was held by William Hunter.’ William Esby was 
still alive in February 1529, when he made his account.’ The rents 
William and Henry | were responsible for collecting were 30s for 
meadow at Batonker,* 26s 8d for a tenement at Wombleton, 10s for a 
tenement in Stokesley, 10s for a tenement in Redcar? and 20d for land 
at Cowton.° In addition, on one occasion William Esby accounted 
for 13s 4d from a tenement in Yarnwick’ and in 1536 Henry 
accounted for rent from Yarm.® In 1529 William purchased 130 salt 
fish for the kitchen at a total cost of £5 11s 8d, paying £4 for 20 
quarters of salt in that year’ and £4 13s 4d on another occasion. '°

Lease [in Latin] by Abbot 
William and the Convent of Fountains (by their unanimous 
agreement) to William Bulmer of Wylton, knight, and 
William Bulmer, his son, of their grange of Cowton with all 
appurtenances, together with a close called Wynsyor with 
appurtenances and other adjacent lands within the bounds of

If their rent remains unpaid for one month, 
the abbot and convent, their officers or assigns have the right 
to distrain for the rent and arrears and their costs in doing so, if 
it is two months overdue, William and William are to forfeit 
20s to the abbot and convent by way of a fine and 20s for each 
month thereafter, for which the abbot and convent may also 
distrain, and if their rent is four months overdue, the abbot 
and convent can re-enter, this lease notwithstanding. William 
and William promise the abbot and convent by these presents 
on behalf of themselves and their heirs that if they acquire or 
purchase within the term any of the lands or tenements of any

The lands granted by this lease consisted of the grange of North 
Cowton, a close called Winsers in North Cowton township, the 
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meadow of Whinholme in South Cowton township, Greenberr 
Grange in Scorton township and the abbey’s manor of Nore 
Cowton, with the exception of feudal incidents and free rents. 

Cowton Grange shares the distinction with few Cistercian granges, 

notably Grange Cow Worth: and Methyrgeryn,* of having been 
investigated archaeologically.° Dr Platt has discussed the history of 
the grange at length® and it would be repetitious to reconsider his 
material here. He has, in particular, discussed the present lease,’ but, 

not having access to the Steward’s Book,*® was not aware that Sir 
William Bulmer was already, in 1525, in possession of the lands 
granted by this lease, paying the same rent.” In 1456/7 the rent for 
Greenberry was 20s and that for Cowton £4 14d.'° The Valor 
Ecclesiasticus lists Cowton and Greenberry as being worth £6 12s and 
North Cowton as worth £3 13s 11'%d,'' considerably less than the 
total rents payable by Sir William Bulmer under the terms of this 
lease.

had transferred the remainder of his term to himself.*

149. [fo 76] 6 July 9 Henry VII [1517]. Lease [in Latin] by 
Abbot Marmaduke and the Convent of Fountains (by their 
unanimous agreement) to Alice Brown, widow, and Robert 
Browne and Thomas Brown, her sons, of their grange of 
Aldeburgth near Masham, reserving to the abbot and convent 
all wood, underwood and coppices (virgulta) growing there, 
to cut down, sell or give away if and when they please, after 
which Alice, Robert and Thomas are not to pasture animals 
there for seven years after such cutting down, but are to 
enclose it by hedges and keep it in severalty without waste or 
destruction, to hold to Alice for seven years from Lady Day 
last in the manner and form in which she now holds it, paying 
£10 6s 8d per annum at Martinmas and Whitsun. She is to 
keep at her own cost one horse, twenty cows and one bull of 
the stock of the monastery and [render] ten stirks (stirce),

at her own cost every year from Michaelmas to Ellenmas one 
mare with her follower, 400 hoggets (hogg’)” or ewes (oves 
matrices), or ninety head of cattle (averia), at the abbot and 
convent’s pleasure, for which cattle and their profits she will 
render a true account to the abbot and convent or their 
auditors during the year, at once when it is requested, where 
and when she is called upon by their official, together with 
payment of all other arrears appearing in the same account. 
Alice agrees by these presents to repair and maintain all houses

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and buildings in and around the grange with walling and 
roofing (tectura), and all hedges and ditches pertaining to the 
grange, to perform all other burdens due from the grange 
and to surrender it in good repair at the end of the term. 
The abbot and convent agree by these presents that the 
grange is to remain to Robert and Thomas immediately 
after the term, of séven years 1s comipleted, “or iromr mer 
debarring if Alice takes a second husband, to hold for thirty 
years in five-year terms from the Lady Day after the end of 
the said seven years or after [Alice] marries or dies, paying 
£10 6s 8d per annum at Whitsun and Martinmas or at the 
first feast following Alice’s marriage or death and to do and 
keep all manner and forms as Alice. If their rent remains 
unpaid for forty days, if they sublet without the abbot and 
convent’s licence, if they make or permit to be made any 
waste or destruction in the grange, if they default in keeping 
the cattle, or if they render a deceitful account, [fo 76v] the 
abbot and convent or their deputies have the right to 
re-enter, this lease notwithstanding. Alice, Robert and 
Thomas concede to the abbot and convent by these presents 
free entry and exit at all times for their carts (carugia) or for 
their deputies to cut down and carry away their woods to 
their benefit and use. Sealed interchangeably, the abbot and 
convent affixing their common seal. 


In 1363 the abbey had sought permission from the Chapter 
General to lease the grange of Aldburgh to secular persons, ruined 
by the incursions of the Scots and pestilence.* Dr Platt has 
summarised an inventory of the buildings of the grange dating 
from this period.* In 1456/7 the income from Aldburgh and its 
mill was £16 6s 8d,° but this will have been received from the 
manor as well as the grange itself. 

In the mid-fifteenth century Aldburgh Grange may have been 
held in two moieties, as both Thomas Litstar and Thomas Well 
accounted for cattle there in 1454.° Thomas Well is recorded as 
residing at Aldburgh in the period 1453-1456; Thomas Lytstar is 
associated with it in 1456/7 and 1458/9,” and he or a namesake 
still held what was by then the whole grange in 1480, when he 
accounted for the grange’s full complement of one bull, twenty 
cows and six heifers.” In 1483 Thomas was replaced by Richard 
Robynson, his son,'” who in 1489 was himself replaced by Alice 
Frank.'' In the following year, the last for which the continuous 
series of stock accounts survive, Henry Franke accounted for the 
stock on the grange.'* The final, fragmentary account, which 
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dates to between 1492 and 1495, has William Browne as tenant,!° 
who is recorded as holding the grange in the 1496 rental.'* Alice 
Brown, the primary recipient of this lease, was probably his widow. 
She may have been dead by 1525/6, when sums were received from 
Robert and Thomas, her sons,!° as they were in 1527.'° Robert was 
granted a new lease of a moiety of the grange in 1536 (No. 279), but 
appears to have held the whole grange at the Dissolution.'’ The 

ock of 480 hoggets was kept on the grange during the period 1480 
to 1490,'° except in 1487. The wood of Aldburgh is mentioned in 
1457/8 and the carriage of timber from there to Baldersby in the 
same year.” 

The Valor Ecclesiasticus, despite these leases, records Aldburgh as 
being held in demesne and worth only £10.” The court roll of 1535 
(No. 278) provides details of some of the abbey’s other income from 
the manor, the whole being valued at £16 10s in 1540.°!

This grant, the original of which is Leeds City Archives VR 952, was 
printed in extenso by Walbran,' who also published brief notes on the 
recipients of the grant,* the younger of whom took part in the 
Pilgrimage of Grace but succeeded 1n avoiding execution.

and if it is half a year overdue, they can re-enter and relet at 
their pleasure, this lease notwithstanding. John and John 
promise by these presents to repair and maintain the tenement 
at their own cost (except for large timber, to be delivered 
when necessary by the lord’s forester) and to surrender it into 
the abbot and convent’s hands in good repair when they die. 
They are not to sublet, on pain of forfeiture, and bind 
themselves in the penalty of £10 to perform all these premises. 
Sealed interchangeably, the abbot and convent affixing their 
common seal. 


In 1456/7 the abbey’s rental income from Swinton was £4 16s 5d;' by 
1535, it had risen to £5 6s.7 This lease, the original of which is Leeds 
City Archives VR 4964 and which was referred to by Walbran,° 
probably granted to John Bekwith and his son the tenement there 
which in 1496 had been held by Richard Sclater, whose name had 
been altered to that of Marmaduke Beckwith in the rental.* Walbran 
has published a long note on this family, including details of its 
relationship with the monastery. °

If their rent remains 
unpaid, the abbot and convent have the right to distrain for it 
and their costs in doing so, and if it is six months overdue, 
they can re-enter and relet at their pleasure without further 
claim or interruption from John and John [fo 77v] or anyone 
acting for them, this lease notwithstanding. John and John 
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bind themselves by these presents to repair and maintain the 
messuage at their own cost, except for large timber, which 
will be taken from the abbot and convent’s woods and 
delivered at the discretion of the officer and keeper of the 
same, any further timber being felled at John and John’s cost. 
They also bind themselves by these presents not wilfully to 
waste the woods growing on the tenement, and not to take 
wood for their own use without the abbot and convent’s 
special licence and [without] delivery by their officer, on pain 
of forfeiture. John and John are not to sublet for a term of 
years or otherwise, on pain of forfeiture, and stand bound by 
deed’ with other of their friends in the penalty of £10 for the 
performance of these premises. Sealed interchangeably, the 
abbot and convent affixing their convent seal. 


In 1456/7 the abbey’s rental income from Swetton and Carlesmoor 
(in Kirkby Malzeard township) together totalled £5 16d.* In 1535 the 
rent from Swetton was £2 6s and that from Carlesmoor £2 18s 84d,° 
indicating a small increase in rent from the two places of 3s 4d in the 
intervening period. In 1521 Christopher Metcalfe agreed to mow the 
meadows of Swetton (No. 155). The original of the present lease 1s 
now Leeds City Archives VR 4849.

Lease [in English] by the 
abbot and convent of Fontaunce to Richard Bekwith, 
Catherine his wife and Richard Beckwith their son of their 
grange or lodge of Nutwithcote with all appurtenances in the 
parish of Masham and all closes, pastures, lands and meadows 
belonging to it, and a tenement in the same parish’ called 
Thwatehows with all lands, closes, pastures and meadows 
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pertaining to it, to hold for forty-eight years from Ellenmas last, 
paying 30s per annum forthe grange and the lands belonging to it 
at Michaelmas and Easter. Richard, Catherine and Richard are to 
keep at their own cost twenty cows and six heifers (“whyes’’) of 
the abbot and convent’s store, which were delivered to them on 
the day of making this indenture, and from their “‘remanez”’, 
profits, ““gaynage’”’ and “‘newinge’”’ are to deliver annually at 
Whitsun ten “‘strykes’’, worth 4s each, and also agree by these 
presents to deliver annually to the house of Fontaunce 26 stone 
8ibs of “‘goode ande sufficient chese, able mete’, and 
13 stone 4/bs of “good able ande convenable butter” before All 
Hallows, “‘accordynge to the custome ande usaige of olde tyme 
therusyd”’. Richard, Catherine and Richard arealso to pay £4 per 
annum at Michaelmas and Easter for Thwate Howse, and are to 
maintain the houses, hedges and closes in thatch and mortar at 
their own cost, and at the end of the term leave them in as good 
condition as they found them, without waste to the houses, 
woods and “‘sprynges”’ belonging to the grange and tenement. 
They [fo 78v] are not to sublet without the abbot and convent’s 
licence, on pain of forfeiture, and on reasonable request and 
warning are personally to appear in the monastery at the 
customary time and account for the profits and “‘gaynage’”’ of the 
cows and other premises, and pay such duties and arrears as are 
found on their account. If their rent remains unpaid for a month, 
the abbot and convent have the right to distrain for the rent and 
arrears, and if itis half a year overdue, they can re-enter and put 
out Richard, Catherine and Richard, this indenture notwith- 
standing. If Richard, Catherine and Richard make default in 
delivering the “‘styrkes’’, butter and cheese, they are to pay 4s for 
every ‘stryke’ not delivered, 8d for every stone of cheese and 12d 
for every stone of butter. The abbot and convent may take, fell, 
give, sell and carry away wood or “‘casualte”’ from their woods 
or elsewhere on the grange and tenement, with free entry and 
exit at their pleasure, without interruption from Richard, 
Catherine and Richard. The lease is to be void if they die. Sealed 
interchangeably, the abbot and convent affixing their common 
seal. 


This lease, the original of which is Leeds City Archives VR 939, was 
summarised by Walbran.* Richard Kendall appears to have had some 
connection with Nutwith Cote in 1456/7,’ but the abbey’s keeper 
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there was Richard Becwith, who accounted for stock at the lodge 
between 1455 and 1458/9.4 He, or a namesake, accounted for stock 
there between 1480 and 1490,” and, after the grant of this lease in 
1495, was recorded as holding Nutwith Cote in 1496.° It was 
presumably the younger Richard Bekwith of this lease who 
accounted in 1525/6’ and 1526/7, on the latter occasion being 
allowed 17s 4d for a gown and his fee.* The Valor Ecclesiasticus states 
that Nutwith Cote was held in demesne and was worth 66s 8d,’ 
which implies that land was held there in addition to that leased with 
the lodge. Thwaite House 1s recorded as being in the elder Richard’s 
tenure in 1496'° and was valued at £4 in 1535.'' The younger 
Richard, together with Lucy his wife and Christopher his son, was 
granted a new forty-eight-year lease of both Nutwith Cote and 
Ahwaite House in 1537 (No. 257).

This rent almost certainly relates to the two third parts of a carucate 
of land in Thornbrough, the service of which, due from William son 
of Ranulf de Middelton, had been given to the monks by William 
son of Robert de Stainley and by Henry son of Hugh de Jarnewyke.*

Lease [in English] by 
Abbot Marmaduke and the Convent of Fonteyns to Margaret 
Atkynson of Pott and Richard Atkynson her son of all that 
part of their grange and lodge called Pott with closes, 
meadows, pastures and appurtenances, now in Margaret’s 
holding, to hold for thirty years from Ellenmas next, paying 
16s per annum at Whitsun and Martinmas. Margaret and 
Richard agree by these presents “‘femanly” to keep annually at 
their own cost ten cows, two heifers (““wheis’’) and two 
“styrkes”’ of the monastery’s stock at all times of year, and are 
annually to deliver at the ““chesehouse” of the monastery of 
Fonteyns 13 stone 4/bs of cheese and 6 stone 8lbs of butter “‘of 
good ande laufull meite”’ before Martinmas at the sight of the 
‘“‘monke officer” there. If at the abbot and convent’s audit the 
cheese and butter is found to be wholly or partly undelivered, 
Margaret and Richard are to pay at their account 8d for every 
stone of cheese not delivered and 12d for every stone of butter. 
Margaret and Richard agree by these presents to deliver 
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annually five “‘styrkes” from the issue of the ten cows and two 
heifers worth 4s each, and if they are valued at less by the 
““feemaster of the saide monastery ande his cownseill’”’, or if 
they do not deliver the “olde rate” of five “styrkes’”’, they 
agree by these presents at the abbot and convent’s next audit to 
pay 4s in money for every “‘styrke”’ not delivered and money 
for the “‘styrkes”’ valued under 4s each. They also agree by 
these presents to keep, “with Robert Loge, or oder in his 
rowmeth’’, every third year from Michaelmas to Ellenmas a 
flock of 300' of the abbot and convent’s wethers on the pasture 
pertaining to the grange at their own cost as part of their farm, 
to pay an out-rent charged on the lodge of 26s 8d for a cow 
pasture, now named the Knowe Rake, [fo 79v] and to repair 
and maintain at their own cost all houses (except for large 
timber), hedges, walls, ditches, drains and defences pertaining 
to the tenement, and quietly to leave it at the end of the term in 
the abbot and convent’s hands in good repair with no further 
claim to it. Margaret and Richard also agree by these presents 
not to fell, or cause to be felled, any of the abbot and convent’s 
wood “of warraunt” within the lordship of Pott without their 
licence, except for “‘lefull fellynge of hollynge bowes ande 
othre brushewode at seasonable tyme of the yere callide 
brusynge for pastour of cattell ande also oke bowez, not 
tymber, for ther fewell ande makynge of ther fenciez”’ without 
waste, and that if their rent or any money on their accounts for 
eneese, butter, “styrkes’, the Cow Rake or keeping ‘the 
wether flock remains unpaid for half a year, the abbot and 
convent have the right to re-enter, expel them and relet, this 
indenture notwithstanding. Margaret and Richard agree by 
these presents not to sublet without the abbot and convent’s 
licence, on pain of forfeiture, and that the lease is to be void if 
they both die, the abbot and convent re-entering the tenement 
the Ellenmas following and expelling any others there, this 
indenture notwithstanding. Sealed interchangeably, the abbot 
and convent affixing their convent seal. Given at Fontaunce in 
the chapter house. 


This lease, the original of which 1s Leeds City Archives VR 948 and 
which was summarised by Walbran,” is for only part of the lodge of 
Pott, the total rent for which was £5 6s 8d in 1456/7* and £6 in 1496.° 
The Valor Ecclesiasticus lists it amongst the abbey’s demesnes and 
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states that it was worth £13 6s 8d.° From 1454 to 1458/9 William 
Askwith can be demonstrated to have been the abbey’s tenant there, ’ 
and Thomas Askwith held it with John Bekwith in 1480.° In 1488 
Thomas was replaced as tenant by Miles Askwith’ and in 1490 John 
Bekwith, William Atkynson Pe Miles Askwith jointly accounted 
for stock there.'° In 1496 John Beckwith, Margaret Askwithe, 
William Atkynson and Robert Loge are named as tenants,'! 
Margaret Atkynson, the principal recipient of this lease, probably 
being William’s widow. Margaret was probably dead by 1526, her 
son Richard accounting for He rent there, as did John Bekwith, 
William Scleghthome and John Bayne for theirs.'* In 1536, nearly 
twelve years before this lease was due to expire, Richard obtained 
another lease of the same portion of the lodge for the term of his life 
(No. 280). 

There is evidence for cattle being pastured at Pott in 1433, when 
the abbot claimed that Roger Lounde and William Beeston had 
driven five cows away to Masham and detained them there.!” 
Between 1480 and 1489 two bulls, sixty cows and eighteen heifers 
were kept there, as well as between one and four oxen.'* There is no 
mention of oxen in the 1490 account '° and, since they are not listed 
in the 1496 rental'® either, the obligation to keep them may have 
ended then. 

The lease states that the flock of wethers should be kept by 
Margaret and Richard every third year, because other tenants at Pott 
would have been responsible for it during the other two years. In the 
ten years 1480 to 1489 it was well below its nominal number of 360, 
averaging 290 head during the period,'’ the highest number at the 
audit being 331 in 1480'® and the lowest 248 at the end of the 

eriod,'’ even though seventy-five had been lost through murrain in 
1481.20 William Settill accounted with the other tenants in 1480,7! 
accounting jointly with Robert Settill in 1483.°? In 1484 Richard 
Settill accounted along with John Bekwith,*> but in 1488 was 
replaced by Robert Settill.** The 2s 4d which was spent on repairing 
a Hips there in 1458/9 may have been for the provision of the 
large timber mentioned in the lease.

This payment was for the Cow Rake, an out-rent which is omitted 
from the Valor Ecclesiasticus but which is listed in the 1496 rental* and

lease of 1518 (No. 160). By 1540 Sir Christopher Danby held part of 
the lodge of Pott,° perhaps the portion which in 1526 had been held 
by William Scleghthome.® It is not certain whether this agreement 
was made by Marmaduke Huby or Marmaduke Bradley. It either 
dates to between the death of Margery’s husband in 1517 and the 
former abbot’s death, or to between Marmaduke Bradley’s election 
in 1536 and Brian Higdon’s death in June 1539.

162. 28 June 20 Henry VII [1505]. Lease [in Latin] by Abbot 
Marmaduke and the Convent of Fountains to Christopher 
Horseman and James his son of half a tenement called Dalagh 
in the parish of Kirkbymalsarde, formerly in Christopher’s 
tenure againt the will of the abbot, to hold for fifteen years 
from the date of these preseitts, paying 45 per anni ae 
Whitsun and Martinmas, providing the abbot and convent 
give and allocate Christopher and James 5s from the £5 at the 
same terms by way of a reward (regardum) at the instance of 
Thomas [Savage], archbishop of York, and providing that if in 
the future Christopher or James keep and pasture any of the 
abbot and convent’s animals in the winter, but not more than 
thirty animals at most, the abbot and convent will allocate 
Christopher and James 12d for every animal present there in 
winter. Christopher and James are to repair and maintain as 
necessary all the houses, buildings, hedges, stone walls, 
ditches and drains in or around the half-tenement at their own 
cost, except for timber and stone tiles (lapides tegulares) for 
repairing the tenement whenever necessary. If their rent is in 
arrears, the abbot and convent have the right to distrain for the 
rent and arrears, and if it is quarter of a year overdue, if any 
distraint should be redeemed by writ or suit, or if the 
tenement were not sufficiently maintained or other waste were 
made, the abbot and convent or their officers can re-enter and 
expel them, this lease notwithstanding. The lease 1s to be void 
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if they die. Sealed interchangeably, the abbot and convent 
affixing their common seal. 


The value of the lodge of Dallow fell sharply during the last century 
of the monastery’s existence. in 1456/7 its rent was £9,' but the Valor 
Ecclesiasticus lists it as only worth £4 15s,* i.e. the rent specified by 
this lease less the 5s mentioned within it. In the mid-fifteenth century 
the lodge was held by William Whelhouse, who is recorded as 
keeping cattle there between 1455 and 1457/8° and whose house 
there was repaired at a cost of 10s in 1458/9.* In 1480 Christopher 
Horsman accounted for thirty stotts he had held during the year, 
although all had been returned to the feemaster before the date of the 
audit.” No cattle were kept there from that date until 1488, when he 
received ten,° a level which was to be maintained until 1490, when 
he returned nine stotts to the feemaster during the course of the year 
and had only one in his hands at the time of the audit.’ The 
fragmentary stock account, which dates to between 1492 and 1495, 
states that he had received forty stotts,> more than the number 
ee by this lease. Since Christopher had held the lodge against 
the abbot’s will, he had to pay an entry fine and the arrears in his rent 
to obtain this lease (No. 163). Lawrence Horseman was leased two 
closes at Skell Gill and Wake Hill in 1525 (No. 164).

The statement in Christopher and beat s lease (No. 162) that the 
former had held the lodge against the abbot’s ill suggests that the 
abbey may have tried unsuccessfully to eject him for non- payment.

Lawrence is to repair 
and maintain as necessary at his own cost during the term all 
hedges, walls and ditches pertaining to the said closes, and 1s 
not to make waste in the woods and underwood growing 
within the boundaries of the grange or lodge of Dalaghe, on 
pain of forfeiture. He is not to sublet without the abbot and 
convents special licence, on pain of Torteiture: “Sealed 
interchangeably, the abbot and convent affixing their 
common seal. 


Giles Horseman may have been the son or brother of James 
Horseman, whose term granted under his lease of 1505 would have 
ended in 1520 (No. 162). Lawrence probably held the whole lodge, 
two closes at Skell Gill Sy Wake Hill ( On *193709) ) being added to 
it under the terms of this lease. This sau rent is not listed in the Valor 
Ecclesiasticus, which only records the rent received from the lodge 
itself (see No. 162, notes).

Sealed 
interchangeably, the abbot and convent affixing their common 
seal. 


This agreement, which was made as a result of an earlier agreement 
made six weeks before (No. 168), relates to the abbey’s total holdin 

in Bridge Hewick, in Brampers, Brier Hill and Cold Keld, ahi 
had been granted by Peter son of Wimund.! The charters referred to 
in this agreement are not the original grant, but two confirmations 
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and a release by Peter’s descendant, Robert de Hydewyn.? In 1456/7 
the monastery” s total income from Hewick was 10s? and in 1535 
40s,* a difference so large that it suggests that one of these figures 
may be incorrect.

iven as 145 in the Valor Ecclesiasticus,* although the latter figure is at 
ieice 8d too low, as the total of the rent specified in this lease and the 
free rent awarded in 1506 (No. 169) amount to 14s 8d. If the 8d rent 
which had earlier been received from Miles Man was not the same as 
one of those payable by Catherine Pigott (No. 169), the total will 
have been ee still.

He 
is not to sublet without special licence, to such persons as the 
abbot and convent are satisfied with, this lease notwith- 
standing, and at the end of the term is to surrender the 
tenement in good repair [fo 84v] into the abbot and convent’s 
hands, and quietly remove himself and his belongings. 
William binds himself on pain of forfeiture to fulfil all the 
contents rehearsed above and “‘to be accordyngly as becumyth 
hym a trew tenaunt and of gud behavor, demeaner and beryng 
towarde the monastery of Fountance, and to the lord and 
maisters ther, boith in worde and dede’’. Sealed inter- 
changeably, the abbot and convent affixing their convent seal. 


The abbey’s total rental income from Sleningford was £4 14s 4d in 
both 1456/7! and 1535,7 from which an out-rent of 30s was due to 
the dean and chapter of York.’ Although William’s right to the 
particular tenement granted by this lease was through his wife, it is 
probable that he and his ancestors also held land there, as Thomas 
Unithorn of Sleningford bought two cows from the monastery for 
16s in 1455.*

173. 1 October 16 Henry VIII [1524]. Lease [in English] by 
Abbot Marmaduke and the Convent of Fontance to George 
Bekwith and Janet Wilson, formerly the wife of John Wilson 
of Slennyngfurth, now to be George’s wife, of a tenement in 
Slennyngfurth, late in John’s holding, to hold for twenty-one 
years from Ellenmas next paying 44s per annum at the 
customary terms, namely Martinmas and Whitsun. If their 
rent remains unpaid for four months, the abbot and convent 
have the right to distrain for the rent and arrears, and if it is 
half a year overdue they can re-enter and relet at their pleasure, 
this lease notwithstanding. George and Janet bind themselves 
by these presents to maintain and repair the tenement at their 
own cost, except for large timber for necessary repairs, which 
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will be delivered to them by the officer. They further bind 
themselves by these presents not to make waste, on pain of 
forfeiture. “‘If it shall happyn the seid George to dye afore the 
seid Janet within the yeres aforesaid, then the seid Janet shall 
mary none other housband unto the said fermehold withowte 
speciall licence of the seid abbot and convent’’, and if they 
bot die the lease: is ‘to be void. George and Janet. bind 
themselves to leave the tenement in good repair at the end of 
the term [fo 85] without further claim to it, and for the 
performance of these premises they are to make a bond! with 
two other collateral sureties to the abbot and convent. Sealed 
interchangeably, the abbot and convent affixing their convent 
seal.

174. 8July 18 Henry VIII [1526]. Lease [in English] by Abbot 
William and the Convent of Fountance to Thomas Playn of 
Slennyngfurth of the whole farmhold in Slennyngfurth now 
in the holding of Thomas Steill and William Playn, to hold for 
twenty years from Thomas Steill’s death, paying 46s 8d per 
annum at the customary terms of Whitsun and Martinmas. If 
their rent remains unpaid for four weeks the abbot and 
convent have the right to distrain for the rent and arrears, and 
if it is four months overdue, they can re-enter and expel them, 
this lease notwithstanding. Thomas Playn is to repair and 
maintain all hedges, walls, ditches and defences around the 
farmhold, “‘and also tenande-lyke uphold in all maner of 
thynges as thake, morter, lattes, nailles and all other thynges 
neccessary, except grosse tymbre, whych the seid abbot and 
convent shall fynde at the costes and cariage of the seid 
Thomas, to be takyn at seasonable tyme of theym when it 
shalbe required”. Thomas is not to sublet, on pain of 
forfeiture, and is to leave the tenement “‘tenandeable”’ and in 
good repair at the end of the term. Sealed interchangeably, the 
abbot and convent affixing their convent seal. 


Thomas’s family had been tenants of the abbey in Sleningford for 
some time, as the receipt of rent and oats from Thomas Playn of 
Sleningford was recorded in 1454 and 1455. !

Lease [in Latin] by 
Abbot Marmaduke and the Convent of Fountains (by their 
unanimous agreement) to Marmaduke Abbott of Aldefeld of a 
tenement in Aldefelde with appurtenances late in the tenure of 
William Abbott, Marmaduke’s father, one meadow in 
Aldefeld called Milneyng, near Sowermyre, and one tenement 
in Longeley with appurtenances [now] in William’s tenure, to 
hold for forty years from Ellenmas last, paying 30s for the 
tenement in Aldfeld, 13s 4d for the meadow of Milneyng and 
24s for the tenement in Longeley annually at Whitsun and 
Martinmas. If his rent remains unpaid for three months, the 
abbot and convent have the right to distrain for the rent and 
arrears, and if it is six months overdue, they can re-enter and 
expel him, this lease notwithstanding. Marmaduke agrees by 
these presents to maintain all houses and buildings now on or 
to be constructed on the tenement, and all ditches, hedges, 
drains and other defences pertaining to the tenement at his 
own cost, except for large timber, which will be delivered to 
him by the abbot and convent as necessary, and to surrender 
the houses, buildings and other premises in good repair at the 
end of the term. If Marmaduke dies the residue of the term is 
to remain to his wife Dianisia during her widowhood, and if 
she re-marries, to his son (if he then has a son surviving). If at 
the day of his death Marmaduke does not have a son and 
Dionissa, surviving him, remarries, the abbot and convent 
have the right to expel her, or anyone acting for her, and relet. 
Sealed interchangeably, the abbot and convent affixing their 
common seal. 


In 1456/7 the abbey’s rental income from Aldfield and its mill 
totalled £21 19!/d;! in 1535 this had risen to £25 16s 2d,? from which 
an out-rent of 9s was payable to Ripon Minster.° The free rent of 5s 
per annum payable to John Constable (see No. 177) is not listed in 
the Valor Ecclesiasticus. The Lease Book contains more leases for 
Aldfield (Nos 175, 176, 235, 256, 259, 267, 270)* than for any of the 
monastery’s other holdings. Lumley, in Laverton township, yielded 
rent amounting to £10 3s in 1456/7, but is not listed in the Valor 
Ecclesiasticus.

Lease [in English] 
by Abbot Marmaduke and the Convent of Fontance to 
Geoffrey Swayn and Richard Swayn his son of a cottage with 
appurtenances in Aldefelde, late in Geoffrey’s holding, to hold 
for thirty years from Ellenmas last, paying [fo 86] 8s per 
annum at the customary terms of Whitsun and Martinmas. If 
their rent remains unpaid for three months, the abbot and 
convent have the right to distrain for the rent and arrears, and 
if it is four months overdue, they can re-enter and relet at their 
pleasure without interruption from Geoffrey and Richard or 
anyone acting for them. Geoffrey and Richard bind them- 
selves by these presents to repair and maintain the cottage at 
their own cost, except for large timber, to be delivered to 
them as necessary at the sight of the officer there. They are not 
to sublet without the abbot and convent’s special licence, and 
at the end of the term are quietly to leave the cottage in the 
abbot and convent’s hands in good repair. The lease is to be 
void if they die. Sealed interchangeably. 


177. 19 March 12 Henry VIII [1521]. Indented bill [in 
English] stating that Master John Constable, esquire, received 
from Marmaduke, abbot of Fontance, 10s in full payment of 
the free rent of Aldefeld for the previous two years (formerly 
belonging to Sir Robert Plumpton, knight), namely 5s per 
annum payable at the customary terms of Whitsun and 
Martinmas, for which John acquits the abbot from the 
beginning of the world to the date of making this bill.

Inspeximus and confirmation [in Latin] by John Norton of 
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Norton, knight, lord of Salley, to Marmaduke, now abbot of 
Fountains, and his successors, reciting that William Cressuner, 
John’s ancestor, gave by his charter to the monks of Fountains 
all his quarries (querela) and millstones in Stainbane in the 
territory of Salley in pure and perpetual alms, with free entry 
and exit over all his land [then reciting in extenso the text of 
that charter],' and that for the souls of himself, his ancestors 
and all faithful departed, John by these presents grants the 
abbot and his successors liberty and an easement in all his 
quarries (querrere) to get stone in all his lands, pastures and 
moors of Salley (except his manor and demesne lands) with 
free entry and exit, namely that the abbot and his successors 
are free to make quarries wherever, whenever and as often as 
they wish in the said lands, pastures and moors for all their 
work and building in the monastery of Fountains and also in 
their granges of Morker, Haddokstanes, Swanley and 
Brymbem, for roofing, building and repairs, with freedom to 
fell any trees growing on these quarries (leaving to John and 
his heirs trees thus felled) and to take and carry away all the 
stone at all times of year without hindrance from John or 
anyone acting in his name. Warranty. Sealing clause. Given in 
the monastery of Fountains. Witnesses: Ranulph Pygot, 
knight, Ranulph Nevell, esquire, Robert Chilton, gentleman, 
Anthony Schorthoise and many others.

English] made at Fountance by Abbot William and the 
Convent of Fountance to Richard Malthowse of Salley of a 
moiety of a messuage, a moiety of a toft and a moiety of a 
croft with appurtenances in Salley, near Fountaunce, now in 
the holding of Margaret Coottes, widow, to hold for sixty 
years from: Lady Day next, paying 354d per anni iat 
Ellenmas and Michaelmas. If his rent remains unpaid at either 
of the feasts, the abbot and convent, their officers and servants 
have the right to distrain for the rent and arrears, and if it is 
forty days overdue, they can re-enter, this lease notwith- 
standing. Sealed interchangeably, the abbot and convent 
affixing their convent seal. 
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The land granted by this lease only constituted a small part of the 
Fountains holding in Sawley, the rent from which totalled 42s in 
1456/7! and 69s 4d in 1535.° This increase may be partly due to the 
purchase of more land there in 1457/8.°

Martyn next ensuying after the daite herof unto the ende and 
terme of 40 yeres be fully completyd in forme and maner 
folowyng. That is to say, thay and eyther of theym shall 
maike and reparell all mayner of hegynges abowte the 
abowndes of the seid grange, excepte ther be ony new 
spreynges maid, which the seid abbot and convent shall make 
or cause to be maide at the first tyme, after to be upholden and 
keped by the said Petre and Agnes hys wyff; also they shall 
mawe and make or cause to be mawyd and maide all suche hay 
as shall grew and be gotten abowte the seid grange wherwith 
they and eyther of thame shall kepe 8 oxen and 20 kye with 
ther followers after the custome of oder thare graunges, that is 
to say thre of 3 yere olde, 3 of two yere olde and thre sterkettes 
erothe ushewys of the seid kye, and: all other sterkettes 
commynge therof, to be keped ther unto the tyme they be 
worthe 4s apeice after the jugement and estimacyon of the fee 
master for the tyme beyng, wherupon they shall delyver at the 
chesehouse in Fontance yerely afore the feist of Saynt Martyn 
in wynter 26 stone and 4/b of chese and 13 stone and 8/b of 
butter, of gude and sufficient mane’s mete, or elles in defalte of 
delyvery of every stone of chese not delyverde at the comptes 
they shall pay 8d [fo 87v] ande for every stone of butter 12d; 
also he shall yerely kepe one wedder floke within the bowndes 
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of the seyd graunge from Michaelmas unto Saynt Elynmas 
weille and femanly, except the said abbot and convent and ther 
successors shall fynd tarre and salve at all tymes when it shalbe 
required, also he shall kepe all other suche catell as shalbe put 
to his charges and kepyng with hay, oke and hollyn broge 
under such mayner as he shall make no waste nor unreason- 
able distruction of the woddes, ande also two stode mayres 
with ther folles frome Michaelmes unto Saynt Elynmes, for 
the wiche serves the said Peter and Agnes (if she leiffe after 
hym and can and may fulfyll the seid serves duryng her 
wedowhede,and if she mary withoute licence and consent of 
the seid abbot and convent and ther successors clerely to be 
expulsyd and put from thens) shall receyve yerely fore all 
mayner of wages 20s at Witsonday and Martynmas in wynter 
by evyn porcyon, also he shall receyve at the graner of 
Fountance yerely two quarteris of harde corne, the one of 
whete and the other of rye, unto suche tyme as he may gett 
suche two clausures in temperance as of olde tyme haith beyn 
occupied, and then after that to receve two quarters of malte at 
the malte garner after Rypon mensure upon the liberalitye of 
the seid abbot and convent, also the seid abbot and convent 
shall fynde all mayner of stuffe necessarye unto cariage, ande 
the seid Peter to fynde all plught gere as he wylbe served at his 
own coste and provision, also 6 kye with thayr folowers to the 
be,one yere olde: And if so be the seid 20 kye at any tyme 
herafter be takyn away from thens, then they to have 8 kye in 
forme and mayner aforeseid, and also one horse for the mylne 
and the marketh, one mayre with hir folle, 40 yewes with ther 
lammes unto they be one yere olde and also 20 gelde sheipe in 
wynter, with also 1 fawte kowe or stote tewardes hys larder, 
provided alway that the seid Peter and Agnes hys wiffe shall 
make no waste of our woddes of warraunte, bot kepe thame as 
trewe servaundes, ande all falters and trespassers within the 
seid woddes dewly and trewlye represent in ther courte at 
Brymbem from yere to yere, also the seid Peter and Agnes his 
wyff shall weill, trewly, diligently and indeferently behave 
themselfes, boithe in worde and dede, to thare lorde and 
masters, in payne of lesynge thare serves. In witnes wherof the 
partes abown rehersyd to theis indentors written the yere ande 
day abown expressed haith enterchaungeably put to thare 
sealles. 
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The grange of Warsill, whose earthworks have been identified by Dr 
Platt,“ was retained in demesne until shortly before the Dissolution, 
when it was leased for an annual rent of 66s 8d (No. 247), the value it 
is given in the Valor Ecclesiasticus.” Its acreage excluding the grange 
buildings and its gardens was estimated in the Dissolution Survey as 
472 acres,* although this is obviously an approximate figure only. 
John West was the keeper there in the mid-fifteenth century, his 
wage being 26s 8d in 1454,° 6s 8d more than Peter and Agnes Smyth 
were to receive under the terms of this agreement. John accounted 
for sheep in 1456/7 and 1458/9,° and in 1453 St Wilfrid’s iron was 
obtained for branding cattle there.’ Alice Weste was the keeper of 
Warsill later in the century, accounting in the period 1480-1490 for a 
herd of oxen which averaged Ce Oe at the time of the annual 
audit.® It was at its smallest, at fifty-five, in 1484” and at its largest, at 
seventy-three head, in 1487.'° The keeping of a large herd of oxen 
there ceased sometime between that period and the date of this lease, 
as Peter and Agnes Smyth were to Lap eight oxen only, although 
also twenty cows and nine heifers. 

The lease fails to provide evidence for the wintering of a wether 
flock at Warsill, although this certainly took place in the fifteenth 
century. Between 1480 and 1490 the flock averaged 273 head at the 
audit, !! reaching its peak, at 311 head, in 1484,'* and its lowest point 
in 1482, when it numbered only 221.'° There is some evidence to 
suggest that in summer this flock was pastured at Chapel House. 
John West accounted jointly with John Lalandes in 1456/7 and 
1458/9,'* and the latter was probably tenant of Chapel House. 
Similarly Alice West accounted with Henry Laylande in 1480,’ who 
probably died in 1488, when Sissot Laylande replaced him.'® Alice 
West also accounted with Sissot in 1489,’ although she had 
accounted with Robert Kydde in the previous year.'® Robert was 
tenant of a moiety of Lainger House in 1496’? and it is possible that 
on that occasion the Warsi flock was sent to Lainger House instead 
of to Chapel House. It is significant that neither the 1496 rental*? nor 
the leases of Chapel House of 1507 and 1529 (Nos. 68, 69) record the 
obligation to keep this flock. Christopher and William Hudson ma 
have been labourers employed at Warsill in the mid-fifteent 
century.*! There was also a onesie there, who was paid 13s 4d in 
1456/7;77 in 1535 the office was held by Miles Hardcastell together 
with that of Brimham and Winsley.

181.. .23 January 22 Henry VIl[1507]. Lease [in Latial, by 
Marmaduke, abbot of Fountains, to Emmota Lemynge, 
widow, and Maurice her son, of a tenement with appur- 
tenances in Eveston, late in the tenure of William Lemyng, her 
husband and Maurice’s father, to hold for the life of the longer 
liver from Candlemas next, paying 20s per annum at Whitsun 
and Martinmas. The lease 1s to be void unless Emmota 
remains a widow. Emmota and Maurice are to maintain and 
repair all houses, buildings, walls and drains during their lives 
and at their deaths surrender the tenement in good repair. If 
their rent remains unpaid for two months, the abbot and 
convent have the right to distrain for the rent [fo 88] and 
arrears, and if it is three months overdue, they can re-enter and 
expel them, this indenture notwithstanding. They are not to 
sublet without the abbot and convent’s special licence, and the 
lease is to be void if they die. Emmota and Maurice are to pay 
the abbot at Ellenmas next 40s for the entry fine (garsuma) of 
the said tenement. Sealed interchangeably, the abbot affixing 
the seal of his office. 


Eavestone itself is only situated 3 miles (5 km) to the west of the 
abbey, but Fountains had little land in the township, from which its 
rental income totalled 28s in 1456/7! and 30s in 1535.* From this sum 
an out-rent of 2s per annum was payable from two bovates there 
under the terms ne grant from Robert the forester.? The payment 
of this sum is recorded in 1456/7,* and in 1535 it was payable to 
Arthur Preston.? The monastery was working a quarry in Eavestone 
in the mid-fifteenth century;° John Stevens Held a tenement in the 
township at the same period, but, since his annual rent only totalled 
9s,’ it is unlikely to have been the same tenement as was granted by 
this lease.

Lease [in English| 
by Abbot Marmaduke and the Convent of Fontance to Ralph 
Scayffe and Robert his son of half a tenement called 
Felbekhouse, with half a ground called Groyves, late in the 
holding of John Wodde (except for the timber growing there), 
to hold jointly for ten years from Ellenmas last. [fo 88v] Ralph 
and Robert bind themselves by these presents to repair and 
maintain the tenement at their own cost, without making any 
waste, and are to pay the whole free rent to the lord cardinal, 
his deputies or “‘grayves’’ at the customary terms (thus 
discharging the abbot and convent), on pain of forfeiture. The 
abbot and convent also grant Ralph and Robert jointly by 
these presents a ground called Northpastor, with all grounds, 
meadows and pastures pertaining to it (as now bounded by 
hedges), with sufficient ““brusyng”’ for such of the abbot and 
convent’s cattle as are in their keeping, for their own cattle and 
for hedging Northpastor, to be taken without waste from the 
woods belonging to it, reserving all other woods and the 
“sprynges’’ at present existing or made hereafter, to hold 
jointly for ten years from Ellenmas last, for which Ralph and 
Robert bind themselves by these presents to be true servants to 
the abbot and convent, and to keep annually thirty-five 
“stottes’” and one mare with her follower at their own cost 
from Michaelmas to Ellenmas, and also similarly every second 
year a flock of wethers called the ““Northpastor floke’’. Ralph

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and Robert agree to receive the cattle by tally at the hands of 
the “‘femayster”’ or his deputies, and similarly to deliver them 
again at the customary times and places, and are to make an 
account for the cattle and also for the oxen once a year at the 
audit time. If any die or are lost through their fault, they are to 
make amends at the discretion of the auditor, and if any die 
not through their fault, they are to deliver the skins to the 
“femaster’ and to the “barkhowse’’ by tally,, and te make 
account for these according to custom. They are to keep the 
abbot and convent “‘hermlesse”’ from any damage done to 
other persons by the cattle in their charge. The abbot and 
convent give Ralph and Robert by these presents “licence and 
libertye to stube upe and clense certayn growndes within the 
bowndes aforesaid to ther more advantage and profett, so the 
same be done with consent of the seid abbot or his cellerer’’. 
The abbot. and. convent have the right to. take, fell, sellhand 
carry away wood, with free entry and exit at all times at their 
pleasure, and if in the future they cause any of the woods to be 
felled and “‘layd in sprynges’’, Ralph and Robert agree to keep 
the “‘sprynges”’ during the “‘fense tyme’’. It is agreed that if, at 
the sight of the “‘femaister’’, Ralph and Robert do not keep the 
cattle as they ought, or if they make wilful waste of the woods 

r “sprynges’’, they are to forfeit the lease, the abbot and 
convent re-entering and reletting without interruption from 
Ralph of Robert or anyone acting for them, this lease 
notwithstanding. Sealed interchangeably. 


This lease is of three separate holdings, all lying in the township of 
High and Low Bishopside.' The Dissolution Survey indicates that 
Fell Beck House consisted of four large closes, Cow Close, Moor 
Ing, High Wood and Round Spring, which together were estimated at 
180 acres, and enclosed pasture on Brimham Moor for thirty-five 
stotts in winter and four oxen for the whole year.* Ralph and Robert 
did not pay any rent to the abbey, but were to pay the free rent due 
to the archbishop, which the 1496 rental records as being 26s 8d,° 
although its rent is recorded as 20s in 1535.* Northpastor should 
probably not be identified with North Pasture (SE 207657), which 
was held by George Bell 1n1540,° but with High North Pasture (SE 
204654); the fact that Ralph and Robert were only responsible for the 
North Pasture flock every other year itself suggests that the tenure of 
North Pasture had probably been divided. This flock numbered 280 
head at the 1480 audit;° it was not kept there in 1481 or 1482, but in 
the eight years from 1483 to 1490 averaged 250,’ being at its smallest 
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in 1487, when it only consisted of 216 wethers at the time of the 
audit.® In the fragmentary account, which dates to between 1492 and 
1495, it appears as numbering 289 head.’ The 1496 rental gives the 
size of the flock to be kept there as 280.'° Henry Laylande and John 
Bolland accounted for the flock in 1480'' and in 1488, when he 
probably died, Henry was replaced by Sissot Laylande,'* who was 
probably his widow and who also held the lodge of Chapel House.'”

Grant [in Latin] 
reciting that since John Whixley, at the abbot and convent’s 
recognition and instance, has by his charter granted to Agnes, 
wife of John Bone, the third part of his burgage in the vill of 
Ripon, as it lies between the abbot and convent’s burgage on 
one side and two parts of the said burgage on the other, to 
hold to Agnes for life, the abbot and convent grant to John 
Whixlay a toft and croft and four acres of land, formerly 
Thomas Forester’s, and a close as it lies next to the said toft 
and the water of Besbeke' in the vill of Azerlay, to hold to 
John for the life of Agnes, wife of John Bone, from the chief 
lord for the services due and customary. Sealed inter- 
changeably, the abbot and convent’s common seal being 
appended. Witnesses: Ralph Pigote, William Duffelde, John 
Piper. 
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Apart from Galphay, the abbey’s principal holdings in Azerley were 
the assart of Staynlaythwayt, which had been granted to the monks 
by Robert son of Gamel de Clutherum,* and a messuage and a 
bovate of land which formed part of the manor of Aldfield, which 
had been granted to Fountains by John de Aldefeld in 1355.° The 
latter was leased for forty years to John Webster in 1359, from 
whom it had had to be recovered at law.* After he demolished the 
buildings on the tenement and cut down the trees in 1368, the abbot 
and convent again had to have recourse to law to recover their 
seisin.” In 1456/7 the monastery’s rental income from Azerley 
totalled 19s 4d,° but in 1535 it was only 10s.’ The land granted by the 
present lease will have lain just to the north of the Kex Beck. Agnes 
Bone supplied the abbey with ironmongery, lamp oil and wax in 
iepdacile quantities in the mid-fifteenth century.® John Whixley 
was granted another lease in Azerley in 1467 (No. 185).

185. 8 March 7 Edward IV [1467]. Lease [in Latin] by Abbot 
John and the Convent of Fountains to John Whixlay the elder 
of Aserlawe of a close and four acres of land in Hawerlandes in 
the vill and territory of Ayserlawe and Huberd, to hold the 
said toft with croft [sic], close and four acres of land, to hold 
for 100 years from Martinmas last, paying a red rose at the 
Nativity of St John the Baptist annually. Sealed inter- 
changeably, the abbot and convent affixing their common 
seal. 


The land granted by this lease is now known as Haver Lands. ' 
Hubber Lane runs south-west from Azerley itself towards 
Braithwaite. John Whixlay, who had been granted land in Azerley in 
1454 in exchange for a third part of a burgage in Ripon which he jae 
granted Agnes Bone (No. 184), was the abbey’s steward in the 
mid-fifteenth century.*

The abbey’s rental income from Galphay and its dependencies had 
been £20 in 1456/77 and was to be the same in 1535.” A substantial 
tenement there was leased in 1525 (No. 188), as was another in 1538 
(No. 264), as well as a close at Skeaf (No. 270). John Malthouse was 
probably a descendant of the William Malthous who held a tenancy 
there in 1454/5.*

An earlier William Stele had held a tenancy in Galphay in 1454 and 
1455,? occupying the office of grave there in 1453.° Jenet Steill had 
been widowed after 1520, when she had been leased a moiety of the 
grange of Brimham (No. 194) which she had earlier been leased in 
1513 with Henry Elyson, her first husband (see No. 192).

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different ages with their calves, and from the hay growing there 
and elsewhere will provide for their necessary feeding without 
fraud in summer and winter. John, Joan, Edward and Agnes are 
to render without fraud annually a true account of the profits 
issuing from the same in the presence of the abbot and convent’s 
steward or auditor at the audit in the monastery of Fountains 
according to the custom of the abbot and convent’s shepherds 
and lodge-keepers (logiarii) in the valley of Nidderdaill as used 
from time before the memory of man. If the steward, [fo 90v] 
auditor or other officials discover that John, Joan, Edward and 
Agnes have not rendered a true account of the said animals or 
their profits, or if any of the animals or their issue die through 
their fault in keeping or negligence, they are to make satisfaction 
at the arbitration of the steward, auditor or other officials. John, 
Joan, Edward and Agnes are to receive for their labour what the 
abbot and convent’s other shepherds and lodge-keepers in the 
valley of Nidderdaill receive. They are to repair and maintain the 
buildings built on the grange, except for large timber, which will 
be delivered whenever necessary by the monastery’s officials, 
and they are to repair and maintain all the hedges (heye, sepes), 
ditches and stone walls in or around the bounds of the grange 
according to the ancient usage. John and Edward (or the longer 
liver) or their faithful servants and foresters are to supervise and 
keep without fraud the abbot and convent’s wood and 
underwood growing within the bounds of the grange without 
making waste or permitting others to do so, but are faithfully to 
present all transgressors at the abbot and convent’s court held at 
Grewelthorp without fraud or concealment, are to collect the 
amercements and fines imposed on such transgressors by the 
court, and are to render annually to the abbot and convent a true 
account of the money so levied. The lease is to be void if they die, 
and if Edward dies before Agnes during the term and she accepts 
another husband without the abbot and convent’s agreement, 
they can expel her, this lease notwithstanding. John, Joan, 
Edward and Agnes are bound! with others to the abbot and 
convent in the penalty of £40 for the performance of these 
covenants. Sealed interchangeably, the abbot and convent 
affixing their common seal. 


This lease, the original of which is Leeds City Archives VR 950, was 
summarised by Walbran.* All Bramley had been given to the 
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monastery by Swain de Torneton® and in 1540 the total estimated 
acreage of the grange, excluding the buildings and its gardens, was 
470 acres.* In 1363 the abbot and convent petitioned the General 
Chapter for a licence to lease the grange to laymen,” although in 
1361 it was already leased to Adam Wardanmarske, Richard de 
Thorp, John Peck and Robert de Well for £6 13s 4d per annum.° In 
the mid-fifteenth century it was held by John Ellyngton’ for £6,° a 
rent which was to remain constant until the Dissolution, although 
the Valor Ecclesiasticus lists it as £6 6s 8d.” In 1480 it was held by 
William Man,!° the tenant in 1496.'' The receipt of rent from John 
Man, the principal recipient of this lease, is recorded in 1526 and 
1527.- in 1539, when the term eranted by this lease still had 
twenty-six years to run, Edward and Agnes Man obtained a new 
lease of the grange for another term of forty years (No. 244).

penalty of £20. Sealed interchangeably, the abbot and convent 
affixing their convent seal. 


In the sixteenth century Brimham was divided into two principal 
holdings, Brimham Grange (now Brimham Hall, SE 222629) and 
Brimham Lodge (SE 227633), which was situated in the park (see 
No. 197). The value of £11 13s 4d given for Brimham odes in the 
Valor Ecclesiasticus includes that of Brimham Grange.* In 1454 John 
Ketylwel was probably the keeper of Brimham Grange,” being 
succeeded in the following year by Robert Thacwray, who still held 
the office in 1458/9.° He was probably replaced later in the century 
by Thomas Jenkynson, as Eleanor Jenkynson, who accounted for 
stock there in 1481,’ was described as Thomas’s widow in 1484.° 
Eleanor held the grange, together with her son Robert, in 1496,’ but 
Henry Elyson was evidently in occupation 1n1513, if not before. His 
son Robert, the recipient of this lease, the receipt of whose rent is 
recorded in 1526 and 1527,'° still held a moiety of the grange in 
1540, the Dissolution Survey estimating its total size as 158% acres. '' 
The other moiety was leased to his mother and her second husband 
in 1520 (No. 194), his stepfather binding himself not to disturb 
Robert in his occupation of this moiety (No. 195). 

Between 1496 and the date of this lease the allocation of cows for 
Brimham Grange had been reduced from forty to thirty, fifteen 
stirks being rendered instead of twenty, 40 stone of cheese instead of 
52 stone 8/bs, and 20 stone of butter instead of 26 stone 4/bs. Eleanor 
Jenkynson yielded the higher renders between 1482 and 1486,'* in 
association with her son Robert in 1482, 1485 and 1486,!° with 
whom she was joint keeper in 1496. The rental compiled in that year 
records their obligation to keep one bull and forty cows and to 
render stirks, cheese and butter at the higher rates. !

sufficient ““brusynge’”’ for their cattle and firewood, on pain of 
forfeiture.” If John Steill survives Jenet he shall, within three 
quarters of a year, surrender “in good and _ substancyall 
maner”’ the half of the grange with the cattle belonging to it 
into the hands of the abbot and convent in as good condition 
as they entered it by virtue of this lease. John shall also, within 
three quarters of a year following his wife’s death, quietly 
remove himself and his goods and chattels from the grange 
without further [fo 92] claim or title to it or on any future 
occupiers, this lease notwithstanding. John is bound by deed? 
with other of his friends as are named in it to the abbot and 
convent in the penalty of £40 for the performance of these 
covenants. Sealed interchangeably, the abbot and convent 
affixing their convent seal. 


The whole of Brimham Grange had been leased to Jenet and her first 
husband, Henry Elyson, in 1513, but had been partitioned with their 
son Robert in 1516 (No. 192). The Dissolution Rental lists the total 
acreage of this moiety of the grange, excluding the buildings and the 
garths around them, as 147 acres.* It states that it was then in John 
and Jenet’s tenure, but, although the receipt of John’s rent is 
recorded in 1526 and 1527,° he had apparently died before 
September 1525, when a tenement in Galphay was leased to William 
Steill, who was probably Jenet’s stepson, with the provision that 
Jenet, who is described as a widow, el occupy half of it during 
her widowhood (No. 188). 

The oxen which were to be kept on this moiety of the grange 
probably only constituted a single team, as Eleanor Jenkynson 
accounted for nine in 1481 and eight in 1482.°

No. 191 is an acquittance for the previous year’s rent.

seide Richerde, for the acceptable service doon ande for to be 
doon to the seide abbot, not onely the seide loige, but also a 
close lyenge before the dore of the seide loige for hym to 
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occupie ande sawe uppon what granes as shall lyke hym beste; 
also the seide abbot, for that consideracion beforeseide, 
grauntith to the seide Richerde the goynge ande pasturynge, 
wynter ande summer, of thre kye wher ande so as the seide 
abbote’s cattaill gois or ar keipte within the parke to be 
pasturede ande keipte, ande of the seide Richerde like to have 
one othre cowe onelie, the seide abbot grauntith to that also, 
so that every yere for that cowe he doo pay 3s 4d to the seide 
abbot or his officers yerely frome tyme to tyme at the feist of 
Michaelmasse so longe as he continewis ther; also over ande 
besydes all theis premysseis, the seide abbot grauntith to the 
seide Richerde, for his towerdnes ande servicable diligence 
doon ande for to be doon, the pasture of 30 sheipe in the more 
of Brymbem in somer ande in wynter wher the seide abbot 
sheipe goith; also the seide abbot grauntith by theis presentes 
to the seide Richerde to have one horse in the parke of 
Brymbem continewally so longe as the seide Richerde likith to 
abyde ther, ande for all theis foreseide gyntill grauntes of the 
seide abbot, the seide Richerde, of his free wyll and mynde, 
byndith hymselfe by theis presentes for to be diligent, 
servicable ande with the beste counseill ande helpe that in hym 
is in everythynge perteynynge to the common profecte of the 
house of Fontaunce, ande for to be ever towarde both in 
worde ande deide with the best in his power both to his lorde 
ande maisters, as becommyth eny good servaunde to be; also 
the seide Richerde by theis presentes byndith hymselfe to 
Oversee, vewe and viset at all seasons convenient both 
medewes, woddes, walles, pales ande cattaill, and therin to do 
ande sey to theme at hath charge therof in the best maner that 
in hym lieth, ande at no season nor tyme nother to [fo 92v] sell 
ne fell any maner of gresse, growndes, wodde, hay ne pasture 
to eny persone or persones withoute speciall licence of the 
seide abbot, ande for a performaunce of all ande every of the 
premyssies as tochith the seide Richerde for to be well ande 
trewly fulfyllyde, the seide Richerde byndith hymselfe in payn 
of forfettor of this present graunt. In witnes wherof the seide 
partyes interchaungeable hath set to ther sealles. Yeven the 
day ande yere above written. 


Fifteenth-century references to Brimham may relate either to 
Brimham Grange or to the park and mansion or lodge within it. 
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There was some arable there, rye and oats being the main crops 
grown in 1453 and 1454;* payments to reapers there are recorded in 
1457,° for whom three pairs of gloves had been purchased in 1454.* 
The 1496 rental records pasture which had been retained in hand.° 
An average of eighteen oxen were pastured there at the time of the 
1480-6 audits,° the herd being at its highest, at twenty-four head, in 
1485,’ and its lowest, at thirteen, in the following year.* They were 
accounted for by John Tollar and John Brown until 1483, when the 
latter was replaced by Miles Jenkynson,* who accounted for the 
oxen on his own from 1484 to 1486.'° 

The pasture of what were probably ewes is recorded at Brimham 
in 1452 and 1456/7,!' and of hoggets in 1457/8 and 1458/9.'* Robert 
Scayfe accounted for wethers there from 1449/50 to 1456/7'° and 
with one Proktour in 1458/9.'* John Brown and Robert West 
accounted for sheep at Brimham in 1456/7 and 1458/9.'° John 
Brown was still alive in 1480, when he accounted for ewes there 
with John Tollar.'® In 1483 Miles Jenkynson accounted with these 
two men,’ after which John Tollar may have died. John Brown 
himself died in 1485, when his son accounted for him with Walter 
Hogeson.'® The sheep for which these men were responsible in the 
period 1480 to 1485 were a flock which averaged 344 ewes during 
the period’’ and normally eight rams, although there were nine rams 
at Brimham in 1480.°? At the audit of 1486 the flocks of Brimham 
and Cayton were accounted for together, there being eleven rams 
and 584 ewes at the two places at the time of the audit.*’ 

The hedges and pales, for which Richard Thakwaray was to be 
responsible, had been repaired in 1457/8.°* William Staveley is 
named as keeper of Brimham in 1454,°° but Richard himself was 
probably a relative of Robert Thakwray, who appears to have been 
the keeper of Brimham Grange at this period (see No. 192, notes). In 
the mid-fifteenth century the forester at Brimham, named Jenkyn, 
received a fee of 20s.** In 1535 the office was filled by Miles 
Hardcastell.7? At the Dissolution the acreage of land in hand at 
Brimham was estimated at 302 acres, the Lodge being held by 
Thomas Danson.*°

198. 11 July 5 Henry VIII [1513]. Lease [in English] by Abbot 
Marmaduke and the Convent of Fountance (by _ their 
unanimous agreement) to Leonard Raynar and Alison his wife 
of a tenement in Windeseley in the lordship of Brymbem, late 
in the holding of Margaret Elworth, widow, to hold for their 
lives from Ellenmas last, paying 41s 8d per annum at the two 
terms customary in the manor, namely St Mary Magdalen’s 
Day and St Andrew’s Day, or in the month following. If the 
rent remains unpaid they are to forfeit 3s 4d every term, and 
the abbot and convent have the right to distrain for the rent 
and for the said 3s 4d and their costs in doing so. Leonard and 
his wife agree to maintain and repair the farmhold at their own 
cost, except for large timber as has been usual in the lordship, 
and at the departure of the longer liver to surrender it in good 
repair into the hands of the abbot and convent to relet at their 
pleasure. “‘If it fortune the seide Alison to lyffe after the seide 
Leonerde hier housbonde, ande so contenewe hier lyffe further 
after his departour as a trewe ande leill weddewe shulde doo, 
withoute contracte of matrimony makeynge with eny odre 
persone, or mysdemeaner of hyer body, then to occupie the 
seide tenement ande fermeholde durynge hyer lyffe affter 
th’effecte ande purporte of this present leisse ande graunte, 
ande els to forfette the same leisse, eny clause in the same afore 
expressede notwithstandynge; ande the seide abbot ande 
convent grauntith by theis presentes that if the seide Leonerde 
ande Alison his wyffe hereafter a son of their bodies lawfully 
begotten, whiche after ther departour frome this worlde can 
be able to occupie the seide fermeholde at the sight of the seide 
abbot ande convent ande ther successors, ande theruppon can 
ande wyll agree with the seide abbot ande convent or ther 
successors for his gressom in als large forme as odre wolde 
doo, ande also fynde sufficiaunt suertie to content ande pay all 
rentes, dewtiez ande service belongenge the seide tenement 
ande fermeholde after custome of the maner ther, then the 
seide sone, uppon trewe performance herof, shall have a 
graunt ande leisse of the same afore eny odre’’. Leonard and 
Alison bind themselves by these presents that the longer liver 
will pay all duties, rents and services as pertain to the tenement 
after the ancient custom of the lordship of Brymbem, on pain 
of forfeiture. The abbot and convent have the right to take, 
fell, sell or give at their pleasure from the woods growing on 
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the farmhold, and to freely “maner’’, carry away or cause to 
be carried away without interruption from Leonard or Alison, 
this lease notwithstanding. Leonard and Alison bind them- 
selves by these presents not to make any wilful waste in 
lopping or felling any woods growing on the farmhold, on 
pain of forfeiture. Sealed interchangeably, the abbot affixing 
his seal on behalf of himself and his convent. 


In 1456/7 the abbey’s combined rental income from Winsley, 
Hartwith and Hartwith Mill was £24 10s 2d.' In 1535 the combined 
rent from these two vills was £31 3s 11d (that for Winsley being 
£12 15s 1d),* showing a considerable increase in rents from the 
mid-fifteenth-century level. In 1496 the abbey had ten tenants there, ° 
but the number had increased to twelve by the time of the Dissolu- 
tion.* The tenement granted by this lease was held in 1496 by 
Margaret Ellesworthe, who paid 33s 4d for her tenement and 8s 4d 
for two closes called Flekebankez,? her combined rent being the same 
as that payable by Leonard and Alison Raynar under the terms of the 
present lease. The receipt of Leonard’s rent is recorded in 1524/5° 
and he still held the tenement in 1540.’

199. 2 November 18 Henry VII [1526]. Lease [in English] by 
Abbot William and the Convent of Fontaunce [fo 93] to Isabel 
Jakson, Richard Jakson of Windesley and Isabel his wife of a 
tenement in Wyndesley, now in their holding, and also a 
parcel of “hollynge’’, to hold the tenement and parcel of 
“hollynge”’ (as it is ““markyde ande abownded”’) from the date 
of these presents for the life of the longest liver, paying 16s per 
annum according to the custom of the lordship at the feasts of 
St Andrew and St Mary Magdalen, or on the morning after 
them, on pain of forfeiting 3s 4d to the lord, and also paying 
12d per annum for the “hollynge”’. If their rents of 16s and 16d 
[recte 12d] remain unpaid, the abbot and convent have the right 
to distrain for the rent, arrears and 3s 4d forfeiture for non- 
payment, and if they are one month overdue, they have the 
right to re-enter and relet without Isabel, Richard and Isabel or 
anyone acting for them having any further claim to it. Isabel, 
Richard and Isabel bind themselves by these presents to repair 
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and maintain the tenement at their own cost “‘as manerynge 
and airienge’’, except for large timber as often as it 1s reason- 
ably required, and also not to sublet without the abbot and 
convent’s special licence, on pain of forfeiture. Isabel, Richard 
and Isabel are to keep and perform all duties, customs and 
other services belonging to the tenement, this lease not- 
withstanding. Sealed interchangeably, the abbot and convent 
affixing their common seal. Given in the chapter house. 


John Jacson was probably a tenant of the abbey in Winsley in the 
mid-fifteenth century.! The tenement granted by this lease is 
apparently two-thirds of that which was held by Nicholas Jakson in 
1496 for an annual rent of 24s, Isabel’s name having subsequently 
been written above his in the rental.2 The receipt of Isabel’s rent, 
partly through her son, is recorded in 1524/6,° and the other third 
was probably held by Robert Jakeson, pethaps Richard’s younger 
brother, as the Dissolution Survey lists the whole tenement as held 
by both men jointly.*

200. 8 March 22 Henry VIII [1531]. Bond by Thomas 
Dauson [the elder] of Wynesley, yeoman, Peter Coryer of 
Hamsthwait, yeoman, Thomas Stobbes of Lanscales, 
yeoman, William Parker of Kettilsynge, yeoman, and George 
Spense of Hamesthwait, yeoman, to Abbot William and the 
Convent of Fountains and John Staveley, gentleman, in the 
penalty of £20 payable to the abbot and convent, John or their 
attorney at Whitsun next. ““Condicion of this obligacion 1s 
suche that if the above-boundon Thomas Dauson. shall 
peaxably avoid hymselfe ande all his goodes of ande frome 
halfe one tenement callyde Wynseleyhouse at suche tyme as 
Laurence Dausone, sone of John Dauson, shall cumbe unto the 
full aige of 18 yeres, and if fortune the seide Laurence to dye 
within the seide 18 yeres, that then Thomas Dauson, his 
brother, shall enter unto the seide halfe fermeholde at suche 
tyme as the seide Thomas Dausone cum to the full aige of 18 
yeres, ande that the above-bowndon Thomas Dausone shall 
enter’ unto: the. seme ihalte atermicholde tat ane Sieh eae 
the Annunciacion of Oure Lady next cumynge after the date 
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of this present obligacion, provydet alwais that if it fortune 
Agnes Dausone, moder unto the above-bowndon Thomas 
Wausom, dye, that then the odre one halfe of the foreseide 
fermeholde, whiche she occupieth now, shall remayn unto the 
above-namede Laurence or Thomas Dauson”’. 


A carpenter worked for two days on the house at Wynslayhous in the 
mid-fifteenth century.' In 1496 it was held by Lawrence Dauson at a 
rent of 33s 4d, being one of the larger tenements in the vill.? In 1540 
the tenement was held for the same rent by Lawrence and Thomas 
Dauson,” perhaps the young brothers rather than the Thomas who 
made this bond. John Dauson, their father, had been keeper of the 
woods there in 1525.7

by Abbot Marmaduke and the Convent of Fontauns to 
Robert Haxby and Richard his son of a tenement and a parcel 
of “holyn”’ (as it is marked at this day) in Hertewith, late in 
Robert’s holding, to hold for the life of the longer liver from 
the date of these presents, paying £3 6s 8d per annum at the 
two terms customary in the lordship, the feasts of St Andrew 
and St Mary Magdalen. If their rent remains unpaid for eight 
days, the abbot and convent have the right to distrain for the 
fet and atrears, and if it is one month overdue, they can 
re-enter and relet, this lease notwithstanding. Robert and 
Richard are to maintain and repair the tenement at their own 
cost in timber-work, thatch, mortar, fence-making and all 
@tier repairs, except for large timber for necessary repairs, 
which will be delivered by the cellarer as necessary. They are 
not to waste wood or fell, sell or take any wood, except 
firewood and “‘brogge”’ for the cattle. Robert and Richard, 
upon warning, are to attend the abbot and convent and their 
officers within the lordship when either of them are called 
upon to do so. Robert and Richard are from time to time to 
show the officer all offenders and trespassers in the tenement, 
and are not to sublet without the abbot and convent’s special 
licence. The abbot and convent have the right to sell or give 
away wood growing on the tenement, with free entry without 
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hindrance from Robert and Richard. “If it shall happen the 
seide Robert Haxby to dye before Elyn his wyffe, the whiche 
he hath now, then shew, durynge hyer weddewheede, to 
occupie the one halfe of the seide tenement ande hollyn with 
th’apportenaunces withoute lette or stoppe of the seide abbot 
ande convent or eny othre man, yeildynge therfore yerely the 
one halfe of the hool rent, ande if it happen the seide Richard 
Haxby, sone to the seide Robert Haxby, to dye afore Jaynne 
his wyffe, then shew durynge hyer weddewheede to occupye 
the one halfe of the seide tenement ande hollyn withoute lette 
or stoppe of the seide abbot ande convent or eny odre for 
theme, yeldynge therfor yerely the one halfe of the hool rent, 
providet alwais that if it fortone the abown-namede Ellyn 
ande Jaynne, or ethre of theme, to survive the seide Robert 
Haxby ande Richard his sone, that then thei nor neithre of 
theme shall in mo wyse mary eny odré man Unte that 
tenement, or eny parcell thereof’’, on pain of forfeiture. Sealed 
intérchangeably, the abbot and convent affrane their 
common seal. 


In *1535 the abbey’s total rental income from Hartwith was 
£18 8s 10d.' The tenement granted by this lease, which was by far 
the largest in the vill, was held in 1496 by Catherine Haxby.* The 
lease is headed ‘Hertwith with the office of forester’ in the Lease 
Book; although his appointment to such an office is not specifically 
stated within the lease, it apparently included this provision as 
Richard 1s listed as holding the office of bailiff of Hartwith for a fee 
of 20s in the Valor Ecclesiasticus.? Robert, the receipt of whose rent is 
recorded in 1524/5,* had probably died before this date and Richard 
is listed as holding the tenement in 1540.°

by Abbot Marmaduke and the Convent of Fontance to [fo 94] 
William Scaffe of Braysty Woddes, Elizabeth his wife and 
Robert Scaffe their son of all such grounds, pastures and 
meadows with lawful “‘brusynge” of woods within Braysty 
Woddes as William now occupies (except “‘sprynges” now 
existing or hereafter to be made at the abbot and convent’s 
pleasure, to remain in their hands for seven years after the 
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“sellynge ande spryngynge’”’ of them, with the pannage of the 
woods and all freedoms and liberties of hunting used before), 
to hold for thirty. years from the feast of Ste Martin last. 
“Willyam ande Elysabeth his wyffe ande Robert, ther sone, er 
fully agreede ande byndeth theme ande iche one of theme by 
theis presentes trewly ande feamanlyke to keipe or cause to be 
kepte within the seide groundes, woddes ande pastures yerly 
at ther costes ande chairges, frome the feist of Seynt Mychaell 
th’ Arkangell unto the feist of the Invencion of the Holy Crosse 
callide Seynt Elynmasse, threscore stottes ande stotterelles or 
whyes, of the aige of two yeres ande abown, of the common 
goodes ande catteilles of the monastery of Fontaunce afore- 
seide, the whiche catteilles the seide Wyllyam ande Elisabeth 
his wyffe ande Robert, ther sone, shall yerely take at the 
feamaister hande by talle, ande so delyver agayn at tymes ande 
plaices afore usede ande occupiede in that behalfe’”’. William, 
Elizabeth and Robert agree to keep or cause to be kept at their 
own cost from Michaelmas to Ellenmas a flock of wethers 
belonging to the monastery on such grounds and places as 
they have been kept before, taking the flock by tally from the 
hands of the ‘‘somer hyrde”’ of the flock and delivering it again 
at the times and places used annually before. William, 
Elizabeth and Robert are jointly or severally to make a true 
account annually on lawful warning at the audit time in the 
monastery of Fontaunce, and if any cattle or woods [recte 
wethers| are lost through their fault, they shall upon the 
account pay the value and price of any lost at the discretion of 
the auditor, and if any of the cattle or wethers die not through 
their fault, they shall deliver their skins by tally at the places 
used before in the monastery, and shall make a true account of 
the same at the audit from time to time as necessary, and in 
default of delivery, they shall pay for every one not delivered 
at the discretion of the auditor. It is agreed and covenanted 
that if the monastery’s “‘feamaister” does not deliver the whole 
number of sixty cattle (aged two years and above) to William, 
Elizabeth and Robert in the customary way, they bind 
themselves by these presents to pay 12d in money at the audit 
for every beast not delivered. It is agreed that if William Scaiff 
dies before Elizabeth and Robert, that Elizabeth, Robert and 
Ellen shall occupy all the said grounds, meadows, pastures and 
woods, doing, bearing and fulfilling all services and charges 
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rehearsed above, “‘ande that at shall be lefull to the seide 
Elisabeth ande Robert ande Elyn his wyffe, if neide so 
requyre, to devyde the seide growndes, pasturs ande woddes 
in two partes egally bytwixt thame, excepte afore excepte, 
with the consent of the aforeseide abbot ande convent or ther 
successors, ande of all the aforeseide catteilles ande wedders to 
beir chairge ande to make a trewe accompte in forme afore- 
seide, joyntly ande severally, as shalbe thought by the seide 
abbot or his successors or ther officer(s) and feamaister for the 
tyme beynge moste convenient ande necessary to be don”. 
The abbot and convent have the right at all seasons to fell, sell, 
give and carry away or cause to be carried away all such 
woods as shall be to their pleasure and advantage, both in the 
“sprynges’ and other grounds, this lease notwithstanding. 
“Willyam ande Elisabeth, Robert ande Elyn [fo 94v] granteth 
that thei shall not keipe nor suffer no maner of cattell within 
the sprynges now maide or hereafter to be maide as is 
aforeseide, durynge the yeres of fence tyme of the same, that 
shulde in eny wyse be hurtfull to theme or eny of theme, ande 
all the heigies of the seide sprynges maide ande to be maide 
thei<andé: iche one of theme for ther partiez shallyat tar 
chairgies ande costes reparell ande upholde sufficiently 
durynge the seide fence tyme at the syght of the cellerer for the 
tyme beynge ande the keper of the seide woddes”’. They are 
not to make wilful waste by felling the woods for their cattle, 
or otherwise give or sell any part of the woods so felled or take 
to their own use other than sufficient firewood and hedging. 
William, Elizabeth, Robert and Ellen bind themselves by these 
presents to keep and fulfil all the covenants expressed above, 
on pain of forfeiture, and as further security have found 
surities. for themselves, *|namely| Robert: “Scaiii “oi 
Brakanbaro’, William Herdcastell, Thomas Jenkkynson and 
Stephen Snaw, who stand bound by deed! to the abbot and 
convent in the penalty of £20. Sealed interchangeably, the 
abbot and convent affixing their convent seal and William, 
Elizabeth and also Robert Scaiffe of Brakanbarows and 
William Herdcastell (on behalf of Robert and Ellen who were 
under age) affixing their seals. 


Braisty Woods may have been held in the mid-fifteenth century by 
John Lowte, who made a hedge there in 1456/7 at a cost of 17s 10d. 
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In 1480 it was held by Robert Skaife,’ who probably died in 1490, 
when William Skaife replaced him.* Braisty Woods and_ Banger 
Houses were held by Robert and William Skafe in 1540.° 

This lease provides the contemporary English words for the 
bovetti and boviculi which feature in the Stock Book and in the 
1496 rental.° Sixty stotterels were pastured at Braisty Woods at 
the time of the audits from 1480 to 1482,’ but the number was 
sixty-one from 1483 to 1485.° It was again sixty from 1486 to 
1488,’ sixty-one in 1489!° and seventy-two in 1490, a figure 
which also appears in the fragmentary stock account which dates 
to between 1492 and 1495.'! This probably reflects a temporary 
increase in the number of cattle allocated to Braisty Woods, as the 
1496 rental states that seventy stotts were kept there.'* The 
number had been reduced again to sixty between 1496 and the 
date of this lease. In 1540 the tenant at Braisty Woods paid a rent 
of 73s 4d,'° suggesting that the practice of keeping stock there 
with the tenant paying no rent had probably ceased by the 
Dissolution. In 1524/5 33s 4d rent was due from Miles 
Hardcastell, keeper of Braisty Woods,'* although it is not clear 
whether this was for the same tenement granted by this lease. 

The somer hyrde referred to in the lease was the tenant of Nether 
Bordley, where the flock was pastured in summer. In 1454 the 
fleeces of 188 wethers were described as being from Braisty 
Woods or Netherbordley.'° The 1496 rental states that 360 wethers 
were kept at Braisty Woods,'® but in 1480-90 the flock averaged 
298 head at the audit.!’ Robert Scaife and Roger Buk accounted 
for the flock in 1480,'® but with the addition of Edward Proktor 
in the following year.'? Edward Proktor was replaced by Henry 
Laylande in 1482,°° and from 1483 to the end of this period 
Robert accounted on his own with Agnes, widow of Edward 
Proktor.*!

Bayn of Brygehouse in Nidderdaill, gentilman, John 
Parkynson ande William Luptone of the Byshopesyde in 
Nidderdaill aforesaide of that odre partie, witnessith ande 
recordith that it is convenaundyt ande fully agreade betwixt 
the seide parties that the seide Marmaduke, John ande

more all as is delyverde to theme unto ther baill hyllis in the 
Bishopesyde; also it is covenaundit ande agreade that the seide 
Marmaduke Bayn, John Parkynsone ande Willyam Lupton 
shall have alloued for every foder of thame delyverde of leede 
unto the seide abbot or his assignes at their foreseide bayll 
hylles eight loodes of ure, providet alway that all the seide 
leede shalbe weide after it be burnede at the sight of the seide 
abbot or -his assignes, also providede: that the seide 
Marmaduke, John ande Willyam ande every one of theme 
shall at eny tyme hereafter, whensoever it shall please the seide 
abbot to discharge theme or eny of theme of the occupacion or 
burmenge of his sede ure, peayable to eiffe: of turtacs 
occupyenge therof or eny clame makynge therto; also the 
seide Marmaduke, John ande Willyam  covenaundith, 
grauntith ande by theis presentes byndeth themeselfe trewly to 
delyver all the leide that shall cumbe of the seide ure in goode 
ande sufficient weight unto the seide abbot or his assignes, 
ande no parte nor parcell therof to eny odre persone -on 
persones, nor also of the blake warke if he wyll pay therfore as 
odre wyll, providet alway that the seide Marmaduc, John ande 
Willyam shall take no maner of wodde of the seide abbotte’s 
for the burnynge of his ure or eny odre, excepte it be solde 
ande delyverede unto theme by the seide abbot, his officers for 
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the tyme beynge or assignes, ande for trew performaunce of 
the premissies as shall apperteyn unto ther partis the seide 
Marmaduke, John ande Willyam standeth boundon by 
obligacion” to the seide abbot ande his convent in 40 poundes 
sterlynge, in witnes wherof the parties aforeseide hath 
enterchaungeable put to ther sealles to theis indentors. Yeven 
the day ande yere above written. 


This agreement has been summarised by Dr Raistrick and Professor 
Jennings® and was referred to by the latter.” Fountains was granted 
the ri a to mine all metals in the forest of Nidderdale by Roger de 
Mo ay. the iron and lead there being confirmed to the abbey by 
Roger’s wife, Alice de Gant.° The lead which formed the subject of 
this agreement had probably been mined on Greenhow Hill in the 
area of SE 1163, where many early bell-pits survive,’ and was to be 
transported to the other side of the Nidd to Bishopside for smelting, 
perhaps at the field called Bale Hill.® The process of smelting lead in 
a bole has been described by Dr Raistrick and Professor Jennings. ’ It 
is not certain what size of fother is referred to in this agreement, 
although it would certainly be in excess of 2 O00Ibs. °° The black 
work mentioned in the agréement refers to the resmelting of slag. '!

Margaret and Christopher are to keep yearly at all times of the 
year at the “‘derehouse”’ and its appurtenances two bulls, sixty 
cows and twenty-seven of their followers of three sundry ages 
of the monastery’s common stock, and two mares and their 
followers from Michaelmas to Ellenmas. The abbot and 
convent grant to Margaret and Christopher for their service 
and for all other charges, as well as hay-getting, fence- 
making, foddering of cattle and all other “fyndyng” and 
servants’ wages, all the arable land within the “‘derehouse”’ to 
occupy and sow at their own pleasure to their greatest 
advantage. The abbot and convent have also granted Margaret 
and Christopher towards the “fyndynge’” and wages of 
themselves and their servants all the profits that “‘newis” from 
the said sixty cows and their twenty-seven followers, as well 
as milk, butter and cheese, and also their calves born annually, 
reserving to the abbot and convent from the profits and 
“newynges” of the sixty cows and their twenty-seven 
followers, to be delivered yearly in the monastery of 
Fontaunce, 80 stone of cheese and 40 stone of butter “‘of good 
ande lawfull meit, houswyffely handelede” to the monk of the 
“cheishouse’, and calves to be delivered’ yearly tothe 
‘“feamaister’ at Whitsun, after the old and ancient manner 
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used time out of mind im Nidderdaill. Margaret and 
@hristopher are to deliver yearly to the -“feamaister’” at 
Whitsun nine of the oldest and most “‘crochione”’ cows of their 
charge, to be fed within other pastures belonging to the 
monastery towards it annual expenses, and for the cows so 
delivered, the “‘feamaister” will deliver yearly to them at 
Michaelmas nine heifers (‘“‘whies’’) at the Tofte Yaite in 
Nidderdaill to fulfil their stint. Margaret and Christopher are 
to come yearly to the monastery of Fontaunce on lawful 
warning, in the same manner as other servants, “‘loigers’”’ and 
‘“‘feamen’’ do, and have been accustomed to do time out of 
mind at the audit time before Christmas, and there they shall 
make a true account of the stock, butter, cheese and calves, 
and if any fault [fo 95v] is found by the auditor or the abbot 
and convent’s other officers at the audit in the keeping of the 
stock or in the delivery of any of the premises, Margaret and 
Christopher, on the determination of their account, [are] 
without further delay to abide such judgement, penalty and 
assessment as the auditors and others shall judge, punish and 
assess. Margaret and Christopher are not to fell, sell or give 
any wood or make any waste of the [woods]! within the 
bounds of the ‘‘derehouse”’ other than “‘brousynge”’ for their 
cattle, fence-making and firewood. They bind themselves by 
these presents to pay the abbot and convent £3 6s 8d per 
annum for the agistment of all their own stock which they 
have within the bounds of the “‘derehouse”’ besides the two 
bulls, sixty cows, their twenty-seven followers and the two 
mares with followers. They further bind themselves by these 
presents to repair and maintain at their own cost (except the 
“hall plaice’ and the ‘‘chaipell’’) all houses, hedges, walls, 
ditches and all other fence-making, both on land and for the 
myater, as *pértams to the lodge, except for material for 
necessary repairs to the cowhouse, either in timber work or 
“slaitt thekynge’’, or in timber work on the “fyrehouse”’ as 
necessary, which the abbot and convent will have repaired at 
their own cost at the sight and consent of their officer. If at any 
time hereafter the water banks belonging to the lodge “be 
broken-oute in great substaunce by spaite of the watter or 
sodan flode’’, which should be chargeable to Margaret and 
Christopher, then the abbot and convent agree that they will 
bear most of the cost of repairing and remaking the same. For 
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a true performance of these premises Margaret and Christopher 
bind themselves by deed? with other of their friends to the abbot 
and convent in the penalty of £40. Sealed interchangeably, the 
abbot and convent affixing their convent seal. 


The original of this appointment, which was referred to by Walbran,” is 
Leeds City Archives VR 944. The earthworks of the lodge of 
Bouthwaite were identified by Dr Platt,* and its estimated acreage in 
1540, excluding the buildings and gardens, totalled 295 acres.? In 
1456/7 the abbey’s rental income from Bouthwaite was £4 annually,° 
although it was only £3 in 1496,’ but had increased to £3 6s 8d by the 
date of this lease. Bouthwaite is listed amongst the demesne lands in the 
Valor Ecclesiasticus with a value of £10 per annum,” indicating that some 
allowance had been made for the value of the stock and whitemeat 
received. 

In the mid-fifteenth century Bouthwaite appears to have been 
divided into three parts, and part later became the separate lodge of 
Sikes (see No. 250, notes). One of these parts was Sebi heldin 1452 
by Edmund Servant,’ and William Servand is associated with it from 
1454 to 1458/9.'° Another part appears to have been held by William 
Bolton, who 1s recorded in association with the lodge from 1451 to 
1456.'! The third part was held by William Horner between 1454 and 
1457/8.'*In 1481 William Servand had been replaced by John Servand, 
who accounted for cattle with the other two and in addition with 
Robert Browne.'* Robert may have replaced William Bolton as 
keeper, asin the following year Robert accounted with William Hornar 
and John Servand only. '* William Hornar may have died in 1483, when 
Thomas Hornar accounted in his place.'? John Servand died in 1486, 
when his widow accounted on his behalf:'® in the following year 
Robert Browne and William Servand only appear as keepers,'” a 
situation which was to remain the same until 1490, when Robert 
Browne accounted alone. '* Robert appears as tenant of Bouthwaite in 
the 1496 rental, '” and Margaret Browne, who was party to the present 
agreement, may have been his widow. Margaret was still alive in 1526, 
when the receipt of her payment for agistment 1s recorded, as wellas an 
additional sum of 6s 8d for a parcel of meadow called Arks (le Arkes).7° 
Both Margaret and Christopher were probably dead by 1537, when 
Robert Brown was appointed keeper of Bouthwaite (No. 238). 

The number of cattle kept at Bouthwaite in the fifteenth century was 
higher than the number specified in this lease. In 1481 three bulls, eighty 
cows, twenty-four heifers and twelve stirks*! were kept there and the 
keepers rendered 106 stone 8/bs of cheese and 53 stone 4/bs of butter.** In 
the following year the number of bulls was increased to four,*’ a figure 
which was to remain constant until 1489.** In 1489, coinciding with the 
appearance of Sikes as a separate lodge, the dairy stock at Bouthwaite 
was reduced by a quarter, the new allocation being three bulls, sixty 
cows, eighteen heifers and nine stirks, the whitemeat renders being 
reduced to 80 stone of cheese and 40 stone of butter, a level of stock 
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and renders subsequently recorded in the 1496 rental.*° By the date 
of this lease it had evidently been decided that two bulls were 
sufficient to serve sixty cows, but the other stock were to remain at 
the same level, which is also the same as that recorded in 1537 (No. 
238). 

In the late fifteenth century a small herd of oxen was also kept at 
the lodge. This averaged seventeen head at the audits during the 
period 1481-90,’ being at its highest, at twenty-two, in 1485,~° and 
at its lowest, at ten, in 1490.°*? The undated fragmentary stock 
account, which dates to between 1492 and 1495, records the presence 
of ten oxen there at the time of the audit,*” but the 1496 rental fails to 
mention any obligation to keep oxen,”! nor is such an obligation 
included amongst the clauses of this agreement, nor in that of 1537 
(No. 238).

206. 31 December 6 Henry VIII [1514]. Lease [in English] by 
Abbot Marmaduke and the Convent of Fontayns (by their 
unanimous agreement) to Robert Raner of Lofthouse in 
Nidderdaill of their lodge called Loftehouse with the 
appurtenances belonging to it in Nidderdaill, to hold for life 
from Ellenmas last. Robert is to keep on the lodge truly and 
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‘“feamanly” at his own cost, of the abbot and convent’s stock, 
one bull, forty cows with eighteen heifers (““whies’’) of sundry 
ages at all times of the year, and also one mare with her follower 
from Michaelmas to Ellenmas. He is to pay the abbot and 
convent 13s 4dper annum for the agistment of the lodge, andis to 
deliver yearly before the feast of St Martin at the monastery of 
Fontaunce to the “‘monke officer” of the ““cheishouse”’ 53 stone 
Albs of cheese “well ande surely maide, |of] gude ande laufull meit 
ande in good weight”’ at the sight of the said officer, or for every

ancient times in the dale. Robert binds himself by these presents 
every year to come on lawful warning to the audit at Fontaunce 
and there, before the abbot and his auditors, to make a true 
account of all the said stock and delivery of “‘styrkes” and 
“wheitmeit’’, and to make due payment without delay, or 
within one month of the audit, of the rent of 13s 4d and all other 
debts and duties and all arrears as shall lawfully be found and 
charged upon him at his account, on pain of forfeiture. “Also the 
seide Robert grauntes that he shall fynde meite ande drynke at his 
chairgeis, such as is convenient for werkemen to have, for all 
maner of werkemen als well slaiters, wryghtes, as also of suche 
[that] carry stone, tymbre or eny odre thynge to be hadde for 
ande aboute the reparacions to be maide of the seide loige or eny 
part therof at all suche tymes frome hensfurth as nede shall 
requyre at the sight of the cellerer or odre officer for the tyme 
beyng’’. Robert is not to give, fell or sell any woods growing 
within the bounds of the lodge, except reasonable “brusynge”’ 
for the stock as has been customary before, on pain of forfeiture. 
Sealed interchangeably, the abbot and convent affixing their 
common seal. 


This lease, the original of which is Leeds City Archives VR 946, was 
summarised by Walbran.' The rent of Lofthouse had remained static 
since the mid-fifteenth century, as it is recorded as 13s 4d in 1456/7.° 
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In the Valor Ecclesiasticus, when it was held in demesne (see No. 277), 
the value of the lodge is given as £6 13s 4d.° In 1540 its estimated 
acreage, excluding the buildings and gardens, totalled 230 acres.* 

In the mid-fifteenth century Lofthouse appears to have been leased 
in two moieties. In 1453 the tenants appear to have been William 
Toppan and John Rayner,” the latter possibly being the son of 
Willam Rayner.° Richard Toppan may have succeeded to the 
tenancy in the same year,’ and he and Thomas Robynson appear to 
have held the lodge until 1456.° In 1456/7 Thomas Atkinson seems 
to have succeeded Thomas Robynson, and was to remain joint 
tenant with Richard Toppan aunt at least 1458/9, when both men 
reroofed the vaccary there at a cost of 17s 6d.” In 1480 the sole tenant 
of the lodge was Miles Raner,'” who is also listed in that capacity in 
the 1496 rental.'’ Exactly a year after the granting of this lease, 
Robert Raner made a new agreement with the abbey which reduced 
his status to that of a keeper (No. 277). 

The number of dairy cattle kept at the lodge in 1480 was the same 
as that specified in this lease and the amount of cheese and butter due 
was the same. The stock account for that year specifies the eighteen 
whies mentioned in the lease as comprising twelve heifers and six 
stirks, but also indicates that two bulls were kept there.'* This was 
reduced to one bull in 1488,'° the number pete: incthe lease, “Ihe 
obligation to keep a bull is not mentioned in the 1496 rental.'* 

From 1480 to 1487 a full team of eight oxen was kept at 
Lofthouse,'° although the number stood at seven at the 1482 audit, 
after one had died of murrain,!® and at six at the end of 1486.'’ The 
number of oxen was reduced at the same time as the number of 
bulls, as in 1489 there were three only pastured there during the 
year, '® their number being reduced to two in 1490.'” No obligation 
to keep oxen is recorded in the 1496 rental*” nor in the present lease, 
and it appears that the custom probably ceased between 1491 and 
1495.

209. 20 November 13 Henry VIII [1521]. Lease [in Latin] by 
Abbot Marmaduke and the Convent of Fountains (by their 
unanimous agreement) to William Yngegylbe, esquire, of half 
their tenement called Newhouse, late in the tenure of John 
Oddy, who held it on the day of making these presents, to 
hold for forty years from Ellenmas next, paying 40s per 
annum at Martinmas and Whitsun. If his rent remains unpaid 
for three months, the abbot and convent have the right to 
distrain for the rent and arrears, and if it is four months 
overdue, they can re-enter, expel him and relet, this lease 
notwithstanding. William agrees by these presents not to 
sublet without the abbot and convent’s special licence, and 
that “he will repair and -maintam ‘the’ moiety sand 0 us 
appurtenances in all repairs and fences (fencia) at his own cost, 
and lastly he agrees by these presents that neither he, his 
servants nor the occupiers of the said moiety will overgraze 
the common pasture with his cattle (averia), horses, sheep or 
wethers, or with alien [animals], but will hold the moiety as he 
ought and other neighbours do, on pain of forfeiture. William 
agrees by these presents not to waste the woods or under- 
woods growing on the moiety and its appurtenances. The 
abbot and convent have the right to seek minerals, lead or iron 
and to have the use of the minerals they get for gift, sale or 
other usage, according to the laws of minerals, without 
interruption from William, and have the right to take to their 
own use or give or sell any wood or underwood within the 
moiety and its appurtenances, with freedom of entry and exit 
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to cut down and carry it away without opposition from 
William or anyone acting in his name. The lease is to be void if 
he dies. Sealed interchangeably, the abbot and convent 
affixing their common seal. 


The lodge of Newehouse, a moiety of which was granted by this 
lease, was apparently situated in Dacre township,’ although its exact 
location has yet to be established. It is liable to confusion not only 
with the Fountains lodge of New Houses in Malham Moor town- 
ship (see Nos 46, 62), but also with Byland Abbey’s holding at New 
Houses (SE 095678) in the township of Stonebeck Up, especially 
since the latter is itself situated within Nidderdale. 

In 1456/7 the abbey received an annual rent from Neuhous of £5;° 
in 1496 a moiety of the lodge was held for an annual rent of £4.° This 
lease would appear to grant half that moiety, as the rent from 
Newhouse was £4 in 1540,* although it is only listed as 60s in the 
Valor Ecclestasticus. 

In 1480 Newhouse was held by Robert Golthwaite and Richard 
Bolton, who were responsible for keeping one bull, six oxen, thirty 
cows and eight heifers, for which they rendered fifteen stirks, 40 
stone of cheese and 20 stone of butter.° Richard Bolton accounted on 
his own in 1481 and 1482,’ but with Roger Hornar in 1483.° In 1484 
Richard Atkinson and Roger Horner accounted together,’ but from 
1485 to 1487 Richard Atkinson accounted on his own,'” being 
replaced in 1488 by Thomas Orom.'! In the following year five 
cows were lost through murrain, which may have been the reason 
for the abbey’s decision to cease keeping a dairy herd on the lodge, as 
in 1489 Thomas surrendered one bull, six oxen, twenty-five cows, 
eight heifers and twelve stirks to the feemaster by tally.'? In 1496 
Richard Oddy held half the lodge at will for an annual rent of 80s, 
although the rental also states that he used to pay 26s 8d in addition 
for Foldshaw.!* The Dissolution Survey records William Ingilby as 
holding the lodge by lease for a rent of £4;'* he must therefore have 
acquired the other moiety at a date later than this lease.

210. 16 May 17 Henry VIII [1525]. Lease [in Latin] by Abbot 
Marmaduke and the Convent of Fountains (by their unani- 
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mous agreement) to Robert Swaill, of a tenement called 
Morehouse in Nidderdaill with all closes and pastures pertaining 
toit, lateinthe tenure of Ninian Markynfelde, knight, to hold for 
twenty years from Lady Day next, [fo 97v| paying the abbot and 
convent, their deputies or assigns in the monastery of Fountains 
£4 per annum at the two terms of Michaelmas and Lady Day, the 
first payment to be at Michaelmas 1526. Robert 1s not, by virtue 
of this grant, to have any interest in the woods or underwoods 
growing on the tenement and its appurtenances, apart from 
reasonable estovers and pasture or forage (papulum) called “‘lee 
brusynge”’ taken without waste for his cattle (averia) kept there 
annually in winter-time. The abbot and convent are to have free 
entry and exit to take wood and underwood growing there to 
their own use at their pleasure. If his rent remains unpaid for one 
month, the abbot and convent have the right to distrain for the 
rent and their expenses 1n doing so, and if it is three months 
overdue, they can re-enter and relet without Robert or anyone 
acting on his behalf having any further claim to it, this lease 
notwithstanding. Robert agrees by these presents to repair and 
maintain all houses and buildings or other defences, hedges and 
ditches pertaining to the tenement at his own cost, except for 
large timber, which will be delivered to him as necessary by the 
abbot and convent’s forester in their woods, and quietly to 
surrender it at the end of the term in good repair, without any 
further claim to it. Robert agrees not to sublet other than to the 
custody of his servants or shepherds (pastores) there deputed for 
the time being, not to overburden (superonerare) the pasture or 
common [pertaining] tothe tenement, andnot to make or permit 
any waste, on pain of forfeiture. If Robert dies within the term, 
then the abbot and convent agree by these presents that his wife 
and male child shall have the tenement for the residue of the term 
after his death and make security to the abbot and convent with 
the conditions expressed in the present lease, and in default of his 
wife or son the rest of the term is to remain to Ninian 
Markynfelde, knight, in manner and form as Robert held it. 
Sealed interchangeably, the abbot and convent affixing their 
common seal. 


This lease, an original counterpart of which 1 is Leeds City Archives 
VR 951, was summarised by Walbran.! In 1456/7 the abbey received 
£4 6s 8d in rent from the lodge of Moor Houses,” indicating that a 
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small drop in rent took place during the second half of the fifteenth 
century. No rent from Moor Houses is listed in the Valor 
Ecclesiasticus. In 1452 the lodge was held by the widow of John Bayn? 
and in 1480 by William Whelehous,* who still held it in 1490.° In 
1496 it was tenanted by Richard Swale for a rent which was probably 
£4.° Sir Ninian Markenfield must have held it between that date and 
the date of this lease, although he did not die until 1528,’ 
bequeathing 40s to the abbot and convent in his will.” Robert Swale 
cll held it 1540.” The lodge was used for pasturing stotts in the 
fifteenth century. Their presence there is recorded in 1453/4" and at 
the audits of 1480-6 and 1488-9 the herd averaged twenty-two 
head, !! reaching its peak, at twenty-nine, in 1481.'* In 1487 and 1490 
twenty stotts had been kept there during the year, but had been 
returned to the feemaster before the time of the audit.'° There is no 
obligation recorded to keep cattle on the lodge, either in the 1496 
rental'* or in this lease. John Mawd spent two days on repairs at 
Moor Houses in 1454/5."

Bond by Robert Swaill, 
late of Wilstrope, gentleman, John Swaill of Sowthstaynlay, 
gentleman, and Adam Hoperton of Hunsenor, gentleman, to 
Abbot Marmaduke and the Convent of Fountains in the 
penalty of £40 payable to the abbot and convent or their 
attorney at Easter next, the condition being that Robert will 
fulfil covenants expressed in a pair of indentures made 
between himself and the abbot and convent of even date.!

212. [fo 98] 30 September 16 Henry VIII [1524]. Appoint- 
ment [in English] by Abbot Marmaduke and the Convent of 
Fontayns of Walter Gyll and John Gyll, his son, as their 
servants, “‘loigers’” and “‘feamen”’ at the “derehouse”’ called 
Haishawe, to hold one half of the “‘derehouse”’ with the 
common stock belonging to the abbot and convent and 
monastery of Fontayns. Walter and John are to keep annually 
on the half .of > the.“‘derehouse’” and the» appurtenances 
belonging to it of the stock of the monastery of Fontayns half 
of one bull, half of nine oxen and half of sixty cows and 
twenty-seven followers of three sundry ages at all times of 
year, two mares and their followers from Michaelmas to 
Ellenmas and half a “wedder floke’’ from Michaelmas to 
Ellenmas. For their service with the said common stock and 
for all other charges, their ““fyndinge’’, as well as for hay- 
getting, fence-making, foddering of the stock, servants’ wages 
and their own wages, the abbot and convent have granted 
Walter and John yearly all the arable land within the half of the 
““derehouse’’, to occupy at their pleasure and to sow for their 
greatest advantage. The abbot and convent have also granted 
Walter and John towards their “‘fyndynge”’ and their own or 
their servants’ wages all the profits that “‘newis” yearly from 
half of the said sixty cows and twenty-seven followers, as well 
as milk, butter and cheese, and also their calves that shall come 
yearly, reserving to the abbot and convent and monastery of 
Fontaunce 40 stone of cheese and 20 stone of butter of “‘goode 
ande lawfull meate, housewyffly handelede’’, to be delivered 
annually in the monastery of Fontaunce to the monk of the 
‘“cheishouse’’, and also reserving from the calves which shall 
come yearly from half of the sixty cows and twenty-seven 
followers fifteen calves to be delivered annually at Whitsun 
when they are one year of age to the “‘feamaister”’ after the 
ancient custom used time out of mind in Nidderdaill. Walter 
and John shall also deliver to the “‘feamaister” at Whitsun half 
of nine of the oldest and most “crochion” cows in their 
charge, to be fed within other pastures belonging to the 
monastery towards its annual expenses, and for the said 
‘‘crochions” so delivered, they are to take as many heifers 
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(“whies’) to fulfil their stint from the “‘feamaister” at the 
Tofte Yait in Nidderdaill at Michaelmas, after the old custom 
used time out of mind. Walter and John (or one of them) are to 
come yearly, on lawful warning, to the monastery of 
Fontayns like other servants, “‘loigers’ and “‘feemen”’ do (and 
have been accustomed time out of mind to do) at the audit 
time beforé Christmas, and there both (or one of them) shall 
yeatly Make a true account of the stock, wethers, butter, 
cheese, and calves, and if any fault is found by the auditor and 
the abbot and convent’s other officers at the audit in their 
keeping or delivery of any of these premises, Walter and John, 
upon the determination of their account, are without further 
delay to abide such judgement, penalty and assessment of the 
auditor and the others at the audit. Walter and John are not to 
fell, sell or give away any woods within the “‘derehouse”’ and 
are not to make waste, other than “‘brusyng”’ for cattle, for 
hedge-making and for firewood. John and Walter, his son 
[sic], agree to maintain at their own cost all buildings 
belonging to the half occupied by them, except for large 
timber or “‘slate stones’’, which are to be provided at the abbot 
and convent’s cost for necessary repairs. The abbot -and 
convent grant and by these presents admit Walter and John 
into their service for the life of [fo 98v] the longer liver, 
provided that if they (or either of them) do not keep all the 
covenants written above and do not amend their faults, after 
lawful warning given to them once or twice by the abbot and 
their officers, this deed is to be void, and the abbot and 
convent will have the right to take and admit any other person 
or persons in Walter’s and John’s “‘rowmeithis’’, this indenture 
notwithstanding. For a full performance of all these premises, 
Walter and John are bound by deed' with two collateral 
surities to the abbot and convent in the penalty of £40. Sealed 
interchangeably, the abbot and convent affixing their convent 
seal. 


Leeds City Archives VR 951 is an original counterpart of this 
appointment, from which Walbran published an abstract of the 
text.” The lodge of Heyshaw was leased before 1369° to John 
Deyville, but in 1372 Abbot William Gower had to sue him for 
waste.* In 1496 the profits from the lodge were valued at £11 6s 8d,” 
but the Valor Ecclesiasticus lists it as being worth only £10.° 
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In the mid-fifteenth century Heyshaw appears to have been held in 
two moieties, Emmot widow of Richard Bolton and William 
Thakwray accounting for cattle there between 1454 and 1458/9.’ In 
1480 Richard Bolton, Richard Thakwray, Alice Bolton, Agnes 
Thakwray, Robert Golthwate and John Mire accounted for the cattle 
there.* In the following year only William Goltwhait, Richard 
Atkynson and John Myrre accounted,” but, with the exception of 
1489 when he was associated with John Bates,'” Robert Golthwaite 
in 1482'' and thereafter accounted as the sole keeper of Heyshaw, an 
office he still fulfilled in 1496.'* The acreage oP ie moiety of the 
lodge granted by this appointment was estimated in 1540 at a total of 
221 acres.'* Walter and John Gyll may have occupied it in severalty, 
as they accounted individually in 1526, when the other moiety was 
held by Thomas Golthwate.'* In 1540 Walter and John still occupied 
their moiety, but the other moiety had been divided between Rober 
and William Goldthwaite.'° 

In 1480 the number of dairy cattle kept on the lodge was the same 
as that specified in this appointment, but there were eight instead of 
nine oxen there.'®° The oxen were reduced to six in 1484,!” but their 
number restored in the following year.'* The terms of this agree- 
ment suggest that the increase to nine in 1486'” was to represent a 
permanent increase in the allocation of oxen to the lodge, although 
the number again stood at eight between 1488 and 1490.°” There was 
a temporary reduction in the number of bulls to one in 1486,7! this 
reduction being made permanent between 1496 and the date of this 
lease: 

The 1496 rental states that 240 wethers were to be pastured at 
Heyshaw.** In the ten-year period 1480-9 the flock averaged 257 
head at the time of the audit,~ being at its largest, at 336, in 1480,> 
and at its lowest, at 231, in 1488.7 Throughout this period Miles 
Toller was one of those accounting for the flock at the audit, 
suggesting that these wethers were probably pastured in summer at 
the lodge of Water Houses (SD 886674) in Malham Moor township, 
of which Miles was the tenant in 1496.°° In 1480 Roger Buk, Robert 
Golthwaite and Richard Bolton also accounted for the flock,’ in 
1481 and 1482 only the last two of these accounted*® and in 14837? 
and thereafter Robert Golthwaite accounted with Miles on his own.

213. 30 October 16 Henry VHI [1524]. Bond by Walter Gill 
of Hayshay, yeoman, John Gill of the same, yeoman, John 
Yaith of Brangerhouse within the pasture(s) of Daker, 
yeoman, and William Herdcastell of Daker, yeoman, to 
Abbot Marmaduke and the Convent of Fountains in the 
penalty of £10 payable to the abbot and convent or their 
attorney at Christmas next, the condition being that Walter 
Gill and John Gill, his son, will fulfil covenants contained in a 
pair of indentures made between Walter and the abbot and 
convent dated 1 September 16 Henry VIII.'

214. 3 July 19 Henry VII [1527]. Agreement [in English] 
between Abbot William and the Convent of Fontaunce and 
Miles Mylner,' ‘‘that the aforeseide Miles Smyth shall take or 
cause to be takyn downe one watter mylne with all therto 
belonging, now standynge on the weste syde of Nidde in 
Nidderdaill, callide Newe Milne, uppon Forester Beke, laite in 
the holdynge of the aforeseide Miles Smith, the seide Miles 
Smith shall take the seide mylne so takyn downe ande shall 
cary it or cause it to be cariede with all at therto belonging 
over to the est syde of Nidde unto one parcell of grownde 
callid Smyth Holme, ande so to sett upe the seide milne in als 
substaunciall forme ande maner as it was aforetyme at his 
ouun costes and chairgies’’, except that the abbot and convent 
will allow him 40s on arrears and also the whole rent of the 
mill for one year following the date of these presents. “‘Also 
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the seide Miles shall make or cause to be maide one watter 
dame wher as he thynkes the beste to be doone, for brynginge 
in watter sufficiently unto the seide milne at his owne costes 
ande chairgies”’, and is to maintain the mill and dam at his own 
cost for the next twenty years. The abbot and convent and 
Miles are agreed that he shall lease the mill with soke and 
multure for twenty years from Martinmas next, paying 26s 8d 
per annum at Whitsun and Martinmas, apart from the first 
year allowed to him. If his rent remains unpaid for three 
months, the abbot and convent have the right to re-enter the 
mill and its appurtenances and relet at their pleasure without 
Miles or anyone acting for him having any further claim to it, 
this lease notwithstanding. Mules binds himself by these 
presents [fo 99] to maintain at his own cost “‘als well the watter 
dame belonynge the milne as the watter sewer for the redy 
passaige of the watter to ande frome the seide milne”’ as 
necessary, and to leave it in good repair at the end of the term. 
Miles also binds himself by these presents to maintain the mill, 
except for large timber, which will be delivered from time to 
time as necessary by the officer at the abbot’s command, and 
to leave the mill in as good repair at the end of the term “‘in as 
goode and substaunciall maner in every behalfe as it shal be the 
fyrst day that it be sett upe agayn to goo”. By their special 
grant and licence the abbot and convent have leased to Miles 
for the said term a parcel of ground lying within the dam and 
the water sewer on the south side of the mill, paying to James 
Thakwaray at their grange of Sixforth 6s 8d at Whitsun and 
Martinmas, and if this rent remains unpaid for three weeks, 
James has the right to re-enter the parcel of ground and relet at 
his pleasure without Miles or anyone acting for him having 
any further claim to it, this lease notwithstanding. Miles is not 
to fell, sell or permit to be felled or sold any wood, except for 
making his hedges, and 1s not to sublet without the abbot and 
convent’s special licence, on pain of forfeiture. Sealed 
interchangeably. 


The mill in question was situated in Bewerley township where the 
Foster Beck joins the Nidd (c. SE 153664) and was to be moved 
upstream into the township of Fountains Earth, as the mill was to be 
built next to Smyth Holme, which formed part of the lands of the 
lodge of Sigsworth.? Its new site has yet to be identified: it probably 
lay on the Nidd itself, the dam mentioned in the agreement being a 
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timber-framed weir built across the river.’ Smyth Holme will have 
been a meadow beside the river;* it is listed in the Dissolution Rental 
as comprising twelve acres and being worth 16s,° suggesting that 
Miles was not to lease the whole meadow, but just the portion which 
would be formed into an island by the digging of the mill-goit. In 
1540 the mill was described as a newly built water-powered corn- 
mill called Newmyll, worth 6s 8d per annum,° a sum which would 
appear to be the rent for Smyth Holme rather than that for the mill 
itself.

216. 1 November 14 Henry VIII [1522]. Lease [in English] by 
Abbot Marmaduke and the Convent of Fontaunce to William 
Colyier of half of the moiety of the grange called Beuerley in 
Nidderdaill, to hold with appurtenances for forty years from 
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the end of the former lease made to William Herdcastell of 
Beuerley,' paying £4 8s 4d per annum at the customary terms 
of Martinmas and Whitsun. If his rent remains unpaid for 
three months, the abbot and convent have the right [fo 99v] to 
distrain for the rent and arrears without hindrance from 
William, and if the said rent of £4 6s 8d [sic] is half a year 
overdue, they can re-enter and expel him, this lease notwith- 
standing. William is not to waste the woods within the bounds 
of the grange or give or sell any wood or underwood to any 
other person, and is not to fell any wood within the grange, 
except reasonable “‘brusynge’”’ for the cattle and for his fences 
and fire-wood, on pain of forfeiture. He is to make, at his own 
cost, all repairs to housing, hedging and in fence-making, 
except for large timber, which will be delivered for necessary 
repairs by the officer. William is not to sublet without the 
abbot and convent’s special licence. ““The seide abbot ande 
convent graunteth unto the seide Willyam Colyer [recte 
Herdcastell] licence for alsmuche as 1n theme to suffer the seide 
William Colyer to occupie that parte of ther seide graunge 
callide Beuerley that he now occupies accordynge as he 
enterede fyrste to the occupacion of the same, accordynge to 
suche covanandes ande agreamentes as was maide betwixt the 
seide William Colyer ande William Hardecastell at the fyrste 
tyme when Willyam Herdecastell broughte into the seide 
oeccupacion the seide Willyam Colyer’. The abbot\and 
convent can give, sell or fell any woods growing there to any 
other persons without hindrance from William Colyer with 
free exit. Sealed interchangeably, the abbot and convent 
affixing their common seal. 


Bewerley Grange still retains a stone chapel built by Marmaduke 
Huby.* In 1456/7 the abbey’s rental income from Bewerley only 
amounted to £6 13s 4d,° perhaps because much of it was then held in 
hand. The Valor Ecclesiasticus gives its value as £16 16s 8d* and in 
1540 it was worth £16 17s 6d per annum.” In 1481 Bewerley Grange 
was held by Thomas Hardcastell and Thomas Darnbroke;° Thomas 
Hardcastell accounted alone for the stock there between 1485 and 
1488,’ although half the grange was probably held by Thomas 
Darnbroke’s widow, as Agnes cee ee accounted with Thomas 
Hardcastell in 1489.° Thomas and Agnes each held a moiety of the 
grange in 1496, the present lease granting William Colyer half the 
moiety which Thomas Hardcastell then held for a rent of £8 16s 8d 
per annum.” The tenure of the grange was to become further 
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divided, as at the Dissolution William Colyer and Thomas 
Hardcastell were only two of five tenants. '° 

In the late fifteenth century a substantial herd of cattle was 
pastured at Bewerley. At the 1480 audit there were nine oxen, 
thirty-seven stotterels, eighteen heifers and 105 stirks there;'! in the 
following year the number was nine oxen and 160 stirks, the 
stotterels and heifers having been delivered to the feemaster before 
the time of the audit. '* Of the stock kept there 1 in that year, only nine 
oxen remained at the time of the 1482 audit.'? The number of oxen 
was to remain constant until 1487, when it was reduced to eight, '* 
but the number of young cattle pastured there was drastically 
reduced. At the audit in 1483 twenty-four stotterels and twenty 
heifers remained there;'° in the following year the numbers were 
slightly higher — twenty-nine stotterels and thirty heifers.'®° From 
1485 to 1490 only stotterels were pastured at Bewerley, the herd 
averaging forty-two at the audits during that period,'’ being at its 
highest, at sixty-one head, in 1489,'® and at its lowest, at thirty, in 
1485, 1° The fragmentary stock account, which dates to between 1492 
and 1495, appears to record the end of this herd, as between them 
Thomas Hardcastell and Agnes Darnbruk surrendered six oxen and 
forty stotterels before the audit.*” 

The Dissolution Survey states that a wether flock was kept at 
Bewerley in winter,*! although the Stock Book only records a flock 
of seven rams and 242 ewes there at the time of the 1480 audit. 22

217. 12 June 8 Henry VIII [1516]. Lease [in English] by Abbot 
Marmaduke and the Convent of Fontaunce to Robert 
Hardecastell of Daker and William his son of the fourth part of 
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the lodge and grange of Daker in Nidderdaill, late in Robert’s 
holding and occupation, to hold for their lives from the feast 
of St Martin last, paying 10s per annum at Whitsun and 
Martinmas. Robert and William bind themselves by these 
presents to keep at their own cost on the fourth part of the 
lodge the fourth part of sixty cows, eighteen heifers (“whies’’) 
and nine “‘styrkes”’ of the abbot and convent’s stock, rendering 
from the issue and profits of the said cows and their followers 
20 stone of cheese and 10 stone of butter before Martinmas, of 
‘““goode ande able meite ande in good weighte’’, at the sight of 
the ‘““monke officer’’, to the use of the abbot and convent at the 
‘“chesehouse”’ in the monastery of Fontaunce, or 8d in money 
for every stone of cheese not delivered and 12d for every stone 
of butter. Robert and William also bind themselves by these 
presents to deliver, from the issue of the fourth part of the 
sixty cows and their followers, the fourth part of thirty 
“stirketes’; that is to say ‘seven. “sterkettes’ “and one ha 
“styrke’”’, every “‘styrke’”’ worth 4s, to the abbot and convent 
at the time customary in the dale, and in default of delivery 
Robert and William are to pay 4s 1n money for each “‘stirke’’, 
and if any are found not to be of full value, they are to make up 
the value im money at the sight and discretion of the 
‘“feemaister ande his cownseill”’. Robert and William [fo 100] 
shall yearly, at the audit time kept in the monastery on 
Fontaunce, come in on lawful warning and make due account 
of all the cows, heifers (“whites”) and “stirkes’’, and all suen 
oxen of the common stock as they now have or may have by 
sufferance hereafter, and if any “of the stock are lostpor aie 
through their fault, at the sight and judgement of the auditor 
they are to make due amends, and they are also to make ready 
payment at the audit, or within one month following, of the 
same amends and all other money to be assessed and charged 
upon them by reason of the said “‘styrkes” and “white meit”’. 
They are also to pay their rent at the audit, or within a month 
afterwards on pain of forfeiture. Robert and William agree 
that they will repair and maintain all houses, hedges and other 
fences belonging to the fourth part of the lodge, at their own 
cost except that the abbot and convent will allow them to take 
large timber for the repairs at the sight and delivery of the 
‘foster’ as necessary. They also agree not to fell or cause to be 
felled any of the abbot and convent’s wood of “‘warraunte”’ 
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without their special licence, except lawful “brusynge”’ in the 
felling of holly boughs, other brushwood and “watter bowes’”’ 
of oak at seasonable times without any waste, on pain of 
forfeiture. Robert and William are not to build any more 
houses on the fourth part of the lodge without the abbot and 
convent’s special licence, and are not to sublet except to each 
other, and that to be done with the abbot and convent’s 
licence, on pain of forfeiture. The abbot and convent have the 
right of free entry and exit with their stock to the woods and 
pastures of the lodge, after the ancient custom usual there, 
without hindrance from Robert and William, this lease 
notwithstanding. Robert and William bind themselves by 
these presents to pay all boons, amercements of court and all 
other duties and services belonging to them after the custom 
of the manor of Brymbem. Sealed interchangeably, the abbot 
and convent affixing their convent seal. 


In 1361 most of Dacre appears to have been kept in hand, only 
Pyefield (SE 200603) having been leased to Henry de Ellesworth for 
a rent of 22s and another close to John Wythenend for 5s.' The rent 
of the abbey received from Dacre Grange had remained static from 
the mid-fifteenth century, as it is recorded as 40s in 1456/7, four 
times the rent specified for the quarter granted by this lease. The 
Valor Ecclesiasticus lists Dacre as worth £13 6s 8d per annum,” which 
must include the profits from stock kept there. 

In the mid-fifteenth century Dacre appears to have been held in 
two moieties, one of which Thomas Gadi is recorded as holding 
in 1456/7 and 1458/9.* Much better documented, however, is the 
portion which Robert Bates held from 1454 to 1457,° when he died. 
After his death it was held until at least 1458/9 by his widow, 
Catherine Bates, who carried out repairs to the vaccary there at a 
cost of £2 6s 7d in 1457/8 and 1458/9.” In 1480 the grange appears to 
have been held in four parts, as John Batez and John, Miles and 
Lawrence Hardcastell accounted for the stock there that year.’ These 
four men appeared at the 1484 audit,” but in the following year only 
John and Lawrence Hardcastell accounted.” This may have 
represented the consolidation of the grange into moieties, one of 
which John still held in 1496, eens the other had been divided 
between Robert Hardcastell and Henry Smithe.'? In 1496 Robert 
held his portion at will,'! but his tenure was converted into leasehold 
by this ae he and William still held it in 1540, when its acreage 
was estimated as 118 acres. '* The quarter of the grange which Henry 
Smithe held in 1496!° was leased to Robert Bek with in 1506 (see No. 
219). The full moiety which John Hardcastell had held at will in 
1496!* was divided before 1526, when its tenants seem to have been

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Christopher Hardcastell, Catherine Hardcastell and Lawrence 
Hardcastell, '? the first two still holding it at the Dissolution. '® 

In 1480, apart from the cows, heifers and stirks mentioned in this 
lease, three pate were also kept on the lodge.'’ Their number was 
reduced to two the following year, 'S but the obligation to keep them 
is not mentioned in this lease as this was attached to the other 
portions of the grange. '” 

Dacre was also used for wintering other cattle: the 1496 rental 
indicates that this took place at Monk Ing (SE 170614) and Oxen 
Close, then kept in ae the pasture of eighty stotts and at least 
360 wethers,~” although the Dissolution Survey gives the combined 
acreage of the two closes as only ninety acres; by 1540 they had been 
leased to William Atkinson.*! The evidence of the Stock Book 
suggests that rather than the large herd of stotts mentioned in the 
rental, there were in fact a much smaller number of oxen being 
Eosanee there, averaging twenty during the Pores 1480-90,** the 

erd being at its largest, at twenty-seven head, at the 1482 audit,”° 
and at its smallest, at fourteen, in 1488.74 The wether flock was 
similarly well below its theoretical number of 360, averaging 263 
head at the audits held between 1483 and 1488. There is no 
evidence that wethers were wintered there in the period 1480-2 and 
1489-90. The 1488 stock account names the flogk as that of Dacre 
and Fornah Gill,*° the latter place now being represented by Fornah 
Gill Barn (SD 846696) in Malham Moor anne . If the flock was 
rs in summer at the lodge of Fornah Gill, oe tenancy of that 
odge must have changed between 1488 and 1496, as it was held by 
George Sigesweke at the latter date,*’ and it is Miles Knoll, the 1496 
tenant of Tranhoushull,*® and Robert Waite who consistently 
accounted for the flock, being joined by Roger Buk, the 1496 
tenant of part of Darnbrook House,” at the audits held in 1483 and 
1487,°° and by Lawrence Hulson in 1488.*!

English] by Abbot William and the Convent of Fontayns to 
Robert Bekwith of Dakar, reciting that Abbot Marmaduke 
and the Convent of Fontayns, by an indenture dated 20 April 
21 Henry VII [1506],’ leased to the said Robert Bekwith the 
fourth part of their lodge of Dacre in Nidderdaill, late in the 
holding of Henry Smith, to hold for fifty years from the 
Ellenmas following, paying 10s per annum at Whitsun and 
Martinmas, and that by the same indenture Robert agreed 
“feamanly” to keep the fourth part of sixty cows, eighteen 
heifers (“whies”) and nine “‘styrkes” of the abbot and 
convent’s stock at all times of the year, rendering from the 
issue of the cows and heifers 20 stone of cheese and 10 stone of 
butter of ‘“‘good ande able meate’’ before Martinmas at the 
monastery of Fonteyns, or 8d in money for every stone of 
cheese not delivered, and 12d for every stone of butter, and he 
further agreed by the same indenture to deliver, from the issue 
of the fourth part of the said cows and heifers, the fourth part

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by the monastery’s “‘feamaister’’ and his neighbours at under 
4s, or if he did not deliver his whole portion of the fourth part 
of thirty ‘“‘styrkes’’, he was to pay [the balance in money].? 
Robert also agreed by the same indenture to make all repairs to 
his fourth part at his own cost, except that the abbot and 
convent would find sufficient timber and the “‘carpent werke”’ 
at their cost, as appears at large in the said indenture. Abbot 
William and the Convent now grant to Robert the said fourth 
part of the lodge of Dacre (discharged of all former leases, 
grants and encumbrances) for the sum of £20, to hold for fifty 
years immediately following the said term of fifty years, or 
when it 1s otherwise terminated, paying the similar rent, 
cattle, cheese, butter and “‘styrkes” at the times appointed, as 
in the former indenture. Sealed interchangeably, the abbot and 
convent affixing their convent seal in the chapter house. 


The other half of this moiety of Dacre Grange was leased to Robert 
and William Hardcastell in 1516 (No. 217). The part of the grange 
granted by this lease had been held in 1496 by Henry Smithe, who, 
in addition to the cattle mentioned in the lease, was also obliged to 
keep a bull.’ The receipt of Robert’s rent is recorded in 1526;* he 
en 1537, his will being printed by Walbran.? In 1540 this portion 
of the grange was held by his son Marmaduke, its total estimated 
acreage amounting to 118 acres.°

The abbey’s main holding in South Stainley with Cayton township 
was centred on its grange of Cayton (see Nos 223, 242, 245, 273), 
and the Fountains holdings in South Stainley itself were not 
extensive. In 1456/7 the total rental income from the vill was Is 
none is noted in the Valor Ecclesiasticus. The land granted to Robert 
Swale by the present document had been granted to the monks by 
Theophania daughter of Oliver de Stainley and Hugh son of Julian le 
Ostricer.> The receipt of Robert’s free rent is recorded in 1512 (No.

The fishponds associated with Cayton Grange had been formed by 
damming Cayton Gill,’ which forms the Sapo aie between the 
townships of Ripley and South Stainley with Cayton. These ponds 
therefore lay partly in Ripley township. The dam surviving at SE 
286627 probably een oe one such pond and the land referred to 
in this feoffment may have lain beside it, but the earlier charters 
granting land for these ponds indicates that there were at least two of 
them.* Sir William Ingilby issued a quitclaim, in the monastery’s 
favour on 6 September following this grant,° as did his mother 
Margery on 21 October.*

the Convent of Fountains to Lady Cecily Vavasour, widow, 
and John Vavasour of Newton, esquire, her son, of a moiety 
of the manor of Cayton, or tenement called Caiton, with the 
lands, meadows, pastures and moors pertaining to it, lately in 
the holding of John Vavasour of Newton, esquire, late 
husband of Cecily and father of John, to hold the moiety or 
tenement for forty-five years from Martinmas last, paying £10 
per annum at the two terms of St Mary Magdalen and St 
Andrew the Apostle.

The lease is to be 
void if Cecily and John die. The abbot and convent affix their 
common seal to the part remaining with Cecily and John. 


The creation of Cayton Grange has been outlined by Dr Platt, who 
has also discussed its earthworks and published a plan of part of 
them.’ In 1456/7 the abbey’s rental income from Cayton totalled 
£20,* but the rent for the other moiety was subsequently to be 
increased by £1, so that the total rent amounted to £21 in 1535.° The 
moiet granted by this lease had been leased at some period in the 
late fifechih century to John Vavasour, his son John being granted it 
on a fifty-year lease in 1500 (No. 273). John’s lease became void at 
his death, necessitating the present lease to his widow and his son 
John, the original sEeh is Leeds City Archives VR 486 and which 
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was referred to by Walbran.* The receipt of John’s rent is recorded in 
1525/6.° In 1538, when this lease anal eleven years to run, he 
obtained a new lease, the term of which was to run for forty-five 
years from the end of the term of this lease (No. 242). 

In the late fifteenth century the abbey kept cattle and sheep on the 
grange, but this was probably on the other moiety (see No. 245, 
notes).

making these presents, the which payment of 2s is many years 
in arrears, to the manifest peril of the souls of William and his 
kinsmen (parentes). William has paid the abbot 12d on the day 
of making these presents, which the abbot admits to be in full 
payment of all arrears and wholly acquits William by these 
presents of all arrears before this date. William agrees by these 
presents to pay 2s annually to the abbot and convent at the said 
feasts, for which the abbot agrees that William and all his 
ancestors, heirs and others coming from him will be 
participants in all the prayers, other fasts and works of charity 
said and performed within the monastery. Sealed inter- 
changeably, the abbot affixing the seal of his office. Given at

Leeds City Archives/Ingilby of Ripley 1061 is an original 
counterpart of this agreement.

This agreement failed to secure the rent to the abbey, as in 
1517 the abbot and convent were obliged to make another agreement 
and to pay William Ingilby 40s to ensure its receipt (No. 225). The 
rent is not listed in the Valor Ecclesiasticus.

cause the seide masse to be seide for ever, ande over that, the 
seide abbot, in full recompence ande satisfaction of the seide 2s

Sealed 
interchangeably, the abbot and convent affixing their common 
seal. 


In the period 1455-7 John Ketylwell was probably the keeper of 
Haddockstones Grange,” perhaps being replaced by John Newsom in 
1458/9.* Richard Raskell the elder, from 7 abe stirks were received in 
1454,° may have been merely aservant there, as George Raskell appears 
to have been in the period 1456/7 to 1458/9.° William Settill was keeper 
of Haddockstanes in 1480,’ dying in 1484.° In 1485 his widow 
accounted jointly with Richard Stele,’ who probably succeeded to the 
keepership during that year. The fragmentary stock account, which 
dates to between 1492 and 1495, shows Thomas Atkynsonas keeper, '” 
who, Walbran has suggested,'' may have been father of the Thomas 
Atkinson who was appointed keeper in 1509 (No. 275).

The flock of hoggets which was kept at Haddockstones during the 
winter appears to have been accounted for by the tenant of the lodge 
in Craven, where it was pastured during the summer. Thomas 
Ayrton, who accounted for sheep there in 1458/9,*° may have been 
one such logiar. In 1480 the ase: was accounted for by Ralph 
Sigeswike,*! who in 1484 did so with Roger Buk,** the 1496 tenant 
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of part of Darnbrook House.** The flock may not have been kept 
there in 1485, and in 1486 it was accounted for by_ George 
Sigeswike,** who held part of Fornah Gill lodge in 1496.*? Robert 
Laylandes began accounting for the flock in 1488.°° An average of 
249 hoggets were pastured at Haddockstones at the time of the audits 
held between 1480 and 1490,°’ the flock being at its largest, at 300 
head, in 1482 and 1483,78 and at its smallest, at 240, in 1481.2” 

The economy of Haddockstones Grange was far less reliant on 
dairy-farmiing than were many of the abbey’s granges and lodges in 
the late Middle Ages. In 1540 it possessed a dove-cote and a barn and 
its estimated acreage amounted to sixty-four acres of arable, 
seventy-eight acres of meadow and 132 acres of pasture.*? In 1456/7 
expenditure on ploughing, reaping and cae oe is recorded,*! 
reapers being employed for seventy-seven and a half man-days at a 
cost of 12s 11d.°* In the following year expenditure on ploughing 
and reaping is listed.*°

kepynge of the yowe floke of the commontye ther, for the 
whiche servicez well ande trewly to be deo [sic] fulfillede as is 
aforeseide, ande that aighte of ryght to be doon in that behalfe, 
the seide Richard ande Henry shall have yeirly at severall 
tymes in the yere to be delyverde 20 quarters of all graynes, or 
els for every quarter wanteynge 4s, that is to sey 7 quarters of 
wheite, 7 quarters of rie, or of barly yf rie may not be hadde 
or gotten, ande sex quarters of malte, ande for the seide 
shipehyrde 12 bushelles of all cornyes at the discrecion of the 
seide abbot or his successors, ande the seide abbot ande 
convent ande ther successors shall pay all the waigies for 
mawynge, sherynge and threshynge of the gresse ande corne 
growing ande gotten of the seide growndes yeirly wiche the 
seide Richard ande Henry with their servaundes may not 
gette; ande the seide Richard ande Henry, ande the longer of 
theme occupienge, durynge ther seide termes shall haive for 
ther hyre and serves upon the seide graunge the agestament of 
two horseis for harrowynge ther feildes, and one mare with 
hier folower unto it be a twelmonthe olde, 8 kye with ther 
calfeis to be at the same aige, 40 yowes with their lammes to 
they be spaynede, ande 20 of theme to abyde still of the 
grownde unto thei be a yere olde, two swyne hoogges or thre 
for his howseholde, but no suewes; ande for a trewe 
performaunce ande fulfillynge of all the premissies as shall 
apperteyn to their parties, the seide Richard ande Henry his 
sone with also [blank] er bounden in £40 by obligacion.* In 
witnes wherof to the one partie of thies indentours remanynge 
with the seide Richard ande Henry, the seide abbot ande 
convente hath put to ther common seall, ande to the odre 
partie of the seide indentours remanynge with the seide abbot 
ande convente, the seide Richard ande Henry hath put to their 
seales. Yeven the day ande yere above written. 


Dr Platt has discussed the formation of Morker Grange and some 
aspects of its later history, and has also identified earthworks of a 
peasant settlement associated with it.’ In 1540 the estimated acreage 
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of the grange, excluding the buildings, gardens and orchards, 
totalled 338 acres.* 

From 1454 to 1458/9 John Kendell appears to have been keeper 
of Morker.? In 1480 the keeper was ee Hardcastell,° who still 
held the office in 1489.’ Henry Atkinson, a junior partner to this 
agreement, petitioned for alterations to the terms of his service 
at some time after this grant (No. 230). In 1538 the grange 
was leased to Henry and to Ninian Pulleyn to divide between 
them (No. 248). The names of the servants at Morker in the 
mid-fifteenth century are also known: in the list of the abbey’s 
servants in the Memorandum Book, which appears to date to 
between 1450 and 1455,° five men are named, these being John 
Rycrofte and John, Robert, Thomas and William Settyll.’ During 
the period 1456/7 to 1458/9 there were four servants there, as 
specified in the present agreement, these being Edmund and William 
Kendel, Stephen Overend and John Setyl.'° 

The present agreement fails to provide details of the dairy 
establishment at Morker Grange, although this can be recon- 
structed from the Stock Book. In 1480 there were two bulls 
there,!' which appears to have been the regular number, although 
it was reduced to one in 1481'* and the original number was not 
restored until 1486.'° In 1480 there were forty-two cows, six 
heifers and six stirks kept on the grange, the whitemeat renders 
amounting to 53 stone 4/bs of cheese and 26 stone 8/bs of butter,'* 
although only 53 stone of cheese was rendered in 1482.'° The 
number of cows varied slightly during the period for which stock 
accounts survive. At the 1482 audit there were only forty kept 
there,'° although the number was increased to forty-three in the 
following year,'’ and it was not to be reduced to forty-two until 
1486,'® being reduced yet again to forty in 1487.'? As at 
Haddockstones, the official complement of oxen at the grange was 
probably five teams (see No. 227, notes), although the average 
size of the herd between 1480 and 1489 was thirty-seven head,~°° 
only reaching forty in 14857! and falling as low as thirty-two at 
the time of the 1484 audit.~ 

The shepherd employed at Morker between 1454 and 1458/9 
was Robert Lambart,*’ although Robert Prest is also mentioned in 
connection with sheep kept there in 1457/8 and 1458/9.** In 1481 
it appears to have been William Constantyne,~ who appears in 
that year and in 1483, 1485-8 and 1489 in association _with Miles 
Toller,2° who was the 1496 tenant of Water Houses?’ and who 
may have been responsible for the Morker flock in summer. 

At the 1480 audit there were nine rams at Morker,*® the 
number being reduced to six in 1481,°? raised to eight in the 
following year,*’ but reduced to six in 1483,°! the number it 
stood at, apart from a temporary reduction to four in 1486,°* until 
it was reduced to five during 1490.°° The ewe flock mentioned in 
the agreement averaged 287 head in the period 1480 to 1490,** 
being at its largest, at 402, at the beginning of the period,” and at 
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its smallest, at 250, at the time of the 1483 audit.*° In addition 
William Constantyne accounted for a flock of fifty hoggets kept 
there for part of 1485°’ and for a flock of forty in 1490.°

230. [1508-1533] Humble shewith unto your goode lorde- 
shipe,' your dailie orator ande servaunte, Henry Atkynson. 
That where I, your servaunde, hath of a longe tyme servede 
you ande your bretheren at the graunge of Morker, unto my 
greate payn ande utterly impoverichynge, excepte shorte 
remydie therof. So it is nowe my goode lorde, that I wolde 
desyre yow ande all my maisters to be so goode unto me as to 
graunte me one litle peticion in this behalfe, as I myghte have a 
sufficiant lyvynge thereby, ande my service more profetable 
unto you, ande this the intende therof. Fyrste: I desyre yow 
ande all my maisters to be so goode unto me as to latte me 
have my foreseide service at Morker accordynge to the maner 
of your graungies ande darie howsies in Nidderdaill, Kirkby 
Shyre ande Masham, ande ye so doynge I thynke ye wer 
goode lorde unto me ande all my maisters.

Fyrste: | 
shall stande chairgeable to keipe you 20 oxen, 40 kye, ande ye 
to have all the calfes that renewes of theme yeirlye, 
accordynge as ye have hadde in tymes paste, two hundreth 
yowes~ in wynter season, two meres ande ther folowers, two 
stall oxen, also gresse for your carte horseis as it is ordande;

all suche pleasors as they have hadde ther aforetyme with favor, 
ande I shalbe bownde in one obligacion, to stande cheirgiable 
to fynde fodder to your catteill in wynter season at my Owne 
costes ande chargies, both in goode yere ande ill, with the 
beste of your graungiers; ande als longe as it shall please you to 
holde upe your carte, I shall stande cheirgiable to fynde gresse 
to your carte horseis, ande if so be ye thynke it be not 
profetable to occupie the carte ande lay it down agayn ande 
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sett upe two drawghtes agayn, as hath beyn usede aforetyme, 
then I desyre to have respet the space of one day ande a nyghte 
to gyff awnswer whedder I will stande chairgiable to the 
premissies aforeseide or nay. Also, my lorde, I desyre that 
your carters myghte, at suche tymes as thei er not occupiede in 
caryenge of your stuffe unto the monastery, that then thei 
myghte helpe me in such necessarye thynges as belongeth 
your seide graunge, to th’entent your housbandre myghte goo 
the better forwarde, as in carienge your corne, hay and garsell, 
or heigemakynge. Now, my syngler ande speciall goode 
lorde, in my moste humble ande herty maner, as my truste 1s 
in you, I desyre your lordeshipe to consydre theis premissies 
affectually, ande to graunte me my peticion herein, ande if you 
so doo, I wolde thynke ye wer goode lorde unto me, ande 
where boundon to pray for your lordeshipe all the days of my 
lyffe; ande I wilnot desyre your convente seall hereof, but to 
occupie at your pleasor, so longe as I doo my dewtie in every 
behalfe.

as knawys Almyghty Godde, whoo preserve you ande all my 
maisters, longe to contenewe in honour ande wirshipe. 


This important document is unfortunately not dated, but must have 
been written after the appointment of Henry Atkinson and his father 
Richard to the grange in 1508 (No. 229) and before the completion 
ef the main body of the text of the Lease Book in 1533, tdeary « 
statement that he had served the abbot and convent at the grange for 
many years makes it likely that his petition dates towards the end of 
this period. There are a number i raised by the petition to 
which no entirely satisfactory answer can be given. The document 
commences with a request that his service should be the same as that 
of the granges and lodges in Nidderdale, yet it is not clear in what 
way this would alter Henry’s service. He cannot have been 
proposing that his status should be changed from that of a feeman to 
that of a tenant, as he states that he would render all the calves born 
to his cows, not the fixed render of twenty stirks which he would 
owe if he were a tenant; it seems unlikely that he was proposing that 
any arable farming there should be carried out for his own profit and 
not of the monastery, as he requests the assistance of the abbot’s 
carters in carrying the monastery’s corn. Henry then digresses to 
recount how he had previously asked the cellarer and bursar to 
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divide the grange, which they had declined to do. Henry may have 
thought it unlikely that the abbot would agree to this either, as it 
does not appear to be one of the objects of his petition, although 
Abbot Marmaduke Bradley was to agree to such a partition in 1538 
(No. 248). Henry’s remarks about insufficient winter fodder would 
suggest that he hoped for a reduction in the stock wintered at the 
grange. The number of cows he proposed should be kept there is 
that of the existing establishment (see No. 229 notes); he was 
proposing that the number of oxen to be kept there should be half 
that kept in the late fifteenth century, but this reduction may already 
have been made, the oxen being replaced by cart-horses. Henry 
implies that the cart-horses had replaced two teams of draught oxen, 
presumably the abbotwaynes which appear in the late fifteenth- 
century stock accounts.” His proposal that 240 ewes should be 
wintered at Morker may have been a major reduction in the number 
of this flock, but this cannot be determined as its theoretical size is 
unknown. He may also have wished to avoid the casual pasturing of 
a hogget flock there, as occurred in 1485 and 1490 (see No. 229, 
notes). 

The fact that the petition was transcribed into the Lease Book 
implies that its provisions were granted at least in part. It may have 
provided written evidence that, at his own written request, Henry 
Atkinson had changed his tenure from a situation where he held by 
indenture to one where he held at will. He almost certainly 
continued his occupation of the grange, to be given a new lease as 
sitting tenant in 1538 (No. 248).

Sir Ninian Markenfield, whose servant Thomas Key was, is 
described as the former tenant of the lodge of Moor Houses in 
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No. 210. In 1456/7 the fee of the forester of Fountains Park had been 
20s,> 6s 8d less than the fee specified in this agreement. Thomas’s fee 
appears to be omitted from the Valor Ecclestasticus, unless the office 
of ‘bailiff within the limits of the monastery’, then held by John 
Wrok,* was the same as that which Thomas held. The estimated 
acreage of the park as listed in the Dissolution Survey totals 212 
acres.

of the monastery haith, and in like place and tyme; also the 
said abbott and convent graunteth to the seid Richard Paver 
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yerely durynge the seid yeres every yere two loydes of hay 
maid and brought to the seid barkehouse, at ther costes and 
charges, ande also one horsse grauce in somer ther as the 
servauntes’ horses goys; also the said abbott and convent 
graunteth to uphold and reparell the seid barkehouse and all 
other howses of offes and vesselles at ther proper costes and 
charges sufficiently duryng the seid termes and yeres, and the 
seid Richard Paver graunteth and byndeth hym by theis 
presentes to content and pay or cause to be contentid and paid 
for the said barkhouse with the premisses aforesaid unto the 
said abbott and convent, ther successors and assignes every 
yere durynge the said yeres £6 6s 8d of lawfull money of 
Yngland at two termes in the yere, that 1s to say at the feist of 
Saynt Michaell Archangell and the feist of the Annunciacion of 
Our Lady by evyn porcions, or within 30 days after ether of 
the said feistes; also the said abbott and convent covanandeth 
and grauntteth by theis presentes unto the said Richard Paver 
all ther slawghter hydes as shalbe slayn to th’owse of the said 
monastery, with all other mortes duryng the said yeres, for 
the which slawghter hydes the said Richard Paver graunteth to 
content and pay unto the said abbott and convent, ther 
successors and assignes, or cause to be contentyd and paid, the 
first day of Marche, or within 30 days after, for every dacre, 
able and not able, 20s of lawfull money of Yngland, and for 
every dacre of mortes of two yere olde and above 10s at the 
same day of Marche, and for all mortes under the age of two 
yeres, one halffe dacre of whit ledder to th’owse of the said 
monastery withowt eny odre payment for the same; also it is 
covanandid betwixt the parties aforesaid that the seid Richard 
Paver shall have all the barke that shall be fellyd unto the use of 
the said monastery of Fountaunce within two or thre myles of 
the said monastery, contentyng and payng for every loid of 
the same browght to the barkhouse at the costes and charges 
of the said abbott and convent 4s at the last day of delyvere of 
all the same barke; also the said abbott and convent granttith 
to the said Richard for to have lyme of theym, when thei have 
ony to spare bysydes ther necessarus for 12d one quarter, and 
so for every quarter that shalbe delyvered to hym, provided 
always that if it shall forton the said abbott and convent or ther 
successors herafter to optigne and purchese of the kynge’s 
grauce and his cowncell licence to holde and occupye the sade 
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barkhouse in ther awne handes, that then it shalbe leiffull for 
the seid abbott and convent and ther successors, with 
reasonable warnynge gyven, to avoyd all his ledder and odre 
stuff, to discharge the said Richard Paver for eny further 
occupiynge of the same barkhouse with all other thynges 
belongyng to the same, ande the residew of the yeres not 
occupyed to be of none effecte nor vertew, this present leisse 
notwithstandynge, and for a trewe performance of all and 
every one of [fo 106v] the premisses, the said Richarde Paver 
haith bownd hymselff, his heres and executors by his dede 
obligatory” to the said abbott and convent and ther successors 
in £50 of lawfull money of Yngland, in witnesse wherof to the 
one partie of theis indentours remanyng with the said Richard 
Paver, the said abbott and convent haith put to ther convent 
seall, and to the odre part of the same indentours remanyng 
with the said abbott and convent, the said Richard Paver haith 
put to his seall. Yeven the day ande yere above wrytten. 


The location of the monastery’s tannery has yet to be identified: it 
would have required a good water-supply and so is likely to have 
been situated adjacent to the River Skell. There is at least one 
unexcavated building near the river to the north of the bakehouse 
and to the south-west of the guest house (SE 27366819),* but it is 
arguable that this would have been uncomfortably close to the 
conventual buildings to have carried on such a noisome activity as 
tanning. The tannery was, however, definitely situated somewhere 
within the abbey precincts.” 

The importance of the tannery is a reflection of the major role 
played by pastoral as opposed to arable agriculture in the economy 
of the abbey. Not only were the hides of slaughtered beasts tanned, 
but those of animals which died through disease or accident were 
also sent there, the tenant or feeman responsible for them producing 
the tally he received in exchange for such hides at the audit (see No. 
202, for instance). In 1457/8 receipts from the monk of the tannery 
amounted to £13 5s 7d,° and in the following year £13 19s 9d.’ The 
obedientiary in charge of the tannery in 1449 was Thomas Karlele;* in 
1452/3 it was William Hull? and in 1454 Thomas Cleseby.'” The 
present agreement was a belated response to the Act of 1529 
forbidding spiritual persons to keep tanneries or breweries except for 
use in their own houses.'!

233. 24 May 24 Henry VIII [1532]. Bond by Richard Paver 
of Bramham, yeoman, to Abbot William and the Convent of 
Fountains in the penalty of £50 payable to the abbot and 
convent or their attorneys at the Nativity of St John the 
Baptist next, the condition being that Richard will fulfil 
covenants contained in a pair of indentures made between 
himself and the abbot and convent dated 24 May 24 Henry

234. 1531.' Grant [in Latin] by Abbot William and the 
Convent of Fountains (by their unanimous agreement) to John 
Cooke, for his good service in past and future, of a wage of 
23s 4d per annum payable at Whitsun and Martinmas as long 
as he exercises the office of brewer (pandoxatrium) and that 
office is profitable and useful to the abbot and convent. When 
and if John does not occupy the office usefully by reason of age 
or infirmity, the abbot and convent grant him by these 
presents 13s 4d per annum payable at Whitsun and Martinmas 
for life, and also in that case grant him four gallons (lagene) of 
the best convent service (servicia) and two of the second, and 
six loaves of convent bread and four of the second weekly for 
life, and they also grant him one Je jackett annually as the 
monks (dompni) give such servants, providing that John [fo 
107] honestly and faithfully obeys the abbot and convent 
according to their wish, on pain of forfeiture. The abbot and 
convent affix their common and conventual seal. Given in the 
chapterhouse. 
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The brew-house is likely to have been situated near the malt-house 
(SE 27376815), which has been described by St John Hope.” The 
brew-house itself may have been rebuilt in the mid-fifteenth 
century, as in 1455 a close was bought from Goodwife Bayn for 4s 
for the erection of a brew-house.° At that time, the office to which 
John Cooke was appointed by this grant was occupied by an 
obedientiary. John Aukland entered the office in December 1448,* 
although William Sam occupied it a year later,” perhaps jointly with 
William Hull in 1452/3.° The ale brewed within the abbey precincts 
was almost certainly all consumed within the monastery; it did not 
therefore come within the terms of the 1529 Act, which obliged the 
abbot and convent to lease out their tannery to a layman (see No. 232 
notes).

lawfull money of Yngland at two accustomable termes in the 
yere, that is to say Whitsonday and Martynmesse by evyn 
porcions under certayn condicions and covenandes. Fyrst, that 
the said Marmaduke Wildman shalbe trewe servand unto the 
seid abbott and convent and ther successors in ther wardrope 
or taylyorye, to maik all ther raymenttes belongyng unto the 
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said abbott and convent and ther successors for ther bodis, and 
for this said labor and service weill and trewly to be done, the 
said abbott and convent grauntteth unto the said Marmaduk 
yerelie, als longe as he may endure to worke and labore in his 
own person, every yere 40s at suche tymes to be paid as the 
servandes of the monastery is payd ther waiges. Also the said 
abbott and convent graunteth unto the said Marmaduke meitt 
and drynke honestlye for hymselff, such as the convent haith, 
to his chambre sufficientlie for one man, with also meitt and 
drynk for two printysses in the halle as odre pryntisses haith. 
Also the said abbot and convent grauntteth unto the said 
Marmaduk every weike for his leverey one caste of convent 
brede and two caste of yomen brede, to receve it at-the 
bakehouse, and thre galonnes of the best ayll in the weike at 
the brewhouse on the tonnynge day, with also leveray for two 
prentisses as odre prentisses haith at the bakhouse and 
brewhouse; and over this the seid abbott and convent 
grauntteth unto the seid Marmaduk at such tyme as the said 
Marmaduk shalbe in age and not able to worke hymselff, that 
then he to have durynge hys lyff naturall in money 6s 8d, his 
leverey at bakhouse and brewhouse as he had before. For the 
which benefyttes and graunttes granttyd to the said 
Marmaduk by the said abbot and convent, the said Marmaduk 
Wyldman grauntteth and byndeth hym by theis presentes that 
he shall weill and trewlie serve the said abbott and convent and 
ther successors, and to maike all ther raymenttes belongyng 
unto ther bodis as cowlles, kyrtylles, scapulers, furred 
gownes, amys, hoddes, jakettes, dowblettes, long hose, 
shorthose, clokes, ridyng hoddes, copes, corsettes with all 
other necessary thynges belonge to ther bodis and that 
belongeth a tailyor, to maike in his beste mayner, and to fynde 
threyde for the same at his costes and charges, as haith beyn 
accustomyd in tymes past; also he shall reparell and helpe as 
nede shall require thair olde [fo 107v] raymenttes, and turne 
thame if nede be. Also the said Marmaduke graunteth and 
byndeth hym by theis presentes to maike all the raymentes of 
the chyldren belongynge the monastery, ande he to have for 
every rayment maikynge 2d, exept shorthose. Also the said 
abbott and convent graunteth unto the seid Marmaduke to 
taike his advantaige emonge seculer men in maikyng of thair 
rayment, so that the convent be servyde at such tymes as they 
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come with ther workes. Also the said Marmaduke graunteth, 
in payn of forfettour of this present leisse and graunte, that he 
shall weill and trewlye observe, keipe and fulfyll all the 
premisses above-writtyn uppon his behalff, with all other 
customes and dewties belongynge his tenement as laike 
hennys, bownes with sythe and sekyll and rayke, with other 
customes as is accustomyd within the lordeshipe of Aldefeld, 
this present leisse notwithstandynge. In witnesse wherof to 
the one partie of theis indentours remanyng with the said 
Marmaduk, the said abbott haith put to his seall of his office, 
ande to the odre partie remanynge with the forsaid abbott and 
convent, the forsaid Marmaduk haith put to his seall. Yeven 
the day ande yere abown wryttyn. 


In the list of the abbey’s servants in the Memorandum Book, which 
dates to between 1450 and 1454, William Skipton is recorded as the 
monastery’s common tailor.” He was eres 1454,° but John 
Bolland has succeeded to the office in 1453 at the latest and held the 
office in 1454.4 In 1456/7 and 1457/8 the common tailor’s fee was 
only 28s.° 

The bakehouse at which Marmaduke Wildman was to collect his 
bread is currently being excavated under the direction of Mr 
Coppack: he has demonstrated that this was not the building's 
original use, a fact not appreciated by St John Ho e.© The editor 
would suggest that the original function of the building, which was 
aisled and had a large cart door in its southern gable, may have been 
as a lanaria. The excavation, when completed, may clarify this point.

This appointment, which was the final document in the Lease Book 
as originally written, states that William Favell should work in 
whatever service the abbot put him to, but as in the Lease Book it is 
headed ‘common stable’, William was probably a groom, as was 
Peter Ferrour in the mid-fifteenth century.’ The abbey’s stables have 
yet to be located.

This agreement, which is referred to in the Dissolution Survey,° is 
the first of the documents added at the back of the Lease Book. The 
slaughter house which is mentioned in the agreement has not yet 
been located: it was probably situated at the western end of the abbey 
precinct, perhaps between the West Gate and the inner gate. The 
West Gate itself was demolished, probably to provide building stone 
for Fountains Hall. St John Hope ie a | that it was built by 
Marmaduke Huby:’ its site can still be seen as a slight rise in the level 
of the drive leading towards the inner gate.” The common draught 
which was to bring John and Margaret their wood was probably the 
kirkwaynes, accounts for the oxen of which appear in the Stock Book 
between 1482 and 1490.” It is not certain a the abbot’s kitchen 
was located, from which John and Margaret were to collect their 
food. St John Hope has suggested that Marmaduke Huby may have 
converted an apartment to the south of the misericord into a 
kitchen'” and this may be the building referred to. 

John and Margaret were appointed keepers of the West Gate in 
succession to Robert and Helen Dauson, who had been appointed to 
the office for life in 1512 (No. 276). This earlier agreement indicates 
that the holder of the office would serve at table chiefly on festival 
days.

238. [fo 108v] 16 October 29 Henry VIII [1537]. Appoint- 
ment [in English] by Abbot Marmaduke and the Convent of 
Fontance of Robert Brown as servant, “‘loiger” and “feaman”’ 
at the “‘darehous”’ called Burthawit in Nydderdall for fifty 
years from Ellenmas last with the common stock belonging to 
the abbot and convent at the monastery of Fontance. Robert is 
to keep of the common stock belonging to the monastery two 
bulls, sixty cows and twenty-seven of their followers of three 
ages at all times of year and two mares and their followers 
from Michaelmas to Ellenmas. For his service and other 
charges and for hay-getting, fence-making, foddering of the 
cattle, servants’ wages and other “‘fyndynges” and wages the 
abbot and convent grant that Robert shall have yearly all the 
arable lands within the ‘“‘darehous” to occupy, sow and mow 
at his pleasure during the term, and have also granted him all 
the profits in milk, butter, cheese and all the calves that shall 
come yearly to the said cows and their followers towards his 
“fyndyng” and the wages of himself and his servants, 
reserving to the monastery of Fontance from the profits and 
“newyng”’ of the sixty cows and their twenty-seven followers 
80 stone of cheese and 40 stone of butter “‘of good and laufull 
meat, howswyffly handled’, to be delivered yearly in the 
monastery of Fontance to the monk of the “‘cheishous”’, and 
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also from the calves that shall come yearly from the cows and 
their followers thirty calves to be delivered annually to the 
““femaister”’ at Whitsun after the ancient manner used time out 
of mind in Nydderdaill. Robert is also to deliver to the 
““femaister” at Whitsun nine of the oldest and most “crochy”’ 
cows in his charge, to be fed in other pastures belonging to the 
monastery towards its yearly expenses, and for the nine 
‘““crochone’”’ cows so delivered, the “‘feamaister” will deliver 
annually to Robert at Michaelmas at the Tofte Yate in 
Nydderdaill nine heifers (““whyes’’) to fulfil the stint. Robert 
shall on lawful warning come annually to the monastery of 
Fontance like other servants, “‘loigers”’ and “‘feamen”’ do and 
have been accustomed to do time out of mind at the audit time 
before Christmas, and there he shall yearly make a ame 
account of the said stock, butter, cheese and calves, and if any 
fault in their keeping or delivery is found by the auditor or the 
abbot and convent’s other officers, on determination of the 
account Robert is to abide without further delay such 
judgement, penalty and assessment as the auditor shall judge, 
punish and assess. Robert is not to fell, sell, or give any wood 
or make any waste within the bounds of the “‘darehous”’ other 
[fo 109] than “brusyng”’ for his cattle and for fencemaking and 
firewood. Robert binds himself by these presents to pay the 
abbot and convent £3 6s 8d per annum for the agistment of his 
own stock that he has within the bounds of the ‘“‘darehous”’ 
and its appurtenances over and above the said two bulls, sixty 
cows with twenty-seven followers and two mares with their 
followers. Robert binds himself by these presents to repair and 
maintam at his own’ cost,. “except the hall place: and te 
chapell’’, all housing, hedging, walling and ditching that 
pertain to the lodge, both on land and for the water, except for 
necessary repairs to the “‘cowhous’’, either in timber-work, 
slating (“‘slayt thekyng’’) or any timberwork of the “fier 
hous”’ as necessary, which the abbot and convent will cause to 
be repaired at their own cost at the sight and consent of their 
officer. “If it forton at ony tyme herafter the water bankes 
belongyng the seid loige and feahous to be broken owt in grett 
substance by spayd of watter or sodan flod”’, which should be 
chargeable to Robert to make again, the abbot and convent 
agree that they will bear most of the charge of repair. ““The 
forseid Robert Brown graunteth and by thes presentes 
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byndeth hymselfe to fynd and kyep John Brown, his brother, 
honestly, mynystryng to hym at tyme of ned, clothyng, 
beddyng and all other thynges necessary to hym and daly of 
the best meateis and drynkes that is preparet for hymselffe in 
the hows, accordyng as he haith ben kepyd afortyme, so to 
kepe hym duryng the seid terme”. The abbot and convent 
grant by these presents that if they wish to lease the 
“darehous” and the other lands, that from that time by these 
presents they grant and lease to Robert the “darehous”’ and all 
other lands and tenements belonging it, to hold for fifty years, 
paying the abbot and convent or any other persons then 
having the interest £10 per annum at Ellenmas and St 
Andrew’s Day. For a true performance of these premises as 
pertain to the service and “‘femasterscepe”, Robert binds 
himself with other of his friends to the abbot and convent by 
deed! in the penalty of £40. Sealed interchangeably, the abbot 
and convent affixing their convent seal. 


Leeds City Archives VR 958 and 959 are the original counterparts of 
this agreement, which was printed in extenso by Walbran.* Margaret 
and Christopher Browne had been appointed to the same office in 
1512 (No. 205). Robert does not appear to have held the lodge two 
years later: a later alteration in the 1496 rental states that Francis 
Smithe and Robert Browne held it at will,° but in the Dissolution 
Survey Robert Smyth is listed as holding the whole lodge.*

Curtas hadde, with also the key of the fermore chapell theare 
to say masse whan he is dysposed, and to have breade, wyne 
ande wax to say masse with of the commen coste; and also it is 
grauntede unto the said Sir Thomas every yere duryng his lyfe 
sex lodys of wodde to be delyverede hym at the Kyrke Garthe 
Yate, ande everye yere sex pundes of candels to his chambre, 
ande every nyght one convent lofe ande a cuppe of ale to hys 
chambre whan he 1s at home, ande his barber payng as the 
convent doithe, ande to be admytt a brother of oure chappitor.

Thomas Wels will have been accommodated in the infirmary (which 
by this date had been divided into separate chambers), as is indicated 
by his being given the key to the infirmary cha el.* The Kirk Garth 
Gate, where he was to receive his firewood, will have been the inner 
gatehouse,” as opposed to the newer West Gate (see No. 237, notes).

241. Thys indenture’ maide the first day of July in the 30ty 
yere of the reign of Henry the VIIIth, by the Grace of God 
Kyng of Ingland and of France, Lorde of Ireland, Defender of 
the Faithe and in erthe Supreme Hedd of the Churche of 
England [1538], betwixt the Reverend Father in God 
Marmaduke, abbot of the monasterye of Oure Blissed Lady of 
Fontance in the countye of Yorke, and the convent of the same 
place of that one partye and Christofer Lyndley off Letheley, 
gentleman, of that other partye, wytnessith that the seid abbot 
and convent, for a certen some of money payed to theym at 
the sealyng hereof by the seid Christofer Lyndley, haythe as 
well dymysed, graunted and by thys oure present wryttyng 
haith lycenced the seid Christofer Lyndley and his assignes to 
have, occupye and injoye yerely one wast, more or comon in 
Malhome in Craven in the countye of Yorke belongyng to this 
oure monasterye off Fontance, with the schepe or schepes of 
the said Christofer called a schepe floke, to be yerely 
pasturyng, fedyng and goyng of and apon the seid wast, more 
or common aforeseid called Malhome lyinge in the seid 
countye, frome the 10th daye of Apryll yerely unto the 12th 
daye of October then next folowyng in as large maner and 
forme as the seid Christofer Lyndeley or as we, the seid abbot 
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and convent, or any other oure predecessors or predecessors’ 
servant or servantes for hus haith used, hadd or occupyed 
aforetyme the same, and that it schalbe laufull to the seid 
Christofer, his assignes and servantes to dryve, chace and 
rechace his seid schepes aforeseid to and from the seid wast, 
more or comon at theyr will, libertye and plaisors as often 
tyme as nede schall requier the same, as one tenement beilded 
with the appertenances set and beyng in Rigton in the seid 
countye of Yorke, now in the occupacion of Wailliam 
Redeschaw and Alyce his wyff, latyt wyff of John Dicconson, 
disceased, and aunte to the seid Christofer Lyndley, to have, 
holde, occupie and injoye the seid wast, more or common 
with the appertenances yerely to the seid Christofer Lyndley 
and his assignes frome the date hereof unto the end and terme 
of 40 yeres then next folowyng fully to be complet and ended, 
and to have and hold the seid tenement with the appurtenances 
in Rigton aforeseid in the seid countye to the seid Christofer 
Lyndley and his assignes to the end and terme of 40 yeres, the 
seid terme of 40 yeres to begyn next and immediatie after the 
dethe of the seid William Redeschawe and Alyce, now his 
wyftf, paying therfore yerely to the seid abbot and convent and 
ther successors for the seid wast, more or common and the 
seid tenement when it doith fortune to come or fall after the 
deth of the seid William and Alyce 16s 4d at the festes of Seynt 
Martyn and Penticost by evyn porcions. In witnes whereof to 
the one part of theys indentures remanyng in the custodye of 
the seid Christofer Lyndley, the seid abbot and convent haith 
set’ to ther common ‘seale, and: to the other pant son mimes 
indentures remanyng in the custodye of the seid abbot and 
convent the seid Christofer Lyndley haith set to his seall the 
day and yere above wrytten. 


Thomas Lyndeley had exchanged land in Stainburn for the abbey’s 
tofts in Otley in’ 1513 (Nos 79;-80). The aonastery made-an 
agreement about free land in Rigton held by Thomas’s heiresses in 
1525 (No. 83). The sheep-gate granted to Christopher by this lease 
was valued in 1540 at 5s per annum.” John Dicconson, his uncle, had 
died not long before, as the receipt of the 16s 3d rent for his tenement 
in Rigton is recorded in 1525, 1533 and 1536/7.°

by Abbot Marmaduke and the Convent of Fontance to John 
Vavasour of Weston, esquire, William Vavasour and Thomas 
Vavasour, sons of Marmaduke Vavasour, deceased, reciting a 
lease dated 26 July 1504! by Abbot Marmaduke and the 
convent of the said monastery to Cecily Vavasour, deceased, 
and the said John Vavasour of the “‘halff deile” of the manor of 
Cayton with appurtenances and a tenement called Cayton 
with all lands, meadows, “‘fedynges’’, moors and pastures 
pertaining to it, late in the holding of John Vavasour of 
Newton, esquire, Cecily’s late husband and father of the said 
John Vavasour, to hold for forty-five years from the previous 
Martinmas, paying £10 per annum. Marmaduke, now abbot, 
and the convent, in consideration of 20 marks paid to them by 
John at the sealing of these presents, lease to John, William and 
Thomas the said ‘“‘halfe deill’”” of the manor of Cayton with 
appurtenances and a tenement called Cayton with all 
appurtenances, to hold for forty-five years from the ending of 
the term in the previous indenture, that is to say to John and 
his assigns (if he lives so long), and if he dies within the term 
then William and Thomas (John’s cousins and heirs), being of 
the full age of twenty-one years, shall have the remainder of 
the term, and if John dies before William or Thomas reach the 
age of twenty-one, or if William and Thomas die before either 
of them reach the age of twenty-one, then the abbot and 
convent covenant to John by these presents that he and his 
assigns will have the right to assign, give and grant the residue 
of the term to any person or persons at his pleasure, this 
indenture notwithstanding, paying £10 per annum at the 
terms specified in the former indenture. John is not to make 
wilful waste of any woods growing within the “half dele” or 
tenement without special licence. Sealed interchangeably, the 
abbot and convent affixing their common seal. 


John Vavasour, the father of the primary recipient of this lease, was 
leased the moiety of Cayton Grange in 1500 (No. 273). In 1504, after 
his death, his widow and son were granted a new lease (No. 223), 
which is recited in the present document. John still held his moiety in 
1540, the Dissolution Survey citing this lease as giving him the right 
to do so.?

Appointment of Steward of Courts and 
Auditor 


243. 1 July 30 Henry VIII [1538]. Grant [in Latin] by Abbot 
Marmaduke and the Convent of Fountains (by their 
unanimous agreement) to Christopher Lyndley, for the 
faithful service he has done in the past to the abbot and 
convent and their monastery, of the office of steward of courts 
of all the manors, lands and tenements in Yorkshire, except 
their courts in the country (patria) of Craven, and also by these 
presents appoint him auditor of the stock of the monastery, to 
hold the offices for life, he or his deputy taking 26s 8d per 
annum for exercising the office of steward of courts and 10s 
per annum for exercising the office of auditor (with other fees, 
profits or advantages pertaining to the offices of old) at 
Whitsun and Martinmas by their own hands or from the 
receiver of rents (receptor firmariorum tenencium). If the fee 
(redditus) remains unpaid, [fo 110v] Christopher and _ his 
deputies have the right to distrain in the manor of Cayton for 
the fee and arrears (if there are any). The abbot and convent 
affix their common seal. Given in the chapter house. ! 


The fees which Christopher was to receive under the terms of this 
appointment were much lower than those detailed in the Valor 
Ecclesiasticus, which lists Ralph Pulleyn as exercising the office of 
steward of courts for a fee of 66s 8d and John Melsynby as exercising 
that of auditor for a fee of £6 13s 4d. The document states, 

however, that Christopher was to be auditor of stock, perhaps a new 
appointment distinct from that of general auditor. In 1535 the 
receiver, from whom Christopher was to take his fee, was Thomas 
Bradfurth; there was a separate office of steward of courts in Craven, 


this then being held by John Danke.°

244. 2 January 30 Henry VIII [1539]. Lease [in English] by 
Abbot Marmaduke and the Convent of Fontaunce to Edward 
Man of Brameley and Agnes, his wife, reciting a deed sealed with 
their common seal, dated 15 May 1525,' whereby they leased to 
John Man and Joan, his wife, and to the said Edward Man and 
Agnes, his wife, the site of the grange of Brameley, the other 
buildings built upon it and all the arable land there then in their 
holding, with pasture for their cattle, except the “cowhowse’’ 
there, with all meadows, pastures, “fedynges” and woods 
pertaining to the grange for the custody and nutriment of certain 
ofthe abbot and convent’s beasts, to hold for forty years from the 
previous Ellenmas, paying £6 per annum at Whitsun and 
Martinmas. The abbot and convent now, in consideration of a 
certain sum paid to them by Edward and Agnes at the sealing 
hereof, lease to Edward and Agnes by these presents the whole 
grange of Braymley with all appurtenances, to hold for fifteen 
years immediately after the term of forty years is completed, 
paying £6 per annum at Whitsun and Martinmas. The abbot and 
convent grant by these presents that if at any time hereafter they 
or any other persons take the ““cowhowse”’ and certain of the 
abbot and convent’s cows and other nutriments from Edward 
and Agnes, that then Edward and Agnesare to pay 40s perannum 
at the said feasts over and above the £6. If their rent remains 
unpaid for three months, the abbot and convent have the right to 
re-enter and relet, this lease notwithstanding. [fo 111] If Edward 
dies within the term, leaving Agnes [a widow], she shall not 
“marye to the seid graunge”’ without the abbot and convent’s 
licence. Edward is not to assign, give or sell the grange and its 
appurtenances to any person or persons, but only to one of the 
children lawfully begotten between himself and Agnes. The 
abbot and convent grant to Edward by these presents the office of 
“keipershipe”’ of the woods in the lordship of Brameley during 
the term. For the exercising of this office, heis to be allowed 6s 8d 
on his farm. [Sealed interchangeably],* the abbot and convent 
affixing their convent seal. 


The original counterparts of this lease, which was printed in abstract 
by Walbran,° are Leeds City Archives VR 962 and 963. Edward and 
Agnes held the grange at the Dissolution.*

245. 6 May 30 Henry VIII [1538]. Lease [in English] by 
Abbot Marmaduke and the Convent of Fountaunce (by their 
unanimous agreement) to George Horner, John Horner and 
Christopher Hebden, cook at Fountaunce, of half the grange 
of Cayton with appurtenances, to be divided equally between 
George Horner and John Horner, his son, and Christopher 
Hebden by impartial persons chosen by them, to hold for 
forty years from the date of these presents, paying £11 per 
annum at the customary terms of Whitsun and Martinmas. If 
their rent remains unpaid for three months, the abbot and 
convent have the right to distrain for the rent and arrears 
without interruption from George, John or Christopher, and 
if it is six months overdue, they can re-enter and relet at their 
pleasure without interruption from George, John and 
Christopher or anyone acting in their names, this lease not- 
withstanding. George, John and Christopher are to repair and 
maintain the half grange at their own cost, except for large 
timber, which will be delivered to them by the abbot and 
convent as necessary. George, John and Christopher bind 
themselves and their successors by these presents not to make 
wilful waste of any woods growing within the half grange, 
except for “brusyng wood”’ for their cattle, for hedging and 
for firewood as necessary. Sealed interchangeably, the abbot 
and convent affixing their convent seal. 


George Horner is listed as holding the whole moiety in the 
Dissolution Survey, its estimated acreage totalling 165 acres.' The 
other moiety, which was to be leased to John, Thomas and William 
Vavasour in the following month (No. 242), had been held by the 
Vavasour family since the late fifteenth century (see No. 223, notes). 
The moiety of the grange granted by the present lease was held in 
1482 by Richard Acton,* who was eae a replaced by Richard 
Tanda ie the course of 1483,° Richard Tenand himself being 
replaced by Roger Horner during 1484.4 Roger still held the moiety 
in 1490.° 
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There is no evidence that any of the monastery’s common stock 
was pastured at Cayton in the mid-fifteenth century, but this 
practice appears to have commenced in 1482, when Richard Acton 
received twenty cows and 110 stirks from the feemaster.® He 
returned nineteen cows in the following year, one having died of 
murrain;’ from that date until 1490 a herd of stirks constituted the 
only cattle pastured there, averaging 134 head during the period 1482 
to 1490,® being at its lowest, at 100 ead: at the 1483 audit,’ and at its 
highest, at 251, at the audit held the following year.” The herd was 
stabilised at 120 head during 1487'! and remained at this level 
enereatter. 

Sheep also began to be pastured at Cayton in 1482, when Richard 
Acton received six rams and 300 ewes from the magister ovium.'* At 
the audit the following year, he held 260 hoggets;'* during 1484 nine 
of these died of murrain, and he returned ihe remaining 251. The 
flock was re-established at sixty head in 1485;'* in the following two 
years it was accounted with the sheep of Brimham, but Roger 
Horner received 120 hoggets in 1488,'° a level that was to be 
maintained the following year.'° The fragmentary stock account, 
which dates to between 1492 and 1495, records a flock of 140 
hoggets and of 120 ewes at the time of the audit.’ here 6 no 
evidence to show how long the abbey continued to pasture stock at 
Cayton Grange, but the omission of any clauses recording an 
obligation by the tenants to keep such stock suggests that the 
practice had ceased before 1538.

Lease [in English] by 
Abbot Marmaduke and the Convent of Fountaunce (by their 
unanimous agreement) to John Johnson of Fountaunce Yaites 
and John Steill of Haddokstaynes [fo 111v] of the whole 
grange of Haddokstons with all appurtenances, to be evenly 
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divided between them by impartial persons chosen for this, to 
hold for forty years from Ellenmas last, paying £16 per annum 
at the customary terms of Ellenmas and the feast of St Wilfrid 
in winter. If their rent remains unpaid for three months, the 
abbot and convent have the right to re-enter and distrain for 
the rent and arrears, and if it is six months overdue, they can 
re-enter without any interruption from John Johnson and John 
Steill or anyone acting in their names, this lease notwith- 
standing. John Johnson and John Steill bind themselves by 
these presents to maintain the grange as it is maintained at 
present in all repairs at their own cost, except for large timber, 
which will be delivered to them by the abbot and convent as 
necessary, to be ““manered”’ at the cost of John Johnson and 
John Steill. Sealed interchangeably, the abbot and convent 
affixing their convent seal. 


In 1530, when John Steill was keeper of Haddockstones Grange, 
having been granted the reversion of the office in 1513 (No. 227), 
William Atkynson was granted the reversion of the keepership (No. 
228). William appears never to have entered into occupation, as the 
present lease grants the grange to John Steill and John Johnson for a 
simple money rent, with no obligation to keep the cattle, pigs, 
sheep, capons and geese which had previously been kept there. In 
1535, when it was held in demesne, Haddockstones had been valued 
at £16 per annum,’ the rent established under the terms of this lease. 
John Johnson, with his wife Margaret, had been appointed keeper of 
the West Gates in 1536 (No. 237). He and John Steill still held the 
grange in 1540.°

years from the date of these presents, paying 66s 8d per annum 
at the customary terms of Whitsun and Martinmas. If his rent 
remains unpaid for three months, the abbot and convent have 
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the right to distrain for the rent and arrears without interrup- 
tion from John, and if it is six months overdue, they can 
re-enter and relet at their pleasure without interruption from 
John or anyone acting for him, this lease notwithstanding. He 
is to repair and maintain all buildings and houses belonging to 
the grange and make all other repairs at his own cost, except 
for large timber, which will be delivered to him by the abbot 
and convent as necessary. He is not to make wilful waste of 
any woods growing within the bounds and grounds belong- 
ing to the grange, except for firewood and for “brusynge 
wode”’ for his cattle and for hedging and fence-making as 
necessary. Sealed interchangeably, the abbot and convent 
affixing their convent seal. 


Peter Smyth and Agnes his wife had been appointed keepers of 
Warsill Grange for a term of forty years in 1526 (No. 180). Unless 
that section of the Dissolution Survey is anachronistic, this lease did 
not take effect, as Peter Smyth is listed as still holding the grange in 
1540.° The lease states that John Lawnde was one of the monastery’s 
servants, but it is not known what office he occupied. The rent he 
was to pay is the same as the estimated annual value of the grange in 
1535, when it was held in demesne;” the lease records no obligation 
to keep oxen and dairy cattle there, as the earlier keepers had done.

With his father Richard, Henry Atkynson had been appointed keeper 
of Morker Grange in 1508 (No. 229), but had subsequently 
expressed ens pre at the terms of his service (No. 230). The 
division of the grange may not have actually taken place, as the 
Dissolution Survey states that Ninian and Henry held it jointly.' The 
rent they were to pay under the terms of this lease is the same as the 
annual value of the grange in 1535, when it was held in demesne.” 
The lease was for a money rent only, and does not record any 
obligation to keep the oxen, cows, sheep and horses which Henry 
had previously maintained there.

Lease [in English] by 
Abbot Marmaduke and the Convent of Fountaunce (by their 
unanimous agreement) to Thomas Exilbe, gentleman, the 
abbot and convent’s servant, of their “aianer “place “a 
Balderby, with the close adjoining on the backside and with 
another close lying in Balderby called the Sealles, with the 
Graunge Garthes lying in Kirkbywysk, to hold for forty years 
from Ellenmas last, paying annually at the customary terms of 
Ellenmas and the feast of St Wilfrid in winter 20s for the 
‘“‘maner place’’, 20s for the Sealles and £3 6s 8d for the Graunge 
Garthes. If his rent remains unpaid for three months, the abbot 
and convent have the right to distrain for the rent and arrears, 
and if it is six months overdue, they can re-enter without 
interruption from Thomas or anyone acting in his name, this 
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lease notwithstanding. Thomas is to maintain the “‘maner 
place’’ as it is maintained at present at his own cost, and is to 
leave it in good repair at the end of the term in the abbot and 
convent’s hands, except that the abbot and convent will 
deliver large timber for repairs as necessary at the sight of their 
officers. For the good and true service that Thomas has done 
and does to the house of Fountance and its brethren, the abbot 
and convent grant him 40s from his rent for life without 
interruption from themselves. Thomas binds himself to the 
abbot and convent in the penalty of £10 for the performance of 
these premises. [Sealed interchangeably],' the abbot and 
convent affixing their convent seal. 


The Thomas Exilby who was the recipient of this lease was probably 
one of the abbot’s gentlemen and the same man who witnessed 
Thomas Twisilton’s homage in 1517 (No. 17). His namesake, who 
was the abbot’s chamberlain, also witnessed this homage and that of 
Edmund Litton two years earlier (No. 30). Baldersby contained a 
number of tenements, the reversion of one of which had been leased 
to Thomas Exilby in 1521 (No. 131); another was to be leased to 
William Thomson in 1539 (No. 265). The land which Thomas was 
granted by the present lease had previously been retained in hand. In 
1495 it was wtie comprise two barns, a stable, a kitchen, a granary 
and the close mentioned in this lease. The 1495 rental also states that 
the Sealles was then in hand, but had formerly been leased for 20s per 
annum,~ the same sum which is named in Thomas’s lease. Grange 
Garth in Kirby Wiske was the site of the abbey’s former grange 
there:? in 1495 it had been held by Henry Blakburn.* The abbey 
owned a number of other tenements in Kirby Wiske, one of which 
had been leased to Thomas Forster in 1510 (No. 141). The 
Dissolution Survey lists Thomas as still holding in 1540 the lands 
granted by this lease and refers to the lease itself.”

howse”’ with appurtenances with the abbot and convent’s 
common stock for forty years from Ellenmas next in the form 
following: first, John and Alison are to keep a bull, twenty 
cows and nine followers of three various ages at all times of 
year and a mare with her follower from Michaelmas to 
Ellenmas. They are to deliver annually to the monastery of 
Fontance to the monk of the “cheishows”’ 26 stone 8lbs of 
cheese, or 8d for every stone not delivered, and 13 stone 4lbs 
of butter, or 12d for every stone not delivered, the said cheese 
and butter to be of “good and laufull meitt, housewyffly 
handlyd”’. John and Alison are also to deliver yearly from the 
said cows ten calves to the “‘feemaister”’ at Whitsun, according 
to the ancient manner used before in Nidderdayll, or 4s in 
money for every calf not delivered, and are also to deliver 
there yearly to the “‘feemaister’’ three of the oldest cows, to be 
fed towards the yearly expenses of the monastery, and shall 
receive for them another three cows at Michaelmas at the 
Tofthe Yaite in Nidderdaill to fulfil the stint. John shall also 
annually come on lawful warning to the monastery of 
Fontance at the audit time before Christmas to make @ tric 
account of all the stock, butter, cheese and calves, and upon 
determination of his account abide without further delay such 
judgement, penalties or assessment that the auditors shall 
punish and assess upon him. John and Alison bind themselves 
by these presents to pay the abbot and convent 20s for the 
agistment of their own stock as he [sic] has within the bounds 
of the “‘darehous’’, and 6s 8d for a close called Seylles, now in 
John and Alison’s occupation. They also bind themselves by 
these presents to repair and maintain all houses, hedges, walls 
and ditches, both on land and for the water banks, except for 
large timber for necessary repairs and other wood without 
waste as necessary for making the defences of the water banks. 
And if the water banks belonging to the lodge are “brokyn 
owt in grett substance by spayd of water or soddan floyde’’, 
which should be chargeable to John and Alison to repair, the 
abbot and convent agree that they will bear the principal cost 
of repair. The abbot and convent grant to John and Alison by 
these presents that if they or any of their successors wish to 
lease the “‘darehous’’, that then from that time they, the abbot 
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and convent, lease to John and Alison the “‘darehous”’ and the 
other land belonging to it, to hold [fo 113] for forty years then 
following, paying the abbot and convent, or any person 
having their interest and title to the premises, £3 6s 8d per 
annum at Whitsun and St Andrew’s Day. John and Alison 
bind themselves with other of their friends to the abbot and 
convent by these deeds in the penalty of £20 for the 
performance of these premises as pertain to the said service. 
Sealed interchangeably, the abbot and convent affixing their 
convent seal. 


Leeds City Archives VR 960 is an original counterpart of this 
appointment, of which Walbran printed extracts.” For most of the 
fifteenth century Sikes appears to have been considered as forming 
part of the lodge of Bouthwaite, probably forming one of the three 
parts into which the editor would suggest the latter was divided (see 
No. 205, notes). William Hornar probably held Sikes in 1457/8° and 
a new house was built there in the following year at a cost of 42s 6d.° 
William Servand accounted for the dairy herd of Sikes as a distinct 
entity for the first time in 1490, when he held the cattle specified in 
this lease,* and he is listed in the 1496 rental as holding the lodge 
with its twenty cows.” John Servand already held the lodge in 1526, 
as well as Low Arks (le Arkes).° In 1496 the annual value of the lodge 
was estimated as £4 11s 1%d,’ although the Valor Ecclesiasticus gives 
it as only £3 6s 8d,*® the rent John and Alison were to pay if their 
status was changed, from that of feemen to that of tenants. John still 
held the lodge in 1540, when its estimated acreage totalled 204 
acres.

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last, paying 20s per annum at the customary term, namely the 
feast of St Luke. If their rent remains unpaid for three months, 
the abbot and convent have the right to re-enter and relet 
without interruption from Elizabeth and Stephen or anyone 
acting for them. Elizabeth and Stephen bind themselves by 
these presents to repair all their tenements in Hawtongyll, 
except for large timber, which will be delivered to them as 
necessary at the sight of the officer, any further to be carried 
and ‘‘maneryd”’ at their cost. They are not to sublet without 
the abbot and convents “special licence. Sealed mute 
changeably, the abbot and convent affixing their convent seal. 


This lease may relate to a tenement in Halton Gill which had been 
leased to William Thornton in 1511 (No. 34).

252. [fo 113v]| 8 June 28 Henry VIII [1536]. Lease [in English| 
by Abbot Marmaduke and the Convent of Fontayns (by their 
unanimous agreement) to Robert Kyttylwell of Caldstanfaldes 
of half their tenement of Caldstanfaldes with appurtenances in 
the manner that he occupies it on the day of making these 
presents, to hold for forty years from Ellenmas last, paying 
26s 8d per annum at the customary terms of Whitsun and 
Martinmas. If his rent remains unpaid for two months, the 
abbot and convent have the right to re-enter and relet, this 
lease notwithstanding. Robert binds himself by these presents 
to repair and maintain the moiety in all repairs and fence- 
making at his own cost, except for large timber which will be 
delivered to him as necessary at the sight of the officer, any 
further to be felled, carried and ‘“‘maneryd”’ at Robert’s cost. 
At the end of the term Robert is to surrender the moiety into 
the hands of the abbot and convent in good repair, without he 
or anyone acting in his name having any further claim to it, 
this lease notwithstanding. Sealed interchangeably, the abbot 
and convent affixing their common seal. 


In 1361 Coldstones Fold was held by Brother Roger for a rent of 
40s.' In 1456/7 the abbey’s rental income from the lodge only 
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amounted to 13s 4d,* perhaps because it was held partly in demesne. 
By 1480 it was held in two moieties by John Ketellwell and William 
Lupton,” who still held it in 1496, each having the obligation to keep 
twenty stotts from Michaelmas to Ellenmas and to pay a rent of 
26s 8d,* the same sum as named in this lease. The Diesolinan Surve 
states that half the lodge had formerly been held by John Hebden, 
who was probably tenant of the moiety granted by this lease at some 
time between 1496 and 1536. 

In the period 1480-90 the number of stotts kept at Coldstones Fold 
did not always exactly correspond with the theoretical size of the 
herd: there were only thirty-nine at the time of the 1481 audit,° but 
forty-one in the following year.’ In addition, the two tenants of the 
lodge between them kept a number of oxen — an obligation which 1s 
not mentioned in the 1496 rental. These numbered six at the audits 
from 1480-2,° but the number was then increased to eight, perhaps 
constituting a full plough team, and remained at this level until 
1486.? At the audits held in 1487 and 1488 there were only seven 
oxen kept on the lodge,'” but the number was increased to eight in 
1489,!! only to be reduced to seven in the following year.’ 
The fragmentary stock account, dating to between 1492 and 1495, 
shows a reduction in the number of oxen kept at Coldstones Fold to 
six, '° the same number as in 1480.

Lease [in English] by Abbot 
Marmaduke and the Convent of Fontans to Francis Garforth, 
son of Anthony Garforth of Kylnsey, of a little meadow with 
appurtenances in Kylnesey called Tyche Yng with the Boyn 
Peyttes and a little “‘spryng”’ called the Hostlerz Intake lying 
above the waste there, “‘wyth hys shepys goyng and 
pasturyng yerely upon a ground or common there above the 
Chapelhouse or the Hye Marke, callyd a shepe rake, ther, and 
for lybertye to dryve the said shepes to and from the sayd

Anthony Garforth, Francis’s father, and Henry Gartheforth, his 
grandfather, had been leased a tenement in Kilnsey in 1536 (No. 75).

254. 26 April 30 Henry VIII [1538], Lease lin English) sby 
Abbot Marmaduke and the Convent of Fontans (by their 
unanimous agreement) to John Norton, esquire, of all their 
manors of Thershfeld in Craven and their messuages, lands, 
tenements, rents, reversions, services and hereditaments with 
appurtenances in Thershfeld in Craven, to hold for eighty-five 
years from Ellenmas next, paying £4 6s 8d per annum at 
Whitsun and Martinmas. If his rent [fo 114] remains unpaid for 
forty days, the abbot and convent have the right to distrain for 
the rent and arrears (if there are any). Sealed interchangeably, 
the abbot and convent affixing their convent seal. 


John may have thought that, in the likely event of the abbey’s 
surrender, a new lease would strengthen his claim to the abbey’s 
lands in Threshfield. He already held these under the terms of a 
ninety-nine-year lease granted in 1517, although Abbot William 
Thryske had tried to eject him in 1530 (see No. 70 and notes).

John Hogeson had held the tenement granted by this lease in 1496.! 
Edward still held it in 1540.°

Christopher are to keep at their own cost twenty cows, s1x 
heifers (““whyes’’) of the abbot and convent’s store, which are 
to be delivered to them by the abbot and convent at the day of 
making these presents.

Sealed interchangeably, the 
abbot and convent affixing their common seal. 


Leeds City Archives VR 957 is an original counterpart of this lease, 
from which a summary was published by Walbran.' Nutwith Cote 
and Thwaite House had been leased to Richard and his parents, 
Richard and Catherine Bekwith, in 1495 (No. 156). The Dissolution 
Survey records Richard, Lucy and Christopher as holding Nutwith 
Cote in 1540, when its total acreage was estimated as 124 acres,~ but 
lists Richard alone as holding Thwaite House.”

In the period 1453 to 1458/9 the lodge of Bridgehouse was held by 
Robert Benson.* The 1496 rental records it as held for the rent 
specified in the present lease by Christopher Bayn, who had also to 
keep a flock of 240 ewes® on Bewerley Riggs, for which he was 
allowed 13s 4d.* Robert and Jane snieceedel Marmaduke Bayn as 
forester of Nidderdale, who 1s recorded as holding that office oi an 
annual fee of 40s in 1535.° 

In 1481 and 1483-5 John Broune and John Herdcastell accounted 
for a flock of ewes which averaged 238 during these four years,° 
being at its largest, at 252 head, in 14837 and at its smallest, at 207 
head, in 1484.° The ewe flock appears to have been pastured 
elsewhere in 1482.” In 1488 Christopher Bayne, Robert Brown, 
Roger Hornar and Walter Hogeson together accounted for a flock at 
Bridgehouse, Brimham and Cayton (see also No. 197, notes; No. 
245, notes), which numbered 560 ewes at the time of the audit.' In 
1489 these men, together with John and Thomas Bolland and John 
Brigge, accounted for a flock of 499 ewes pastured at Bridgehouse 
and Brimham;'! it numbered 537 head in the following year. '* 

Not mentioned in the 1496 rental is the obligation to keep rams to 
run with the ewes. These numbered seven in 1481,'° six in 148314 
and three in 1484-5.'° In 1488, when the flock had been 
amalgamated with those kept at Brimham and Cayton, the number 
of rams had been increased to sixteen,'® the same number as in 
1489,'” although the flock only included twelve rams in 1490.'®

This lease is the final document entered in the Lease Book, which 
contains a number of documents relating to Aldfield (see No. 175, 
notes), in which Horsley is situated.~ Horsley was held by John Cure in 
1446-7, who paid an annual rent of 26s 8d for it.’ In the following 
decade it appears to have been held by Thomas Horsford;* a hedge was 
made there at a cost of 5s 4d in 1457/8.° Twenty pence were spent on 
repairs at Skeaf in 1457/8° and 7s 2d in the following year.’ Other 
tenements in Galphay were leased in 1523 (No. 186), 1525 (No. 188) 
and 1538 (No. 264).

271.'! 12 July 1478, 18 Edward IV. Grant [in Latin] by Abbot 
Thomas Swynton and the Convent of Fountaunce, reciting 
that by a certain indented writing, sealed with their common 
seal, they had granted and leased to John Huddresfeld,* prior 
of St Oswald of Nostell, William Bradford, John Bradford 
and their assigns the grange of Aunlay within the chapelry of 
Elande in the parish of Halifaxe, and also all lands and 
tenements there called Aunlay, or pertaining to the same 
grange, for the term of the prior’s life, as is fully allowed in the 
said indented writing.’ Soon after, by an indented writing 
made 12 May 12 Edward IV [1472] between Abbot Thomas 
and the Convent and John Savile of Holyngege,* the abbot 
and convent granted, leased and confirmed to John Savile and 
his assigns that the said grange of Aunlay, as it is enclosed by 
ditches, walls and hedges (haie), after the death of the said 
prior, should revert and remain to the said John Savile and his 
assigns, to hold for forty years after the prior’s death, paying 
33s 4d at Whitsun and Martinmas. If the rent were to be one 
month in arrears, the abbot and convent would have the right 
to distrain for the rent, the arrears and their expenses over the 
distraint, and if it were half'a year overdue, they could re-enter 
and peacefully enjoy it, that indented writing notwith- 
standing. John Savile granted for himself and his assigns that 
he would maintain, repair, support and fulfil the grange with 
the houses, hedges (haie), closes, fences (sepes) and ditches at 
his own cost and all other burdens incumbent on the grange, 
and not to waste the grange himself or by others above the 
value of 5s. Lastly Abbot Thomas and the Convent granted 
John Savile and his assigns by the said indented writing parcel 
of the lands and rents due to the monastery, namely a parcel of 
land called Annotbanke (which used to render the abbot and 
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convent 18d per annum), Littilshawe (which used to render 
12d per annum), a certain parcel of land in Mikkeelshawe 
(which used to render 7s per annum), le Haghe (which used to 
render 2s 6d per annum), Brigroid (which used to render 4s 
per annum), a certain parcel of land called Wolrounwall 
(which used to render 3s per annum), a certain parcel of land 
called Gildcare (which used to render 6s 8d per annum), and 
also a two-shilling rent in Dalton, to hold for forty years from 
the date of the same indented writing, paying as much as he 
should be able to receive and levy, happened to receive or have 
in future, without any fraud or artifice. Abbot Thomas and 
the Convent (by their common agreement) now grant and 
confirm to John Pylkyngton, knight, by this present indented 
writing the reversion of the grange of Aunlay, all the land of 
Aunlay and the rents of the said parcels of land after the end of 
the forty-year term which John Savile has in the same, to hold 
from the end of the forty years which John Savile has in the 
same from the chief lords by the services due and customary, 
paying 61s per annum at Martinmas and Whitsun. If the rent 
remains unpaid for one month, the abbot and convent have 
the right to distrain for the rent and arrears (if there are any), 
and if it is nine months overdue, they can re-enter and expel 
him, this lease and grant notwithstanding. The abbot and 
convent make William Turton and Ughtred Glover their 
attorneys to deliver seisin and possession of the grange, parcels 
of land and rent according to the form and effect of this 
charter.

John Pulleyn’s Annuity 


274.' 15 October 18 Henry VII [1502]. Grant [in Latin] by 
Abbot Marmaduke and the Convent of Fountains to John 
Pulleyn, for the faithful counsel which he has abundantly 
given them in the past and shall not cease to give in the future, 
of an annual fee of 16s 8d to be received at the monastery for 
life by John or his certain messenger at Christmas and the 
Nativity of St John the Baptist. The abbot and convent put 
John in possession and seisin of the annual fee by the payment 
of 12d in part payment of the fee. They further grant him a 
livery of clothing annually at Christmas of the suit of the 
gentlemen of the monastery, and also food and drink for 
himself and his servant and a chamber in the monastery to 
spend the night in, with a sufficient close, stable, herbage and 
hay for two horses whenever he happens to come to the 
monastery. For the grant John Pulleyn will travel and ride in 
the causes and affairs of the abbot and his successors at their 
cost as often and when he will have conveniently been 
required and will have been properly able, and will transact 
their business. He shall always give his faithful counsel in all 
these premises and thus will always be deemed and accepted as 
the abbot’s faithful vassal and familiar servant. From the full 
measure of their overflowing grace, the abbot and convent, by 
the tenor of these presents and by the authority of the whole 
Cistercian order, in their chapter house accept and admit John 
and Agnes his wife to all the prayers of the monastery, namely 
masses, prayers, vigils, bestowal of alms and whatever other 
benefits performed by the monastery, both in this life and after 
death, so that if after his death he shall have sent these letters to 
the abbot and convent by his intermediaries and shall have 
affected what is desired, a full service will be performed as is 
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accustomed to be performed for a monk of the monastery.

Walbran’s published transcript of this document* omits a whole line 
of the original. John Pulleyn was one of the abbey’s legal advisers 
and is so described in the agreement made with John Malham in 1505 
(No. 52) and again in 1515, when he instructed Edmund Litton in 
what words to say for his homage (No. 30). He witnessed the grant 
made to Robert Swale in 1500 (No. 220) and is described as a 
gentleman in the record of John Exilby’s homage of 1509 (No. 130).

275.' 1 April 24 Henry VII [1509]. Agreement [in English] by 
Thomas Atkinson to serve the abbot and convent of Fontaynes 
at their grange called Haddocstaynes for [twenty]° years from 
Ellenmas next, performing his office or service of husbandry 
and ‘“‘femanshipe” with all other occupations and labours 
pertaining to the grange in shearing, mowing and hay- 
making, as well as in carriage, the making of hedges and walls 
belonging to the grange and all other husbandry. He is to keep 
and deliver all grain obtained from the grange to the “gerners’”’ 
at Fontaynes by tally, and is to “femanlye’’ keep there sixty” 
cows and as many oxen and other cattle as are delivered to him 
by the abbot or his officers after the custom used before.

He is to deliver 
annually by tally to the “‘cheshous” in Fontaynes his butter 
and cheese as pertain to so many cows after the custom used 
among the “‘loigers” in Nidredaill, or pay 12d in money for 
every stone of butter not delivered and 8d for every stone of 
cheese, as well as all other duties and debts to the abbot and 
convent or their auditors as are lawfully found and assessed 
upon him at the “‘feemaistre accompte”’. He is to keep as many 
of the community’s swine at the grange as have been 
customarily kept there before, and is to bring up certain 
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‘“‘chekyns, capones and gezes’’ for money delivered to him as 
before, and is to make delivery when required. Thomas is to 
keep the abbot and convent “‘harmelesse and loslesse” for any 
trespasses done to anyone at any time by the cattle in his 
keeping. Once a year he is to make a true account of all grain 
obtained from the grange and is to sow, keep and deliver the 
same with all profits, to the common profit of the monastery 
of Fontaynes, and is not to put any to private use without the 
special licence of the abbot, his successors or their “officers at 
the granges’’. He is not to take any cattle to agist or permit any 
to remain on the grounds belonging to the grange, but is to 
keep the grounds and closes to the greatest profit of the 
monastery’s cattle. Thomas is to keep all the woods and 
“sprynges”’ within the bounds of the grange and is to present 
anyone who offends in them in the future at the court of 
Morker. For the which service and for the ““feemanshipe’’, for 
keeping at bed and board four menservants to help him in the 
grange, and one “‘hirde”’ from Michaelmas to Ellenmas, 
Thomas is to have 20 quarters of all grains, or 4s for every 
quarter wanting, namely 7 quarters of wheat, 7 quarters of rye 
(or as much barley when rye may not be had) and 6 quarters of 
barley malt, and for the shepherd 12 bushels of all corn at the 
abbot’s discretion, so that the abbot and convent pay the said 
servants their hire. For shearing and threshing the corn, which 
he and his servants cannot do, Thomas is to have for his hire 
and service the agistment of two horses on the grange for 
harrowing, a mare with her follower (until it is twelve months 
old), eight cows with their calves and also, of the abbot’s 
special licence and grace, forty ewes with their lambs (until 
they are “‘spaned’’), twenty of them until they are a year old, 
so that he does not exceed the number of sixty at any time, and 
two or three “‘swyne hogges”’ for his household, but no sows. 
If Thomas dies, the residue of the term is to be void, this grant 
and lease [sic] notwithstanding. Thomas binds himself by 
these presents to keep all the contents written above, and at 
the end of the term (if he lives so long) to peaceably remove 
himself without making any trouble for the abbot, the 
convent, their successors or servants. Thomas is not to 
be bound to any man other than the abbot and convent 
during the term. Sealed interchangeably, the abbot affixing 
his seal.

together with Aldefeldbankes near the said closes, all woods 
and underwood in Aldefeld Bankes and Skelhomes and in all 
other closes and tenements (tenure) reserved and excepted, 
except sufficient timber for their necessary repairs, to be taken 
at the sight and with the consent of the cellarer, and 
underwood for repairing and making their hedges and closes, 
to hold for the term of Ellen’s life as they have been held 
before from the feast of St Martin last, paying annually at 
Whitsun and Martinmas 53s 4d for the house or hospice with 
Rybanks, 10s for Gest Stabyll Ynges, 13s 4d for the portion of 
Skell Bankes and Skellhomes and 40s for the tenement in 
Aldefelde with appurtenances and Aldfeldbankes. In addition 
the abbot and convent grant that Robert and Ellen, for the 
term of Ellen’s life, are to receive week by week at the 
monastery’s larder all intestines called lez ishewes of all the 
cattle (averia) and sheep killed for the use of the monastery, 
except cattle killed and assigned to the larders around 
Christmas, paying every year for the same on their account 
according to the value and price customary before, namely 3d 
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for every beast (averium) and 16d for every score (vigenarius) of 
sheep. Robert grants by these presents that he will faithfully 
serve the abbot and his successors, especially on festival and 
solemn days within the monastery, and also in all suitable and 
lawful foreign business placed on him by them at their 
expense, and also that he will diligently attend and fulfil the 
office of porter at the west gates, and keep or cause them to be 
closed at night at fitting and convenient hours at the time of 
fairs (nundine) and other occasions, and in addition that he will 
keep all the wood and underwood growing within his 
tenements (tenure) and will not lop (loppo) any timber for the 
pasturing of cattle in destruction of the same, and will not 
make or permit any waste to be made. He will show and 
present all trespasses and damage found by him there before 
the steward and officials at the court of Aldefeld. For faithfully 
executing and fulfilling the which services and offices, Robert 
and Ellen will have 13s 4d in reward allowed to them in their 
account from the sum of 53s 4d levied in farm for the said 
house or hospice. In addition Ellen agrees that she will wash or 
cause to be washed whenever necessary all the linen cloths 
(linthiamina) 1n any way pertaining to the buttery (aula 
promptuarium), common hospice and the lord abbot’s 
chamber, without deliberate injury or tearing of them. She 
and an honest washerwoman (lota), serving the monastery 
with the same tasks, of her good and gratuitous diligence will 
carefully and fully repair and will mend or cause to be mended 
tears in the same when they have been found, for the which 
service, well and diligently performed, Ellen* will have 13s 4d 
in money allowed to her every year on her account from the 
rent for the house or hospice. She will also receive annually 
twenty waggon-loads of fuel (plaustrate focalium), of the 
provision of the convent, brought and allowed her by the 
lord’s cart (cariagia), for burning in the said service. Lastly the 
abbot and convent (by their unanimous agreement and 
benevolent disposition) grant Robert and Ellen by these 
presents that they will receive, during Ellen’s life, for their 
livery every week seven loaves of the better [bread] and seven 
of the second at the monastery’s bakehouse, six gallons of the 
better: service «and: six of the second) and/in ever ways 
allowance of food (dieta) of the convent, one dish (ferculum), 
both of meat and of fish, as much as is served to two monks, 
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to be received at the abbot’s kitchen. If Ellen dies before 
Robert, he is to receive exactly half the said livery. If the rent 
remains unpaid for three months, besides the allowances 
allowed in the same, the abbot and convent have the right to 
distrain for the rent and arrears (if there are any), and if it is 
one year overdue, or if Robert and Ellen make or endeavour to 
make wilful waste in the woods, to the grave damage of the 
monastery, the abbot and convent can re-enter and relet at 
their pleasure, this lease notwithstanding. Robert and Ellen 
agree by these presents to maintain all the houses and 
buildings now constructed or afterwards built on the 
tenement, and all ditches, hedges, drains and other defences 
pertaining to the tenement, except necessary repairs to the 
house or hospice, which [will be] reserved to the abbot and 
convent’s charge, and large timber, which will be delivered 
and assigned to them as necessary for their other repairs. In 
addition the abbot grants of his benevolence to Robert and 
Ellen that he will build or cause to be built at his own cost, as 
fitly as he is able, an appropriate and convenient stable near the 
house or hospice to the use of themselves and their guests 
(hospites), the which guests Robert agrees by these presents to 
receive and care for diligently and humanely in everything, 
both in word and deed, and to treat them courteously and 
kindly in the accounts of their expenses, as far as he is able, 
without damage to the honour of the monastery or of himself. 
Sealed interchangeably, the abbot and convent affixing their 
common seal. 


This agreement has been discussed by St John Hope in his 
description of the abbey pip ances: John and Margaret Johnnson 
were appointed keepers of the West Gates in 1536 in succession to 
Robert and Ellen (No. 237), but were only to hold Rybankes and 
Safferon Garth and not the other closes and land in Aldfield which 
were leased to Robert and Ellen by the present agreement. In 1526 
Ellen Dauson, then a widow, accounted for the intestines of 245 
beasts slaughtered during the year for the use of the kitchen, other 
than preserved meat (ad usum coquine preter larderas), paying 5s for 
each score at the feast of St Andrew the Apostle.* John and Margaret 
were to receive eight gallons of the best ak and seven of the second, 
where Robert and Ellen had received only six of each.”

277.' 31 December 7 Henry VIII [1515]. Appointment [in 
English| by Abbot Marmaduke and the Convent of Fontayns 
of Robert Raner of Nidderdaill as their servant, ““hyrd”’ and 
“feman”’ at their lodge or “‘daryhouse”’ in Nidderdaill called 
Lofthous. Robert covenants and binds himself by these 
presents to serve the abbot and convent at the lodge with all 
his diligence, in keeping the cows and other cattle and ““doyng 
of all other labors in feemanshipe os appertenyth’’. Robert will 
‘“feemanlyke” keep annually on the grounds and pastures 
pertaining to the lodge of the abbot and convent’s stock one 
bull, forty cows and eighteen heifers (““whyes’’) of various 
ages at all times of the year, and also a mare with her follower 
from Michaelmas to Ellenmas. “The said Robert shall dayly 
cause to be mylkyt the said kye of the forsaid abbot and 
convent and of ther successors, and the mylke of theym to be 
maid in butter and cheysse, goode and able meit’’, to the abbot 
and convent’s greatest advantage and profit, and to deliver 
them to the abbot and convent “in maner forme of aunchaunt 
tyme accostomede’’. Robert is to keep all such calves as are 
born to the abbot and convent’s cows until they are two years 
old or more and each worth 4s. ““The said Robert shall do al 
maner of labors, or cause to be doyn, appertenyng to the 
sustentacion and norechyng of the kye and of all odre cattell of 
the forsaid abbot and convent and of ther successors os in 
mawyng and gyttyng of haye and foddryng of theym’”’, and 1s 
to repair or cause to be repaired all hedges, walls, ditches and 
other “‘closers”’ and fences in the customary manner as pertain 
to the grounds and pastures of the lodge. He is not to fell, give 
or sell any wood growing within the bounds of the lodge, 
except reasonable “browsyng”’ for the stock as has been 
customary before, on pain of forfeiture. Robert is to deliver to 
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the abbot and convent annually at Whitsun, “‘uppon the 
renewyng of ther forsaid kye”, twenty “styrkes” worth 4s 
[each], and if at the delivery of the “‘styrkes”’ the “‘feemaister 
and his counsell’’ find that any of them are not worth 4s 
through Robert’s negligence or for want of good keeping, he 
is to pay the residue in money as assessed on him, and for 
every ‘‘styrke’’ not delivered pay 4s in money on his account. 
Robert is also to deliver to the monastery of Fontayns before 
the feast of All Hallows to the ‘“‘maister of the cheishous”’ 53 
stone 4/bs of cheese, “well and suyrly mayd, lawfull meite after 
the weght accustomyd”, and 26 stone 8/bs of butter, or 8d for 
every stone of cheese not delivered and 12d for every stone of 
butter. ‘“Robert shall delyver to the feemaister or to his depute 
such cattel of the abbot’s and convent’s os he requireth of hym 
at eny tyme for crochons to be feede for the store of the 
monasterye aforsaid, and to receyve odre of the said abbot’s 
and convent’s cattel or kye for theym at the assigment of the 
said feemaister or his depute’. On lawful warning Robert is to 
come annually to his account at the audit kept at the 
monastery of Fontaynce and to make a true account of all these 
premises, of the abbot and convent’s cattle and all other things 
rehearsed before. If the steward, auditor and other officers 
present at his accounting find that he has made default in 
delivery of the premises or that any of the cattle have perished 
by his negligence, he is to make due restitution as awarded by 
the steward, auditor and other officers. ‘“‘For accompleghment 
and juste performance of all theis premisses, and for his trew 
service doyng, he shall have for hys wages and for the 
sustentacion of hymself and odre his wyffe and servandes 
necessarie to hym for his helpe, the mansyon of the said loge 
with all odre buylding and howsynge belongyng therto, so 
that he shall keipe theym in reparell after the custome ther 
usyd, and so to leiff theym, and also he shall have all remanent 
of the mylke and odre renewynges of the kye of the said abbot 
and convent and of ther successors, and also all such corne os 
grewith within the bowndes of the said groundes, so that he 
shall tyll and saw the said groundes frome yere to yere with 
corne os shalbe assigned to hym by the said abbot and his 
officers. Also he shall have suffycyent adgestament within the 
said groundes and pastors for his owne cattell and racionable 
fodder os the abbot and convent’s cattell haith, and not for to 
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overcharge the groundes and pastors belongyng to the said 
loge, and also the said Robert shall yerely content and pay to 
the forsaid abbot and convent and to his successors uppon the 
allowance of his accompte for the inlargyng of the 
adgestament for his owne cattell’’, 13s 4d. Robert binds 
himself by these presents for a true performance of these 
premises, on pain of forfeiture. “Provided allway that it shalbe 
lefull to the said abbot and convent and to their successors, if 
he mak defawte eyther in payng his money for adgestament of 
his owne cattell or in delyvere of odre premisses, to streyn 
uppon the cattell and odre goodes of the said Roberte, and the 
distreisses so taken withholde to he have maid dew 
satisfaccion and restitucion of all theis premisses and arrereges 
therof, if eny be’. Sealed interchangeably, the abbot and 
convent affixing their convent seal. 


Robert had been leased the lodge of Lofthouse (No. 206) exactly one 
year before the making of the present agreement, which reduced his 
status from that of a tenant to that of a keeper. The receipt of 13s 4d 
for his agistment is recorded in 1526° and he apparently still held the 
lodge in 1540.°

Atkynson (1d), the wife of John Lambert (1d), Ralph 
Pygersgyll (1d), Richard Atkynson (1d), Richard Litster (4d), 
John Smerthwayte (1d), John Bayn (1d), Robert Browne (6d), 
the wife of Thomas Brown (6d), John Marshall (1d) and 
William Slater (1d) are tenants at will there and felled and 
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carried away the lord’s wood and underwood, therefore [they 
are] each in mercy as appears above their heads,” etc.

away the lord’s wood as above, etc. 

Inquisition: an inquisition taken there by the oaths of 
Richard Litster, Christopher Bekwith, Thomas Bekwith, 
John Clerke, John Steyll, John Atkynson, Ralph Pygersgyll, 
Richard Atkynson, John Smerthwayt, John Bayn, Robert 
Brown and William Slater, separately sworn, who say on their 
oaths that William Horseman died seised in a messuage and 
certain lands with appurtenances in Ilketon, held from the lord 
by service, etc, and for a rent of 6d per annum, and that Ralph 
Horseman is William’s son and closest heir and at the time of 
William’s death was aged 21 years and more, therefore it is 
presented [that he should be] distrained for relief and other 
services against the next court, etc.

This document, which is one of only two original Fountains court 
rolls yet identified (see also No. 283), demonstrates the amount of 
information about those tenements held by copyhold rather than by 
indenture which has been lost through the absence of such rolls. The 
free tenement in Ilton for which Ralph Horseman was to pay relief 
had been granted to the monastery by William de Hebbeden,* and 
had been held in 1496 by Roger Lawson.” The abbey’s rental income 
from Ilton totalled 46s 6d in 1456/7:° there is no separate entry for 
Ilton in the Valor Ecclesiasticus. No earlier references to the cottage at 
Grimes Gill leased to Ralph Frere have been found.

279. 20 March 27 Henry VIII [1536]. Lease [in Latin) by 
Abbot Marmaduke and the Convent of Fountains (by their 
unanimous agreement) to Robert Brown of half their grange 
of Aldebrught near Masham, reserving to the abbot and 
convent all wood, underwood and coppices (virgulta) growing 
there to cut down, sell or give away if and when they please, 
after which Robert is not to pasture or keep any animals there 
for seven years after such cutting down, but is to keep them in 
severalty enclosed by hedges without waste or destruction, to 
hold for forty years from Lady Day next in the manner and 
form which he holds it on the day of making these presents, 
paying £5 3s 4d per annum at Martinmas and Whitsun. He 1s 
to keep on the grange during the term at his own cost of the 
abbot and convent’s stock one horse with ten cows and one 
bull, and is faithfully to render annually five stirks (sterketti), 
namely one-year-old stirks (stirkkes) issuing from the said 
cows, or 4s for the value of each stirk, and 13 stone 4lbs of 
cheese as well as 6'4 stone 2/bs of butter, or the value of the 
stirks, butter and cheese at the choice of the abbot and 
convent’s officials according to the custom of the valley of 
Nidderdaill, and lastly he is to keep at his own cost from 
Michaelmas to Ellenmas of the abbot and convent’s stock one 
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mare with her follower, 200 hoggets (hogg’) or ewes (oves 
matrices),* or fifty head of cattle (averia) at the abbot and 
convent’s pleasure, for which cattle and their profits he will 
render a true account once a year to the abbot and convent or 
their auditors where and when he is called upon, together with 
all other arrears appearing in the same account. Robert agrees 
by these presents to repair and maintain at his own cost all 
houses and buildings built on the moiety of the grange in 
walling and roofing, and all hedges and ditches pertaining to 
it, to fulfil all the other burdens incumbent on the grange and 
to surrender it in good repair at the end of the term. If Robert 
dies, Anne his daughter is to have the residue of the term, and 
if Anne dies, Isabel his [other] daughter is to occupy the part of 
the grange which Robert their father occupies on the day of 
making these presents in the manner and form expressed 
before; if Robert, Anne and Isabel die the lease is to be void, 
this indenture notwithstanding. Anne and Isabel may not 
marry into the grange without the abbot and convent’s 
consent and special licence. If the rent, cheese, butter or stirks 
are in arrears for forty days after any term when they should 
have been rendered or paid, Robert, Anne and Isabel are not to 
sublet without the abbot and convent’s special licence, or to 
make or permit to be made any waste or destruction in the 
grange,” or they default in keeping the cattle, or do not render 
a faithful account, the abbot and convent or their deputies 
have the right to re-enter, this incenture notwithstanding. 
Robert, Anne and Isabel grant the abbot and convent by these 
presents free entry and exit into the moiety of the grange at all 
times of year for their carts (carriagia) or for their deputies to 
cut down and carry away their wood there for their greatest 
benefit and use. If Robert has a legitimate son before the end of 
the term, that son is to have the remainder of the term after 
Robert’s death and neither Anne nor Isabel are to have any 
interest, right or claim in the moiety of the grange by reason 
of this present lease. Sealed interchangeably, the abbot and 
convent affixing their common seal. 


Robert, with Alice, his mother, and his brother Thomas, had been 
leased the whole grange of Aldburgh in 1517 for a period of seven 
years (No. 149). Robert held the entire grange in 1540, when its 
estimated acreage totalled 433 acres,* and must have acquired the 
other moiety between that date and the date of this lease.

Lease [in English] by 
Abbot Marmaduke and the Convent of Fountaunce to 
Richard Atkynson of Pott: of ‘all that part of their erange 
and lodge called Pott with closes, meadows, pastures and 
appurtenances now in Richard’s holding, to hold for life 
from Ellenmas next, paying 16s per annum at Whitsun and 
Martinmas. Richard agrees by these presents ““femanly’’ to 
keep annually at his own cost ten cows, two _ heifers 
(“whyes’’) and two “stirkes” of the abbot and convent’s 
stock at all times of the year, and is annually to deliver at 
the ““chese howse”’ of the monastery of Fountaunce 13 stone 
4lbs of cheese and 6 stone 8/bs of butter “of gud and lawfull 
meitt’’ “before Martinnias ‘at the’ sieht of the “monks 
officer”.

Richard agrees 
by these presents to deliver annually five “‘stirkes” from the 
issue of the ten cows and two heifers worth 4s each, and if 
they are’ valued at’ less” by ‘the “feemaister “of the» sayd 
monastery and his councell’’, or if he does not deliver the 
whole amount of five “‘styrkes”’, Richard agrees by these 
presents at the abbot and convent’s next audit to pay 4s in 
money for every “‘stirke’’ not delivered and money for the 
“stitkes””. valued under 4s,-each. » He valsoy agrees; by: these 
presents: to keep, “with Robert Loge or oder in ins 
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rowmeth”’,, every third year from Michaelmas to Ellenmas a 
flock of 300° of the abbot and convent’s wethers on the 
pasture pertaining to the grange at their own cost, or else pay 
to the abbot and convent annually the part which pertains to 
the discharge and retaining of the flock. Richard agrees by 
these presents to pay an out-rent charged on the lodge of 
26s 8d for a cow pasture now named the Cowe Rake, and to 
repair and maintain at his own cost all houses (except for large 
timber), hedges, walls, ditches, drains and defences belonging 
to the tenement, and quietly to surrender it into the abbot and 
convent’s hands at the end of the term with no further claim to 
it. Richard also agrees by these presents not to fell or cause to 
be felled any of the abbot and convent’s wood “‘of warrante”’ 
without licence, except for “‘lefull fellynge of hollyng bowes 
and other bruchwode at seasonable tyme of the yere callyd 
brusyng for pastour of cattell, and also oke bowes, not 
tymber, for ther fewell and makyng of fensez’’ without waste, 
and that if the rent or any money on his accounts for cheese, 
butter, ‘‘stirkes’’, for discharging the wether flock or for the 
Kowe Rake remain unpaid for half a year, the abbot and 
convent have the right to re-enter, expel him and relet, this 
indenture notwithstanding. Richard agrees by these presents 
not to sublet without the abbot and convent’s licence, on pain 
of forfeiture. The abbot and convent agree that when Richard 
dies, his wife and the son he names on the day of his death 
shall occupy all that Richard now occupies for twenty years, 
but if his wife and son die within the twenty years, the 
reversion of that period still to run is to be void, this lease 
notwithstanding. Sealed interchangeably, the abbot and 
convent affixing their convent seal. 


This portion of the lodge of Pott had been leased to Richard and his 
mother Margaret for thirty years in 1518 (No. 160). The Dissolution 
Survey lists Richard as still holding this portion of the lodge in 1540, 
which it names as Nether Ashehed (now Low Ash Head, SE 141752), 
for which it lists an estimated acreage amounting to 124 acres.”

Lease [in English] by 
Abbot Marmaduke and the Convent of Fontaynes (by their 
unanimous agreement) to William Hawkesby and Jenett his 
wife of Stanny Eynges, ““‘belongeynge the townshype of Sallay 
besydes Fontaynes’’, of a close lying by Skell Syde outside the 
West Yaittes called Gestestabyll Ynge and another close on the 
other side of the Skelle lying beside the highway called the 
Hors Closse with the “sprynge’” adjoining it, to hold for 
fifty-two years from Candlemas next, paying 10s per annum at 
Ellenmas and Martinmas. If their rent remains unpaid for four 
months, the abbot and convent have the right to re-enter 
without interruption from William or Jenett or anyone acting 
for them, this indenture notwithstanding. William and Jenett 
bind themselves by these presents to repair and maintain the 
grounds in all hedging, walling and ditching with such 
“garsell” and other wood necessary from the closes and 
“sprynge’’ if it can be found there, otherwise from the abbot 
and convent. Sealed interchangeably, the abbot and convent 
affixing their convent seal. 


Gestestabyll Ynge, which had been leased in 1512 to Robert and Ellen 
Dauson, the keepers of the West Gates (No. 276), but not to John 
and Margaret Johnson, their successors (see No. 237), will have lain 
in Aldfield d township. Hors Closse will have lain south of the Skell, in 
Sawley township. William and Joan still held these closes in 1540, 
the Dissolution rental providing a summary of this lease.*

282.' 20 June 30 Henry VIII [1538]. Lease [in Latin] by 
Abbot Marmaduke and the Convent of Fountains (by their 
unanimous agreement) to Thomas Burton of Ingerthorpe, 
gentleman, of all their lands, tenements, messuages, cottages, 
rents, services, meadows and pastures with all appurtenances 
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in Ingerthorpe, Markynton and Wallerthwat, to hold for 
eighty years from Martinmas next, paying £4 9s 8d per annum 
at Whitsun and Martinmas, provided that all leases and grants 
of any parcels of the premises under the abbot and convent’s 
common seal are to have force and effect. Sealed inter- 
changeably, the abbot and convent affixing their common 
seal. 


The township of Markington with Wallerthwaite contained the 

granges of Haddockstones (see Nos 227, 228, 246, 275) and Morker 

(see Nos 229, 230, 248), as well as Fountains Park (see No. 231). 

This lease granted to Thomas Burton the land which did not form 
art of these two granges or the park. 

In 1456/7 the abbey’s rental income from Ingerthorpe totalled 
33s 4d,? the figure at which it still stood in 1540.° The 1496 rental 
lists the vill as containing three tenements,* but the Dissolution 
Survey lists in addition a parcel of ground leased to William Burton 
for an annual rent of 12d. 

In 1456/7 the monastery received 37s 10d in rents from 
Markington,° but the total rents listed in 1496 rental only amount to 
£1 12s 8d,’ although one has probably been omitted. The Valor 
Ecclesiasticus lists the rents from Markington as amounting to 
33s 2d,8 a sum which the Dissolution Survey indicates is the total 
rent received from tenants at will, but which omits the 12d rent 
received from the free tenement there. ’ 

Fountains received 26s 8d in rent from Wallerthwaite in 1456/7,'° 
but in 1496 there was only one tenement there for which the rent was 
225 2d.1! This was still the case in 1540.'*

The courts of the lordships of Kilnsey, Litton and Malham came 
within the jurisdiction of the steward of courts in Craven (see No. 
243). This may explain the difference in character between this 
document and No. 278, a court roll of the lordship of Aldburgh 
written in the following year, which records the proceedings ore 
court which came under the jurisdiction of the steward of courts. 
The Aldburgh court roll is a document of formal appearance which 
contrasts markedly with the casual and carelessly written style of 
No. 283. 

The first court whose proceedings are recorded in this court roll 1s 
that of the lordship of Malham, the entry relating to which 1s divided 
into sections concerning the free tenants, Malham, Bordley and 
Malham Moor. The lordship was considerably more extensive than 
the territory of these three bone ae Of the free tenants, the 
Herrington heirs held a small freeholding in Austwick,'’ the 
Aunchevyne and Tempest families held the manor of Hebden (see 
No. 73), the abbot of Jervaulx and the Twisleton family had land in 
Horton in Ribblesdale,'* and the Clark family had land in Long 
Preston.'? Stephen Hamerton held the manor of Wigglesworth (see 
No. 21), where the freeholding of the abbot of Se appears also 
to have lain.'® The lists of tenants who held at will or by indenture 
include the names of a number of the abbey’s logiars. Thomas Dean, 
who was amerced for vert under a heading for Malham and who 
served on the Malham inquisition jury, had been leased the lodge of 
Tranhous in Malham Moor township in 1531 (No. 59). He also 
appears under the heading for Malham Moor, as do John and Ralph 
Buk, who were leased parts of Darnbrook House in 1520 and 1506 
respectively (Nos 48, 57), and Gregory and James Buk, who held 
land there in 1540.'’ Christopher Browne was tenant of part of 
Middle House’® and Richard Knoll had been leased a moiety of 
Tranhoulhouse in 1514 (No. 54). Henry Pacok had been leased a 
moiety of the lodge of Capon Hall in 1516 (No. 56), of which Roger 
Benson held another part in 1540.°* Henry and John Thomson were 
the tenants of Cow Gill,?? Matthew and Thomas Toller of 
Waterhouses lodge*! and Miles and Thomas Toller and Edmund 
Wharf of Westside House.~” 
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Of those named in the section for Litton, Henry, leer and 
Thomas Ellyson, Lionel and Roger Fraunkland and Richard Tod 
held land in Halton Gill,*? where Christopher Franklayn had been 
leased a tenement in 1511 (No. 35). John, Miles and Roger 
Knoll were tenants in Foxup~* and Adam Langstroth, Matthew and 
Robert Medcalf of the abbey’s land at Cosh.*? Richard Faucett 
had been leased the lodge of Upper Heselden in 1508 (No. 39). 

Richard and Thomas Layland are listed in the section for Kilnsey. 
Richard was leased a moiety of Chapel House in 1507 (No. 68), but 
he and Thomas were reduced in status to undertenants in 1529, when 
the lodge was leased to Henry earl of Cumberland (No. 69).

This general index contains entries relating to places, persons and 
subjects. Arabic numerals in roman type refer to the documents as 
numbered in this edition and not to page numbers, except where a 
page number is specified. Numbers followed by ‘n’ refer to 
occurrences of names in notes or references and not in the text itself. 
Italic arabic numerals refer to entry numbers in the gazetteer. The 
gazetteer contains references only to those Fountains Abbey estates 
to which documents in the Lease Book relate, and is not a 
comprehensive gazetteer of the monastery’s entire possessions. 

Place-names are indexed under their modern form as recorded by 
the Ordnance Survey; obsolete manuscript forms are printed in 
italics. Except in the case of place-names which are also township 
names, the name of the township 1s given in parentheses after each 
such name. Field-names and other minor place-names are grouped 
under the name of the township or tenement in which they lay. The 
editor is mdebted to Mrs V. A. Hall for the extraction of 
place-names for this index. 

Surnames are indexed under the form which most resembles the 
modern form of each surname, with alternative manuscript forms 
given in parentheses. In the case of surnames derived from 
place-names, a cross-reference is provided from the modern spelling 
of the place-name if that differs from the key name under which the 
surname in question is indexed. An attempt has been made to 
distinguish all individuals bearing the same name, primarily by their 
place of residence. This is given in parentheses if specifically stated in 
the document, but in square brackets if the place of residence has 
been inferred by the editor. Married women are indexed under the 
family into which they were born, where this is known, with a 
cross-reference to the name of their husband’s family. A person 
bearing a name which is a patronymic 1s indexed both under his own 
and under his father’s Christian name. 

Subject entries have been grouped by topic, with cross-references 
from the individual subjects listed within each subject group. The 
principal subject groupings are as follows: accounting and measure- 
ment; autographs; boundaries and fences; buildings and building;

Addenda and Corrigenda 


p xxvi pa 2 the editor has suggested that the twelfth-century 
structure excavated between 1977 and 1980 was built as the 
monastery’s lanaria, or woolstore. He accepted, however, St John 
Hope’s interpretation of this building as the bakehouse, at least in 
its final phase. This now appears to be unlikely to be correct, as 
excavation has suggested that it was demolished by the 1480s. Mr 
G. Coppack, the director of the excavation, has recently suggested 
(Medieval Archaeology, 25 (1981), pp 195-6) that the structures St 
John Hope interpreted as ovens were in fact furnaces heating 
coppers. Mr Coppack’s suggestion that the two circular stone tubs 
were part of a fulling mill appear unlikely, and they might more 
plausibly be interpreted as vats in which wool was scoured. 

p xxxix, pa 2 both the agreements of 1512 and of 1536 with the 
porters of the West Gates specify that they were to pay 5s per score 
for the intestines of cattle and 16d per score for the intestines of 
sheep. The details of prices for intestines on p xxxix are therefore 
incorrect. 

p xlvi, pa 1 for John Maunsby read Mauneby. 

p Ixxvi, pa 1 for tenement in Sleningford which had formerly been in 
his wife’s holding (No 173) read (No 172). 

pp 64-5, No 72 the bounds of the common pasture of Hetton and 
Rylstone appear to be those of the eastern, southern and western 
boundaries of Boss Moor (Rylstone township) and Hetton Moor, 
but not the northern boundary which was shared with Bordley 
township, the inhabitants of which enjoyed commoning rights on 
those moors.
